IT will be needlefs to trouble the Reader with a tedious I nt reduction, 
ihewing the ufefulnefs of this lort of Books, feveral others having 
already treated of that Subjeel, no lefs Learnedly than Fully, fo that 
it would only be repeating what has been frequently faid already, 
and what moil Men are fufllciemly convince of; befides that, it is 
not defign'd to fill up this fmall Volume with Perfwafives to buy it; but 
rather to proceed directly to the matter propos'd.. But, left the Deiigu 
ihould be mifapprehended, it will be neceifary, in as few Words as may be, 
to make all Perions fenfible of it. Nothing is more certain, than that ma- 
ny curious Pieces have efcap'd the fearch of thofe who have publifh'd Vo- 
lumes of this Nature, either becaufe they are grown extreamly Rare ; or, 
perhaps, thofe who Tranflated were not Mailers of the Languages in which 
they were Writ, or elfe for want of fufficient Information; fince, as no 
Man can know all Things, neither can any be acquainted with all Books. 
Thefe are the Things now defign'd to Entertain the Publick,with aflurance 
that nothing fhall be ofr'er'djbut what is valuable, and approv'd of by Lear- 
ned and Ingenious Perfons. It is needlefs, and even impracticable, in this 
Firft Part to give a Catalogue of the Books intended to be Tranflated; need- 
lefs, in Regard that being very rare, few are yet acquainted with them ; 
and impracticable, becaufe feyeral not yet known to the Undertakers, may 
hereafter come to Hand : As alfo, by reafon that fome which are not to be 
found in England, are now fent for Abroad, and confidering their Scarcity, 
and the Hazards of the Sea, it is impoifible to determine when they will 
be had. Befides, it is not convenient to Publiih the Names of fuch Books, 
at a time when fo many are gaping to catch at any thing they can hope 
to make an Advantage of, tho* others have acquir'd fome fort of right to 
it, by declaring they have fuch a Work in Hand. Every Piece that is 
PublifhM, will,it is hop'd, Recommend it felf, and be an Inducement to the 
Buyer to purchafe the nest, for which reafon it will be fuperfluous to add 
any thing in their Commendation. Neither is this Work confin'd to 
Tranflations, the Undertakers having already a profpecT: of fome Original 
Manufcripts of the fame Nature, Written by Ingenious and Able Pcrfonr;, 
who have Tiavel'd, and not taken care to publiih their Obfervations. The

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fwerable to what is jnopo-v, that is, excellent in it felt, ana never before 
Teen in tr.glijb. 

As fot the 'Mill :o J next intended, it is to Pub'iíh every Month, as much 
as will make a ElíjI; of Twelve Pence, or Eighteen Fence, according as it 
can be conciiv'd, without breaking oft" abruptly, to leave the Relation 
ntaim'd and iiiipzrftcl:, lor a; fcarce any of ihc books to be Tranflated are 
to imall as to come into the couvpafsof a Month; foof neccífity they muii 
be divided into feveral Parts, according 10 their Bulk. Kow each Month 
being Sold Siich'd, every Buyer may af;erwaids Bind them up when he has 
an Author complcat, and therefore great care lhall be taken, that the one 
may end, and the nest begin, fo as to ca^fe no Obfbcle, or Confuiion in 
Binding. All the Books lhall be adorn'd with proper Maps, and ufeful 
Cuts, that is, net with Rep.» efe matrons of Battels, or Draughts of Places 
made according to the Engravers Fancy, but with true Delineations taken 
upon the Spcr, where any luch are to be had ; the real Habits of the Peo- 
ple; Birds, Beafis, Plants, &e. Whether every Month will afford any of 
lhefe, cannct be promifed, iince they are to be inferted in their proper Pla- 
ces, for fubftantial Information, and not difpers'd at Wi;l to erobelÜfh the 
Book, and divert the Ignorant. Therefore ioine Months will contain more, 
others fewer, and fome perhaps none, with aifurance that the Cliarge ihail 
not be fpar'd where they are re^uiiite, and fuch are to Le hadas can be 
vouch*d to be Genuine.

No Author is defign'd 
to be Abridg c d, bat fairly, and carefully Tranílated at large; but if any 
lhould hereafter be thought fit, for any particular Reafbns to be fo dealt 
with, it ihall not be done without the Advice and Approbation of fufficieut 
Judges, and the Publick ihall have Notice of it, that no Man may have juft 
caulé to Complain he is any way Impcs'd on. Every Author ihall have a 
particular Preface giving fome Account of Him, and his "Work, with a fair 
Title, for the Binding of him up conveniently into a Volume, and every 
Month, as has been faid, fo contrivM, that there may be no Cafina, or 
other Eyefore intheBook. A fmall number will be Printed on a large fine

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PREFACE. 

XI R Author ■, Bartholomew Leonardo de Argenfola, 
was a Learned Clergyman , and as fuch employ* d 
by the Prefident and Council of the Indies to Write 
this Hijlory. He calls it s The Conqueft of the 
Molucca Iilands, without Enlarging any further 
in his Title, tito* at the fame time his Work con- 
tains their firjl Difcovery, their Defcription, the 
Manners, Cujlouif, Religion, Habit, and Political 
and Js'atural Hiflory-j with all the Wars, and o* 
jjjer Remarkable Accidents in thofe Parts, fince they were firjl known to 
Europeans, /:// their Reduclion under the Crown of Spain. In Speaking of 
them he Occafionally runs out to give the fame Account of the Philippine 
Jjlands, and cf fever al others in thofe Eajlern Seas. This is frequent in 
Spanifli Books, wherein we generally find much more than the Titles pomife, 
contrary to what is Practised with us, whojlrh-e to fill up a Title Page with 
abundance of Inviting Heads, the leajl part whereof is Treated of in the 
Body of the Work, or at bejl fo Superficially, that fcarcc any more can It 
wade of them there, than reas in the Frontifpiece. 

For the Compiling of this Work, the Author, being Employed by the Au- 
thority abovemention" d, had the Command of all Authevtick Mamtfcrifi 
Relations, which were either in the Kings Cvjlody, or in Private Hands 5 
7>efides the Tejtimony of fuch Per font then Living, as had been Fye-WitneJJes 
to any part of what he delivers. His Vefign was only to Write the Cona'uc/l 
of thofe IJIands, by King Philip the Third of Spain; hut confidcrivg how 
■ few were acquainted with them, and that of Conference vwjl Readers would 
he at a lofs to know where, or what thefe Moluccos were, he Judicioufiy Rc- 
folv*d to bring down his Hijlory from its proper Source. To this End he 
begins with the Antient, and Fabulous Original of their Kings • then comes 
to the Difcovery of them by European?, and proceeds to the Wars between 
them, and with the Natives t for the Pojfe$on of thofe fo much coveted Do- 
viinh?iu 
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His Definition of them is very ExaB 5 That of the Clcves^their princi- 
pal Commodity, no lefs Curious ; aad that of the other ProduS and Animals, 
Inferior to neither. The Wars carrying him over from one Place to another ; 
lie gives a fhort Account of the Ijlands Papuas, and that of Celebes. The 
Spaniards, to avoid pafjivg through the Fortuguefe Sea, attempted to fettle 
Trade at the Moluccos,¿y the way of the Stt eights of Magellan, iWjiV^ gives 
occafion to Argenfola to entertain us with a particular Account of the Spa- 
«iift Fleet ftnt into the f.iid Streight, under the Admiral Sarmiento, which 
has leen hitherto very ImpcrfeBly Delivered in Englííh, thó 1 very Remar- 
kable, and full of Stuprizing Accidents. In fhort, -not to fir etch out this 
Preface, with tie Sirf-jcS of the Work, we fiiall find in it a brief Defer iption 
oftheljland Sumatra; of the vitft Empire of Clnua; of all the Fhilippine 
Jjlands, and thefe of Ceylon, Banda, Java, and many ot he is of lefs Hole, 
¿tor does he omit to fpeak of the Dutch Voyages; and Undertakings of Sir 
Francis Drake, and other Engliih Adventurers ¡ and Emlslifies the whole 
with fuch variety of pleafmg Incidents, that few Books of Travels afford ft 
much Profitable Entertainment, with fuch good Authority. 

No Author ever had a letter Reputation, among all that Under ft and, and 
have had the good Fortune to Meet with him; for leingfo Valuable, he it 
extraordinary Scarce, rare to be met with in Spain, and confidently much 
more in England. This may perhaps be the main Reafon why he has not 
yet leen Tranjlated, and leingfo Valuable, he cannot mifi of that Reception 
which he has found in the Original» But it is not intended to prepoffifi 
i he Reader, who is left to make his own Judgment, and therefore a long 
Preface is dejignedly avoided, that he way the fooner enter uponfo Ufeful 
end Diverting a Work. It is not improper, neverthelefs, to Advife the 
Header not to take notice of feme RefcBions in Point of Religion, and in , 
other Cafes, confder'mg the Book was Writ by a Spaniard, and that it %¿s 
not proper to Omit, or Alter any thing, where a Fair, and Entire Tran- 
slation is promifid. Befides, That thefe are very few, and inconfideralle, 
and confidently not worth olferving,as indeed the generality of Judicious 
Readers will be fuff.ciently fatisfy'd, and this Caution is gizen for their 
Sake, whom perhaps Pafiion, or overmuch Zeal may morje to conhn a Work 
o;¡ fuch an 0(cajt¡m t when they can find no other matter to Carp cf. 
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"Wiñe the Conquefl: of the Molucca Iflandsby King j ut fj 0r t. 
Philip the III. oí Spain, and the reducing of their j n t ro du~ 
Kings to their former Subjeclion, to his Predeceflbrs, ú¡ on 
by Don Pedro de Jcunha, Governour of the Philippine 
lilands, and Admiral of the Spanijb Fleet; a Vidtory 
worthy the Forefight of fuch a Godly Monarch, the 
Application oí thofe worthy Statefmen that compele 
his fupreme Council, and the Valour of our Nation; 
not fo much on account of the Wealth, and Fertility 
o£ thofe Countries, as for that it took from the Northern Nations all occa- 
sion of Sailing in our Seas, and Debauching the new Converted Jftaticks, 
and the Inhabitants of cur Colonies Trading among them. The Celerity 
with which the Expedition was concluded, does not in the leafl diminiih 
the Glory of the Event; which, for that very Reafon, might rather defeive 
a place in a more ample Relation. I am fenfible of the Dangers I expofe 
my felf to; butam no lefs fatisfy'd, that I ihall find fome to Hand by me. 
The moil famous Painters, and Carvers, have generally a great value for 
Heads, Anns, and other Limbs, which have been drawn to perfection from 
the Life, by which they compofe all the Parts, when they defign fome ex- 
cellent Piece. The ignorant in thofe Arts have no Efleem for fuch Frag- 
ments, being only taken with the entire Statue, or Picture, Confining of all 
its Limbs, without examining the Defects there may be in each of them. 
The Relation I undertake to write of thefe. I Hands will find the fame E- 
flcem, and be expos 'd to no lefs Contempt; for the Judicious, who under- 
B itand 
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Hand how Hiflory is Compiled, will value this part drawn to the Life; 
whereas thofe, who, as they fay themlelves, Read only to divert the Time, 
will ni-ke little account o* it, as being more fond of lome Romance, tull of 
Monflercus Event? ; or of fbnic bulkey Work, bearing the Title oí a Hi- 
flory, treating of numerous Armies, and mighty Slaughters, and bellow- 
ing the Succefs, not where Providence gave, but where they would have 
it. This is the Reafon why many Things, worthy to be known and pre- 
ferv'd, remain bury 'din Oblivion; becaufe being left for General HiilorJes, 
there are only flight Sketches of them Drawn at the Time when they hap- 
ned, by thofe who had a fhare in rhem, fo that when thefe Manufcriprs are 
to be made ufe of, either they are not to be found, or elfe they reduce the 
Writer to a neceflity of fubfcribjng to whatfoever either Self-Love, or any 
other PáÍEon dictated to the Authors of fuch Memoirs, without any poifi- 
bility of examining into the Truth. To obviate this Inconveniency, in a 
matter of fuch moment as that oí Témate, the Capital of the Molucca 
Iflands, I was Commanded to write an Account of it, at a time when 
they were flill living who atled in and directed it: And I have fuch 
full Information of all that is requinte for this purpofe, that I hope Truth 
will make,amends for my want of Ability. This is as much as I have 
thought fit to Advertife the Reader, without entering upon the Advantage 
he will reap by perufing this Relation; becaufe, if he is well affefted, all 
I can fay for it will be fuperfiuous ; and if otherwife inclin'd, tho' I en- 
deavour to fet him right, he will never conceive it. 
Kings of Among the fourteen moft potent Princes, who Lord it over the Archlfe- 
the Mo- lego of the Molucco Iflands, under the Title of Kings, thofe of Témate and 
lúceos. Tydore bcaft of a Divine Original;fuch Liberty to be vain do Men take up- 
on them, or fo much do they afcribe to obfeure Antiquity. There is an 
ancient Tradition among thofe People, lock'd upon as Sacred, That they 
were once Govetn'd by a moil Ancient Prince, called Bicocigara, who 
failing along the Coaft of #íTr/jíí7n,perceiv*d that among fome craggy Rocks 
there were grown up abundance of Rotas, fo they call a fort cf folia Canes, 
■rv ir ¿-which, when final!, they make ufe ofinflead of Ropes. Helik'd them, and 
j ■ n • order ' d the r" ñ^á* be cut down, and brought into his Vefleí. His Sub- 
their Un- j e £ fi g j n g to f u jf,i his Orders, and having fearch'd all the place, return'd 
gmat. I0 jJujj. jviafler, defiring he would look again, leaft his Eyes deceiv'd hiiu y 
for they could meet with no fuch Canes. Bkocigara, who faw them di- 
irin&ly from his Boat, was pofitive with his incredulous People, and or- 
dered them again to be brought; but to decide the matter, went himfelf 
Aihore, where immediatly they appear'd to them all. He commanded 
them to be cut down, and as they went about it, Blood ran from the Canes 
that were cut. Being aftonifh'd at that Prodigy, he difcover*d clofe to the 
Roots of them four Eggs, which look'd like a Snakes Eggs, and at the fame 
' time heard a Voice, proceeding from the hollow of the Canes cut down, 
which faid, Keep thefe Eggti for from them Pail come four excellent Go- 
vttnourt. He took up thoie fatal Eggs, with Religious Refpe¿t, and car- 
ry'd them home, where they were kept in the beft place of his Houfe. In 
a fbort time, from the four Yolks proceeded four Rational Chickens, be- 
ing thre« Men, and one Woman, who afterwards Reign'd, the firil of 
them in £achian, the iecond inBvtaiij and the third over the Iflands cali'd 
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Papuas, Ijing Eaft from the Moluccas. The "Woman ivas Marry'd to Prince 
Loloda, who gave Name to the Country of Batochina, not far from the 
great Boconora. This Fable has gain'd J'uch Reputation, that they honour 
BUocigara ts a Hero, worihip the Kocks, and adore ihe Eggs. The truth 
of ic is, that the cunning Man, by this prodigious Superflition, Sancltfy'd 
his own Race, and gain'd Kingdoms, and Refpec) for his four Children. 
So Greece feign'd, ot bcleiv'd, that Leda Conceiving of the Adulterous 
Swan brought forth the Eggs, from which came Cajlor, Pollux, and Helev.a, 
Fortune, when ihe raifes Men to a high pitch, perfwades thofe ihe 'deiigns 
to Crown, to lay the Foundation of their Majefty on Fables, refembling 
true Mifteries, fo to perfvvade the Multitude that they are fomewhat Di- 
vine, and to diflinguifh the Royal Race by a peculiarity even in the Uni- 
verfal Law of being Eorn into the World. Of this Race thirteen Idola- 
trous Kings fucceeded one another in Tydore, down to Sultan Tydore Bcn~ 
fwf, the firil that receiv'd the Mahometan Alcoran, tho' intermix'd with 
dolatry, which lalied above Eighty Years, and being confounded arr.ong 
■the Precepts of that abominable Se¿>, bred Divifions, and Diftiaclions a- 
mong the People. Afterwards, when the Commander Brito arriv'd in 
that Ifland, as we lhall foon fee, he found a Cach i or Prieft, taught them 
the new Superflition, and that many oppos'd him, on account of the old 
Fable of the Eggs, which the Perfian Mor about could never Decry $ fo great 
is the power of Error tranfmitt.d from our Fore-Father?. 

' Kins Tydore Bovgue^s Succeffor, was his Son Cacbil Boteyfe, no lefs j r 7 ¡r e 
Superliicious than the Father, but in another way. He pretending to the p r op/fefie 
Spirit of Prophecy, gain'd fuch Reputation, by the Experience and Fore- 
fight of his Riper Years, that he came to be Honour'd by his Subjects as 
a Prophet ; or by the leaft Credulous, as a Perfon of lingular Prudence, fo 
that ail Men gave Ear to him, as to an Oracle. Puffed up with this Va- 
nity, he pretended to Fore-tell future Events ; which when no particular 
Perfons, or fet Times are appointed, is a fafe way of Predicting, without 
Danger of being found Faife; either becaufe in procefs of Time fomethiu¿ 
Accidentally happens, that may be adapted to the Prophecy, or in regard, 
that is always expected which will never come to pais. For this Reafon, 
-as in moil Countries there are fome current Notions ot future Expectations, 
conceiv'd upon trivial Occafions, rather than any Observation of ihe Stars ; 
therefore Boleyfe us'd to tell thofe about him, That the time would come, 
when Iron Men flioUJd arrive at Témate, from the remoteft parts of the 
World, and fettle in its Territory ; by whole Power the Glory, and Do- 
minion of the Molucca Iilands íhould be far extended. 

' In the Reign of King John the firir, of Vortvg al t his Son, Prince Henry, p¡ r n rj+r 
having employ'd feveral Perfons on Difcoveries, John Gonzales, and coveriei 
Trifiau Vaz found the Ifland of Madera, injhe Year T419, and others 
foon after thofe of the Mores, and Cabo Verde, and ran along the Coail 
of Guinea and Jfrick. Afterwards, in the Reigns of King Edward, and 
jflovfo the V. thofe Difcoveries were continu'd,till under King John the II. 
they proceeded as far as the Cape of Good Hope t and a Hundred Leagues 
beyond it, along the Coal!, call'd Jiio del Infante, The honour of this 
Difcovery is due to that famous Seaman Bartholomew Diaz, if we may 
believe the' Manuscript Memoirs of Vtartc Refende, for the Hiilorian 
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ñarros, This rais'd Emulation in the hptiuijb Nation, already engjg'd in 
fuch Voyages, as having Difcover'd the Wcfle.n Iflands, cal I'd Antilles, 
or Carihhee Ifland?. This Difcovcry occafion'd a Controverfy about the 
Right to them, Portugal pretending to, and Spain defending its PoiTefuon. 
After mucli Contention, the Difference was adjufted by Ruy de Sou fa t and 
Don John his Son, and Añas de Almada, CommiiTion'd by Portugal t who 
in the Year 1404. agreed with the Spaníjb EmbaíTador, Thar, fince this 
inferior Globe, confining of Earth and Water, anfwers to the Degrees into 
which the Celeftial Sphere is divided, it íhould be equally parted between 
the two Kings, by a Meridian Line drawn through the North and South 
Poles, and comparing the Land and Sea, fo as to cut them into two halves. 
It was appointed, That the Share to the Eaílward íhould belong to the 
Crown or Portugal, and the other to the Well ward, to that of CaJIHe ; and 
that it íhould be fo maik'd down on the Sea Charts ; the Line pafling 
through a fixt Point on the Earth, which was to be the Boundary of both 
Nations. This was by mutual Confent fettled 360 Leagues Weft from 
Cabo Verde, and fo the Line, or Meridian, fell upon the Country we call 
Brazil, about the moft Wefterly part of the Mouth of the River Maranhao, 
"which difembogues there to the Northward. This Line cuts through 
that Country, and to the Southward runs, off beyond the River of Plate y 
from whence the Spaniards begin to reckon their Degrees of Longitude 
"Well ward, and the Portuguefcs Eaílward, 180 belonging to each of them, 
for as much as the -whole Circumference of the Earth contains three hun- 
dred and iitfty Degrees. 
Vafeo de ^tt/co de Gama, employ'd by King Emanuel of Portugal, to Difcover 
Gama ¿if- ant * Conquer India, profecuted this Enterprise, look'd upon by Ptolomy, 
(overt In- as * !r, P ra &'cable; he travers'd the main Ocean, within the Portuguefe Di- 
dia viiion, where he Difcover'd, and fince the Portuguefe Commanders have 

Conquer'd fo many Kingdoms, Nations, and Iilands, fo diilinct, in Cu^ 
iloms, Manners, Laws, Languages, and Colours. They returning home 
admir'd what they had feen, and lay'd it down in Maps, but ilretching out 
the Longitude, that is the Dillance from Weil to Eaft, beyond what it 
really was; thus Craftily providing for the Controverfy which might arife 
upon this Occafion, as it foon happened, through the Falihood of the Sea 
Charts. 
Portugue- By virtue of this practice, and by the Papers fubfequent Authorising of 
UsPreten- it> the Portvguefes pretend that the Molucca Iflands, and thofe of Banda, 
tionstothe a°d Amhoyna, are within their Bounds, as they were ¿tdjudg'd, and fettled 
MoJuccos. by experience Sailers, calculating the Extent of that Meridian, and they - 
even iiretcb it 15 Degrees further. Rcfende complains, That Magatbaens, 
whom the Engliji) call Magellan, magnify'd the Opinion conceivd of the . 
Eafiern Seas, when in the Year 1519 he went away Difgufled into Spain. 
Magellan grew up in the fervice of Queen Eltenor, then ferv'd King 
Emanuel, and went over into India with that Alonfo de Albuquerque, of 
whofe Bravery, and Conduit, we have written Hiítories, béfides what 
Fame, and Tradition have deliver'd. This Man, not fatisfy'd with the 
firit Conquefts, fent Antony de Ahreu, Francis Serrano,' and Ferdinand de 
Nagalhaens from Malaca, with three Ships, to Difcover the Molucca 
Iilands. All thefe three Commanders fleei'd feveral Courfes. We ihall 
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foon fpeak of Magellan sgain. Antony ¿e Abren aniv'd at Banda, and 
returning towaids Malaca, riclily laden with Spice of that Count ty, 
Serrano was parted from him in a Storm, and Shipwrack'd on the lilands 
of Lucop ¡no, iigniiying Iflands of Tort oifes , ib cali'd from the Plenty and 
Eignefs of thofe Creatures. 

There the Tempeft left the Portvgucfei, only their Lives and Arms fav'd, Serrano 
for their Junci, which isa fort of light Veffel, wasStav'd. The Lucophie call on the 
Iflands were Horrid, by reafon of their want of Water, and being Defert ; lhnds of 
tor their Rocks lying under "Water, and the many Sea Robbers that fre- Lucopine. 
quent them, and always keep Sentinels polled to difcover any Sailing by, 
that they may fall upon, and plunder them. Had not Hunger and Thirft 
threatned the Fortvgufes with ipcedy Death, they had reafon to expect it 
at the Hands of thole Pyrats ; but that which had been the Defiruction of 
others, at this time prov'd their Safety. Thofe Mifcreants had obferv'd 
the Shipwreck, and Rowing Up in a Veffel cali'd a Caracoa, as it were to 
a certain Booty» drew near ío thole who had fo narrowly efcap'd peiiihing 
in the Sea; but the Malaca Pilots, and Mariners were not ignorant of their 
defign. They acquainted their Captain with the Danger, dciiring him to 
take* fuch Meafures as might be for his own, and their Safety. Serrano, 
like a Man of Valour and Difcretion, having view'd the Shore, conceal'd 
his Men in a hidden Place. The Pyrates landed to puifue them ; but as icon 
as ever they were at fomediflance from the Shore, the Strangers niih'd our, 
and pofiefs'd themfelves of the Caracoa. The Barbarians thus impm'd* 
íeflecting on theii Mifinanagement, and perceiving they were loft Men 
gave over the thoughts of Robbing, and had recourfeto Intreaties, throw- 
ing down their Bows and Arrows, and begging they would not leave //■ F r 
them in that Ifland,but rather take pity, and pardon what they had done- " ,s £ J Ci7 f c 
and promifing, if he would carry them off, to conducir him to another place* 
where Strangers were well receiv'd, and there was Trade. Serrano gran- 
ted their Requeft, and admitted them, and having repair'd the ihattet'd 
Junck y and Embarking together, they directed their Courfe to the liland 
of Jviboyna, where they were well receiv'd by the People of Rucuteloi 
who were ancient Enemies to thofe of Veramila, a Neighboring Ciiy of 
Batochina, with whom thofe of Hílentelo coming to a Battle, they ob- Jmves at 
'tain'd the Victory, through the Aífiftance of the New-comers. The Fame Amboyna 
of this SucceG. flew over to the Mclucco Iflands, at the Time when Bolsyfe 
Reign'd in Témate, and Mmanzor in Tydore, who were both not long be- 
fore Idolaters, and then Mahometans. Thefe two were at Variance about 
the Limits of their Dominions,and underllandingthat the Port ague fes were 
at Jmboyna, each of them defiring to Strengthen hiinfelf againft his Enemy 
fent Embaffadors, and Ships, to invite, and bring over to them thofe For- 
Kign Soldiers ; thinking it alfo convenient upon other accounts, to enter 
into Alliance with thofe Pecple, whofe great Actions were then fo freih in 
the Mouths of all Men. Boleyfe was quicker than Almanzov, and fent 
ten Ships for Serrano, with a Thoufand well Arm'd Soldiers for their 
Defence, the. whole under the Command of his Kinfmaa CWjí/CoWí?.- 
The Tydore Embaffadors return'd from Rúentele difappointed. It is but a 
íhort Cut between Awboyna, and Témate, and therefoie Boykfe's Ships 
loon return'd with the Vortvgnefes, That King went cut attended by his 
3 ? Subjefts, 
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Subjects, to receive the new Guelis ; all of them concluding, That thef 
went to fee the fulfilling of their fo lung expected Prc.phecy. Serrano 
Landed in bright white Armour, and his Companions in the fame man- 
Settles at ner- When the King faw them, he embrae'd every Man, with a Counte- 
Ternate. nance full of Pleafure and Admiration, fhedding Tears, and liftiig up 
his Hands to Heaven, blefs'dGod, and gave hearty Thanks, für that he 
had granted him to fee that which had been Predicted fo many Years be- 
fore. Theft, faid he, my Friends, art the Warriers you have fo long mjh'd 
for, on account of my Prophecy. Honour them, and let vs ail vie in Enter- 
taining them i fince the Grandeur of our Country depends on, their Arms. 
The Portuguefet, well pleas'd to be thought worthy of a Prophecy, tlie 
Beleif whereof was a Politick Invention, conducing to their Reputation, 
made no lefs Courteous Returns, expreifing their finguiar Affection. They 
fettled Amity, and Trade in the Molnccot^ whence they fpread it to the 
adjacent, and remoter Wands, which* it will be now 'requinte breifly to 
Defcribe, for the better Under (landing of this Hifiory. 
Archipe- The Eaitern Archipelago^ not to fpeak of the Divifion of thofe Oriental 
lagode- Parts into Northern, and Southern, Contains To many Iilands, that the 
fcrié*d, certain Number of them is not yet known. Hence Modern Authors di- 
iiribute it into five Divifions, being fo many Archipelagos, under the names 
of Molucca, Moro, Papuas, Celebes, and Amhayna. The Name of the Firff, 
in their Language, is Moloc, fignifying, the H*ad, becaufe it is the Chief 
of all about it. Others will have it to be Malucco, which, in Arabick, im- 
ports, the Kingdom, as the Principal of them. It Contains five moit Re- 
markable Iilands, all of them under the fame Meridian, one in light of ano- 
ther, their whole Extent being 2.5 Leagues; the Equinoctial croifing them, 
fo that the molt Northern of them has but half a Degree of Latitude that 
way, and the moft Southern, one Degree on the other fide. Near to them, 
on the Eait, is the IÍIand Gilolo, by the Portvgvefes call'd Batochhia de 
Moro, and by the Moluccas, Alemaera. Among all the others lying about 
them, call'd alio Moluccas, as we fay the Canaries, tht Terceras, or the 
Oreadei, thefe are the moft Remarkable, for their great Plenty of Spice: 
The Names of them, beginning with the Northermoft, are, Témate, Tydore, 
Motiel, Machian, and Bacbian 5 by the ancient Heathens call'd, Cape. 
Duco, Moutxl, Mara, and Seque. This Iaif, which is Bachian, is divided 
into many Iilands, feperated from one another by little Channels, Naviga- 
ble only in fmall Veílels; for which reafon, as alfo becaufe it is under 
•■one Sovereign, it has but one Name, and all the Molucca Iilands are Sub- 
ject to three Kings. They are divided by fmall Arms of the Sea, and fom« 
itefert little Iilands, as alfo by their Antient Enmity. The Coail both 
near the Shore, and farther oft" at Sea, full of Dangerous Shoals; among 
which there are fame Inlets, where the Ships Ride in Safety. The Soil 
or them all is generally Dry and Spungy, fucking up all the Water, tho 9 
it Rains never fo much, and in many Places the Brooks that run down 
from the Mountains do not íeach the Sea. According to that grave lli- 
ílorian Jolm de Barros, thefe Iilands afford an ill Profpect, and are no way 
pleafamvto behold j becaufe the Sun being always fo near them, fometimes 
paífing over towards the Northern, and lome times towards the Southern 
- SoHhce, the natural Damp of the Earth fills them fo full of Trees, and 
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Plants, that it thickens the Air, and hinders tiie Sight; for by real on of 
the Eaithly Vapours, the Trees are never naked oí" Leaves ; but before one 
falls another has fprung out; and the fame is among Herbs. Others af- 
firm, they are Pleafant to look to, but not Healthy, efpccially for Stran- 
gers, who are all fubjeft to the Dífeafe call'd Berber, which is common in 
that Countiy. This Malady fwells the Body, and d ¡ fables the Limbs^but 
is cur'd with Cloves, the Wine oí' the Philippine Iilands, drank with Gin- 
ger, and the ufe of a certain Heib, known to the Natives ; and the Dutch 
do it with the juyce of Lemrrons, a Remedy found by their own Appre- 
henfion, and Experience. 

Providence has flor'd thefe Spice-Iilands with Bananas, Coco-Nut:, ProduS of 
Oranges, Lemvions, Lignum- Aloes, Sanders, Cinsvion, Mace, Majlhk-Trces, the Mo- ■ 
but above all, with abundance of Cloves, and other Plants ; all of them va- lúceos, 
luable for their Fruit, or delightful for their Ornaments. They have neither 
Wheat nor Rice\ but Nature gave them Induftry, and Matter tofupply this 
Defect. They beat a fort of Tree, like the Wild-Palm, with Mallets made 
of flrong Canes ; and thofe dry Trunks, fo batter'd, yield an extraordinary 
white Flower, coming from the bruized Pith ; which they mould up in 
füuare Pipkins, and this is the Sagu, or Laudan, fo made into fquare Loaves r ~ 
like tht Cajliie Sope. This Plant is about Fifteen Foot high, and from the aa £ u * 
Top of it fprout out fome Branches, like thofe which produce the Tama- 
rinds, Thefe bear a Fruit like the Cyprefs-Nuts, in which there are cer- 
tain fine Hairs, which if they touch a Man's Fíeíh, burn it. From the 
tender Branches of the fame Plant cut, flows the Liquor which ferves them 
for Drink, putting the Ends of the faid Branches fo cut into narrow 
Mouth "d Vefiels, which are fiHM in a Night, and the Liquor fo gather'd, is 
Jike Milk Whipped, and Frothy, which they call Tunc. When Drank new, 
it is Sweet and very Fat'ning; boil'd like new Wine it talles like Wine, 
and after grows fharp as Vinegar. The fame Advantage they reap from 
two other Plants call d flifo, and Coco 5 the Jaft of them yields alio Oyl 9 
Boards, aridTimler to build Houfes. They alfo Drink another pleafant 
Liquor, which Nature has fhut up in the Hollow of the Canes they call 
Bambcoes, fo large that the Knots are a Yard a funder. They abound in 
FJeifc; but the People are more affected to Fifli; notwithflanding Hugo, 
the Dutchman,hys they want both. Providence afforded them no Mines, 
either of Gold, or Silver; whether it was a Punifhment, or Mercy we do 
not decide. Neither have they found any, of other lefs precious Metals; 
but not far from them is Lambuco, an Iíland abounding in Iron and Steel ; 
whence, and from the Mines oíSula and Butva, the People of the Malaccas 
bring them, to make their Caampilanes, which are fliaip heavy Cymtters, 
and their Crifes, being fmall Daggers. The Vortvgusfes and Dutch have 
now furniíh'd thofe Iilands with fmall Fire-Arms, and Cannon of all forts 
known among us. 

Terna 1 1 is the Capital City, and Court of that King, near to which a 4 burnh?" 
dreadful burning Mountain Flames out, about the Equinoxes, becaufe at Mountain 
thofe Times the Winds blow ; which kindle that natural Fire,on the Matter ¿„ Teníate 
that has fed it fo many Ages. The Top of the Mountain, which exhales 
it, is cold, and not cover'd with Afhes, but wirh afort of light cloddy 
Earth, little different from the Pomicc-Stone burnt in out Fiery Mountains. 
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Defcending thence to the Foot of the Hill, which flretches out like a Pira- 
mid, down to the Plain ; it is all uncooth, being thick with Trees, whofe 
Verdure is fpar'd by the Flames, and the very Fire, Waters and Moiflens 
them with Brooks, which it draws together in the Hollow of the Moun- 
tain, and forces it lo Sweat, and pour out. 

The Natives Differ from one another, as it were through a Miraculous 
Bounty of Nature ; for it has made the Women Fair and Beautiful, and the 
Men, of a darker Colour than a Quince; their Hair lank, and many a- 
noint it withfweetOyls. Their Eyes are large, the Eyebrows long, which, 
and their Eye-Iafhes, they colour Black. Of Body they are Strong, much 
addiáed to War, and floathful for all other Employments. They aie long 
Liv'd; grow grey eariie; and are as Afliveby Sea as by Land; Oflkiour, 
and Courteous to Strangers; but when they grow Familiar, Importunate, 
and Troublcfome in their Requefls ; in their Dealings, all bent upon Inte- 
reft ; Jealous, Fraudulent, and Falfe. They are Poor, and therefore Proud; 
and to name many Vices in one, Ungrateful. 

The Chine fes poffefs'd themfelves of thefe Iliands, when they fubduM all 
thofe Eailem Parts ; and after them the jfat/«7ifr/ei,and the MahyespxA laflly 
the Perfiatts, and Arabsi which laft, together with their Trade, Introduce 
thsJUabamctan Super fiition among the Worfhip of their Gods; from whom 
fome Families Loafted they were defcended. Their Laws are Barbarous : 
They have no limited Number of Wives. The King's chief Wife, call'd 
in their Language Puttiz, enable. 1 ; and gives the Right cf Sueceííiun to 
■which her Sons are preferr'd, tho* younger than thofe by other Mothers. 
Theft is not pardon'd, tho' never fo inconfiderable ; but Adultery eaííly. 
When the Dawn appears, Officers appointed by Law for that purpofe, beat 
a fort of broad, flat Tabors about the Streets, to awake Marry'd People, 
■who they think deferves this Care from the Government, on account of Pro- 
creation. Moil Crimes are punifh'd with Death; in other Refpe&s they 
Obey the Will, or Tyranny of the Conqueror. 

The Men, on their Heads, wear Turkijb Turbantsof feveral Colours, with 
abundance of Feathers on them. The King's ends above like a Miter, and 
fervesinilead of a Crown. For their other Garb they all wear Wafle- 
coats, which they call Cheninas, and Blew, Crimfon, Green, and Purple 
Breeches. Of the fame they make their Cloaks, or Mantles, which are 
ihort, Soldier-like, thrown over, or knotted on the Shoulder, after the An- 
cient Roman manner, known by the written Defcriptions, Statues, and 
other Monuments of thofe Times. The Women are Proud of their Hair ; 
fometimes they fpread, and fome times they plat it, flicking abundance of 
Flowers among the Ribbons, which hold it together; fo. that in their 
Drefs, they are not encumber'd with loofe Viels, Plumes, or Feathers. AH 
that variety adorns them without Art ; they wear Bracelets, Pendants, and 
Heeklaces of Diamonds and Rubies, and great Strings of Pearls, which are 
not forbid even the meaneft, no more than Silks, wherein the Women 
particularly are Clad after the Perfian and Túrkijh Faíhíon ; and all this 
■coftly Attire is the Product of the Neighbouring Lands and Seas. Both 
Men and Women in their Habit (how their natural Haughtinefs. 
iansuapt The variety of Languages among them is great, for fometimes one Tow.! 
' .does not underfland the People of the next ; the Malays Tongue is moft '■ 
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us'd, as eafieif to pronounce. Ihís Diveiijtyof Languages íhows, that 
tbofe Iflands were Pet pled by feveral Nations. In thofe Farts all Anti- 
quity, and the Art of Navigation are afcrib'd to the Chinefcs, Some affirm, 
That the People of the Molucca Iilands are Defcendcd from the Jaol, who 
fettled there, being invited by the Fragrancy of the" Spice. They loaded 
their Veflels with Cloves, till then unknown, and holding on that Trade, 
carry'd it to the Gulphs of Arabia, and Pajia. They Sail'd about all thofe 
Countries, tranfporting Silks, and Porcelance, the Produdr, and Manufa- 
cture of China. The Cloves were by the Petfians, and Arabs tranfmitted 
to the Greeks, and Romans. Some Roman Emprors had a defign of Con- 
quering the Eaft, till they íhould come to the Spicy Countries; to covetous 
were they of that Commodity ; and believing they all came from Cbina t 
call'd all thofe People Chinefes. The Spaniards formerly brought them a- 
mong other Goods from the Red-Sea. The Kings of Egypt for fome time rr 
poflefs'd themfelves of all the Spice, which they Tranfmitted from the ri oves 
Hands of the Afiaticks into Europe. This the Romans contiim'd, when they 
redue'd Egypt into the Form of a Province. Long after, the Genoefes, , j. 
Transferring the Trade to Tbeodojia, now Cafa, handed them about to all 7 - ft/ . £ u . 
Parts; and there the Venetians, and other Trading Nations, had their Con- 
fuJs, and Faclors. They afterwards were convey'd over the Cafpian Sea " * 
and Trabifond; but this Trade fell with the Eafiern Empire ; and then the 
Turks carry'd them in Caravans of Camels, and Dromedaries to Berytus, 
Aleppo, Damafcus, and feveral Ports on the Mediterranean. The Sultans 
of Egypt brought them Uack to the Red-Sea, and thence to Alexandria, down 
the Nile, ■ The Portvgnefes having Conquered the Eajl-Indie;, took tliem 
from Egypt, and brought them in their Fleets by the Cape of Good Hope, 
finking and taking all Ships that attempted to carry any to Grand Cayro. 
For that purpofe they kept Squadrons on the Coaifs of Arabia and PerRa % 
and at Cape Guardafu. By this means the Trade of Egypt was fujprefs'd, 
and all the Spice brought on the Kings acco'.nt to India, and thence taking 
a prodigious compafs, to Lisbon. He who is Mailer at Sea will be poffe- 
fs*d of this Wealth ; by which, and other Commodities, ve fee that is 
made good, which fome write Themijloclet was wont to fay, That he has 
all thingt who has the Sea. 

The Kings, Boleyfe, of Teníate, and Almanzor, of Tydore t contended a- 
botit Entertaining Serrano, and each of them courted him to build a Fort 
in his Ifland. It is well worth Obfervation, To fee how eagerly thefe 
Kings fought after, andbegg'd for that which they were foon after to be 
averie to. They writ about it to the King of Portugal; but Antony de 
Miranda coming to the Molucca, befides a wooden Fort, or Houfe he built 
at Talangame, erected another at Machian, an Wand belonging to the two 
Kings, by which means he fatisfy'd the Requeft of both. Soon after 
Cachil Laudin, King of Bachian, made Application to Don Trijlan de 
Menefe t, on the fame account. Don Trijlan was come to the Moluccas to 
Load Spice, and with a defign to carry away Franca Serrano, and to in- 
duce Boleyfe to confent to it, he perfwaded him, it was requinte that Ser- 
rano fhould go to Portugal, to prevail upon King Emanuel to order the Fort 
he defir'd, to be built upon Tanate, and not elfe where. Boleyfe auprovM 
of his defign,' and to that end, fent CachMato, as his Embaflador, with 
C Servant 
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Serrano. Don Triftan fet out, and his Ships t-cing diipers'd in a 'Storm, 
was oUigM to return to the Moluccas, and to Winter in the Woaden Houfe 
above mention'd; but as foon as the Monfon blew, he put to Sea again, 
and touching at Bachian was inform'd, That they had kill'd fome Jbrtu- 
guefes, o*" Simon Cor re a 1 s VeiTel in that Iiland. This troubled him, bur he 
diflembled it, and proceeding on his Voyage, return'd to Malaca, by the 
way of Amboyna. 
Brito at Antony de Brito, appointed by the Governour of India to fucceed Serrano 
the Mo- in that Pon, Sail'd from Cape Sincaptra, through the Streights of Sab am t 
lucco's. with 300 Men, and foine experienced Commanders. Hetouch'd at Tub an, 
a City in the Iiland of $aua t and went over to another, call'd Agazim, a 
Mart in thofe Parts, oppofite to the Ifland Madura, Its nearnefs inviting 
him, he fent a Roving Vencí thither to get fome Information what Courfe 
he was to Steer. Seventeen Men there were in the VeiTel Landed on the 
Coafr, and went up along the fide of a River, ecver'd with beautiful Tree.», ' 
whofe Fruit deceiv'd the Sailers ; for they attracted with the pleafant fight, 
and unexpe¿íed fatisfacfion, forgot to fecure their VeiTel. The Natives 
obferving the Opportunity, firit took the Veffel, and then all the Men, 
whofe Ranfom prov'd afterwards difficult, tho* the Lord of the City fa- 
. vourd it. Briio failM direitly for the Moluccas, znd touching at Bacbian, 
fern Simon de Abrcu in all hafle to burn a Village, and kill all the Inhabi- 
. tants» in Revenge for Simon Correaos Companions flain there; that King 
^■'Laudin might underfland, they fhould not etcape unpunifb'd, who wrong 'd 
the Vortugitefe, and that fince his Ifland was the firft that took up Arms 
Xing of againfl them, it ihould alfo be the firfl that felt their Vengeance. He exe- 
Ternate 'jcuted his feverity without any Lofs, tho' that King did nor forget the ObJi- 
Dia* gation he laid on him. Brito went on to Tydorc, and was Inform'd by Al- 

ntanzor of the Diforders there were at Témate, becaufe Boleyfe was dead, 
and it was fuppos'd he had been Poyfon'd. He being near his Death or- 
der'd, That during the Minority of his eldeft Son Cacbil Bohat, or Boy ano, 
the Queen his Wife, who was Daughter to the King of Tydore, ihould 
Govern; and that Cacbil- Daroes, Natural Son to the faid Boleyfe, ihould 
A<it jointly \vithher. The Queen who was Crafty, fufpeiHng that her 
Father Almanzor might under that colour aim at fome Advantage, to the 
Detriment of her Son, call'd her Subjects together and told them, That it 
was enough for her to take care of her Sons Education ; and therefore íhe 
kid the greateíl fírels of Government on Cacbil Dar oes. 

The King, and the Governour D arces, expecled the Commander Antony 
Brito, aa the Kingdoms, and the young Kings Protector. They went out to 
A Tort meet l iim in a Fleet of Carcoas,whh the Noife of that Barbarous Muííck of 
Built at Brafs Bafons, and Tabors. He Landed, ihewing State, and appearing wor- 
Ternate. *ky of that Applaufe j vifited the Queen, the King, and his Brothers; and 
after the Ceremony of Condoling the Death of Boleyfe, ordering Affairs h\ 
Conjunction with Daroes, he approved of that Form of Government, and 
upon all occafions Defended his Province againil that of Tydore. To do 
this with the greateíi Se urity, he pitch'd upon a proper fpot of Ground, 
according to the Rules of Fortification, which were not then very perfec!, 
ho more than Military Difcipline. The Foundation being dug, Brito, in 
the prefence of the King, and all the People, laid the firit. Stone of the new 
Fort, with his own Hand, This happen'd oil Midfummer Day, and there- 
fore 
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fore he gave tlie Fort the Name of St. John Baftijl : and tho' it was 
built fur the Defence of Tcvn.it!, yet in Brno's mind it was Dedicated to 
the fervice of the Gofpel, and its Minifters. He us'd endeavours to fend 
away the Caeiz he found there fpreadinc of Mahomet's falfe Dottnne, as 
an Obflacle to the True ; but the War which is there always foiled and 
natutal againit Tydore, obflrufled thefe Defigns; tho' at the fame time the 
Troubles of thole two Revengeful Nations increas'd the Revenues of Por- 
t»gal,by contributing of their Spice ; and the delire of Superiority brought 
them into Subjeftion. However, in Portugal Brito had a Succefior 
appointed him, and he was infbrm'd, That the other was already failing 
for the Moluccas; and there was need enough of them both, and of dou- 
bling their Forces; becaule Spain ftil! infilled upon taking thole Countries 
as its Right, and Brito began to be hated, on account of his offering Vio- 
lence to the Royal Family. 

At the fame lime Magellan laving Sail'd ice. Leagues towards Malaca, Magellan 
was in ceitain Iflands, whence he correfponded with Serrano ; who having g 0€s over 
thriv'd fo well in Tenate, with Boleyfe, fent his Friend word what Kind- t0 s pa in. 
nefs, and Wealth he had receiv'd from him; advifing him to reiurn to his 
Company. Magellan contenting, refolv'd to goto the Moluccoi; but in 
cafe his Services were not Rewarded in Portugal, as he expected, he would 
take the way directly for Témate, under whole King Serrano grew fo Rich 
in Nine Years. He confider'd, that lince the Malmeta were coo Leagues 
Eaft from Malaca, which make 50 Degrees, little more or lefs, they were 
out of the Portvgnefe Limits, according to the antient Sea Chart. Retur- 
ning to Portugal, he found no Favour, but thought himfelf wrong'd, and 
refenting it, went away into Cajlile, canying with him a Planifphere, 
drawn by Peter Reyrtel; by which, and the Correfpondcnce he had held 
with Serrano, he perfwaded the Emperor, Chalet V. that the Molucca 
Iilands belong'd to him. It is reported, That he Confirm'd his Opinion 
wi:h Writings, and the Authority of Rtiy Faleyro, a Portuguefe Judiciary 
Ailreloger, and much more with Serrano's. 

Hereupon the Emperor gave him the Command of a Squadron, with - 
which he fail'd from Sanlticar, on the l \fl. of Seflemhr, 1 5 19. He flay 'd £J ' ™ 
four days at the Canaries, where a Caravel overtook him, with private ' 

Intelligence, that his Captains went with a Deiign not to Obey him, par- * '■ 
ticularly John Cartagena, who had the fame Commiflion as Magellan: He 
bravely feem'd to take no notice, and failing away with a fair Wind, be- 
ing pafs'd Rioie Janeyra, in the Province of Santa Cruz, commonly call'd- 
Brazil, the Sea growing very cold, and much more the River of Plate, 
which is in 5 5 Degrees of South Latitude, the Captains queflion'd him a- 
bout the Voyage, lince they could not find the Cape, or Srreighti they 
went in féarch of. He anfwer'd, as to Men that were entirely Subordinate 
to his Direction and Authority, That they vmft go on, for he knew what ha 
teat alout, and the Coafls of Norway and Iteland were in a greater Lati- 
tude, and yet Shift fail'd along them. Thefe Coatefls lalied alrnofl all the 
Voyage, and increas'd with the cold and dreadful Winds, and the hideous 
fight of the Mountains of Snow and Ice, grown old, which they met in' 
the Latitude of 51 and 5? Degrees. They rflagnify'd thefe Difficulties, 
nlledging, That it Kirair'tb fix.'or feven Months to come from Cttf/He , 
Ct crvls 
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crofs the Line, and run all along the Co.iit of Brazil, through fuch diver- 
fity of Climates, in each of which the Weather vary'd. That this was 
throwing away Men and Ships, which were more valuable than all the 
Cloves in the Molucco Iflands. 

The Afhologer, Ruy Fahyro, being Diflratted, was left in the Mad-

/ " Magellan gave Ear, as to what he faid of the Weather; but not in other 
v/ 7 'wit of Cafes, as f° me * av to k* s Charge, and with fuch Moderation and Integrity, 
Lis Name as becomes Chrifíian Piety. Nor is it to be believ'd, That Magellan 
ihould confult fuch a Deceitful a Science as Judiciary Aíírology, upon luch 
di/ficult Points, or ihould prefer it before Aflronomy, amidft fuch dread- 
ful Dangers. The Hardihips became intolerable; and Difcord fo far pre- 
vail'd with the Captains, John As Cartagena, Gafpar ¿¡{uefada, and Lewis 
tie Mendoza, that they refolved either to Kill, or Secure Magellan. This 
Confpiracy coming to his Ears, as he lay at the Mouth of the River of St. 
Julian, having contriv'd what was to be done, as John de Barros writes, 
he caus'd Lewis de Mendoza to be Stab'd, which was done by Gonzalo de 
Efpinofa, Next Gafpar de Quefada was Quarter'd Alive ; and a Servant 
of his, who was concernM, had his Pardon. Cartagena he condemned to 
a lingering Death, leaving hirh in that Defert Country, with a Clergy 
Man, guilty of the fame Crime, which was High Treafon againit their 
King. So fay the Portvgttefe Hiflories; but the Sp.tmjh inform us, That 
they were privately proceeded againit, and the Judgment was Read to them. 
This done he made fome Speeches to Juflify the Fr.eT:, and Comfort his 
Companions. Cartagena,&nd the Clergy-Man, who were left with fane 
Provifions, got away a few days after, in one of the Ships of the fame 
Squadron, which return'd to Spain. Magellan overcoming incredible Dif- 
ficulties, found the Streighr, and PaiTage, which makes the Communication 
between the two Seas, and preferves his Name to this Day. He there took 
Giants above fifteen Spans high, who wanting raw Flelh, which they us'd 
to feed on, foon DyM; then he parted the Streight fuccefsfully. But tho* 
he got under the Equinoctial, either by reafnn of the Currents, or the F.aul- 
tinefs of the Sea Charts, he Sai I'd round about, and almoft in fight of the 
Molucco Iflands, yet could never come at them. He Touch'd at others, 
where he was oblig'd to Fight; and went on to thofe of Zebu, cr the Ma- 
milas, At this fame time his Friend Serrano was failing fot India, and tho* 
ithappen'd in feveral Places, yet they bothDy'd on the fame Day, and - 
much after the fame Manner. 
1 It would be fuperfluous to dilate upon the Story of Magellan, his tedious 

Navigation, and the many Difficulties he met with, before and after he 
pafs'd through his Streight into the Pacijick, or South-Sea^ his Arrival at 
the Iiland of Zebu, and perfwading the Idolatrous King to embrace the 
Chriitian Faith, and the Battles he fought on his account, with his Ene- 
mies ; for befides that thefe things are Related by very good Authors 
who Treat of the Difcovery cf the Molucco Iflands, which was the main 
Objí¿t of hisdefperate Undertaking, we mufi. be brief in repeating them, 
to íüow how eager feveral Princes, and Nations were for thefe Iflands, and 
the Notion they had of what great Confequence they would be to them. 
The King of Zebu was Baptiz'd, rather to make his Advantage of the 
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Spauijb Arms,than"outof any Zeal.or tlut he knew the Faith he Embiac'd. 
He took the Name of Ferdinand in Baptifm, to flatter his Godfather, who IfdiMin- 
was Ferdinand Magalhaens, himielf. After obtaining feveral Vidtories by ¿ er \{ Wli ;, 
his Ailiftance, thinking he cmild fnake off the fecond Yoke he expected others. 
thofe Strangers might layonhim,he turn'd agaiuft them. He contrive an 
Entertainment, in Honour of Magellan and Thirty five Spaniar ds being at 
it, he fell upon them at a time appointed, with a Multitude of Barbarians, 
and confounding the Feail, murder'd his Guefts, who handled their Arms 
to defend themfelves, which only feiv'd to render their Deaths more Ho- 
nourable. The reft of the Spaniards, who efcap'd becaule they were at Sea, 
for their better Government under that Misfortune, prefently chofe Barbofa 9 
a Kinfman of Magalhaens, for their General, and Lewis Jlfonfo, a Portu- 
gvefe to be Captain of the Ship, cal I'd the Victory. The perfidious King, 
thinking to conceal his Treachery and Apoflacy, as if it were poflible to 
keep it fecret, fent to invite Barbofa, faying he would deliver him the 
jewel he had promis'd for the King oí Spain, John Serrano, thinking it a 
Raifcnefs, to trull a Man again, whofe Hands were Hill Bloody with the 
late Execution, dilTwaded Barbofa from accepting of the Invitation; but 
was not regarded. Barbofa went with the other Guefts, and Serrano 
himfelf, who, tofhow it was not Fear that mov'd him* to give fuch Ad- 
vice, was the firil that got into the Boat. They were conduced into a . 
Wood of Palm-Trees t where the King expefled them, with a fmall Retinue, 
the Tables being fpread in the Shade, amidil the Mufkk of Bag-Pipes. 
When they were feated,and began to Eat, a great number of, Archers that 
lay in Auibuíh, ruíh'd out, andSiot our Men. They faved Serrano, whom 
they lov'd, not out of Kindnefs, for they fhow'd him bound to thofe that- 
were at Sea, demanding for his Ranfom, two Brals Guns, and then he '■ 

told them, the Slaughter that had been made. - Our Men, not trailing to \ 

them, any longer, let Sail, and did not only fee the Indians carry Serrano ¿, 

back to their Town, but foon after heard mighty Shouts in it ; and it was 
afterwards known that tbey gave them when they killed Serrano, and ran > 

to throw dov-n a great Crofs, fet up before the Kew-Chuich, which they 
could not perform. The Spaniards wanting Men, burnt the Ships, call'd 
the Conception, and chofe John Caravallo for their General, and Gonzalo 
Gomez de Efpinofa, Captain of the Ship the ViS'ory, They came to Borneo,. 
on the Coait whereof they found thofe Peoples Fleet of Carcoas, Painted,. 
and the Prows of them like Serpents Heads gilt. 

The Soldiers appear'd wellArm'd, who having fpy'd our Ship, acquain- ¡^¡¿¡ ert f 
ted their King with it. He order'd 20C0 of his Guard to goout, and re- B orneo 
ceive them, before they reach'd the City. Thefe Men came brandiihing ^^gecet- 
their Bows and poifon'd Arrows, Trunks, Cymitars, andSheilds, and wore ¡• QU Q c 
tieaft-plates made of TartoU Shells, and encompafs'd an Arm*d Elephant , Snauiards 
on whofe Back there was a wooden Caille. XíYs&wikvt Spaniards came up " 
the Elephant iloop'd down, and fix arm'd Men coming out of the Caftle, 
put Gmzalo Gomez de Efpitiofa, who was then General, into it. Thus at- 
tended, he went to Vifit the King, in whofe Prefence his Secretary fpoke to 
him through a Trunk, and Effiwfa gave him an Account of the King of. 
ZehuH Perfidioufnefs. All condol'd. the Accident, and our Men taking^ 
Leave Sail'd away for the Molucca Iilands, being relievM with, what they 
wanted, and furnifh'd with able Pilots, ' Not 
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Not far from torneo, ihey met 153 Sail, whereof they took two Junks, 
Spaniards :,, lv hjch they found an Hundred Men, five Women, a Son of the King of 
«Tydore. Luzon, and an Infant two Months Old. This they thought would be a 
fufricient Ranfom to recover their Companions; (o they let go the Prince 
upon his Parole, he promiiing to reftore tliem the Captive Spaniard!. They 
had l'omc Srorms ; but arriv'J at Tydore, on the 8th of ¡iovemtcr t;tr, 
"When Almanzor heard the faluie of the Canon, he fent to enquire what 
People they were, and prefcntly after he came to our Ships in a little Boat. 
His Shirt appear'd woven with Gold and Silk, a white Cloth which 
trail'd being girt over it. About his Head a fine Veil of leveral Colour', 
made like a Perjiim Miter": Being Aboard the Commodore, the Relations of 
that Voyage fay, he ilopp'd his Nofe with his Fingers, either at the Smell 
of our Meat, ot of the Ship. Mahovietanifm was newly come into his 
Uland, and moil of his Subjects, efpecially thofe Inhabiting the Mountains, 
adoi'd Idolr. He bid our Men Wellcome, gave them good Words, and af- 
terwads was as kind in his Aflions; andbeinginform'd o! their part Suffer- 
ings, gave them leave to load Cloves. They prefented him with a Chair 
of Crimfon Velvet, a Robe of Y ellow Velvet, a great Loofe Coat of falle 
Cloth of Gold, a piece of Yellow Damafk, four Yards of Scarlet Cloth ; 
Handkercheifs, and Towles, wrought wirh Silk, and Gold; Drinking- 
. GlafTes, Glais Beads, Looking-GlalTes, Knives, Scizers, and Combs. They 
" gave his Son another parcel of Gifts, and a Cap, and did the like by his. 
Cachiles and Sangiach. When they aik'd the Kings leave in the Emper- 
ers Name to Trade, he granted «.adding they ihould kill any that oftei'd 
to hinder them. He ferioully view'd his Majefly's Picture and Arms on 
the Standard, and defired to fee our Coin. And pretending to be an Aitro- 
loger, or Soothfayer, or as others fay, having Dreamt, or Guefs'd it, or 
Jlh with king told it by Clmcfe Priefls, he faid, He knew the Clmjlians were tó 
tbuKitur "¡«it to h¡i Lands for Spice; and iefircd that they would not leave him. 
""•"»• They treattdabout an Alliance, and when they were agreed, two Tjdores 
brought fomething in their Hands to the Ships, which they afterwards 
underflond was the Alcoran, tho' at firfl they did not, becaufe cover'd 
with Silks and Strings. Almanzor lay'd his Hands on it, and then on his 
Head, and Breafl ; and this was the Ceremony of his Swearing Fiiendfhip, 
and Kealty to the Crown oiCaJlile, and that he would allow them Cloves, 
and all Commerce tor ever. Then the General Effimfn, in the Emperor's 
Name, before an Image of the bleffed Virgin, fwore to protefl them both 
■ , in Peace and War, and prefented King Almanzor with Thirty Indians he 
had taken Printers. Soon after, as fome Authors affirm, Córala, Prince 
■of Ternatt, Nephew to Almanzor, came to Tydore to fwear Fealty in like 
1 manner, as did Luznf. King of Gilolo, of whom it is Written, That he had 
Sis Hundred Sons, and that Jhianzor had Two Hundred Wives. Thefé 
Kings Writ to the Emperor ; ratifying their Fealty, and Sehajlian del Cano 
fail'd away in the Ship, the ViSory, by the way the Vorluguefes ufe, with 
the Letters and Inflruments; the General Efpinofa returning towards I'a- 
vwM.i.fcT Cajtllla del Oro on the Continent of America, to pafs thence to 

At this time the new Governor, Don Garcia Henriouez, was under Sai!, 
to fucceed Antony Si ¡to, and being come to Senda, waited for the Ahvfou 
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to carry him to Tannic. Alovfon is the Name by which the Por tugue ft ^ f 
call the Wind, which blows lix Months to carry them to India, and then AI °ii.i n, 
fix Months again to bring them back. There he fuiniihed himfejf with wbat u lI - 
ail Neceirarics for the Fort built by Etito. He had need To to do, for he 
received Advice. 1 hat Sfanifi) Ships were failing thro' the Bays, and open- 
eft Parts or" the Árchifchgo. He lent to difcover them, by the Induflrjr of 
his Soldier f, and being ieceiv*d at Témate, view*d the Fort, and obferv'd 
the poflure of the Government. He propofed a Peace wixhCachil Mmanzor, 
King of Ty dore. We fiiall have frequent Occa'íion to repeat thefe Words 
Cachi Í and Sangiack. Cach'd is perhaps deriv'd from Katil, which in Ara- Cachil i»n¿ 
hick is the fame as among us, a Valiant Soldier, In the 'Molucca Iilands Sangiack 
they Honour their Nobility -with this Title, which is fomething inore than their fig- 
Don in Spain, The Title of Sangiack, which anfwers to that of Duke, nijic.it ions, 
or Earl, might come from Sencbag ; which in the Tutkijb Language, im- 
ports a Commander: To conclude this Peace, he thought it convenient to fe- 
cure the Royal Family ; which he accordingly executed^ and though he 
colour'd it with fair Pretexts, they plainly perceived this was an intro- 
duction towards Opprefiing them, and fhow'd a miflruft. We may lately p ortu ~„ 
affirm, This was the firft Diflafle which, as being a notorious Wrong, („ / e " 
diflurb'd that Nation, and from that time they grew Cold, and Jealous, haled 
thinking themfelves oblig'd to feck Revenge; and this A ¿I ion was the 
Gccaiiou of all the enfuing Slaughters, as we often fee a great Fire rife 
from one fmall Spark. 

Cachil Daroes endeayour'd to obftrucr. this Peace, as Tutor, and Gover- 
nor, fearing the Trade of Cloves would be tiansferr'd to Tydore, to the 
Deft ruction of the .Infant King's Dominions. But notwithflanding this 
Pppofition, the Peace was concluded, upon certain Conditions, as, That More of 
the King oí Tydore ihould deliver a Ship he had taken, the Canon, and. fome *&eir Oat— 
runaway Portuguefe, Ahnanzor, who iiood in need of a Peace, and the *aget%. 
Friendfnip of the Portuguefe, to gain the Affection of Cachil. Daroes t pro- 
pos'd to Marry him to one of his Daughters. Von Garcia believing that 
this Union among them would produce that of their Forces, and leis 
Submiilioii to- the Portuguefe's Dominion, to obftruct this dangerous Al- 
liance, fent to the King of Tydore to borrow the Canon.. That King ex-; 
cus'd himfelf, alledgi'ng, that he had lent it a few days before, to the King 
oEBachian. Cachil Daroes complying with him, agreed to all the Articles. 
Don Garcia being diSatisfy'd, waited an opportunity to break all that Con- 
trivance, and be Reveng'd. Mmanzov fell Sick, and defir'd Don Garcia to 
fend him a Phyfician ; who fent an Apothecary, and he either not under- 
Handing Phyfick, or, as was believ'd, by order of Don GSrcia, kill'd the 
Patient. Manifelt tokens of Poyfon afterwards appear*d. The Funeral was 
order'd, and at the fame time the Commander, Don Garcia, appear'd in 
the Morning, in a parcel of Careoas, before Tydore. He fent Baldaya, the 
Clerk of the Fort, to demand the Canon, threatning War, in cafe of denial.. 
The Regents excufing themfelves at that time, with juft Reafons, and 
particularly the Funeral Solemnity, when they were in the Height of the 
Ceremony of Burying their King, they heard the Shout3 of Don Garcia* s. 
Mes giving the Aflault. The Portuguefe entered the City, firing the 
H.£Ufes, plundering and killing, which oblig'd the Tyderet to abandon their 

King's 
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King's body, and fly to the Mountains. Curing their Abfcnce, Don Garcia 
feized the Canon, and carry'd it away to Teníate. Thole who had fled 
Feturn'd, with fame Apprehenfion, and found the City ru:n'd hideois, and 
almoit reduc'd to Afres ;but recovering from their Fright; they pro.laim'd 
Citclil Raxaviira, th.e Son of Almmzor, King. They committed the Edu- 
cation of him to Cachil RrJe, his Kinfman,the War being declared between 
Teníate and the New King of Tydore, who was feafonably funjorted by 
the Spaniard! that came to his Country. 
c ...¡(i. The Ship ViBory returning into5¡>«¡», with the Letters from the King 

vi/i fall of the Molucca Iflands, which the Emperor recciv'd, he was more lully 
'I'f'j J ,r convinc'd.that thefe Iilands were within his Limits. Their Wealth, and 
Wo,id ' his Right 10 them were fo lively reprefented to him, that he order'd ano- 
ther Squadron of four Ships, two Galloons, and an Advice Eoat to be mace 
ready at Corunna, to be Commanded by the Commendary Fray Garcia cc 
Loayfa, a Gentleman of Eifcay, and under him, as Vice- Admiral, Sehajlian 
del Cavo, and the Captains Don Rodrigo de Acumia, Javier de Vera, &c. 
They Sail'd on the Eve of St. James the Apoílle, r 525, touch'd at Gomel. 7, 
and running along the Coaft of Guinea, could not make Cape St. JugttJUne 
for want of Wind. By reafon of this Calm, all agreeing to it, he alter'd 
his Courfe to the Cape o'GoodHope. A Portngnefe Ship guided them to 
the IOand of St. Matthew, which is Defert, and full of lofty Orange Trees.

■Sreig/j/s. coums ¡¡etafiian del Cano flruck on a Shoal;and 'was reliev'd. The Gal- 
loons and Advice Boat made New Spain. The Admiral, by the Advice of 
Cm, pafs'd the Equinoctial, upon information, That m a Degrees of 
South Latitude, he would find certain Iilands that were rich in Gold and 
Silver. All the Men fickn'd, the Admiral, and Cano dy'd, with foire 
others. The remains of the Squadion chooling Torihio de Salazar for their 
Commander, return'd under the Line ; but lie dy'd at the Iflands de las 
Velas now call'd Ladrones, or of Thieves. After fome Strife, Martin 
Zniguez, and Ferdinand de Bujlaiuante fucceedecV him, and agree'd to Com- 
mand by turns. Thus divided they came in right of Mindanao, and thence 
to the Molucca Iilands, took in fome Refrelhment at Cope, a Town of the 
Hand Moratay, whence they went on to Camafo, of Morotoja, whofe 
Sangiack is Subject to the King of Tydore. 
•ty 1 They proceeded through the Gulph ol Camafo, where they were Inform'd 

' f'c" by the Ship of Don-George de Mcnefcs, who had been fore'd thither by the 
*»»-(opa- Currents , hat ,i le Pcingiiefes held the Fort of Témate, and Don Garcia 
niards ana ^^ ^^ ^ Tydore. Iniguez, and Bujlamante ofrer'd them the Afli- 
a I a " itance of Spain, by which, coming fo opportunely, they gain'd the Affe- 
X'leles. ¿ jons f t hem all, and fumilhed themfelves with Necedades. Don Garcia 
beín» already provided againil the new Enemy, gather'd fome Carcoat, and 
tho' he cou'.d not perfwade Daroes, the Tutor, to go along with him, op- 
no ,'d the Spaniards. Firfl the Portngnefe fent an Admonition, wherein he 
iiffcr'd them Peace, and Entertainment, as Subjects to the Empetor, who 
,v.-as fo near Ally'd to the King oí Portugal; protefling, That tlie Molucca 
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Iflands were within his Limits. This avail'd nothing, and D.iroes Embar- 
king in 11 Carcoas, with Emanuel Falcao, f'ent that ProtefUtion in Wri- 
ting, and in cafe it was Rejected, to declare War. The Sp.viip Comman- 
der receiv*d the Lawyer that was to make the Pfotcflation, with much Ci- Portuguefe 
vilíty and Refpecr, and anfweT'd, That the Molucc o,lihnás belong'd to the and ,Sp;i- 
Crown of Cafiile, and therefore he, in the Emperors Name, required Don niih War. 
Garcia not tobreak the Peace eftabliuYd between their Kings. Atter all 
they were oblig'd to have recourfe to Arm?. hilguez Landed on Tydorc 
ftrengthen'd the Works, and furniih'd them with Canon. The Portuguefe ' 
follow'd, and both fides Firing, there was a great Slaughter $ but thofe of 
Termite retir'd fu diforderJy, that the Tydores remain'd Victors. However 
neither the Proteftations; nor the War ceas'd, the Spaniards urging Ma- 
gellan's D^fcovery, and the Portuguese, Serrano's^ and Bilious. The Tydores 
and Spaniards took fome Carcoas belonging to Gilolo^ in which they kill'd 
a Portuguefe, and fume Temates t as alfo a Champan Laden with Proviiion;; 
for Talangame. 

In the Philippine Iflands they give the Name of Carcoas to a fort of Carcoas, 
VeiTels that ufe Oars, open, and bigger thau our Barks,and are Sreci'd by what fort 
two Rudders, the one ahead, and the other aflern. The Ternates call'd of Vtjfelr, 
them Janguas, which differ from the Carcoas only in having two Half- and others. 
Moons of Wood, Tainted, or Guilt, riling above the Keel at the Head and 
Poop. About 100 Men Row in each of them, to the found of a Tabor, 
and a Bell. They carry twenty Soldiers, and fix Muiketiers. The reft aie 
employ'd about four or five little Brafs Guns. Both the Men that Row, and 
the Soldiers are Aim'd with Campilanct, that is Cymitert, and Shields, and 
abundance of Calahays, and Sagus, being long Canes burnt in tbVjilre, to 
harden them ; which they throw, without tacking, as the Moofx'&Q their 
Darts. Their way of Fighting is to come within Gun-íhor, and as foon - 
as they have Fir'd, both fides fly with all fpeed, till they have Loaded a- 
gain, and then return to the fame Poll. They fet three Men to each Gun, 
«he one Levels, the other Charges, and the third Fires it. This is the way 
among the Iflanders ; for when they have to do with Europeans, our Ex- 
ample has Improv'd them in the Art of War. But in their Careóos they 
are always expos'd to be kili'd by our Cannon,becaufe they have no Fights 
to cover them j and the fame is in the Champanes, which differ but little 
from the others. 

The Viftory we have fpoken of Encourag'd the Tydores, and with the jj, George 
Aflifiance of the Spaniards, they Aim'd, and falling upon Gaca, a Town of ¿ e * Mene- 
Ternate, Plunder'd and Burnt it j but at their Return, they met with Mar- f es a; Ter- 
tin Correa, whom they Fought, plying their Carcoas, the Succefs remaining nat&> 
doubtful. Whilft this War was at the hotteft, Don George de Menefet 
came from the Papuaito Terttate, to whom Don Garcia presently refigu'd 
the Poft, tho* the Hoflílíties continued, with Burning and Slaughter on b^th 
lides, which it v¡as expefled would be greater when the Port uguefe Suc- 
cours came from Malacajtnd the Cafiilian from Spain. The new Portvguefa 
■ Commander inChief, and Martin Inltiguez came to aConference,and with 
much Courtefy, and defire of Peace, concluded a Truce, which lailed not 
Jong, tho' not on account of the main caufe. 

- There were, many Battles between the Spanijb and Portvgncfe Nations,- 
D from 
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from Gilolo and other adjacent (Hands, about the Pofieifion of the Molucrot, 

and they were under fevefal Commanders, the Event whereof we irjjll fee 

in its PJace. Therefore, and becaufe others have Treated of them Copeo jfiy,, 

they ihall he now pafsM by, that we may return to the Actions of thofe 

~ Kings, which ought to.be diilinclly deliver'd now at the Beginning, for the 

better Underftanding of the Caufes why they came to be Loft. 

King of The King of Tydorc was lefs Supported by Spain than he had been before, 

Tydore and was therefoie oblig'd to fue for Peace, laying Tome Burden of Tribute, 

nukes on his own Revenue proceeding from the Cloves. He alfo promisM never 

Feacc. to admit of any Spnnijb Succours ; beiides foine other Conditions, which 

put an end to the Wars for a time. 

We have already obferv'd, That Cachii Boteyfe. King of Teníale, left 
Daroes three lawful Sons, viz. Cachii Bay mo, Cachii Dayalo, and Cachii Tabaríja. 
and the TllB Eldeft of them was not above fix Years of Age ; befides whom theie 
amnio- were feven Bailards, the Eldeft of them, Cachii Daroes, was Governor of 
vera Ter- tne Kingdom, in Conjunction with the Queen. When Blito, in the Yeat 
naie 'S". Built the Fort, to fecure the Subjection of the Ifland, tho* he.had ano- 

. 7^ rhet Pretence for it, he took the Infant King, and the Queen his Mother, 

into jr. She generoufiy refenting this Violence, as not able to endure, 
that they ihould oppofe the courfe of her Government, which fie manag'd, 
together with her Step-Son, loudly Complain'd, and Thrcsined, as aQueen, 
and as a Mother. She wanted no Conveniences for tlie Education of the 
Children; but there being Wrong difguiz'd among all that feeroing Kind- 
neis, neither her Family, nor the Nurfe, nor the Perfwafions of Great Per- 
fcns, could appeafe her Anger. The Natives obferv'd the Difference of tlie 
Tortvgncfe Domination,and that (¡nee their building of that Fort, they.us'd 
intolerable Rigor, and confequentiy began to grow cold in tlieir Affection, 
Poriuguefe and to (fccken in their Refpeft; efpecially when they perceiv'd that ¿rite's 
hhlen!. Succeffor continu'd to keep the Royal Family under Oppreffio». The young 
King was bred up in the Fort, till he was of Age to enter upon the Go¿ 
«lament of his Kingdom; and being 1 8 years old, foon dy'd, net with- 
out the ufual fufpition of Poifon, but it was affinn'd to be given by private 
order of Cachii Daroti. O the wonderful Eft'ecf s of the Dehre of Rule ! 

Sultan Bayano being Dead, order was taken that the People ihould im- 

aiediatly Sweat CmiU Dayalo; but Dan George found alfo means to get 

Ilirn into the Fort; the Mother demanding him, as fearing his Death, by 

the example of the Elder, Don Geor/e condefcended, not fo much in com- 

They h- phance to her Fears, as to oblige Cachii Daroci, with whofe Government 

fall ¡He he was well-fatisfy'd ; and it was he that had intervene in, and advis'd 

Nativa that way of Breeding the Princes. Soon after there happeir'd ; an Accident, 

' ' which broke off their good Intelligence; for Daréis grew jealous of the 

Commander in chiefs Behaviour, obferving him much to favour Cachii 

Sjyaco, a Man of note, whofe Friendfhip he was fufpicioiis of, and he 

with reafori fear'd, that the Commander would in time value Bayaco more 

than him. This well grounded Fear grew up in his Breaft, till it turn'd 

to down right Hatred, and he contriv'd to kill Don George. _ The Defign 

could not be carry'd on fo private, as to be conceal'd from him, and lie to 

difappoint it, ntir'd into the Fort. Daroes puffed up with the Applaufe 

of the People, fent immediatly to require him to deliver up Bayaco, to try 

' him 
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him upon fome Complaints he had againft him, beinghis judge, as Gc- 
vernour, and oblig'd to do Juilice. Den Georgs was defirous to i'ave Cachil 
Bayaco, and to that purpofe affembled the Alce.yae, and other Ofi'cers. Sume 
(aid he ought to deliver him, others advis'd to appeafe Dar oes by fair means. 
Bayaco, who hated him fo mortally, that he wcuí'd chufe any fort of Death, 
father than fall into his Hands, being lock'd up in a Room of the Foit, 
underftood that his Cafe was doubtful, for they Coniu'ted without any 
great Privacy. This made him Relblve what to do, and going to a high 
"Window, he threw himfelf out with fuch Fuiy, that he beat bimfelf to 
Pieces. Don George was troubl'd at the Accident, and thought himfelf 
cblig'd to Revenge it | which he began upon finding a Sow kill'd, either 
to fpight him, or becaufe the Neighbours were Mahometans, and had done 
it as íhe graz'd, or went about the Courts of the Fort. This was a re- 
dicuious Cccafion, but of Moment enough among thofe People ; Enquiry 
was made who had kill'd her, and it appear'd, or Don George would have 
it, that the Fault belong'd to Catlñl Baydua, a near Kinfman to Cachil 
Daroes, veiy Learned, and Zealous in the Law of Mabomet,as alfo zCaciz t 
or Priefl, and of great Authority in the Kingdom. He was feiz'd by Don 
George, and carry'd into the Fort, without regard to the publick Peace. 
Daroes t in a great Con fie r nation, went with the chief Alen of the King- 
dom, to defire he would releafe that Sacred Pcrlbn. Whilil they were 
difcourfing this Point, Peter Fernandez, a mean Fellow, Servant to the 
Commander in Chief, by his Mailers Order, or of his own Accord, in the ^ W( fc ttff y>, 
Prefence of them all, went up'to Cacbil Baydua, and rubb'd his Mouth, 
and Face with a fat Collop of the fame Sow, neither the Oppolition he 
made, «or his Complaints to God, and the Commander in Chief availing 
him; but on the* contrary, the Por tugue fes laugh'd out aJoud, approving 
the Action by their Applaufe. Daroes on his part, cail himfelf on the 
Ground, and Weeping, prevail'd to have Baydua. refior'd to him, whom, 
Don George being fattsfy'd, or appeasM, and taking Security, fent to his 
lioufe. Daroes attended him, and all the Prime Men ; and Baydua, by. 
Reafon it is an Abomination among them to touch Swines-FIelh, prefently 
tiled their Purifications; and the more to exprefs his Concern, voluntarily 
Jeft the Ifland for fome Years, and travel'd about all the others in the 
Neighbourhood, preaching, and magnifying the Affront ofFer'd to one of 
Mahomets Priefis, thus i flirring up the Natives, and perfwading them to 
Unite in Defence of their Honour. ... 

This Accident, which as a Difgrace to their Religion, exafperated the p OX h,M 1P 
People, was feconded by another mnch woife, which quite render'd the r ¿ 
ñrtaguefes Odious. The contrary Winds kept back the Trading Galeón, Slat Ir* 
that us'd to carry the Soldiers Pay, and their. Wants increafing, they be- *,? - . 
gan to feek Relief, breaking into the Natives Shops, and Store- Houfes, ¿c 
and taking away their Proviofins, without Paying for them. Daroes, offen- 
ded at it, order*d. That no ProviGons fbould be brought into the City to 
fell, and that the Shops which dealt iu them, fhould be fbut up. This was 
accordingly done, and redue'd thofe in the Fort to fuch Diftrefs, that the 
Soldiers mutinyirg, rail'd at their own Commander, and the Governor of 
India, .demanding Relief with their Arms in their Hand?. Dot: George 
being hard prefs'd,and blamiiig theAvarice of his Country Men,ient fome 
D 1 Car coat 
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Carcóas with Soldiers, under the Command of Gomez Jriaz, to barter 
Goods in the adjacent Ifhnds tor Provifions. They Landed on an Iiland 
near by, where, being defperate with Hunger, they Plundered the Town of 
Tahona i the Inhabitants whereof, no longer able to endure fuch Affronts, 
and Robberies, running to Arms, fell upon them, and kill'd thegreateii 
Number, and moil of the reft being Wounded, were Difarm'd. They em- 
bark' J for Témate, where their Wounds and Nakednefs fpoke what had 
befallen them, as much as their Words. Den George, who, bebdes his 
being naturally Paffionate, was now quite eñrag'd, threatned Darocj, That 
if he did not deliver up the principal Aclors in this Mifchief, he would 
feek his Revenge other ways. He was obey'd, and tho r Cachil Daroei 
knew that all the Fault belong'd to the Portuguefes, yet he deliver'd up die 
Governor of Tahona, and two other Chief Men of the- Place-, to Don 
George, thinking he would be fatrsfy'd with keeping them Prifoners for 
JS.nharous f ome £j avs _ ^ s fo^ as t h e y were brought before him, he order'd the 
uuettj?, jj an ¿| s f t he two to be cut off, and that they ihould be then fet at liberty. 
The Governors Punifhment was anfwerable to the Cruelty of him that was 
his Judge ; they ty'd his Hands behind his Back, and expoííng him on ther 
Shore, fet two fierce Woolf-Dogs upon him, he having noway to with- 
ftand their Fury, made feveral vain attempts to flip slide from them, and 
endeavour*d to defend himfelf with what little Power was left him in 
thofe Limbs that were not Bound, The Multitude with Horror beheld the 
Speflackj touch'd with Compaffion, and admiring the Inhumanity of the 
Punifhment. The wretched Man attempted to Fly, but perceiving that the 
arm'd Soldiers, had ibut up every way, on the Land tide, he calí himfelf 
into the Sea, the only Refuge accidentally left him, to feek fome uncertain- 
Hope of Safety. However the Dogs being already blooded, lefr him not ;■ 
but barking and howling, bit and tore him, tho r he fiill i'ivam with his 
Legs. At laft, being defperate, and almoft in the laft Agony, he took a.- 
horrid Refolution and fell upon thofe fierce Creatures with his Teeth;- 
fuch wa? the Effefl of Pain and Defpair. Thus the unhappy Man took hold 
of one of the Dogs by the Ear, and holding fail, funk with him to the- 
Bottom. The like Barbarity had never before been feen hi any of thofe- 
Countries to which the Portvgveftz Traded ; and by it they loft the Re- 
putation they had before gain'd, to their great Applaufe, that they infli- 
cted Puniihments, as it were by Compulfion, and Oblig'd to it, and that 
with Mildnefs, and Companion, to fhew their Genercfity. 
Coxfpiracv "This Ailion brought them into general Hatred, and all the People of the 
to ieftroy Mohcco Iilandsbeing exited by Cachil Daroes, contriv'd to kill Don George^ 
the PoitU- w i (rl all the Vortitguefes and Sfaniardt, and ib deliver themfelves from their 
guefes* Yoke. Daroer undertook to Unite all the Kings of thofe Iflands in a 
. League againft the Chriftians ; lent away trufty Perfons to ííir up tbe Con- 
...„*- federates; and particularly to Cachil Cntahrwio, Governor of Gilolo, during 
tbr>t Kings Minority, advifing him, at a Time appointed, to rife in Aims a- 
gainft the Spaniards inhabiting his Dominions, and then to kill the Infant 
King, andUfurp the Crown; for the compiling wherecf he promis'd his 
AlTiftance, for they ihould both make that their common Caufe, becaufe he 
defignM the fame Slaughter upon the Portuguefes, and upon the Infant King 
Sultan Dayaloj whom he would Succeed in the Throne, and never fubroit 
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to any i^jni/& r lyranny. At this time the Voice of the Gofpel refcunded in 
the Ears of the Barbarous Nations of the Archipelago* by ihe Preaching of 
the Religious Men of the Orders of St. Jugvjlin, St. Donivick, and St. 
Francis, and of father Francit Naveriut, zjefuit, and his Companions ; 
Churches were built,, and therefore God, who was taught by them, would 
not fuffer the Mini iters of the Gofpel to be extirpated. Don George was 
infoim'd of the Confpiiacy, and the Preparations that were making to put 
it in Execution, which he kept to himfelf. Dar oes, the better to di- 
fembleit, never abfeated himfelf, but reforted to the Fort, and paid Vifits 
to the Govemour ; fometimes when fent for by him, and others, of his 
own Accord. He fent one Day defiriug he would come to him, and bring 
Cachtl Jamar ano, Admiral of the Iiland, and C acfjil Boh, the chief Tu- Doroes 
ilice of the Kingdom, to treat about fume important Affairs. Cacbil Da~ and other t 
roes knowing nothing of Don George's Defigu, took thofe two Cachih put 'to 
with him, and went away to the Fort. Don George receiy'd them cour- Death. 
teouily, and with achearful Countenance; but being come into a Room 
where all Things were prepar'd for the Purpofe, they were feiz'd and 
put to the Rack, on which they dircover'd the Confpiracy. Immediately 
he paf«*d Sentence upon them in Form, and at the fame time caus'd a 
Scaffold tobe erefled, adjoyning to the Fort, on the Outfide, where the 
People were already gather'd in a Crowd. Then Cacbil parces being 
brought out, and plac'd high on the Scaffold,, a Cryer procjaim'd his 
Crimes,, and the Penalty he was condemn'd to. His Head was cut off, 
and his Companions put to a lefs honourable Death ; but what that was, 
no b'iftory or Relations inform us. 
The Queen and allthe Natives, were fo terrify'd by this Action, that «r .,

they fled out of the City, to a craggy llrong Mountain at the Town of „ , 

Torttto ; Thence the Queen fent to demand her Sou, whom the Govemour -v' /,"' 
kept as a Pi ifoner 5 but he not anfwering her Letter, ihe was fo offended ¡¿¿"p. 
at, and jealous of his Silence, that ihe caus'd Proclamation to be made, ( or " 

forbidding ail the People of the tiland, upon Pain of Death, to fell any IU S ueICi > 
Prcvifions, or otlier NecefTaries, to the Portuguefes. Her Orders were 
readily obéy'd, and the Fortugvefes prehVd by Hunger, found it a more 
powerful Enemy, than thofe they had wrong'd. Their Skins began tu 
ftrivel, they grew Lank and Weak, and muft have perilh'd, had not Gon- ' 
zalo rereyra aniv'tl then with the Trading Galeón. Gonzalo Pereyrat 
came from Malaca to fucceed Don George de Menefcs in the Poll of fer+ 
iutei and impioving the Opportunity, touch 'd at Borneo, where he vifited 
the King, with whom, the Spaniards notobfiru&ing, he r e tiled perpetual 
Peace and Amity j thence he fet out immediately for Témate, where he 
arriv'd in Safety» He preféotly toolc Poffeffion of the Fort, and paid the 
weak Soldiery. The Queen fent to viiit him, and to complain of Don ^ ew q ^ 
George^ and demand her Son Cachil Day.ilo, which was her greatefl vcrnourm 
Concern. Gonzalo Pereyra anfwer'd her generoufly, promised to do her 
Juilice ; and to begin, fecur'd Don George in the Principal Tower, to ap- 
peafe the Queen, engaging i i. Word, That he would reftore her Son, as 
loon as the Fort was in a gocd í'oflure. He fent to intreat her to return 
to the City, and former Amity; that Jufi ice might be peaceably admini- 
fiei'd. She feeing feme Effects of his Promife, in the Impri.oninent of 

her 
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herJinemy, and the Inflation of Releaiing the King her Son, tum'd 
paft Sorrow into Joy, return'd to Court, and Gonzalo Pereyra reform'd 
Abufes, repair'd the Fort, and built Baftions of Square Stone, which till 
then had heen unhew'd, the Queen furniihing Workmen and Materials. 
Still Cachil ~Dayalo was detain'd in the Fort, without being refior'd to 
his Liberty ; and the Queen and People help'd to build the Foit, as the 
fure Means of obtaining their King's Liberty. Gonzalo Pereyra, when he 
thought it a proper Time, refolv'd to execute fome Orders he had brought 
from Goa, which were the fame that had before endangered tire Diftur- 
bance of thofe Kingdoms. 
Some Governoars, fays the Poitugvefe Hifiorian, Cottto, only fludy to 
Frejb I/p- enrich them fe Ives, impoverifhing the Provinces, and their King 5 for no 
roars Prince can be rich, if hisGrandeur depends upon poor Subjeftr. The Go- 

caus^'i by vernour now perceiving that all Things were quiet, and he had Jitt.'e or 
the Cover- no Depcndance on thofe People, made Proclamation, that none ífcould bur 
«cor. Cloves in thofe Iflands, but the King, his Mailer's Faflors. At the fam? 

Tirtie he order'd, that his Officers fhould enter theHoufes of mairy'd Men, 
which are the Richeft, and take away all their Cloves ; and this not only 
among the Natives, but in the Habitations, and Colonies of the Forfugue- 
fes, paying for it after the Country Rate ; and that they ihould break all 
theit Weights, Scales and Meafure?, and other Implements of this Sort, 
all which he caus'd to be publickly burnt. The Iiland was a^ain in an 
Uproar, and the Portuguefcs were for quitting ir, becaufe it was to no 
Purpofe to live there, if they were depriv'd of that Trade. Moft of the 
Portuguefes rejiair'd to the Hqufe oí Ferdinand Lopez, a Frielr, who was 
the Bifhop's Vicar in the Fort, and ought to have given them an Example 
of Modeily. There one Vincent Fonfeca, a feditious Fellow, heading the 
Mutiniers, they refolv'd to require the Governour to permit them toJive 
in their former Liberty ; and in cafe he ihould not Confenr, they would 
. . departthe Fort, and the Country, and go over to the Spaniards, or elfe to 

the Mahometans, and Idolaters Towns. Some there were, who boggled 
at the. Crime of abandoning the Service of their King, together with the 
Portugue- Fort ; and voted it would be lefs Harm to procure the Goverrtour's Death, 
fk& mutiny, by Means of the Natives. Whilft they were thus unrefolv'd, the Gover- 
nour fentto feize Vincent dc Fonfeca, for fome difrefpeclful Words he had 
fpoken upon this Occafion, to another Soldier who was viewing the 
Guards. The Multitude, who had already given themfelves up to the 
TJiredion of Fonfeca y were as much concetn'd at his Imprifonment, as if 
every one. of them had been put into Irons ; and as generally in fuch Mu* 
tioiesj they are riot without fome fpecious Pretence, tho' it be but fuper- 
ficial, many of the Seditious being incens'd, and refolute, repaired to the 
Queen's Falace, where they were eaiily admitted, and fome of them to 
more Privacy with certain Counfellors of her's. There they reprefented 
the Hardfiiip of depriving them of the Trade of Clove, without any De- 
merit on their Side. But, faid they, they may as well deprive us of this 
common Jir, vf "this Lights and of the Benefit of oitr Senfes. Out Kings 
give no fuch Orders, ;■ hut they proceed from the Avarice of the Cotervours 
and Commanders , who tyrannize over its, and this Alan viae than all his 
Prede^eJfcrSf Icivg come to déjlroy, that which he was fait to prcftivc.

The Queen and her Councillors were well pleas'd, hoping by that The giteex 
means to get rid of Tyrants, as they call'd them, and therefore would not j¡ h¡u¡ , Kr 
let ilipfo favourable an opportunity to cempafs their Ends. The Queen af- p €0 ple. 
feinbled the prime Men of the Maud ; represented to them the Condition 
it «-as in ; rut them in mind, how King Baleyfe her Husband, protected 
the Partvguefes, who came thither in Diltrefs ; how they had [worn A- 
mity and folemnly given their Hands upon it ; the Honour and Kmdnefs 
'he fhow'd them ; and that for their fakes he forfeited the good will of 
the Neighbouring Princes ; that after he had receiv'd them, he maintain'd 
Wars, and fuftain'd loffes, even to the hazard of his life, to protect them ; 
that he treated them as afleflionately as if they had been his own Chil- 
dren- and how they, ¡o.rerurn for his Entertainment and Favours, at foots 
as tie Breath mas out af his Body, ftcfmti, laid fhe, to lay violent Hands 
turne-, from whafe Tyranny and Oppreffon I efcaped, by ahfeending long a- 
weng the Racks, and Btamhles. My Children, they /natch i from sbeir 
Hut fes Breafls, to confine them in Prifon; in their own Kingdom, and a- 
ma::g their Subjects. Wlien Cachil Bavano came to age to govern, they 
fayfon'd bint. Tbey now lefign after the fame manner to defray bis Brother, 
,1 lawful King, as if he were fame run-away Slave. See what regard a pat- 
eel of intruding S'.rjmgcrs have fot your Fortunes, your Houfes, your 
Daughters, and your Wives, in your own Comity, and in my Pre fence, jinf 
one afthefe things ought to be ct futfeievt motive to cajl off the lake we ¡aid 
upon attr Necks through 'Cut own Credulity. Wbat then trill not they all 
together oblige us to do! But heftier all this, what ought we nal to da, fee- 
ing our Religion a/fronted > Our Temples polluted! Our Priefls trampled 
on ' And all our f elves in general defpis'd! Can yan have a greater Tefti- 
nionyoftbejitfliceofyomCaufe, than to fee tie Portugueses tbentfehu 
on your fide ? Do not let ¡lip t his Opportunity, my Priende, fland by them, 
Jitiee they ptomife to affifl lit: Deliver by their means your King, yam Coun- 
try, and your Religion : that alltbcfi may he afterwards refcii'dfroin tutm, 
and we may exclude fuch ungrateful Ouefls. 

Thcfe and other Exhortations made by the Queen, as Mafeils writes in Coufpracy 
his Latin Hiflory, were receiv'd with Abundance of Tears, and they all agahtfl 
engag'd to put their helping hands to the execution of what had been con- the Ga- 
cel ted ; and fixt the day and hour. Great Diffimulation was usW, and the; vernor. 
Q;ecn forwarded rtie work of the Fort with much application, without 
fuaring any Coil, giving out, fo as it might come to theUovernour's Ears, 
That the King her Sons Liberty depended on the finiffiing of the Fort. 
This was the eflcit. of Motherly Affeflion. The appointed Day being 
come, the Natives appear'd in Arms, juft during the fcorching Heat of 
the Noon-day; Some bid themfelves in a Mofque, behind the Fort ; ci- 
thers in a Wood, not far off, all of them ready to affault it, upon a Signal 
given, they- being to enter at a Breach, which was hot yet riiade up. Some 
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"oftheArm'd lilaiiders ihly mixt themfelves among the Máfóns, and La- 
bourers, and among the King's Servants, who were going and coming 
with kind Mcilages between the Son and the Mother, and by this means 
convey 'd him his Arms,and being us'd to talk to him freely at other times, 
they had then the Opportunity of acquainting him with the Defign, and 
advifing to be in a readinefs to fall on boldly in due time. Thence they 
' went to the Goverr.our's Apartment, where he was taking his Afternoons 
Nap in alt poflible Security, his whole Family being aileep. The Témales 
buril the Doors open with their Shoulders, and ruftVd upon the Governour 
whom the noife had awak'd. He defended himfelf with his Sword and' 
Buckler for a confiderable (pace ; but his Enemies being numerous, and all 
preffing forwards, they cut him in pieces. A Woman-Have of his hear- 
ing the HubbubjihreekM out,which with the other Noife brought the Iflan- 
deisout oftheMofque, without expecting the Signal. They laid hold 
of a Portuguefe they met, but he broke loofe, and efcap'd their Furv by 
flight. The Slave continu'd crying out, Moors, Moors. With this the 
Governour's Servants came running arm'd, and going up to the chief 
Tower, where their Mailer was wont to divert himfelf, found all the 
^Murderers there, whom they laid hold of, and caft down headlong, and 
ihen fliut the Gates of the Fort.Then they rang the Bell, the found where- 
t of, and their not hearing the Signal, difcourag'd the Ternatet who lay in 
Ambnih, fo that they flunk away into the City. 
The Portugués Confpirators went flily diftembling into the Fort, and 
*Tonfeca finding the Governour dead, required the reft in his place to admit of the 
made Oo^^kayde, or Confiable of theForr, becaufe the King of Portugal had fo or- 
vernour, %3er'd. They refus'd him, and particularly the Vicar, who took upon him 

* to head them all, and prevaiPd fo far that they chore Vincent it Fonfeta 
for their Governour, who immediately took Poffeflion of the Fort, and 
beginning to go on in the Tyraunical Defign of Cénzalo Perejra, left the 
Trade of Clove as it was before; but fecur'd King Dayalo. No notice 
•was taken of the Governour*s Death, as being executed by the content of 
them all. The Queen infilled to demand her Son, fince ihe had rurniiVd 

• all Neceffaries for tlut Work ; Vincent Fonfeea refer'd the Anfwer to the 
Marry 'd Men. Alt thofe Nations are of opinion that the difcreeteil amono- 
them are the Marry'd Men, both on account of their Age, and as more 
faithful Councellars, becaufe they have a greater intereft in the publick 
Good, and therefore it is ufual to refer to them all Debates and Artfwers 
in matters of Difficulty. They all voted, That the Queen fhould not have 
her Sondeliver'd to her, becaufe it was convenient to keep him as an Ho- 
liage, fearing the fecond part of what had been concerted, and that their 

, Friendships would laft no longer than till it could be executed. But to pal- 
liate the true caufe of detaining him, they anfwered, That they muft firft 
acquaint the Governour of India. In the mean while the Mother did not 
ceafe to weep, and to intreat. She ted upon thefe Hopes, grounded on the 
Hatred the Portuguefes ÍIÜ1 Ktain'd for Pcrepa, and on the Generality fte 
5iad xia'á in teftoring the Trade ofClove, and other means. The moil pre- 
valent of thefe feem'd to be the gaining the affections of the Mari-y'd Por- 
tuguefes, to whom that Affair was referred, and under-hand of Vincent 
Foufaa himfelf, by rich Prefents» and extraordinary Gifts. But fte was 

foon 
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foon undeceived, for Fortfeca offered lier fuch Keafous or Exciifes, as pro- „ 

ved his Tyrannical Deilgn ; alledging, that having already fent to confijlt 
theGovsrnour oí India about the King's Liberty, it was not in his power 
tocóme to any Refolutionin thatafFaír,tilI the Anfwer came from Goa, for 
they would cut off his Head, ihould he go about to a& of himftlf. The 
Queen perceiving that neither Gifts, nor Intreaties would prevail to get 
her Son, ihe refolv'd to ufe Force. ■ ; 

She iiir'd up all the Neighbouring Kingdoms againfl the Portvgvcfes ; Tbe&ucen 
and order'd the Provifions to be all remov'd, that none might come to the J 7^ ri ' 
Fort, either by Sea or Land. Thofe within began to feel the want of all //.%,,;. u 
Neceflaries, to fuch a degree, that they fu'dto the Queen for Peace,which r- \' '' 
was concluded, and they gave up her Son, which was the only thing ihe * 0i ' 
aim'dct, without regarding the inconveniency of lofing the Fort. The 
Queen having obtainM the King's Liberty, granted the Port uguefes all the 
Conditions they demanded, and was fo throughly appeas'd that the Chri- 
ílíans continued their Settlements and Colonies, and Trade, and Provifi- 
ons were reflor'd. The Queen put the Government into the hands of her 
Son, who at firil fliewM fome Severity and Haríhnefs towards the prime 
Men, and difcover'd fome Weaknefles, which till then his Confinement 
had either conceal'd, or fupprefs'd. Thefe things render'd hiin fo odious, 
that the cafe was alter'd, and they would have been glad he had been Pri- 
foner again. TheMother could not curb his ili Inclination» for the extra- 
vagant Youth's depfav*d Nature would not allow of it. 

' At this time three mean Fellows of the Portuguefet Colony, went to p or t u _ 
thofe of the Natives to rob ; befides whichthey raviih'd fome AVomen.The Rue f e #,,/._ 
Iilanders would not bear with that Infblence ; but thofe who had bee» ¿ m ¿///'¿, 
ivrongM in revenge IcülM the Offenders. Vincent de Fonfeca hearing of 
it,magnify'd the Heinoufnefs of the Fait, without mentioning his Court* 
trymens Guilt, and order'd flri¿r Enquiry to be made after the Slayers. 
What Care ought Princes to take to fecure the Affeclion of their Subje&s* 
The King was fo hated, that certain Natives went to the Governotir, and 
being conducted into a private part of the Fort, becaufe they wereMen of 
Quality, they affiled him that the King had been the Occalion of the kill- 
ing of thofe Fortuguefesgtounding the Accufation on their own Surmifes, 
and aggravating the Offence with other Circumflances,in fuch manner, 
that, had Fonfeca lov'd the King, he could not but have believ'd them. He 
prefently contrived to feize him ; but being impatient, and defpairing of 
Securing him by Art, had recourfe to Force. The King did the like, tho* Jfiw f 
fenfible how little Aífiftance he could expeft from his People, however he Teníate 
arm'd a few VeiTels, and falling upon fome Chrifi ian Towns, i&ok feveral filet, 
JPrifoners. The Governour on the other Hand, without fparing Tcrnatc, 
attacked what Towns he could, fo that Cruelty and Rapine were again in 
uie t even to aflaulting of Cities, the very Sufferers approving of it, and 
pleasM with their LolTes, that fo they might be reveng'd of their King. 
He fearing that the Hatred they bore him, might cccajion his being feiz'd 
and deliver*d up to Fonfeca, went over to Tydorc, where that King for the 
prefent entertain'd and aííííled him, as a Friend and Relation. The Go- 
vernour fent with Ipeed to call the King's younger Brother, named Sultan 
Ta&arija, who was fled with Tome Malecontents, and with the conlent of 
E all 
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T all the reft of the People, who were before no lefs diiTatisfy'd, proclaimed 
Sultan Ta- j^ Xing, wiih all the Forms and Ceremonies us'd in .that cafe. Many 
j V* approv'd of it, yet fome were fcandaliz'd. The fame Divifton reign'd a- 
W ad King, mol] g t he Portvgttefei, remembring theunjuft Election ot Vincent de Fon- 
feca, and that he was the firit and main infirument of the Death ci Gon- 
zalo Pereyra. F'cnfeca himfelf was not at Peace with his own Confcience; 
but fo full of Apprehenfions and Dread, that he was never unarm'd, dif- 
confolate, melancholy, and attended by all thofe ill Symptoms, the Me- 
mory of Guilt produces in . the Mind ; and he could wiih he were dif- 
charg'd of the Burden he had taken upon him. The new King Tabarija 
began his Reign fhewing Kindnefs to all Men, and chcriihing the Portu- 
' guefes, which offended his abfent Brother ; and adminifler'd occafion to 
irritate tfie Kings ofTydoie and Témate againfi him fo haflily, that he im- 
mediately broke the Peace, and dtclar'd himfelf their Enemy. 
T -n a At this time Trijlan de Alayde came to Témate, whofe Prefence brought 
Jrillan at ^ Things ¡ nto ^ xafI y orm jj e a j- peas <d the Queen, and commending 
JUay Tabarija's Government, gain'd his Aft'eftion. Trade went on without 

Uovernour ^ obilrliSion. . Vincent de Fonfeca imbark'd fur India, and was feii'd 
o/lernate. ^ tne viceroy of Goa, for the heinous Crimes he had committed in the 
Molucca Iflands, whence a full Account of them was fent with him ; yet 
he was not puniih'd, .but liv'd quietly for the future. Témate fiourifh'd 
under this mild. Government ; the King, his Subjects, and the Portuguese 
Officers being united ; but all thofe Garrifons fo remote from the Head, 
being Receptacles of feditiousPerfons, ,who are contriving Innovations to 
diflurbthe Peace, and thrive by Difcord, there wanted not fome Promo- 
ters of fuch Changes, .who perverted Trijlan de Jtayde, and. diverted him 
of his former Mildneis. About the beginning of his Government two 
Careóos of Barbarians plunder'd and almoft deilroy'd the City Momoya, 
the Inhabitants whereof were Idolaters, in the Iíland Moro. The Lord of 
it a powerful Sangiack, 3nd good Moral Man, tho' a Heathen, made his 
Efcape. Gonzalo Vello/o, a Portvguefe,was then not fat from his City,foI- - 
lowing his Trade, and going thither, upon his paying a Vifit to the San- 
giaci, he told him. the Havock that had been made, complaining of the 
dangerous Neighbourhood of the other Iflanders, and asking his Advice, 
how he might be reveng'dand fecur'd for the future. . Vellofo, God direci- 
ing his Tongue, told him, That the f ureft. way , was to fue for Peace to 
the Commander in chief of the Moluccos, and entertain Amity with the 
Porlvpieftsfot if his Enemies once faw he was fupported by their Power, 
no King nor Sangiack would dare to offend him.: HeafTur'd him that the 
King of Portugal fent them for that End,, being oblig'd to put down Ty- 
ranny and Oppreffion ; but that for the obtaining that benefit more fully, it 
was requinte he fhould become a Chriflian ; for by that means he would 
Tave his Soul, and fecure his Efcape, whichwas the leaf! important of the 
JSang't- two _ y e iiofo faid fo much to this Point, and the Spirit which directed, 
ack con- fuggefted fuch important Truths, that the Sangiack at firft admiring them, 
verted. a pp IO v'd and Submitted to them, and grew very earned to be admitted to 
Baptifm. He defir'd Gonzalo Vellofo 10 be affifling to him, and gathering 
fome of his Family and Friends, they fet out /ot Tcrnat e, the Sangiack 
himfelf flaying behind for their Anfwer, The Heathens came with Velio- 
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Jo to Tcrnate, where they were generoufiy received, and entertain'd by 
Trijlan de Ataide. Having heard what they came about, he put them all 
into the Chriflian Habit, appointing Clergy-men to inftrutf and Cate- 
chize them. Being thus prepar'd, they receiv'd Eaptifm with extraordi- 
nary fatisfcftion, the Commander in chief being their God-father. Then 
he commended the Sangiack's Refolution, ihewing how advantageous it 
would be to him to become a Son of the Church, and reject the abominable 
and foul Ceremonies of Idolatry, in which he had livM. He fent him 
word, to appoint the Day and Place for being Baptiz'd, and he would iee. 
all perform'd as he ihould direct,for which Reafon he left it to his Choice. 
The Meflengers returning to Momoya, were not only proud of having em- 
braced the Chriitian Faith, but of the good Ufagt they receiv'd*from the - 
Govemour and other Chriflians,telling thcSavgiack all that liad happen'd, J 

andthe Anfwerthey brought him. The Sa?>giack t \tá by his own inclina- \ 

tion, and encourage by their Account, imbaik'd in fome Careóos with the -j 

greateft Splendor of Mufick and Gayety he was able. Being cqrne in Sight 
of Témate, Trijlan de Ataide went out to meet him with no lefs Pomp, 
He lodg'dand entertained him accordingly, and ordei'd a Learned and Re- 
h'gious Man to Catechize and inftttift him. Some Days after when the 
Cathecumens were fitted for it, they receiv'd Baptifm, with publkk Re- 
joycings, and greater Solemnity than had ever been feen in Témate, There 
was nntaChrifUan but what brought Palm-Branches and Flowers from 
that natural Garden of the liland ; befides Mufick, Dancing, Firing of great 
Guns, and even the very Barbarians rejoye'd. The Sangiack in Baptifm 
took the Name of Don John ; he iiay'd fome Days rejoycing and Feafling 
with the Portuguefei, and then return'd home, taking along with him the 
Prieft that inftrufted him, calPd Simon Vaz y to improve him in the Know- 
ledge of the Faith. That Priefl liv'd with him fome Years in his City, 
leading an Exemplar Lite, and exercifing himfelf in Works of Officious 
and pure Charity, by which means he converted great Numbers of Hea- 
thens, and particularly the Inhabitants of Momoya. But teing alone, and, 
the Number of tliofe God was pleafed for his Glory, to bring to him in- 
creafing very fair, he fent to Trijlan de Atayde for another Prieft to afliit 
him in that Function, and he accordingly fent F. Francis Alvarez. They 
both in a fhort time converted the Infidels of that Part, throwing down all 
the Pagodes, fo they call'd their Idols, cleanfing thofe Places, and con- 
verting the Houfes of Abomination and Darknefs into Churches of the li- 
ving God. Trijlan ¿e Atayde fo far favour 'd the new Den Jobn, as to 
fend along with him fome Portnguefe Soldiers to defend his Perfon and 
Fort, and this Prince maintain'd very friendly Correfpondence wiih him. 
His End we ihall foon fee and admire in the S*quel of this Hifiory. 

The People of Teníate at the fame time took another Courfe, for they p 
hating Sultan Tabarija, and defiring his Death, ialk'd with the Govern- ™t u " 
our in piivate, and gave him to underftand that his Life was in Danger, £ ue j es 
for Tabarija contrived to kill him, as had been done by Gonzalo Perejtra, *#}'* *** 
that fo he might feize the Fort, turning out the Partvgue/es. The Go- ^ W S* 
vernour hearing his Life, and the Fort were both in Jeopardy, and calling 
to mind the yet freih Example of his Predeceflor,eafiIy believ'd the Defign, 
but cunningly diflembl'jd. He contriv'd that loijie fartugvefes on account 
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of real or pretended Differences ihould have Recourle to the King's Favour, 
as fometimes they us'd to do, and ihould prevail upon him to come to the* 
Fort to (peak for them. He was apply'd to by lomé, and like an innocent 
Manfufpetting nothing, went to the Foit to intercede for them. He was 
immediately feizM and loaded with Irons, and bein^b, ought to Trial, the 
fame Perfons that contriv'd his Imprisonment, appear'd as Witnefíes a? 
gainft him. After a tedious Examination, or ibow of it, the Refult was, 
that he ihould be fent to India to jufiifie himfelf. He ímbark'd with a íáfe 
His Con- Confcience, and his Caufe being examined before the Viceroy Antony Bay 
veifion and rei0 at Goa ^ ne was c ] e ar ( d, and confefling the Holy Spirit had taken that 
Death. method to diaw. him to Salvation, was Baptiz'd in that City with great 
Satisfaction, by the Name of Don Emanuel. In his Return homewards, 
expe&ing the Monfon at Malaca to put to Sea, he dy'd with extraordinary 
Tokens of a lincere Chriftian; and having no lawful Heir, appointed King 
John the Third oí Portugal toiucceed him in all his Kingdoms. The Wiü 
was afterwards carry'd toTernate, where the great Ones and Commonalty 
accepted of it, owning King John for their Sovereign. This was per' 
fotm'd with Acclamations in the Streets and publick Places, as alfo.in the 
Courts of Judicature, taking PofTeffion with the Koyal Standard of Portu— 
¿■.i/difplay*d, and all other ufual Solemnities and Ceremonies.- In the 
i'ear 1549, Jordan de Freytas carry'd the publick Inilruments of the PoT- 
íéifion to Lisbon, 

To return to the Courfe of the Hiitory when T> '.¡Ian de Atayfa liad Im- 
bark'd King Tabarija fur Lidia, he fought cut for a Ballard Uiother of 
his call'd Jerio, born of a Javanefe Mother. The Lad was then ten years 
of Age, bred by his Mother in a retir'd manner, at a P leafs ire-Houfe en- 
compafs'd with perpetual Greens, the natural Difpofition being improv'J 
The Me- by Art, which fo tar prevailM that the Flower fo wonderful tor its Fra- 
Imcboly gáncy and manner of growing call'd TW/fV, or melancholy ; found only in 
Tree J and Malabar and Malaca , abounded in this Ladies Gardens. She ador'd the 
i-hwer. Sun, and brought up her Child in that Folly, that he might forget the 
Rudiments he learnt at Goa, when in the Colledge of the Jefitits. The 
Idolaters believe, or feign, that a moft beautiful Daughter ot Parif.ataco 1 a " 
Sátrapa, or Nobleman, fell in love with the Sun, and that he alter com- 
plying with, and obliging her, fetled his Affections on another, and the 
firft not.able to endure that another Ihould be preFerr'd before her, killM 
her felf. From her Afnes, for in thole parts they ilill retain the Cuiiotn 
of burning dead Bodies, fprung that Melancholy Tree, fay they, whofe 
Blofibms or Flowers ilill preferving the Memory of their Original, have 
fuch a Hatred for the Sun, that they cannot bear his Light. This Plant 
is call'd in the Cañarme Tongue Parlzataco t from the Indian WomansFa- 
; their, who was MetamorphosM like Daphnc t iho' on another Account. The 
Malaya call it Shisadi ; the A;abt, Gicart - the Per/ians and Tmks, Gut ; 
the Decanhes, Pul 5 and the Portuguefe, Arvore Trifle ; that is, the Me- 
lancholy Tree. It íhoots out abundance of Hender Branches, regularly di- 
vided by Knots, from each of which two Leaves fprout, oppoiite to one 
another,like thofe of the Plum-Tree, but foit lil<e Sage, and cover'd with 
a white Down. From tach Leaf fprouts a Kib, or Nipple, whence five 
Head6 ihoot out fmali at the end, each of them adorh'd with four fnalkr 

round 
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round Leaves ; from each little Head proceed five Flowers, the fifth in the 
midfl o. : the other lour ; among them the white Flowers vifibly grow out, 
being bigger than Orange Flower?, and fo fait alter Night fall, that the 
Motion of them is perceptible. This Fruitfuincls Jafis all the Night, till 
the Appearing of the Sun renders it barren, and caufes all the Flowers and 
Leaves to drop off, the Boughs remaining withered. On a fudden all that 
iragrancyceafe?!, which enrich'd the Air with all the fweet Odours of 
Jfia t included in this alone ; till the Sun leaving the Horizon again, the 
Plant again flourifhes inirs beloved Darknefs, asifit then retriev'd the 
Wrong it received from the Light. The Afiaticks are exceffively fond of 
Perfumes, which is an Argument of their Lafcivioufnefs. Great Taxes 
are laid in feveral Provinces, on all fweet Stents. 

. The Poring ne/es came arm'd to that Houfe, where the aforefaidPrincefs Portuguics 
bred her Son, and demanded him in the Name of Trijian de Ataydo ; ihe fent to 
would willingly have hid him, but could net, and therefore began to ex- fetch 
cufeherfelf, and beg they would leave him. It avail'd nothing, for the Aerio. 
Meffengers had Ordeis net to return without him, and to gain her Con- 
ferir, I wore they would carry him to reign in the ftead of Tabarija, and 
that as fbon as he came to the Fort, he ihould be received as King, both 
by the7ff#-;i(Tfc-'and Portugitefes. Some* ■Relations tell us, that then the 
Mother^ ihedding Abundance of Tears, itreightly embracing the Prince, 
cty'd out, faying, Were I affu^d that you took him away to reign peaceably, ... ,_ 
without any Ofpojition, or Apprebenjioni well beloved and obey l d by his . u f 
SubjeSs, and in fettled Profperity, undijlitrb t d by any Frights^ yet would J er s . 
I rather fee him grow up and .continue in a private Life, without burden- "P eec j/° 
ing himfelf with any put>lickCo7ice*n, than that he fmtld reign to pleafe kee £ """' 
your Humour 5 this was my Intention hi retiring with him, mid I would 
gladly conceal hh» from all humane. Converfation. if fo, what can I think 
of what you nor» promifc me I Will it be reafonable, that I deliver yon 
viy Son to receive the Crown, and that yon at the fame time defign him for 
Jmprifonment and Fetters, from which nothing Pall, or can pofjibly deliver 
him but Porfon and falfe Accufations, which have brought his Brothers and 
Parents to their End? What Security have. I from Fortune, that 'fie will 
in this Child be reconciled to that Family, whi-h Jhe has condemned to im- 
vicrtal'Evtnity with the Europeans, in/iequital for having friendly enter- 
taitfdthcmi and decreed that, ivjlead of the Protettion it hop*d to find in 
your Arms, you fhould lay on it an intolerable lake ? Leave w then, both 
Mother and Son, to employ our f ¿Ives about the Works of Nature, fince 
cofily Experience has fo fully undeceived its as to the EffeBs of Fortune. 
Permit us to divert the Thoughts of them, with the ¿¡hiiet, and Improve* 
'¡tents of thefe Gardens. Let us be allowed to want that which fo many feek 
after. James deCouto, in his Decades relates this Fait, and the Mother's 
Lamentation, and Words. The Poriuguefes, ■ no longer able to give Ear 
to thofe difmal Reflect, i'-ns, which did not favour of a barbarous Woman, 
ran up to her, and fore'd away her Son, whom ihe ftruggled to defend. 
He, fays the fame Author, obferving his Mother's Tears, and the Rea- 
fons ihe alledg'd for iibt parting with him, and having iomeiantieipated 
iN'otionbf the Sweetnefs of Reigning, which he had not yet tsile&r&ood 
gazing on herandthem, fullof Confufion, ThíRuaeneís, an; 1 . .Jn^Ence 
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of the Soldiers put an End to all ; tor tno* they uad no iuch Orders from 
their Commander, being deaf to, and weary of hearing the Complaint. s of 
The Por- a Difconfolare Woman ; they at the fame time feiz'd the Son, and layin" 
-tugúete hold of the Mother, caft her headlong out at the Window.; Ihe new 
murder King was carry'd to the Fort, and at the fame time that the Subjects fwore 
her. Fidelity to him, they with general Lamentation celebrated his Mother's 

Obfequies, which were perrbrmM with greater Solemnity, than even 
thofe of the Principal Queens. This Inhumanity exceeding even the Ca- 
mkils, and confequently unworthy the pretended Por tugue fes Bravery* 
being bruited Abroad in the Neighbouring Provinces, produe'd that juft 
Hatred which was of Force to unite j and actually drew into a Confedera- 
cy all the Kings of the Archipelago^ again ft the Por tugue fes. They aflem- 
Loiifcderj- yed in Council, and in the Meeting concerted their Deiign, declaring 
eyagamft t j,at the Oppreffion they were under, was intollerable, the Portvguefes 
*»'*» making and depofing Kings to thicr own Humour and Fancy, iniulting 

thofe Crowns which had given them the Power they had abus'd, contrary 
to all Laws of Humanity, without allowing the Natives fo much as a Vote 
in Elections. Having agreed upon the Enterpiize, they provided all 
Things for the Executipn, whilft the appointed Time came, which they 
diligently made as ihort as might he, and expected with Diffimularion. 
The Spans jb and Portuguefe Fleets at this Time continu'd their Voyages 
Difference to t * lc -archipelago, their feveral known Ways ; the Spaniards from JVew 
about the S t ain to tlle Fl}itli PP ¡ne elands ; the Vortuguefes along the Coafts of 
Moluccos ^f"^? anc * fo to Malaca. Both Sides exerciled their Power, and cany'd 
between ' ontne * r Trade with Ambition, and, as fome fay, with Cruelty.; .but the 
Süaín and mo ^ bloody Theatre of continual Tragedies, was Témate and all the 
FortueaJ Molucco's. There both Nations of Cqftile and Portugal .decided their 
• * Quarrel by the Sword, whilft their Kings in Europe only contended by 
.Dint of Cunning, and Cofmography. Atthis.time the.Matter was not 
fo plain, as when the Cofmographers and Commiifianers on both Sides, 
IayM down the Meridian, whereby to affign each of them one half of the 
eWorld to their King. For the. Admiral Chrijlopher Columbia returning 
from his firft LUfcovery of the Weft-ludiej, in. the Year 149;. Pope Mex- 
Zander the Vlth. granted the Inveftiture qftheni, for the Crown of Cajlile t 
to their Cattiolick Majeftie?, King Ferdinand, and Queen Ifabel, or Eli- 
xaket&i and. to obviate the Differences that might arife between the two 
Crowns, to the cbftruning the Propagation of the GofpeL by the fame 
.Apoftolical Authority, whi,h in that fpi ritual Capacity is not -limited to 
2ny part of the Globe, he divided it betwixt thofe two Crowns, ordering 
' a Line .to be drawn along .the Heavens to cut both the Poles, diilant 

on the Earth one hundred Leagues from the Iflands of the Azores and 
Caho Verde. ByVertueof ihis DiviGon, the Emperor pretended that the 
Molucca Iflands were within his Limits, everfince Gonzalo Gomez de Ef- 
pinofii, his Commander in chief, Sebaftian del Cano, and his Companions, 
.who went with Magellan, took Pofleflion of them for his Crown. Pretend- 
ing at the fame Time, that they were the iirftChriftians that arriv'datthe 
Moluccos, and that then he was own'd as Sovereign by Sultan CcraLi, King 
*pf Teníate, whoreign'd before Sultan Sbvgue ; by Sultan Jlmanzor, King 
c&JjioTSf by Luzuff King of Gihlo, and other .Princes, who all .fwore 
f ■ . , ' ■ " ■ ■ ■ • ■ ; Fealty 
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Fealty by their Idols, and the Alcoran ; and that Gonzalo Gomez admitted 
them, and f wore to the Obfervance of what had been agreed on, in his * 
King's Name, before an Image of the Blefied Virgin. He urg'd, that by f Q f"c - 
Mathematical Demon ilrat ion, and the Judgment of Men learned in that «P ai fl* ■ 
Faculty, it appear'd, that ¿he Moluccas were within the Limits oiCaJlile, 
as were all others, as far as Malaca, and even beyond it. That it was no 
eafy Undertaking for Portugal to go about to difprove the Writings of fo 
many Cofmogtaphers, and fuch able Mariners ; and particularly the 
Opinion of Magellan, who was himfelf a Portuguefe. And that in Cafe 
he. 'might- be thought partial, becaufe of his being difoblig'd in Portugal, 
that Exception did not lie againft Francis Serrano, who was alfoa Portu- 
íbí/í, and had been favoured and cherith'd. That to fay the Sea Charts 
had been maliciouflycontriv'd, was a groundlefs Objection, and not pro- 
bable. Befides that, in Relation to the Article of Poffeflion, on which 
the Controverfy depended, it was only requinte to ftand by what was writ 
by, and receiv'd among Cofinographers. 

In Anfwer to this, King John ot Portugal, dény'd the Fail of the Díf- 
covery, as to its Precedency ; for Serrano's was in the Year ijii, and "ortugueia ,■ 
that of Magellan! Companions nine Years later,'in 1520. . He declar'd the ■^ 7! f irer * 
Globes, Ailrolabes, and Sea Charts to be partial, and that in Caie they 
were rectify'd, drawing the aforefaid. Meridian, according to Rules of 
Ailrology, his Limits would not_only comprehend the Moluccas, bur reach 
far beyond the Philippine. Iílands.. He ofFer'd King Tab arija" 1 sh.il Will ou 
his Behalf 5 and faid, that if the Line were fairly drawn, obferving EcJip- 
fes, .as had been done fometimes,. the Truth of his Affertion would ap- 
pear. . To this they added, the Papers of the Geographer and Aflrologer, 
Jiidrew a"eS- Martin^ by which it appear'd, that he failing with Magel- 
lan, his before unattempted Voyage, had obferved feveral Eclipfes, and- 
Oppofitions. Among the reft, on the 17th of December, 151.9. He in 
the River call'd Rio ¿e. Jancyro, took an Obfervation of a Conjunction of 
Jupiter and the Moon - } on the firft of February 1520, another of the Moon 
and Venus \ foon after' another of the £/n.and Moon, after paffing the 
Streights, anpther Oppofition of the Sun and Moon, and others at other 
times ; all which, tho* calculated by him to the Meridian of Sevil, avail'd 
nothing to his Defign, .which was to prove that the Molucca Iílands did *" 
not belong to Portugal ; for which Reafon he found Fault with John de 
Monteregjo l iTzWes and Almanacks. . All thefe Papers were prefcrv'd by 
Edward Refende. Factor at the Moluccas,, a learned and curious Man. They 
faid, that fince there was then a Treaty about the Polfeilion of thole 
Iílands ; in a Cafe of that Confequence it was not proper, to avoid al- 
leging, and examining the Grounds of their Property, to orevent the De- 
cifionof the Sword, which was the Court where that Controverfy was 
pleaded ; and when once it comes to that pafs, there was no Poflibilfty of 
Handing to fpeculative Writing, which not being made good by Experi- 
ence, muí) at leaft be look'd upon as uncertain.. 

The Pofiefllon of the Molucco Iílands was of great Confequence to the 
King of Portugal, for carrying on the Trade of Spice, and being inform'd 
of the War itill maintain'd between his Subje&s and the Emperors, 
inthofe Parts, he daily us'd frefh Endeavours to bring that Bufinefs to 
fqtne Conclufion, «hat foijie War might ceafe. The Emperor had not fo 
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much Intelligence of what bis Commanders did in Jfia j becaufe the /V- 
tuguefe fuffer'd no Ships, but their o\vn to pafs by the Cane of Gocd Hope i 
■ and the way of New-Spain, that Voyage was not much frequented, and 
therefore not fo well known ; and bebdes all this he then flood in need of 
a great Sum of Money. In the Year 1515, there was a Treaty ztSegovia, 
The Dif~ ky his Majeilies Order, for compoiing of this Difference, and in 1 516 it 
ferencead- * as h^d at &w7, where the /tor/í^-we/ff Embaflador; and the Licencíate 
iv fled " -¿zevedo of that Kings Council, were met by the Eifbops of 0/w;.r, Preiident 
J * of the Council of the Indiej, Doñor Laurence G.ilindc.z, of the fame Coun- 

cil, and Don Garcia ds Padilla^ firit Com'mendary of Calatravi^ on the 
Emperor's fide, as Commiffioners, and P!enipotentarie?,befides the Lord- 
High-Cbancellór, and the Popes Nuncio, Mercurio Gatnara. After many 
Meetings, and much Strife, to which there were alio Civilians, Geogra- 
phers, and Mariners admiited ; all which only puzzled the Caufe, whence 
enfu'd Law Suits, Arbitrations, and other Fruítlefs Negociations in Spain, 
and Wars in Jfia between the Ships of both Croivns: After all this there 
was a CelTation, and Quietnefs, the Emperor Mortgaging thofe controver- 
ted Ifiands to the King of Portugal, for ; jcooo Ducats. This was con- 
cluded at Zaragoza, on the 22Í of Augitjl r?20, as his Imperial Maje- 
íly was going over to be Crown'd in Italy. The Line of Divifión was 
again examin'd, and what Parts of the Earth it is to run through ; the 
Times of Payment weie fix'd, with other Conditions, and Salvos of the 
Right on both fides, that fo neither Oblivion, nor the Kindred between the 
two Kings might confound it. 
. "By Relations Written in thofe Days it appears, that the Emperor con- 

Spaniards fulting Peter Ruyz de Villegas, a grave and learned Gentleman, about this 
«gahijt Mortgage; his Anfwer was condemning ít,and declaring, That his Majefly 
quitting had better to have Mortgaged any other of his Kingdoms, than that of the 
the Mo- Moluccas, Tr,apalana, or Malaca, or any other in the Eaft; all which, in 
lúceos. his Opinion, belong 'd to his Majefly ; and he grounded his Opinion on 
Time's catting Treaties into Oblivion, and the great uncertainty of State 
J Affairs. Many others advifed the Emperor to repay that great Sum to 
the King of Portugal $ and what is yet more, the Reprefentatives in the 
Cortes of Cajlile, propos'd that the Emperor ihould make over to 'them the 
Molucca Iilands for hx Years, by way of Farm, and they would' pay King 
Sola the Mortgage Money, and bring the Trade of Spice to Corima t and 
after the fix Years his Majefly íhoúld carry on that Trade. The Emperor 
hearing of this Innovation, order'd a flop to it, and that no further Pro- 
grefs ihould be made in fitting out the Fleet defign'd for the Mohtceos, un- 
der Stmcn de Alcazova, and forwarded by the Bifhop of Ciudad Rodrigo. 

Orders, and Letters Patents, were drawn and fealed, for both Nations 
to forbear Hoililities, but the Emperor's Subjects never receiv'd Commands 
from him to withdraw their Forces for any other Enterprize, nor did they 
Warceafes know what badjbeen agreed on in Spain, any other way than by the Ac- 
Betwetn count they had from the Portugucfes who had receiv'd Orders from their 
Spaniards King, to conclude a Peace, and to Ship off the Spaniards by the way of 
end Portu- IndiA for Spain. This Agreement put an End to all Judicial, and Military 
miefes Contention. Since then the Viciflitude of Times has inverted all the 
" "" " Right, and Title in our King. So that, according to grave Civilians, he 
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might as they lay, invert the Titles, or poilefs by them all, without con- 
founding the Right ; Heaven having defign'd him to be Sovereign ot luch 
a vail Monarchy, and given him that Hereditary Zeal, which makes h.m 
offer his whole Power to oppofe Hereticks and SeOanes, and to fpread 
the Faith, and its perfect Politicks among fuch Multitudes of Souls as have 
received it, in fo many barbarous Provinces. For this fame Reafon it will 
be fupetfluous to examine any further into the Limits affign'd by that Law, 
which could never be fettled. 

This Accommodation being concluded, the Portugmfi Meets, without ¡. or ™K u ': 
any Onpofition from thofe oiCafiile, peaceably poflefs'd themfelves of the les lpjej/i- 
Minds of Témate, Tydore, Bachian, and the others about rhem. From the on of the 
irftof thefe, as their Head in Spirituals, out Pnefis went Abroad to Moluccos. 
preach the Word bf Truth, which was recciv'd by Teveral Kings and Na- 
tions leaving but inconfiderable Remains of Idolatry, and other Sefls. 
Who'le Cities, whofe Sovereigns choie to continue intheir Daiknefs, not 
regarding their Prince's Example, which ufes to have the Force of a 
Law threw down their Idols, and confecrated Profanenefs, dedicating 
their Temples to the True God. The Kings of Portugal built Garrifons, 
and Factories for the Chriilians to inhabit; fending their Commanders 
and Officers, who curbed the Kings, and the Sangiackt their Subjeflf. 
Some Governours there were, who beiides the Care they took of propa- Converfi. 
gating the Gofpel, and maintaining Peace in thofe Parts, endeavour'd by am. 
endearing Means to attract the Barbarians to love our Habits, to affect our 
Ways of Entertainment, and the European Affability and Conyerfation, 
and gently inclin'd them to our Cufioms and Manners, which in fome 
Places made them look upon that as a Sort of Equality, when it_ c/as no 
better than Servitude. The powerful Union of juftice and Religion was 
however the moft prevalent; but the Commanders and Governours being 
defective in the firft of thefe Virtues, on which inward Felicity and Go- 
vernment depend ; the Subjects loft the fecond, and rerurn'd to their for- 
mer'Blindnefs, as appears by what has been already faid, and more fully by 
what is to follow, fince we are now come to the Election of Sultan Mris, 
in whofe Days Teman was utterly loft, and could never be recovered 
either by Force or Art, till the Reign of our Sovereign Lord the King ; 
zjuft Reward of his Piety and Zeal. The lawful Queen, by thofe People 
cali'd fwiriz, was as much concem'd for Aerio's Mother's Death, as for 
any of her own Sons. She was prefent at her Funeral, and lamenting im- 
moderately, curs'd the Domination of the Portvguefes, calling it Tyranny. 
All the Machinations of thofe who fludy'd Revenge were known to her, 
and ffe forwarded them with her Advice ; for as they faid, nothing now 
remain'd of the farmer Moderation of the Governours fent thither out of 
Europe, nor of that Regard and Refpeilthey ufed to have for them.

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Molucca and Philippine Iflands, &c. 
BOOK. II. 

H E Alliance concluded betwixt the Kings of the Archipelago,. 
and particularly Vaygammo, Vaigeo ) Sgttibibio, and MmcimFio, 
reigning in the I (lands Patatar, was follow'd by fuel] an Ac- 
cident, that tho' the Minds of the Confederals had not been 
already fo well difpos'd, nor the Blood of thofe Innocent Kings 
fo newly fpilr, it would have confummated the Hatred they had conceived 
again» the Portugtiefe Nation. All the Ports of the Molucco Iilands were 
fo well fecur'd, and the PalTage for Provifions fo wholly ftopp'd up, that 
Trijlande Atayde defpairing of Relief, fent Captain Pinto to Mindanao. 
¡ho fent and the Neighbouring Iflands, to furnifli fuch things as were abfolutly ne- 
jor Relief. ceiTaiy for the Support of Life, there being nothing to be had within his 
Liberties. Pinto failing in a good Ship, arriv'd at Mindanao, vifited the 
King, by whom he was well receiv'd 5 and he having feen his Credentials, 
and confulted the Savgiacks of his Council, eilabliiVd Peace and Amity 
with him. He (old the Commodities he carry'd at his own Rates, and 
buying and barterring, loaded with Provifions to his own Content ; 
thence he went over to the Iiland Seringa, where he was no lefs fuccefsful 
with the King. In this Iiland, ihat their Friendlhip might laic, for ever, 
they concluded the Peace with a barbarous Ceremony, which when pra- 
¿iis'd in thofe Parts, they never b¡eak the Articles. The Parties being met, 
certain Officers appointed for that Purpofe, draw a Quantity of Blood from 
ff their Arms, and each drinks the other's, as a Gage of Affeclion • believing 

•.■Barbarous tne y conve y j t j nto tne ir Souls, by that horrid Draught. This Contrae! 
btffiemt. foratify'd, produe'd fuch Confidence, that their Ships repair'd to our 
. ' ' Ports, 
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Ports, and ours to theirs, with all posible Security, without any Let or 
Prohibition. Pinto perceiving what a Muhiiude of the Natives refold 
tohisShip, refoIvedtomakeaPreyoftK-m;" andthelaft Day, Forty ol 
them coming Aboard to Trade, he perfwaded them to go down into the 
Hold, on Pietence of lowing them its Bulk and Convemencies, and as Vilhvy fj 
foon as they were down, fhut the Hatches upon them ; this he praclifed tc- pkuo. 
veral times, till at lair, tho' he obfew'd them clofe, one of them forcing 
hisWayout, leap'd into the Sea, and fwam afhme. He wentdireclly to 
the King, whom he acquainted with the villanous Pra¿Uce : The King 
jufiy enrag'd, to fee Friendihip fo newly contracted, and confirm'd by the 
the moR ¿acred of Tyes, in his Opinion, fo pcrridioully violated by the 
Pórtugiiefes, thinking Religion affronted, immediately order'd a'l the 
Ships that were afloat to be brought together, and fuch as were finiihM in 
the Docks, to be launchM ; all which being well equipp'd, fior'd with 
Guns, and full of thofe furious Barbarians, encompalVd the PoYtugvcfc 
Ship, attacking her on all Sides. Pinto was beginning to weigh his An- 
chors, having feen the Ships in Motion, and the Men hailing Aboard ; 
he defended himfelf with only z$ Soldiers, who had fcarce time to handle 
their Arms ; for the Natives of Serhgo began already to Board, and thole 
who were Prifoners under Deck had prevaild, but that the Mariners loos'J 
theirSails. At this time there fell a dreadful Storm of Rain, with fuch 
amazing Thunder and Lightning, as if the Heavens had been rent afunder. 
The Seriagos quitted the Portvguefe Ship, endeavouring to recover the 
Shore in their own VelTels, with their Sails rent, the Hulls ihatter'd, and 
the Rigging difabled; and togetoffthe better, they threw over-board their 
Cannon and Arms, being in danger of finking. This Teinpeít lafled two 
Days, during which Time, Pinto's Ship could not efcape, his Men and he 
being fo far fpent, that they had neither Strength nor Courage to fland by 
their Tackle ; they let the Ship drive with the Sea, and threw over-board 
their Provifions, Merchandize, Guns, Arms, Cloaths, snd all they could 
corneal; and being convinc*d of the Juilicc of the Judgment, for having 
broken their Faith, and folemn Engagement they had made, arriv'd at 
Témate aíloniftVd, dumb, and out of Countenance, thinking they were fUll 
in the Storm. Such are the Effects of a guilty Confcience, which pre- 
sently provokes God's Wrath. 

All the Kings of the adjacent Iflands were foon acquainted with the Leagues 
Perfidioufnefs of thofe few Portitgnefes, that they had tranfgrefs'd the fa- aeahijl the 
cred Laws of Hofpitaiity, and always made a mifchievous Ufe of Benefits ; Portuiue- 
whereupon they immediately concluded their League, to be exercifed like f e <, 
defperate Men. Theyprefently made Proclamation, forbidding, under moil 
fevere Penalties, the conveying of any Provifions to the Portitgiiefes, either 
by Sea or Land, that fo they mightbe redue'd to quit all thofe Provinces, 
and fly into India, and fince they could not batter the Fort, for "Want of 
great Guns, they fbould flarve it out 5 enjoyning all Perfons of all Ages, 
and both Sexes, to be vigilant in obferving this fatal Decree, that io the 
Trading Galeón might not afford them the Comfort of hoping for Relief. 
Then confidering that the main Motive of their exercifing fuch Tyranny 
was the Spice of Cloves, wherewith 2'ernnte, and all -the MoUnteos 
abound, the Natives lePjlv'd tofetFire to all the Trees, endeavouring 
F z that 
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that the Conflagration fhould be ib Univerfal, as thai the Moluccas might 
ever after remain barren. They well knew that this was contriving their 
own Ruin; but they lunk'd upon it as a pleating and advantageous De- 
firuclion, To they might but be reveng'd. of their Enen.ies. 
MeJeSicn. The Crop of Cloves makes the Wealth of the Molucca Kings, muck 
more than the Taxes their Subjects pay; and tho' Rage, and Defpair put. 
Fire into their Hands, to burn their Country, it might happen, as fome- 
times Miflakes prove advantageous, that what they defign'd to tender their 
Fields Earren, might make them more Fruitful, It is well Known that 
courfe Alhes mix'd, and fcatter'd on the Face of the Earth often Fertilize 
it. Nothing is mure frequent in Europe than to burn the Stubble, and 
Straw upon barren Lands; becaufe, either the burnt Earth gathers fome 
unknown Strength, and produces good Paiture,.or elfe the Fire confumes its 
Jtanknefs, and exhales the fuperfluous Moifture. Perhaps the imenfe Heat 
opens feveral Paííages, and dilates the cloie Pores, and hidden Veins, thro' 
which the Nourlfhment flows, and thence the Earth receives it in all Parts, 
to make it capable of a new Produft ; or elfe it hardens, and clofes the 
Vents which were open'd, that ib the thin Waters, or the continual ln- 
tenfenefs of the Sun, or the piercing Cold of the North-Ealf Wind, which 
is chilling, may do it no Harm. Éefldes, nature having choien that only 
Fart of the World to produce this fort of Fruit, in which there has never 
been obferv'd any Failure, or Intermiifion, it could not bebelievjng that a 
Momentary Violence ihould utterly caufe it to ceafe.. However the Defign 
of thofe People was not to renew thofe Spicy Groves, but entirely to de- 
ilroy them. This íhows how mifchievoutly they were bent againft ihem- 
felves, and againit all Nation?. It will be therefore convenient in this 
Place to treat of the Cloves at large. 
jficount cf ^ ne firá l ^ iat mat * e an y Account of it, were the Chinefes, who attracted 
Clover ky the Scent, began to load their Junks with it for the Gulphs of Perjict 
and Arahia. Pliny was acquainted with, and defines it, faying, It is a long 
Pepper; and calls it GaryophiUum. The Perfians gave it lince the Name of 
Calafur, it does not belong to us to decide which of thefe Words was de- 
rived from the other. The Spaniards formerly call'd it Girofe,. and after- 
Wards Clavos, becaufe they are like Nails, which bear the fame Name. 
The Head of the Clove, having four fmall Teeth that crofs it, refembles a 
Star. The Natives of the Moluccas call the Tree Siger, the Leaf Varaaua^, 
and the Fruit Chamque. The Plant is not unlike our Bay-Tree, but bears 
a greater Head. When it begins \o bloffom, it fpreads a moil delicious 
Fragrancy,and on the very Top like the Myrtle, from one iingle Stock, 
produces an infinite Number of Cluilers, like thofe of Elder, or the Honey- 
Suckle, At firft coming out they are White, as they grow up Green, and 
the third Seafon, when Ripe, makes them Red ; this Variety of Colours, 
by, inward Virtue, íhowiñg the feveral Terms that bring it to Perfection. 
Thofe that remain on the Cluflers, which they call Mother Cloves, continue 
there a year, growing larger and itronger. They either threfhthe Branches- 
to gather them, or elfe fhake them with Cords they have made fai¡ above, 
drawing from below, after the Ground about is ciean'd ; but it is natural- 
ly clear from Weeds, for this Sovereign Tree fuflers no fort of Herb to 
grow about it. It draws all the moiilure fo powerfully to it fejf, that ail

Roots about are deftioy'd, or ilaiv'd. It bears at eight Years Handing, 
2rid lafts an hundred. Some fay it would hold longer, were it not ihip'd 
with fuch Violence, which it avenges by growing Barren; but they are 
miflaken, for in the Iilands of Bachian y they lop the Branches, that they 
may produce more Cloves, and the low Branches bear Jeaíí. From thefe 
they gather the Cloves with their Hands,. and they only bear when the 
Movfon blows. They yield their Fruit in m September to February every 
two Years. Others fay once in three ; becaufe when they father the Clove, 
befides that the Plant is much impair'd, they break off thofe Buds, which 
produce the EloiToms of the Cloves ; but then they afford certain hopes of 
another Crop- The Tru'ih of it is, that Nature allows them a Year's re- 
fpit, during which they reft like the Olive-Trees in Europe, They are 
gathered when Ripe, and their Ripenefs appears by being Red. Being 
fpread in the Sun, in three Days they dry up, and contrae! a blackiih Afh- 
colour, AvUen y by his leave, wss deceiv'd, when he faid that the Gum of $$&£ of 
the Clove Tree is anfwerable in its Virtue to Turpentine; for Experience Avicen. 
has provM the contrary; Befides, that Trees excelfive hot or cold, yeild 
no Gum, but only thofe which are temperate between both, Sea-Water 
Feeds, and Freih does them Harm. A certain Hiflorian "Writes, that they 
yield Fruit twice a Year ; if by it he means the middleCrop, which is very 
ftnall,\e grant it; but if he fpeaks of the moil Fruitful, as the Triennial, 
which with general Amazement produces enough to ferve all Nations, the 
Belief of his Affertion will remain in the Author himfejf. Theíé Plants 
make amends for their delay in the Abundance of their Product ; which is 
Ibch^hat after enriching all Nations with it, the K. of Spain's Revenue out 
of itjYearly amounts to two Millions of pieces of Eight,little over or under. 
It is generally reckon'd that only the five Molucco Iilands produce all the 
Clove, becaufe of the prodigious Quantity they yield. They always amount 
to FourThoufand Bars, each Bar of Témate being four hundred Weight, 
and three quarters, and this for that Tiland ; but the third of the whole 
taken for the King amounts to fix thoufand Bars, and every common Bar 
is better than five hundred Weight of ours. Perhaps.the Word Bar might 
come from the Greek Baros, fignifying a Load. The Cloves grow alfo in 
the fmall Iilands of Ires and Meytarana % about Témate ; thofe oí Pulo and 
Cavali near Tydore y and in Gilolo^ Sabugo and Gamoconora t Towns of Ba~ 
tachina ; as alfo in the Iilands of Amboyna and Veranula ) more in this laíí 
than in all the others, but they are weak, and fmalJer. The Clove Trees 
grow up without any Help of Art, like all Trees coming from Rocks, and 
they made the only Woods in thefe Iilands, which fucking in all the moi- 
ilure Heaven affoids, it is a wonder to fee any other Plant near. When 
they have a mind to Tranfplant a Clove Tree, they fet it where many 
Weeds grow, that it may thrive the fooner, by the help of the Moiflure, 
and Virtue it fucks from them, and as the Tree thrives thofe PJants perifh. 
For the fame reafon Cloves are ill Neighbours to full VefTels. The Ring 
Doves, whereof there are great numbers in Gilolo, eat many of thofe 
Cloves which grow Old upon the Tree, then flying they purge in the Air 
with the Motion, and from their Excrements dropping on the Ground 
Clove Trees grow up. Heaven has given them fo plentfully only to thefe 
Iilands, abflraflly from all the World befide ; being at firit not valu'd, or 
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known by the Natives. This is what they would have deflroy'd by Fire, 
that it might be totally annihilated; becaufe-the Flames gather more 
Strength among coftibufiibl'e Matter, than other Violences, to which 
fublunary things are fubject. 

.. Since we are now upon the Defcription of the Molucca:, and in regard 
- . . , dial thofe delightful Provinces are fo remote from us, we will go on with* 
¿JT^lFj what is remarkable in them, to (bow the defperate Fury of thofe People, 
(tcjcub a. y,^ ^ C ondemn'd them to the Flames, All the five Molucca Iilands are 
almoil round, and of the fame Shape. The compfeof the biggeft is not 
feven Leagues. They have all Crags, of a wonderful Height, cover'd 
with an odoriferous Fragraucy of wild Cloves; and about them ieveral 
Cities, Towns and Forts.. Their exact Round nefs is the ReaTon they have 
no good Harbours tor loth the Monfons of Nor we ft and South. Only Ter- 
■nate forms the Port they call Talangame, and a League from it, that of 
Toloco, where Ships ride fate, and with their Boats clofe to the Shore; 
The Forts were not erected in either of them, becaufe they ihould not be 
remote from the King's Court. Both thefe Ports look to the Eaft ward, and 
have ridges of Rocks that break oft the Sea, and fecure the Vefl'els. That 
of Tenate, oppofite to the Fort admits of Caravels, at high Water and 
fitting-Tides, which being unloaded ride where they will. This Ridge of* 
Kocks is of a fort of Stone, that turns into Coral, which when old har- 
dens, and (hooting out many Branches, knits together, and turns again into 
Stone, whereof excellent Lime is made. It is fo contriv'd that thofe who 
come to it by Sea, think they fee noble Structures erected for the Defence 
of the Harbour. The Mountain, which rifes in. the midfi of Témate, two 
¿Burning Leagues in Height, and cover'd with Palm, and other rare Trees, has on 
Mountain, tne Top of it a Mouth or Cave, that feems to reach down to the very Cen- 
* ter. A Man can hardly be feen from the one fide to the other. Within 
it isa Square Spot, like aThreihing-Floor,made of Stones and loole Earth, 
Some curious Perions have view'd it, and among them one Gabriel Rebelo 
Factored Alcayde of the Fort; who having founded it,tying togetherfeve- 
rallongFifhing-Lines, found it was 500 Fath. deep. At the Bottom guihes 
out a beautiful Spring, tho* no Man has dai'd to Tail of it, or try whether 
it is Sweet or Sower. The loofe Floor ihakes with the Fire in the Bowels 
of the Mountain; whereof the fjrft Account was given by Anthony Gahaw, 
•who Obferv'd it in the Year 1 s;8, when he was Commander in Chief o- 
ver thefe Iilands. He went up to fee that Wonder in Nature, at a fafe 
Time, for .he could not have done it in April, or September, when the Sun 
moves from one Hemifphere 10 the other, and crofTes the Equinoctial, 
which cuts half a Degree of Tanate, becaufe of the Winds then kindling 
the Flames. Had Pliny, when he went out of Curiofity to fee the Burning 
of Mount Vefuvius, in Iialy, taken another opportunity, he had not been 
Surnt to Death, as his Nephew writ to Cornelius Tacitus. It ftinks, and 
cafts out Smoke, Sulphur, and Red-Stones, as it were out of the Mouth of 
a Canon ; (hewing the Mountain to be hollow at the Foundation. It caufes 
Earthquakes, and fcoife ; and the Flames, and burnt Stones, have reach'd 
to the City, and Foit, and even to the Iilands of the Meaos and Cafntet* 
.twenty Leagues from Teníate, The Smoke is of feveral Colours, lecaufe 
.the Moíííuie.and Corruption of the Earth exhales it thick, and di verify M*

■which i¿ heip'd by the ill Quality of the Air, and that, with the falling of 
the Excrements the Fiie cafis out upon the Springs, corrupts the Watery, 
and deflroys Health. Going up this Mountain two thirds of the Height, it 
is all Green and Fruitful; but the Top is excelfive Cold, without. any fort 
of Fowl, or Birds, but abundance of Flyes. Thence is defcry'd a fpacious 
Sea, and an infinite Number or" Iflands; becaufe the Purity of the Air, free 
from Exhalations, as is laid of the Top of Mount Olympus, repiefents curi- 
ous Objeéls to the Sight, and favours it without any Let, the gieatcr part 
of the Year. Where theThicfcnefs of the Trees Terminates, a Spring of 
freih Water gufhes out, i~o very cold that there is no Drinking of it, but by 
Sips. At the Top, lome diftance from the Mouth, which calls out the 
Flames, they at this time tore away a piece of the Mountain, whence for 
two Days abundance of Water floW'd ; grear pieces of Rocks roul'd down 
the fide of the Hill, to the Sea; forming Concavities, and bearing down 
'Tree?, and. Ruins. The fame Mountain, on the Top, has a fpacious fweet 
Pcol, encempak'd with Trees, wherein there are blew, and gold-Colour 
Alligators, above a Fadom long, who, as foonas they hear People flirring, 
plunge down to the Bottom. 

Thefe Iflands know no Difference of Summer and Winter ; nor is there SeafotiSi 
any fettled Rainy Seafon, but it generally Rains more with the North-Eaft, 
than with the South Wind. The Molucco Iflands breed Snakes above 50 Snakes. 
Foot long, and proportionally thick ; but they are neither Quick of Mo- 
tion, nor Venomous. Thofe who have feen them affirm, That when they 
want Suftenance, they chew a certain Herb Nature has ihown them, and '■' ' 
climbing the Trees by the Sea-fide, cafi into it what they have chew'd ; 
many Fiihes come to Eate it, and being made Drunk, lye helplefs upon the 
"Water; then the Snakes launch out upon them, and latisfy their Hunger, 
till they are full of thofe flupifyM Fifties. The Crocodils on the Land are Croeoiifs, 
the fierce ft of Monfters; the AnJents write almoft the contrary of thofe 
of the Nile. Thefe in the Sea are fo Timorous, that they fufTer themfelves 
to be bound under Water. A Crocodile has been taken that had four Eyes, 
and a very little Heart. Here are alio found certain Infecís, which they -Infeír, 
call Cuzos, living on Trees, on whofe Fruit they feed : They are like Rab- 
bits, their Hair thick, harlb, and curl'd, of a bríghtiíh Brown 5 their Eyes 
round andfprightly ; theii Feet final!; and a very long Tail, by which they 
hang, the better to reach the Fruit; and they liink like Fores. 

In the Defert Parts there are Wild-Fowl; fome nf the Tame are the 
fame we have in Europe. The Parots, in their Tongue call'd Nores, of fe- V^'Ots, 
veral Colours intermixt, Cry exceffively, but Talk well. An Illander af- 
firms, That at this time, when the People were Confpiring, a Parrot in the 
Air cry'd, J Dye, I Die -; and beating his Wings, fell down Dead. A Rela- 
tion tells us of another, that came from Amboyna, on the Maft of a final t" 
VerTel, when they wen: to take him, he cry'd out, SehaJHan 9 Sebafi'ian. 
who was his Mafter, and came to his affifiance. There are great flocks of BriJt and 
black Geefe, with Parrots Feet ; Martins, Swallows, Feldefares, Thruíhes, Pifies. 
and Sparrow- Hawks. The variety of Fifh is infinite j the Sea-Cow, like 
that of Brazil', a fort of Crab, one part whereof Eaten, kills in 14 Hours - 
this is on the Sea-ihore, under certain Tree.=, whofe fhade fufTers no Grafs 
or Herb to grow ; thofe who Sieep in it Sicken, and it dries and parches up 
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the very Ground. There is another fort of Crabs, no unlike Lobfiers,but 
with lefs Claws ; they have flrong white Teeth, with which they break 
the Shels, to eat the Almonds; they breed among Rocks, are taken at 
Night with Light; their Body, Claws, and all the Flefli, is like that of 
a Lobfler. Near the Tail they have a Bag, full of a certain Subitance de- 
licious to the Tail, for which they are as much valu'd as Pullets. 

All over the Molucco: there grows a fort of reddilh Sticks, which burn 
in the Fire, raife a Flame, and are like a burning Cole, without wailing-: 
They look to be of a Stony Nature, moulder away betwixt the Fingers, and 
are eafily broken by the Teeth. Not far from the Fort of Temare, is to 
be ieen the Plant call'd Catofa, from which there dr< p Leaves lefs than 
the common fort; the Stem whereof, on a Hidden, is formtt into the Head 
of a Worm, or Butter-Fly ; (lie Body and Fibers coming from it, make 
Feet, and the Leafy Part, w ingi ; fo that it foon becoms a perfect Butter- 
Fly, and at the fame' time a Leaf. This Tree buds out every Year, like a 
Cheilnut-Tree, and from the Buds proceed thefe Worms, which run upon 
Threads fattened to the Leaves. Nature was profufe with thofe People ; 
erpecially as to the Cloves, which I diflinguiih from the Long-Peper Pliny 
.perhaps fpuke of, when he nam'd the Garyophillum. But iince the Profit of 
that fo highly valued Product, was to occaíion fuch bloody Wars, fuch in- 
credible Voiages, from all Parts of the World, that the real Dangers, are 
even beyond human Belief; it ¡ray well be controverted, whether it were 
moil for the publick Tranquility, that this Spice íhould be known, or ever 
coneeaPd 5 for its Plenty and Viitue, which awaken'd the Avarice of the 
remotefi Nations, has glutted tho r e Seas with the Wracks of Ships, and 
Fleets, and call'd thither Armies cf Rebels, making their paíTage through 
Streights before unknown, in the Sight of Mountains covered with blew Ice 
and Snow, as never reach 'd by the Suns bright Beams; and yet they ven- 
ture at all, not out of any Zeal of promoting Religion, or Civility, lut 
only to load with that Spice, which has occafion'd Difobedience and Su- 
perstition. This is the precious Commodity, which gives Power and 
Wealth to thofe Kings, and caufes their Wars. A Wonder of Nature, 
which plainly ftaows it has created nothing fo harmlefs,but what is abus'd 
by humanMalice. This is thetrueFruit of Difcord, rather than the fabulous 
Apple of the three Godefies, fince for it there has been, and flill is, more 
Fighting, than for the Mines of Gold. Had this happen'd in the Days of 
the Greek, as Latin Poets, how much more would thay have fpoken of our 
Moluccas, than they did of the Iflands Gorgones in the Ethiopick Ocean? 
Let us flop a little to reflect on the Dangers Mortals expofe themfelves to, 
lather, perhaps, to pleafe their wanton Appetites, than to confirm their 
Health. 

The People of Teníate s Tyá9re^Bachian t ZTÁ all the Neighbouring Princes, 
being impatient to put in Execution their defperare Deíign, chofe the King 
of Tyiore for their Head, to joy» with him of Témate, that had been ex- 
pelí d on account of the Death of Gonzalo lireyr.i. A mo tig the Relations 
ufually collected by the Chriilíán Curiofity of the Religious Men of the 
Society, we find that thefe -Kings met in the little I (land, which divides 
Témate from Tydorc, before they went each of them to his proper Poll for 
performing what was ilipulated in the Confederacy, and there the King of 
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Tydore, as Chief of the League, fpoke to them in this Manner. I cannot 
mention the Oecafion of this our Union, without /needing Tears, for the Joy j^- p ^ a c 
of the Succe/s, which we look upon as pre/ent, produces the fame Ejfefls it j-y¿ iil( .' s 
would do, were we already ViHorhus, Our Forces ate affembledto deliver fy €ec r. 
nt from the Spanifli Yoke, pnniflñng tho/e Men with the Hazard of our 
Total Ruin, whom neither our Benefits could oblige, nor our Threats cor- 
ren. They are the great Rollers of the World, who vfurf it, by/nrowdivg 
their Avari.e under /peciovs and godly Pretences. In vain have ire endea- 
voured to moderate their Pride by Means of our Modefly and SuhmiJJlon. 
Jf they meet with Wealthy Enemies, the Portugefes Jbotv themfeives Cove- 
tous, if with Needy, they arc Ambitious ^ this is the only Nation that 
equally feeks after others Wealth and Mi feries. They rob, kill, and fid due, 
taking away our Dominions under falfc Titles, and think they have no fet- 
tled Peace, till they have reduced the Provinces into De/arts. We pojfe/s 
the moft fruitful Ijlands in Afia, only to ' fur chafe Servitude andba/e ó'nb- 
jeilion with their Produce, contertitig this blefj'cd Bounty of Heaven intn 
Tribute paid to the Ambition of Intruding Tyrants. Experience has Jhow l d 
11s, how odious our Valour las been to the Chrijlian Commanders, whom, for 
the fame Reafon, we mtifi never hope to find more modefi, or lefs our Ene- 
mies. Jffure your /elves then, and remember, both Kings and Subjeils, 
hoth you whofeek Glory, and you who provide for your Safety, that nei- 
ther of the fe is to be had without Liberty, nor this without War ; voris 
the War to be maintained without Courage and Unanimity, The Power of 
the Portuguefes is increafed, and en it their Refutation depends. Having 
then di/cover l d the Myjlery, andCaufe of this Tyranny, who ¿ there that _ 
will not prepare to try the utmefi of Fortune, to purcha/e the greatefi of 
human Felicities,iv.hich is Liberty. Other Nations, which when they hear of 
our Rs/olution, will call it Dc/poir and Savagene/s ; if they weigh it with 
the Oecafion, will rather Commend than go about to find Excnfes for us. 
Be/ides, every Man knows what is fit for his Religion, his Honour and his 
Country, better than tho/e who judge of thefe Things at a Dijlance, In 
/tort. What is Life worth without Liberty ? 

Thole incenfed Kings made íuitable Returns to thefe Words, and ha- 
ving taken proper Meafures to commence and carry on ihe War, went 
awayin their VelTels, without loilng Time, or admitting of Delay; as 
well knowing the many Dangers agreat Undertaking is expos'd to, which 
depends on Secrecy, and is imparted to many. 

On the Day appointed, all the .Natives departed the City oF Témate, Témate 
■with their Families, not in good Order, as in Trail fin ig rations, but raging, Q¡y aban- 
in Coniufion, and loaded with their Children, and a few NecefTaries, den'-d and, 
having before fent away their Effects toother lilands. To convince the burnt. 
Tortuguefes of their Delign, and that the People of Tcrnate abandon'd the 
Country, they Jet Fire to the City in feveral Places ; the Flames began to 
take hold and fpread, till they met, and of many fmall ones became one 
¡feneral Conflagration, with hideous Noife and Cries; for not only the 
Koufes were burnt, which bad for fo many Ages belong'd to their Fore- 
father, and Anceftors, but all that attracts the Affection to our Native 
Country, the Temples, all their worldly Treaibre, and the Bounty of Na- 
ture \ for the open Ccuntrv Legan now to feel the Dcfolatio», the Caves, 
G . Lakes, 
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Lakes and Springs, the Rocks, and the very Sea it feif ihin'd, fcoil'd up 
andcrack'd, and the Fire receiv*d into the fubterraueous Caverns, lying in 
the hollow Mountains, pierc'd into the deepeil ReceiTes, roaring and over- 
turning Stones and Trees. In the mean while, the People travHl'd to- 
wards the Defarts, looking back to view the Effects of their Revenge. 
j, - , . Trijlan de Aiayde s ama¿'d to behold that dreadful Practice, having arm'd 
fthe i ° mc Soldiers, ^ enc Meffages to ihe Queen and Governour?, to propofe 
on of ¡e ^ ome Accommodation, and appeafe that inhumane Rage. Me prcmis'd to 
ieofie. • jnake Satisfaction, and that all Things ibould be fet right, but it avail'd 
nothing 5 for they rather grew more furious, and would not hear'en to 
any Propofal, or admit of Treaty, that might make them ilacken in rheir 
Refolution. Being come to thofe Places which Nature has made frrong- 
among the Rocks, they arm'd, and in Parties tell upon the Chriiiianr, 
lying in wait for them when they v/eru cur for Wood or Water, and kiJing 
or wouirding them by Surprize. The Edict was put in Execution through- 
out all the Iflauds at the fame Time, defiroynig all the Portugutfei that 
were in them. In the City Momoya, they kill'd eitiht that \\"'.xt with F,. 
Portugue- Trancis Alvarez, but he fled to a Ship, a^'ter receiving le^er?.; Wounds. 
fcsjlaugb- Inthelilandof Cbion, the Head of Jloraiay^ they a'ib flew the Pnefl, 
/tfrV. Simon Vaz ; an Infidel rufhing into his Chamber, broke in Pieces the 

Picture of the BleiTed Virgin, he found there painted on a Board ; but Hea- 
ven fuffer'd him not to go impuniih'd, for his Hands drop*d off on the 
Spot, and he dy'd a few Days after. It was further obferv'd, that wirh- 
ina Year there was not one left alive of all his Race, which wasdeilroy'd 
in War,, and by other Misfortunes and Calamities ; as the Jail of them 
•was fifiiirig, a Needle Fiih fprung out of the Water, and ffruck him with 
the Snout in the Eye, whereof he dyed. The whole Town periurd rmfe- 
rably within a few Years. Trijlan de Atayde foon rcceiv'd the News of 
this Slaughter of the Portitguefes, and fo fucceffively of the others-, 
throughout all the Iilands. Heencourag'd his Men, and labour'd to hide 
his Concern for being fnut up among fo many Enemies; he regulated the 
Diflribution of Provifions ; fent out feveral Spies, to get Information of 
«he Enemies Motions and Defigns ; and order'd the Guard upon King 
Aerio, who was in the Fort, to be always watchful, for the more Securi- 
ty, leaving only the Nurfes, and ether Women that attended him. Then 
heagainemploy'd other Perfons to prcpofe a Peace to the Queen, and the 
King of Tydore, with ample Commiffion to offer advantageous Conditions, 
which were to be immediately perform'd : but all prov'd ineffectual, for 
an Accident which foon happen'dcotifirm'd the Enemies Obilinacy. 
CatahrunO) Governour of G:loh y and Tutor to the Infant King, finding 
¿Rug of his Ufurpation eftablifh'd by Time, and a good Difpofition in the Minds 
Tydóre of bis Accomplices, poifon'd the King ; and ponxiTing himfelf of the 
foifotfd. Palace and Forts, afcended the Throne, making the Subjects fwear Alle- 
giance to him. Tho' no Man in ail thofe Eailern Parts expected any 
other Event, yet was it look'd upon as moil certain, that Trijlan ¿t 
Atayie was eonfenting to the Poifoning, and his Ufurpation; befides 
other Circumftances produe'd to prove his Guilt, it was notorious, that 
At ay de fent Catabruno a Robe of blew Velvet, which he wore the Day 
hetebeH'dj.and wasfwomKing. Gcd fo order'd it, that as foon as he 
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was poíl'efs'd of the Kingdom, Ire broke his Faith with Triflan de Atay de, 
and confederated with the other United Princes, proving the gteateíí Ene- 
my the Vortvguefes had ; for he fitted out numerous Fleets wherewith he 
wair'd on all the Chríílians of thofe Iilands, thrcatning and tormenting 
the» that they might icnounce their Faith. 

Atthis lime the Gcvernour of India, tho' there were fome Troubles at /-..t 
Con, and in other Places, fent Succours xoTetr.ate, becaufeit was towards . ja ' v:lrn 
the End of .Summer, and one mull of Necefiity go to fucceed the Cover- ',.. / c ' 
nour. Antony Octham was the Man appointed, who laid out above icooo Vr''l,. J ? 
Ducats of his own towards reftoiing the Places that had been burnt, by i '- ' CCCOj ' 
which it may be truly faM, he redeem'd the Moluccas. He was defirous, 
not only to People, but even to enlarge Tomate, and to this Purpufe he 
treated with fome poor marry'd Men, and needy Families, to go over with " 
him and their Wives and Children to thofe Illands ; the fame he did with 
Men and Women, who were lewd Livers, that they might mend their 
Lives in another Country, and embrace the legal State of Matrimony ; to 
which End, he lent them Money, and provided Neceffaries for their Voy- 
r-ge.^ In the meanwhile, the Tyrant Cuttibrnno, affembled his Forces, and 
niov d againtt the City Mtmttja, where the Sangiack of it liv'd, who had 
been before an ignorant Idolater, but then a Chrillian Prince. He finding 
hrmfelfinferiourin Power, retired into a Fort, with his Wife, Children ir 
and Family. Some PortUguefie fent him by Triflan de Atayde, net darin" , ' 
to trnfl themfelves fliut up there with him, withdrew into the Moun- 
tains, where they were loon kill'd, purluant to the Edift of the League. 
Catabi-una enter'd the City, without any Oppoiition, where he exercis'd 
his Cruelty, becaufe the wretched Inhabitants would not c¡uit it ; and ma- 
ny new converted Chrifiians recanted for Fear, or thro' the Violence of 
Torments. Being Mailer of the City, he laid Seige to the Fort, giving 
it feveral furious Afiaults, which Don John withftocd, making a refolute 
Defence, and in fome Sallies return'd Victorious j yet his Example pre- 
vails not on his People, as it ufually d< es where it meets with generous ^"'"-'"S 
Souls ; fo that this Prince foon difcover«d how faint-hearted moü of them ," ,°f 
were ; he fufpeited that fervile Fear would degenerate to fuch fiafenefs Í" Indian 
that they would deliver him up to his Enemy, and therefore like a brave' Cmv "'- 
Man, he prefently bent his Thoaghts to fecure the Salvation of his Soul. 
He knew Catabruno valu'd himfelf upon his Zeal forthe Law of Maho- 
met, and therefore fpar'd the Lives of all Chrifiians that Apoflatiz'd, put- 
ting to Death fuch as prov'd flanch and conflant ; he fear'd his Wife and 
Children, being pufilanimous, would fail in the Confeffion of their Faith, 
and being fill'd with this Spirit, drew his Cimiter, ran to them, and 
fhedding Tears, which were not the ErTeci of Cowardice, ilew them one 
after another, firfl telling them his Reafons forfo doing, and that tho* in 
theEyesof the World he might appear inhumane, yet confidering tha 
Salvation of their Souls, what he did was a Religious Magnanimity, 
and therefore they ought rather to thank him for it. This was a miitaken 
.Notion 5 and to go through flitch with it, he would, flill perfifting in 
the fame Error, have kill'd himfelf, but that he was hindet'd by his own 
Servants, who to purchafe the Tyrant's Pardon, deliver'd up to him that 
Chriftian Prince, who had been fo illadvis'dby his Zeal. Being brought 
G i betote 
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before Catabruno, who wasinform'd how cruelly he liad flaiii his Wife . 
and Children, he ask'd him, Why he had undertaken ¡b barbarous and 
inhumane an Action ? Don John aufwer'd him with great Courage and 
"Undauntednefs. At that Time, and in my Thought s, I had marc regard to 
the Salvation of their Soids, than to the prefetving of their Lives- I mi- . 
Jltujted the Sex, their Jge, and y our Torments, and would not hazard their 
HkJrardSm petfifiini in the tras Faith. Souls a>e Immortal, and I took nothing from 
my Children that they can feel the want of, or which Time, or year ffivcrd 
would not have deprived them of; the latter we pould all have hen thank- 
ful to, as the Injlrumtnt of the Divine Will. But 1 much more dreaded 
your Pardon and Mercy, by which you might have perverted their Mhids, 
with thofe Soothhigs which pieafe frail Mortality. I being more refohtte, 
tho* expos i d to all your Fury, am Jo far from fearing the Ejfecls, either of 
your Torments or Intreaties, that LjbaU look upon you as God 1 * Executioner, 
and were it his Will, that youjliould take away my Life, I Jhould receive a 
greater Benefit from your Sword, than from your Mercy. Catabruno, en— 
jag'd at his Anfwer, order'd him to be kill'd ; but the Tyrant's own 
Friends, who lov'd Don John, the Sangijuek, carry'd him out of tha 
Room, and contrived he ihould have his Liberty, and be reilor'd. Their 
Intreaties prevailed on Catabruno, and he liv'd many Years after in his 
own Dominions, with a, Chrillian Conflaney, conferring his indifcrcct 
Zeal, which had caufed his own Sword to deprive him of Wire and Chil- 
dren. A Mind truly worthy the beft Part of Europe, and not to be the 
Product of the mod remote barbarous Nations; and highly commendable,, 
had it been directed by more folid Rules, to curb that Fiercenefs, fo oppo- 
iite to all natural and divine Laws, which looks upon fuch horrid Mur- 
ders, as a Piece of Fíeiy, 

Trifian de Ataydt was troubl'd at thefe Misfortunes, which were almoft 
Several under his Eyes ; tho' he wanted nor for others nearer, for the People of 
Anions Témate, being now Matters of the Ifhnd, .burnt all the new and old Towns, 
belonging either to themfefves, or the Chriflians, and amongil others, thole 
afTrutupa'ate, Calamat a , and Ifco, yet they met with brave Oppufitiori in 
them all, and they cott much Blood. Twice our Men went out to Fight 
the Tydore Fleet, which came within light of the Fori, and tho' they both 
times retir'd Shatter'd, and well Beaten, the Barbarians had not much 
caufe to Boait of their Victory, for Abundance of theoi were kill'd, and 
fcarce any went off unhurt. The Confederates fitted out other numerous 
Fleets, wherewith they much Streightcned the Chriflians in the Forr, till 
Antony Oalvam arrivM, who was at this time Sailing. But Relief came 
before, Don Stephen de Gama, fending a Galeón ladun wi h Provinons and 
Ammunition to Témate, under the Command oí Simon Sodre. The CJaieon 
arriv'd fafe, and with it the Support of thofe DifcunibJate People. They 
took Heart, and vemur'd to go abroad, fprcading thcmfelves about the 
liland, and going into the Woods, met with ruin'd Buildings, the remains 
whereof flill fmoied , and when it was Dark, they obfcrru the high Flames 
on- the Mountain?. However they made Incurfions upon the Barbarians, 
and throughout all the Ifiands there were hourly Engagements, either with 
the Chriflian Inhabitants, or the Soldiers of the Foits; and at Sea they 
heard the Martial Mufick, which Sounded whilit they Sail'd, or Fought 
Manfully, and at that time- was dreadful. Iu 
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In the mean while Captain Alvarado, a Spanijb Gentleman, fent by Fer- 
iinand Cones to Teníate, that the Valour he had (bourn in thofe Part, fer- Spaniards 
ving God and his King, might not lie idle, difcover'd the Mauds of the at ¡ ' je " ** 
Papuas, and fought thole Barbarians with Refolvtion, tbo' the Portvgnefe puas. 
Hillories affign the Honour of this Difcovery to Don Gtorge ie Meisefet 
who arriv'd at them in the Year 1526, as we have feen. The great Com- 
mander Alvar ado alfo Difcover'd other Mauds, callM Gelles, in one De- 
gree of North Latitude, and Eaft from Témate, 12.5 Leagues from Batocbhia. 
The Natives of thofe Illands are like thofe of the Moluccas in Colour, Ha- 
bit, and Cufloms, differing only in Language, which is peculiar to them- 
felves. 

Antony Galvam- fail'd fiom Malaca with the proper Movfon, with - . 
the Men, and all NeceiTaries to fight, and fettle Colonies. When he was „ , ^ 
paft the Iiland Borneo, and the ridges of Rocks which lie under Water, in ¿ 
fight of that Coalr, as F. Marta, the |efuit, writes to the Governor Gomez 
Perez, and appears by his Papers, in Sight oí Malaca he Difcover'd a great 
Fleet of Canoas, and other Chhicfe Ships, with Sails made of Canes, and 
Palm-Tree Leaves wove together. He was foon fatisfy'djthat they were 
the Auxiliaries which had joyn'd the Janguas of Tydore and Catairuno, 
who, with the expeJI'c King of Témate, were Cruzing to meet the Portu* 
gvtfctfOi Spaniards, that íhou'.d come into their Seas. Galvam order'd his 
Men to be in a Readinefs, to clear his Guns, and prepare all Things, doing 
the Duty of a Commander, and of a Soldier. The Enemy drew up in three 
Lines, each of its particular Nation, as if the rortnguefes had many Ships. 
He was himielf in the Trading Galeón, and with it a Pink, and another 
Jmall Vellel, wherein, among the Marry 'd Men, and Families unfit for that 
Service, there were foine few that could take up Arms. The Infidels drew 
near, but without Artillery, the Gilolo Archers let fly a great number of 
Arrows upon our Men, and then one Line (hearing off, the other difcharg'd, 
the Air refounding, being peire'd by the Darts, and Calahays, or Staves 
hardned at the Fire. Galvam not regarding the Danger, tho' at ñrfi he de- 
fended himfelf with Fights and Planks; when he thought they had fpent 
moft of thofe flying- Weapons, among which they fir'd fome Muskets, he- 
began to p!ay his great Guns, ter.ringtheirVeifels, and deitroying the Men. 
lie Sunk a conlidsrsble number, and Took feveral, becaufe they fought dif- 
orderiy, "relying, as it were a Land-fight, on the Multitude of their Sol- 
diers, as ours did on their Valour, and Experience. But Galvam, whofe 
Bufinefs it was to get to Teníate, held on his Voyage, arid, arriv'd Arrives at 
there as he delir'd. His Men landed in that difmal Solitude, among Teníate. 
Sinokcand Ruin,. The Joy of thofe who were in the Fort, and the extra- 
ordinary Relief, coming quite unhop'd for, were an Encouragement to 
them all. The Clergy came out to receive him, the Soldiers fhoutiiig 
amid ft the Divine Hymns, confounding the ProceiTion, and their Satis- 
faction. It was a Pleafure to behoId,and they gazed on him as a Deliver- 
er fent from Heaven. Triflan de Ataydc : fign'd his Poir, and Antony Gal- 
raw tock Poffeffion, erquir'd into th* Natura of the Confederacy, and the 
Fame of his Arrival being fpread Abroad, Things began to mend. To this 
Purpofc lie arrcfled Tripa» de Atayde, and afterwards fent him to Goa. 
He liad before fent Mefle^gers to tnc Queen, to acquaint her with hi:; Ar- 
■ _ -rival.

In the mean while 
lie Legan to repair the City, the Colonies, Chinches, Key.»--, and Houics, 
diítributhig thofe Families he had brought with him. Nor did he neglect 
IiQ;baiiGry,bui planted Vines brought from Portugal, which he foou law 
grow» up into fubilantial Vinyards. He deliver'd 10 the Clergy the new 
Conftitu tions d rawn up by Cardinal Hew) ,afte¡ wards the lafl K. of the Houfc 
of Portugal. He otfcr'd Peace to all that would comply, fent Religious Men 
to inculcate t> thofe who iiv'd like Outlaws, the Love of their Country, 
its re-eílablifhmeur, and how di (honourable it was to them to make choice 
of a Life like that cf wild Eeaits, only tor a cruel Satisfaction. 
$:tengtb The Queen, who not to fpeak of her natural Fiercenefs, expected to fee 
oftheNe- her S';njreilor'd, 3iid fet at Liberty, and to drive away the Portvguefes, 
t';vcs. would not give Ear to any Accommodation. The greateft Burden of the 

War lay then upon Tydore, where the Confedérate Kings, with the depo- 
fed Dayalo t a moil Fierce Man, gather'd above Hfty Thoufand Fighting 
Men J but they had not yet enclofed that City with a Wall and Ditch, be- 
ing fatisfy'd with having built a Fort upon high Rocks, whence they fpread 
abroad to pick tip the Fifhermen, and other Por (ugh efe s that went out from 
Témate to get Proviíions, and thence they infeiied that dangerous Coaft. 
Gaham fearing left the Prolonging of the War fliould rediré' him to the 
former difficulties, fent other Meflengers to treat of Peace, and perfwade 
thofe obflinate Kings, to Publilh an Oblivion of all pail Wrongs, without 
taking Notice of the late engagement, offering them mighty Prefects, to 
purchafeCommerce at the Price of them. They being puffed up with Come 
good Succefs, and their mighty Power; would not hearken to any Propofals 
Peace ; but on the contrary, as Majf&us Writes, they returned an Anfwer 
very abufive to Hie Portngmfe s* Gaham imploring the Afliftanceof Hea* 
ven, fo managed the Aflair, that it was look'd upon as amazing, even by 
fuchasview Things impaitially. Nor would it be credible, unlefs con- 
r , firm'd by other Enterprises of his fuitable tu this. He had only four Tall 

Mis over Shi P s » and a lew [ " mal,er Veflels in the Port; thefe he fpeedily form'd into 
to Attack a Squadron, putting in 400 Men, 170 of them Portugueses, the reft to make 
them U P t ' le Number, Slaves, and the common fort of Témate. He left Trifian 

de Acayde with fome Men to defend the Fort, and fecu're Sultan Aerio, and 
-fail'd away himfelf for Tydore, without meeting any Enemy, the reafon of 
it not known, and layby in a fafe Place, about a Musket- fliot from that 
Ifland. Being come to an Anchor, he took a full Vkw of the Multitude 
that guarded the Shores, confidering the Kature of the Country, and Situa- 
tion of the City. Having called a Council of War, he refolv'd to Storm 
the Fort on the high Rock, then little regarded, the Confederates thinking 
themfelves fafe. He made a Speech to them in plain Terms, without any 
JRhetorlcal Ornaments. Thefe are the fame People, laid he, we have fo new- 
ly Vanquiféd, to reflore whom to the Liberty they defire, would be a nutter 
of ftnall 'moment ¿id they whcnfojfejfed of it allow the Freedom of preaching 
the Gofpel. This is the Caufe we are imbark'd hi* Who then can doubt of 
•Vitlory, or not wifb to Die for the obtaining of it ? As thefe Enemies are the 
fame we Defeated, fo are we the fame ViSors ; fo that I need not have Jie- 
courfe to Foreign Examples, to encourage you. Their Difobedience and 
.Rejllejfnefs is of a long f ending \ it will be but reafonablc that aw Ami 
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add one Viñorious Day tofo many Turbulent Hart, that J o we may lay tie 
Jx to tie Root of Rebellion. They call u: T, rants; that Joes not at all 
trouble me; lecaufe after the ViSory, tve ¡hall have the Opportunity of 
difpelling thai Slander by our Moderation. 

They wouid not fuffer Gitkttm to put an end to his Speech, all of them The man- 
preffing eanreflly to Fight, and he refoiving to make himf'elf Mailer net of the 
cf the Kock, as he had contriv'd, pick'd out 120 Portuguefes, and made out attack. 
300 from among the Reft, leaving the Remainder to iecure the Ships, and 
Keepthe Enemy in Play, if they ihould attack them; making fhow'of a 
greater Number, by appearing in feveral Places, and ihouting, by which 
íiích as fear areeaiily impofed upon. In the mean while, Galvam having 
taken a Native or Tydore, and oblig'd him to ferve for a Guide, fet out at 
the fourth Watch in the Night with his Men, through by-ways remote 
from the City, over-grown with Brambles, and fcarce pradicablc, and with 
the greateil (ilence he could came to the Top of the Mountain. The Por- 
tuguefes had march'd the greateil Part of the Way by the firft Dawn of 
Day, and reding them a little from the Fatigue, defcry'd the Enemy's ihi- 
Jiing Helmets and their Feathers on them. Galvam then beginning, all the 
reft railed the Cry, To Jims, to Arms. The Confederates, with Horrid 
Shouts, which «founded on the R«cks, and in die Woods, made ready for 
their Defence, notwithflanding the furprize ; but foon percei ved they fhould 
fall a Prey to our Men. The Fight began, and King Daytilo, enrag'd for 
that he had been depos'd, appeat'd the foremoft with fome Tioops, to fecure 
the Fades, and advanced to meet rhe Portuguefes in a Plain. They avoid- 
ed hith net, and both Parties mixing, much Blood was fpilr. Hay alo was 
viiible by his bright Helmet, adorn'd with Variety of Handing high Fea- r~ r 
thers, and his Body cover'd with a Steel Coat of Mail, brandifhing with 5 , , 
both| Hands aTance, as like a fmall Yard of a Ship, and charging with u'ip¿ 
defperate Fury; but happ'ning to rulh in among our Pikes and Musketiers, ' " 

unadvifedly, he receiv'd feveral Wounds on all Sic'es,and fell down raging. 
He was wonderful ftrong, and flarted up immediately ; concealing his 
Wounds and Pain, and beginning a freih Charge in the firft Ranks, for 
fear of difecuraging his Men. He Fought a confiderable Time ; but not 
being Drefs'd, and the Action caufing the Blood to run the fafter, his Eye 
light fail'd him, and he dropt a fecor.d Time, laying to his Guards, Move 
hence atfajl as you can, and carry me carefully that the Dogs, fo he call'd 
the Portuguefes, may not have thefatiifaclion of cutting my Body in Pieces. 
His Soldiers did fo, not without great Danger ; and he ibon after he liad 
beencarry'd off, gave up his haughty Soul. His Forces daunted by this 
Accident, turn'd their Eacks.hlding themfslves among the Rocks and Bram- Tic Indi- 
cies, throwing down their Arms, and getting off through almoft inaccefli- a „ s mutci 
He Ways. Others return'd to the City, and met ting lbnie Troops that 
march'd to their Affiftance, made them return another Way. The Portu- 
guefes tollov/'d the Chace, killing fuch as fled, and Galvam came to the 
Fort, with the Lofs of only one Slave. This Victory, which liappen'd on 
the Feaft cf St. Thomas, the Apoftle, in the Year 1537, humbled the Pride 
of the Confederates; was afcrjl'd to the Interceffion of that Apoftle, and 
they oblerv'd a folemn ThanV.fgiving. The Fort was fired with good 
Advice, tor the Citizens and Traders, feeing the Flames fo near, aUndon'd 
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their Houfes, and departed the City with the flying Multitude, Galvam 
was nov/ coming down from the Hill, having drav. n together his Men, 
and form'd tllem into frail Bodies, with found of Trumpets and Singing, 
to make his Victorious Entry into that City, now void or Defendants, and 
full of Wealth. Confidering that the Avarice of the Victorious Soldiers 
ftui'd them on to tale Pofleflion of that ineflimahle Booty, lor all the 
Merchants had brought their Effects to Tydore, as the fafelt Place. Ga/vam 
order'd to fet Fire to the Routes, all which were cinfum'd with their 
harmlefs Treafure, in Sight of thole who had hop'd to be Mailers of 
it • only the Provifions being providentially fav'd. 

bf the People of Tydore as many were taken as old not in Time lave 
themfelves by Flight ; asallb a Junk in the Port, and feveral other fmall 
VelTels. The Enemies afterwards perilh'd in other fmaller Actions, 
The daunted King, hailed Home to fecure their own Lands, dilblving 
the Confederacy, and being fufficicntly , warn'd, pave Ear to, and 
v , -, ron embrae'd Propofals' of Peace ; taking leave of him of Tydore, and agreeing 
with Galvant, whore Venue and Difcrction gam'd fo much upon 
Caehil Sale, that King's Brother, that he came to a Conference with 
him and concluded a Peace upon certain Conditions. The King of, Tydore 
oblig'd liimfelf to refloie Galvaru the Cannon ; not to aflifi the Enemies of 
■ Portugal ; not to permit the Clove lo be difpos'd of into any other Hands 
than the Portiigne/e Officers ; and to fell it as was ufual at Témale. Gal- 
vara went over next to fubdue Gilolo, and the other Kings, all which he 
compafs'd fuccefsfully. The Queen aifofubmittcd, either on Account of 
the King of Tydore'!, Fallhcod, or that, as Ihe faid, Ihe grew weary of the 
"War, or elfe becaufe the depos'd King was kiibd. Catahruno was ap- 
peas'd by Galvavfs good Behaviour, and accepted of Conditions, among 
which the chiefeft was, that Galvaru ihould fet Sultan Aerio at Liberty. 
Thus the Confederacy was difTolv'd, and the Malacca laying dotvn 
Arms, fubmitted again. Proviiions were furnilh'd as before, and the Crops, 
and Trade of Spice wete reltor'd. 
Sultan Aerio attended by the Chriftians and Gentiles, Dancing, and ma. 
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king other demonfirations of Joy, went frcm the Foit to his Palace, where 
he remain'd with his Guard, and Family. Before he Marry'd, tho' he ne- 
ver wanted for Concubines, he in Perfon took a Pro'grefs to the principal 
places in his Dominions of Teníate, Moutil, and Machian. Thofe in the 
Fort attended and affined him, together with the Sangiacks, who went all 
about that Arebifclaj o, firlt on that fide they call Del Moro, that is towards 
Batochhia, and is diilant from the Molticeos do Leagues Northward, begin- 
ning at the lites of Doe , two Leagues to the Point of £icoe. All thefe are 
Inhabited by Wild People. 

Batoch'ma is z ;o Leagues in Compafs, and Subject to two Kings, which 
are thole or Cyhlo, and Lolada. This lail is Ancienter than all thofe of 
the Molucca, or in thofe Seas, and formerly was the moil Poweifui ; but 
now the Weakefl. The Inhabitants of the Xorth part of Baloclina are 
Savage, without any King, Laws, or Towns, living in Deferts. Thofe on 
the haft- fide have populous Towns, on the Sea Shore : and tho* they fpratf 
feveral Languages, yet they underlland one another. This Coait they call'd 
Moroiia that is, Land Moer. The other Winds oppoilte are call'd Mcntnf, 
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that is, Sea-Moor, and all thofe Hies breed deceitful, brutal and daitardly 
Men. Only the City Moncoya is Warlike, it ever wanted Laws, Weight", 
Meafures, Ccin, Gold, Silver,, and all other Metals, and a King; but it 
is overftock'd with Piuvifions, Arms, Idols, and Devils (peaking in them. 
The Women Till the Land. Each of thefe Towns is GcveniM by a Magi- 
ilratechofenby the People ; they fay him no Taxes, but have Regard to 
hisDefcent. The Molucca Kings conquer'd them, and every one kept what 
he could get ; the better part belongs to him of Teníate, and lei's to the 
King of Tydcre, whole Dominions were enlargM by the Power of Spain. 
They went on to eítabliíh their Poffefiions among the Papuas, or Papons, 
Eaft from the Moluccas, being Iilands little reforted to, becaufe many of 
them are all encompafi.M with Flats and Shoals. The Natives of them are 
Black, like the Cafres ; they wear rheir Hair wound about in large curl'd 
Locks, their Vifages lean and ugly. The Name of Papuas in their Lan- Papuas, of 
guage fignifies Blacks, being a item People, enur'd to Labour, and fit for Papaus, 
any piece of Treachery. All their Iilands are fubje¿i to Kings, and abound 
in Gold, which they do not Tranfport, becaufe no Man lays up any more 
of it than is us'd in their Ornaments. Among thefe Black-men there are 
■forr.e as White and fair as the Germans-, if thefe go cut in the Sun, they 
are ilruck blind, tho they do not luoíc at it. Thofe in Spain are call'd 
Albinos ; yet fome of them are ftrong,ar¡d can behold any Object. Among 
■thefe Papuas there are many deaf. As to the Extent of this Country, if we 
may believe the Accounts of Spanijb Pilots, who have fail'd that way, 
thefe Iilands run along a vaft Continent, which terminates at the Streights 
of Magellan. Thefe Kings entertain Friendihip with Témate, whither 
they fent SmbaiTadors, and as much as was here fubjeit to the Moluccos, 
had no Share inthedefperate Fury of the League. So did thofe of Cele- 
bes to the Weitward, being many notable Iilands, the great Ifland Celebes 
it felf, as alfo Miníanos 5 fo thofe of Bifaya, abounding in Iron ; Mef- 
caga, and Matbate, which have much Gold, as well as Mhidanas ; that 
oTSohgo, and others producing Provifions, Spice, Sanders, Eaglewood, 
Cinnamon, Camphire, Tortoihell, Ginger, and Long Pepper. Some of Other 
thefe Iilands are fubjeft to the King of ¿orneo, others to thofe of Tydove IJJands, 
and Jiachian y but the moil to him of Témate. The People are generally 
treacherous ;-many of them go naked, painting their Bodies in Falcage, 
and other Figures ; their Hair Jong, hanging on their Backs, or elfe knot- 
ted;, and cut ihort over the Forehead, like our Peafants ; their Faces large; 
their Teeth well ihap'd and black ; and their Ears bor'd. The Natives of 
Celebes are filthy, and vile in their Behaviour ; the equinoccial paffes Q e ¡ e fa r 
-over their Ifland, which is full of little Towns ; a whole Race living in 
rvery Houfe. On their Walls they hang the Hair of thofe they have kill 'd 
in War ; and the greateft number of them is moil Honourable. There are 
among them feveral forts of Monftrous Productions. One of thefe is a 
Tree beaiinga vaft Head, the íhade whereof kills any Man that lyes down 
under it on the Weft-iide, unlefs he immediately lye down on the Eaft- 
fide ; the fame ihade at only a Yard diilance being an Antidote againft its 
opptfiie Malignity. In thefe Towns there are horrid Stews of Sodomy j 
tho there are no fuch at Témate ; but they have gone as far ?s Amboyna, 
which lyes South of it. Among the Moluccos there are many Iilands fub- 
H ject 
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je£l to their own Chiefs, full ot excellent Waters, and delightful Danks. 
Formerly they were free, afterwards conquer'd by the Kings of Temaré 
andTydoie ; againii whom they alfo rebelled, and fubmitted to the Q;eerj 
of Jafara, and many Chriflian Towns were fubject to the P&rtugiiefet, 
They yield above 2000 Hundred Weight of Cloves Yearly ; which tha 
Jaos are Mailers of, none being to obüruer. them ; they go over and Bar- 
ter, and carry it away in their Junks. We fpeak el few here of their Fer- 
tility. Our Relations tell us, they produce a fort of Reeds, or Canes, 3- 
bove fifty fathom long, and no thicker than a mans little finger. South 
from Jmbeyna ]ye the Iflands oí Banda j and about 500 Leagues to the 
Eai[ward;fomeaffirm,there is one which is all over an entire Mine of Gold 
and the Natives not above a Yard high. If this be fo, and thefethe true 
Pigmies, who will look upon the Battels mentioned in Homer's ;d Iliad, 
betwixt them and the Cranes, as Fabulous. Thofe fcatter'd Dominions 
were again united and fubmitted to Sultan Jerio t whofe Marriage Solem- 
nities, Building of Maíques, Publick Festivals, and other Works of 
Peace, we muft pafs over in filence, as not proper for our purpofe, they 
being only a pleafing fort oí Digreflions» 

The Kings of Portugal fent leveral Commanders in Chief to Témate, 
and laíí in the Year 1570, J Ames Lopez de Mezquita, who had command- 
ed on the Molucca Seas, took PoiTeifion of the Fort. In his Time Sultan 
Jerio, a courteous and affable Man, cominu'd in Subjection to Portugal, 
valuing himfelf upon being true to his Word iu all his Actions. Never- 
thelefs, there wanted not f>me ill-meaning Perfons, who miflik'd his Go- 
vernment, and pretended that he did not exercife his Power legally. They 
faid, he had given way to thofe Vices, into which luxurious Princes are 
wont to fall j thofe being generally the Fruits of a long Peace. They fan- 
cy'd, be retainM the Memory of pail Tragedies j and particularly his Mo- 
ther's inhuman End, and therefore perfecuted our Religion; tho at the 
fame Time the Memories of thofe Days do not charge him with any Tem- 
poral Difobedience, or want or Fidelity ; but they rather compar'd him to 
MaJJiniJfa, King of Numidia ; and fay the Portuguefes ought to have refpe- 
¿ied him, as the Romans did the other. The Commander hearing of thofe 
Atufes, and tearing greater might enfue, fome Religious Men encreafing 
his Jealoufie, he endeavour'd to redrefs them by Friendly Admonitions, 
and other Contrivances. Thofe Methods had no effect on him, for he an- 
fwer'd, he was in his own Dominions, where, without offence to the 
Forttjguefe Soveraigniy, he might live as he pleas'd. Mezquita refolving 
to try hariher means, fince the others did not at all move the King, nor 
make him uneafie, as relying on his Innocency; began to deptive him of 
his Revenue, and the Income of the Spice ; threatning alfo, that he would, 
in all other Refpects, execute the kit Will made by his Brother Tabarija. 
wherein he appointed the King of Portugal for his Heir; or at left would 
treat him fo luce an inferior Perfon, that he ihould fcarce be able to aiTume 
the Name of King; for fuch is the Punifhment they. are lyable to, who do 
not obferve that Decorum which was inviolable in their Anceflor.-;. 

Cachll Babu, Son to Sultan Aerio, taking a Progrefs about this Time, 
through his Father's Iilands, a Subject came to complain to him againft 
certain Fortuguefcs J who had taken away his Daughter j for which fault 
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he ordeiM them all to be kilPd, as if they had been acceffary to the ravi- 
ihing of the Maid. He had no Directions, nor fo much as the confent of 
King Aerio for this exorbitant Command, which took no effecl. On the 
contrary he afterwards fo generoufly refented it, that he order'd the Prince 
to be feiz'd, and would have puniih'd him feverely, had he not been hin- 
dred by thofe the wrong was ofter'd to. This plain Demonflration was y* p 
not fufficient to divert the Portuguefe Commander from imputing the Sons tumie r ~ 
Fault to the Father, contrary to ail Reafon and Likelihood. All difcreet r¡_ e \ 
Methods us'd by well-meaning Perfons to reconcile them two, failing ; r'."¿ ^ 
Jawei Lopez by his King's Authority, which generally is moft unreafona- '*" G "" 
ble, the farther it is from the Prince, from whom it is deriv'd, prefum'd ' 

to imprifon the Sultan ; being dragg'd away from a Pleafure-Houfe, 
•where he was palling the Heat of the Day, among his Women; His Sub- 
jects lov'd him, and their Refentinent for this wrong was proportionable 
to their Affection ; nor did the Portuguefes approve of the Fact. The 
Commander perceiving that all Men were againir. him, and that after ail 
Enquiries and Examinations, the King's Caufe lhill appear'd the better, 
and his Fidelity was more vifibly made out, he gave him his Liberty, to 
the great Satisfaction of his Kingdoms,which were attentive to the Event; 
but upon Condition he ihould go to Goa to clear himfelf, where he expect- 
ed they would cut off his Head, upon the Informations he would fend a- 
gainft him. The King fet out, and before he came to Malaga, the Vice- ji e jr ice _ 
roy writ to him, begging he -would return to his Kingdom, for he was roy ac _ 
fully convinced of his Innocence, and promis'd to punifh the Caufer of quitt bin 
thofe Troubles ; but at that Time, for fome Confiderations, was fatisfy'd 
with reproving him. The K. returning toTernate^ the^CommanderJwas fent 
Prifoner to Go.?, and had beeu more feverely puniih'd; but that Fortune pre- 
ferv'd him, to be an Infirument of the lofs which has Iafled till our Days. . 
Within a Year after his Imprifonment he was reiror'd to his Command 
in Tern at t t where be again pra¿lic*d againft that King ; for there are fome 
Difpofitions which never part with the Jealoufies they have once conceiv*d. " retei *^ e f 
Témate was as it were the Metropolis in Religious matters, and King Ac- ^ e foncili~ 
rio had never offer'd any Affront to us either in Spirituals or Temporals, átwrtt 
for which Reafon there never- wanted fome grave Perfons in his Court. 
Thefe Zealouily reconcile them two, and that perfectly, as to outward 
Appearance, and that their renew'd Amity might be Jailing, the Xing af- 
fur'd the Commander upon Oath, according to his Sect:, that he would 
never privately harbour the Ieaft Jealoufie of him ; but before he admitted 
of any, would difcover it to him, that fo he might either receive, or make 
Satisfaction; to the end no Accidents might revive any Mifirufts. The 
Commander made the King the fame folemn Promife, both of them being Faljboniof 
thus pacify'd, and in the Opinion of all thofe who mediated betwixt them, Mezquita. 
fo Friendly, that none could imagine fuch perfect Amity could ever be dif- 
folv'd. But there being nothing lefs permanent among Men than Recon- 
ciliation!:, the Partugttefe Commander reaffuming the Hatred which never 
was extinct, or perhaps fo much as lay'd afide, refolv'd to deflroy Sultan 
Jcrio, when only five Days were e'aps'd lince the Re-eftablifbment of their 
Friendihip fworn toon both fides. This could not be kept fo private, as 
not to come to the Sultan's Ears; but the Confederation that he was a King, 
. H 1 his 
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his own Sincerity, and the freih Reconciliation, made him think he was 
fecure. But if the .Nature of Man be luch as not to forgive when it has 
done a "Wrong, what can be lefs fecure than injur'd Innocence ? The Com- 
mander feigns himfelf Sick,and fends to defire the King, that lince he is not 
able to wait on him in his Palace, he will Le pleas'd to honour him with a 
Vifit in the Fort, there to confer with his Highnefs about fome important 
Affairs which concern the King of Portugal, his Mailer, and are not fit to 
be communicated to any other. All the Anfwer the King retum'd, was to 
go himfelf to Vifit the Sick Man, tho< he had Information better groun- 
ded than on bear Surmiles, that Martin Antonio Phnentel, the Commanders 
Nephew, had Orders to murder him, as foon as ever he came into the Fort. 
Aetio's He could not prevail upon himfelf to believe a Treacherous Defign; fo far 
Innocent does Innocence prevail over a generous Soul. But when he faw that at 
Braver)', the Gate, they flopp'd his Guards, the Savgiacks and Cacbilet, that attended 
him,he then £egantobe convincMof theViihny,yet wenton without being 
diforder ( d,and lhowing an undaunted Countenance. And tho* he could net 
forbear dropping fome Tears, when he took leave of his Son?, however 
he prefently compos'd his Countenance, fo that he was not at all difmay*d, 
tho* in the Commanders Nephew's Looks he faw vifible Tokens of his 
Unkles Commiflion. He wo^ld have complain'd to the Commander of the 
Difrefpeil of thofe who ftopp'd his Attendance, but they would not fuffer 
him to go on. The Mask being now laid afide, and the true Defign ap- 
pearing, in Violence he call ; d out to the Sangiacks, but the Gate was fhut 
againft him and them. Phnentel came up to him with a Naked Ponyard, 
and begg'd his Pardon like an Executioner. The King, without lhowing 
any Surprize, or Diforder^Bid him confider what he was going to doj 
for there were many left to revenge his Death , befides his Sons and Sub- 
jects, all the Kings of the Jrchipdago, as well the Sovereigns who were in 
Alliance, as thofe who ow'd Fealty to the Crown of Portugal. This In- 
fiance, faid he,»//,' make them dread every Capricious Humour of a Com- 
mander in chief. Ifjlill that Jealoufie furvies, which has fo often heen 
proved groundlefs , I mil deliver my felf up to the King of Portugal ; and 
¡fifty Death le of fitch Conference to you, yet refpite the Execution but a 
tittle, for at my jige,Thte will foon perform what your Swords are to do.Thtj 
' jlj Vtm '~ now began to fall upon him, and he feeing a Brals Cannon, on which were 
¿er d. t jj e Arms of Portugal', clafping his Arms about it, faid, Chriflians, at leafi 

fbowfome Rcfpeft to thefe Arms ; for you kill a King that has paid the 
greatefl Deference to your Crown. This laft Teftimony of his Innocence 
was of no Force to appeafe thofe Murderers ; though formerly in Rome, 
the embracing the Statues of the Emperors was fufficient to deliver Slaves 
from being punifh'd by their Mailers. It may be a Quefiion whether his 
Soul was fav'd ; for there are thofe who affirm, he intreated the Murderer 
to permit him to be Baptiz'd j who anfwering, It was then too late, with- 
out granting his Requeit, or any Refpite, ran furioufly upon that Antient 
Prince, who made no Refinance, and ltabb'd him in feveral Places. They 
cairy'd the Body into a Vault. The King's Kindred and Servants heard 
the N< ife, and fufpe&ing the worft ; went away in great Diforder, to the 
City, where there was already a confufed Rumour of what had happen'd, 
and being Diflracled, ran ihrieking about the Streets, where nothing was 
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tobe heard but Weeping, Threats, Complaints and Dif order. 

The Principal Queen, with the Kings other Wiv 5, and Slaves, his Sons, 
and Brothers, laying 3 fide all Stare' came out of the Palace, ¡tli.uady fur- 
Tounded by the Multitude, in Confufion and Difpair, and being follow'd by 
moft of the Portuguefct, who no Iefs abhor r*d the FacT, ran 10 the Fort, 
crying out to let them fee their King, as ftill doubting of what they heard. 
The Commander appeared in Armour on the Wall, and faid, They Jbaulá Mezqui- 
fee him immediatlyi and then came up a Soldier, bringing the Kings Head tl i s ¡ u f JU . 
with the Royal Turbant on it. After him came others, wth his Arms, mj ,¡¡¡y. 
Legs, and Body cut into f mall pieces, all which they hung upon the Bat- 
tlements in the fight of his People. Afterwards they Salted them, as if 
the perpetuating of the "Wrong had been requifne. This was what moil 
provok'd the injur'd People, who no longer able to behold fo inhumane a 
Spectacle, and being befide themfelves, and fearing more Mifchief, return 'd 
With their Family. The Sons out of RefpecT: to their Fathers Body, went 
away from Témate to feveral Iilands, tho* in Reality they depaned to ex- 
cite others by their Prefence, reprefeining the Hideoufnei's, and Horror of 
the Facl ; and to difpofe their Revenge. For the prefent they were fatis- 
iie with fending to complain of the Commander in Chief. 

Their Embafiador arriv'd at Goa clad in. White, which is the Mourning Com- 
of the Molucca íílands, and upon the Faith of his Credentials, acquainted p lain* 'd of 
the Viceroy with the whole matter; proving the Innocency of the Mur- at Goa. 
der'd Sultan ; reprefenting the Wrong done to, and the Sorrow of his Fa- 
mily, and Kingdoms, who lb paflionately Lov'd him; and lefeeching him, 
In the name of them all, to Right them againft the Man, who with the 
Power and Authority of ihePortuguefe Arms,had Violated the publick Faith 
and the Laws of Nature. The Viceroy gave him a favourable hearing, tho' 
by that Time the matter was otherwlfe reprefented at Qaa, at leaft among 
the Per tugue fe Nation. They faid.That King Jerio going to viiit the Com- 
mander in Chief, Martin Antonio Pimentel went in with him, and they Falfe fre- 
Contended in Words upon fome Point,when the Portuguese anfwering him twees of 
angrily, they fell to their Weapons, and the King was Jtill'd in the Quar--*¿* Portu- 
. reí. They added, That he was Advis'd fo to do, by fome of our Religious guefes. 
Men, who were offended at the Perfection of the Chriftians, and the Ob- 
firuflingof the Kingof ifcr/i/g'/T/'s Service. Pimentel made his Defence 
with the Original Letters, cf thofe who perfwaded him to commit the 
Fait, and who afterwards fav'd him. However the Viceroy did not Rejcdt 
the Plaintifs;but promis'd to Right them ; and to fr.ew that he defign'd them 
farther fatisfaetion than a bare Promife, he fent away the neceffary Sup- 
plies for the Security of the VoxtoiTernate, and Nunno Pet eyt adela Cerda, 
a Gentleman of Courage, and the neceffary Sagacity to (ücceeá the other 
in a Poft where all things were in Confufion. He alfo writ to HingSehaJlian 
oí Portugal, acquainting him with the Death of King Jerio $ how Cruelly 
and Unjuflly he had been kill'd ; what a Revolution there was caufe to fear 
it might produce; whom he had fent to fucceed Mizj uit a ; the Orders he 
had to Secure him, as alfo Pimentel, if he could find him. Perevra 

Nunno Perora arriv'd at Malaco with the Molucca Embaffador, whence, , . ¿ fj 
at the proper Seafon, they Sail'd to Témate, where as foon as they Landed, ¿.j ' ita 
order v/as taken lor Correcting the Infolency of thofe in the Carrifons, who c J 
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robb'd, and obitructed Tiade. When be bad fettled thefe Affair?, he leiz'd 
the late Commander in Chief, James Lopez ; but did notpunniihhim there, 
•in the fight of thofe who had been wrdng'd, which would have appeas'd 
them. The new Commander follicited the Kings Sons to return to Ternate, 
and endeavour'd to give them, and the Kingdcm Satisfaction. He eafily 
couvine'd them, that the Publick was no way guilty oí-' their Fathers Death, 
but only the Commander Mezquita, who ihould be feverely punifh'd. That 
.'/p/jirfii. he deJiver'd them the Kings Body, to be Bury'd with due Honour. That 
they ihould fettle the Succefiion, offering it to Cachil Guarate y Jerio's 
Eldeit Son. He told them, the King of Portugal did not fend his Comman- 
ders to be Enemies, but Proteflors of the Royal Family and State of Témate, 
and therefore they ihould make ufe of his Arms, as their own.They return'd 
apparent Thanks for what Pereyna diá t and being indifferently fatisfy'd with 
his Promifes, took the Kings Body. A few Months after, on the Day ap- 
pointed for the Barbarous Obfequies, Embafladors from the neighbouring 
Kings, and Kingdoms landed at the City, who all repair'd to the Palace, 
clad in White, with the dead Kings Sons, and Brothers, the Sang lacks and 
Revenge skiers, and the Chiefeft of them, going into the Room where the Collin 
vqw i. was k e f ore t ^ e Mourners, who are Officers of the Grave, began their La- 
mentations and Cryes, they all fwoie upon the dead Body, to take a Re- 
venge fuitable to the Wrong; but becaule this Refolution rec;un l d a more 
deliberate Preparation, they lhfpended it for a Year. It is reported, that 
Heaven anticipated them within that time, puniihing Pimentcl, finking 
hiin to the Heart with the Difeafe callM Berber, whereof he dy'd fwellihg 
Up, and raving. 
Mevihly The Funeral Rites being perform'd, the Prince took leave of Nmnto Pe- 
of the In- re y ra * t0 g° over t0 tbe Illand Ires, where they have a moil fiately Coun- 
dians to try-Houfe, and the principal Moi'que. There they all met on pretence of 
content Diverting themfelves after their Sorrow, tho it was now almoft two Years 
fince the occafion of it happened. The Cachilat and Sangiacks repair'd thi- 
ther under the fame Colour, and without loofing any Time, they propofed 
the Uniting the Forces of their Kingdoms, and (baking off the Por tugue fe 
Yoke. Whatjball we, faid they, value the Portuguefe?, if once ire came to 
he fenfihle of our own Strength ? What can tee Fear, or not Dare to attempt? 
The Portuguefes value him who Robs mojl, and is guilty of the greateft 
Crimes and Enormities. Tie forcing away of our ProduB, their one lewd 
Pleafures, and our Wrongs, art Occafion for them to make War ; ours are 
cur Country, and the Defence of our Parents, our Wives, our Children, and 
our Liberty. It is r.eceffary to expedite the Execution, beaiufe a Secret is 
not lofting among many, and in Affairs of this Nature, there is more Dan- 
ger in Confuí ting, than even in Execution, We have been already too long 
in Confufon, without a Head. No Man contradicted; but neither Cachil 
Guárate, the Eldefl of the Brothers, nor the Second, durit take upon them 
fo difficult an Enterprize. Cachile Babre i the Third, undertok it, with the 
ui'tial Ingagement, either to Conquer, or to Dye. They prefently lifted him 
up, with general App!aufe,and his Election being made publick, the King- 
dom eatily fubmittcd to him, through the defire of Revenge- tho' accor- 
ding to the Cuftom of the Molucca lilands, as loon as the King has arty Son 
turn, they fwear him his Succeflbr, in his turn, and there was then no need' 
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of" any othei Oath, yet they again fwore taCocbH Baku. This done, they 
went out to their Mofque, in Proceííion, to offer Sacrifice. A Buy went 
ibremoit with a naked Sword on his Shoulder, and with the other Hand Sacrifice. 
leading a Kid, which was to be the Victim, with the Ji tie Horns Gilt. 
The Alcoran forbids Sacrififwg; L-ut ihefe lilanders Kceive the Rites of 
Mahometan! fin fo conrus*dly,that with them they alfo retain tho, r e of their 
ancient Idolatry, and intermix the Ceremonies. He that conducts the Sa- 
crifice, is, according to their Cuftom,fbl!ow'd by part of the Kings Soldiers, 
. with their Pikes advane'd, and after them goes one holding up on high a 
fmall Gold Veffel, or Pan, with burning Coals in it, the Frankiiicenfe they 
throw in Smoking. Next to him was the new King, ever who fe Head, 
they always carry an Umbrello, made of Feathers of leve tal Colour?, in 
fliape of a large Semicircle. The King was encompafs'd by thofe Soldiers, 
that are given him by his Subjects by way of Acknowledgement, like the 
Turkijb Janizaries. In this Order they came to the-Mofque, at whpfe Gates, 
whenfoever they are to enter, they find Kettles and Pots full of Water, to 
waih their Hands and Feet before they go in. As foon as the King was up- 
on the Threfiwld the Mufick play'd, and they fpread Milk-white Carpets, 
as is the Cufióme: Kneeling on them, they mutter out their vain Prayers, 
bowing their Heads down to the Ground. In the midfi of the Mofque 
iiands a Pulpit, cover'd with white Cloth. Infiead of a Bell, there hangs 
, up the holy great flat Drum, which they beat with Sticks; tho each Mofqi;e 
has a great Bell, without a Clapper, which they flrike with a Stone, or 
piece of Iron, when requifite. All that hear it, of what Condition foever, 
repair to the Temple, with Pikes, Shields, C y mi tars, and Muskets. Tim 
proface Sacrifice being ended, they conducted the new King to the Harbour; 
he went into his Carcoa, with his Family, and the other Sangiachs , and 
great Men, into many others. The King's is fo contriv'd, that theie is a j; JC %},,,-<, 
{Jang-way all round it, made of Canes. There are two Slaves to each Oar ; Carco'a ° 
others do the Service of the Veffel, and near every one lies a Number of 
Arrows. Inflead of Oars they ufe a fort of great Paddles, like Spoons, with 
which they alfo lade out the Water the Veffel takes in. On the upper part 
they make Mufick with their Tabors, and Sounding-Bafons of Metal, ac- 
cording to which they Row fafter or flower, as *we Dance to our Mufick. 
In the fame Place there are feven Brafs Guns; a confiderable number of 
pikes advane'd, longer than ours, and a Bed adorn'd with Quilts inter- 
woven with Gold, and by it hung the King's Helmet, Brealt, and Back 
Plates. He fat, or lay on that rich Bed, the Servants of his Bed-Chambei 
Fanning him with a large Wing, made of various colour'd Feathers of the 
Birds that fly about his Iflands ; thus he Coafted about, the Sea and Shore 
«founding with Guns, Shouts, and Barbarous Infiruments. 

At the fame time that they feem'd to be wholly taken up . with Sports vr ar p fC 
and Diverfions, in the Ifland Ires, they Vow'd an irreconciliable Enmity c r a ; m <j** 
to the Portuguefe Nation, with the fame Solemnity as they had fworn Al- 
legiance to their King; and this Secret having been inviolably obferv'd, 
when the new K. thought convenient he caufed it to be PubliuYd through- 
out all his Dominions, which confifis of feventy two Iflands in \\\z\Jrchl- 
felago, betwixt thofc of Mindanao, on the North ; Sima and Corea on the 
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Dominions South ; and the Continent of the Tapnas, or Pap out, ctherwife call'd l\ert 
•c/Ter- Guinea on the Fail: The Inhabitants whereof pay him their Tribute in 
nate. Cold, Amber, and Birds of Paradife ; sil which Provinces have been Ufnr- 

ped from otlier Kings, on whofe Rltins his Pride is fwollen fo high, that 
he (liles himfelf in his own Language, Emperor of the Jrcliipelago. In 
moil of them there were at that Time fn.nc ChriiUan Towns, Churches, 
and Preachers, and the Gofpel was receiv'd in the eight principal Nations. 
Idolater and Mahometan -Émbafiadours came from them all to acknow- 
ledge, and fwear Fealty to Caehil Rah:. In this great AlTembly the Delire 
of Revenge was made the Caufe of Religion, and in it began the longeft 
Perlecution the true Faith has undergone in our Days. It will be there- 
fore requisite, diftiiKtly to defcribe the remote, and neighbouring Countries 
and Nations that carry'd it on; and the Strength, and (landing Forces, 
Forces of they have ready at all times upon any Occaiion.

Pulo, and Jaqua, iccco ; Gate, Tobuauo, and Butu are all fubject to him, 
and the "number of their fupplies is uncertain; but Savguien and Ms King, 

30 Leagues from Témate, icrve him with 3000 Men. This was the flail- 
ing For;e, which without adding to it the uncertain number, nor the 
multitude of (laves, amounts to 120300 Men. This particular P. Martin 
fent to the Governor Gamez Pares:, and the original was dehver'd to me. 
Since then, that Kings Power is increafed, and becaufe more Formidable, 
by reafon of his Alliances wiih feveral Princes, entering Amity with fome, 
and Onpreffing others, and praclificg the Rules of Tyranny among them all, 
as Artfully as was formerly done by Greece, Rome, and Carthage. Of their 
Game Filh Rice, Sagu, and other Stores of Fruit and Spice, and the Royal 
. Mines, we (hall fpeak when the Subject in Hand requires it; and lb of their 
"Weapon-, of which laft it is to be obferv'd once for all, that thofe they

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Formanaging of this great Defign, the King privately fent abput his Brothers, „ 
and Santtacii ; but io great an Army Could not be contracted from fuch diftant ' ¿ rc 7 r 3 , . 
Parts, without being hrard of by the Chrtftians, and particularly T^unno Verey- p'efrtres .'•.■-* 
rtt. Hefu*pe£ting that the Delire ofRevenge Mill prevail'd in the irjtir'd Par- £></«-'-£■ 
ties, and that the firft EfFetts of it would fall upon h is Fort, tho* the Sultan's 
Murderer was net then ¡p. it, ftrengthned it propeniombiy to the Siege he ex- 
pected. Prudence (implies the Place of Prophefy. Tli& Port was not then euft- 
cd, which isfince to be fíen in Témate, on a high Ground of difficult Afcer.r, 
next [he Sta, and the Back of it defended by a Lake, next the Mountain ; being 
three Miles diftant from the firfi Fort : It was afterwards built to defend them- 
ftivesagainit great Fleets; not fatiify'd with that thty had bcFore'on the Plain, fie Porn.- 
nest the Sea, made of dry Stone?, without Mortar ; which being fines improv'd rueie Tar' 
in all Refpefb, is now built with Lime, the Walls a Yard and half thick, and 
Fifteen in Height ; Forty in Length next the Sea, with a round Tcwer at each 
Angle, like the ancient Spaw/I) FortrefTes. Jfywno Tereyra endeavour'd with all 
poffiblc Diligence, to íhut up in it the greatelt Number he could of all the Cliri- 
flian Families, and to be in a Readinefs to ftand the Siege, which foon t-nfu'd. 
HeJent Advice to India and Tortuga I of the Intelligence he had rece i vM, de- 
manding Succours, as in a certain Danger ; but it could never have come in 
Time ; for fome Part of thofe Forces being aflernbled in the lihnd ires, the Reft 
flaying on Bot ochina, in that Part which is properly cali'd Gitofo t and is remote 
from the Tenuguefci, they there began to peifecute Chriflianity by publick 
Decree. 

The_ Apprehenfion oF thefe Mifchiefs, had much perplex'd all the Governours 
of thoie Provinces, becaufe itwas daily connrm'd by vifible Proofs of an open In- 
liirreflion. fames '£«/>?« de Marquita was already kept Prifoner in the Fort of 
henafiarim at Goa t thofe confin'd, and the Viceroy expefied Orders (ram Spain 
to diipofeof him, and the Forces j becaufe it was fear'd the King of Témate 
might make life of the great Supplies which cou'd be fent him from China ; ef- Trojtcl of 
peciaily ¡f that were certain which was then difcourfed in Spain. It was reported, abandoning 
That the Council of State, obferving that the "Philippine lflands were rather the Philip- 
anExpence, than an Advantage to theCrown, being many, and hard to bemain- pi ne 
tain'd, had propos'd to King Thi/ip, to quit them, arid withdraw the Court of Jflands* 
Juftice, and che Garrifons that defend them. They added the Example of the 
Chinefes, who abandon'd them, tho* they are fuch near Neighbours, and can re- 
lieve them with as much Eafe, as if they were joyning to their Continent. That 
as Spain governs them, the Lofs they orcafion is confiderable, without any Hopes 
, that it can ever be alter'd for the better 5 a vail Quantity of Silver being fent 
thither from i(ew Spain, both for the ufual Expences, and to buy Commodities ; 
that fv all thatTreafure isconvey'd by the Hands of the Chhufes into the Heart f 
of thofe Dominions, render'd intrairable by the Severity of their Laws, by *\'^fww for 
which they aretrenchM in, as it were with Fortification, againir. all Commerce (i * 
with Strangers. They alledg'd that a Monarchy difpers'd, and divided by fo 
many Seas, and different Climates, could icarce be united; nor could humane 
Wifdom, by fettled Correfpondence, tye together Provinces fo reraov'd from one 
another by Nature. That thefe Arguments are not the Ofspring of Wit, but of 
Experience, and Truths obvious to the Senfes. That all fuch as might be urg'd 
againft them, wereonly grounded upon Honour, and full of a generous Sound, but 
difficult in the Execution ; and therefore the beft Expedienr, was for the King 
to ftrengthen himftlf in Exrope, where his Forces can be ready to meet all Dan- 
gets, without being expos'd to the Hazards of the Sea, and the Dominions of 
others. Each of thefe Arguments was fo fully reprefented by the Officers of the 
Revenue, that the Propofal was thought worthy to be debated and confider'd 5 
and had God permitted the King to exclude the "PhUipptnt lflands his Monarchy, ' ""* 
leaving them expos'd ro the firft that would take PoífeffioD, the Motucat had fo 
. far been ftrengthen'd, as to become unconquerable. 

The fame Thing has been propoi'd at other Times, and in the Days ol King 

Vbilip the Hid. who flicking to his Father's Anfwer, has always reje&ed that 
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n , ... mifchievous Advice. That moil prudent Monaieh anfwer'd. That the Philippine 1 
Kin%Vh\v.\> fliuld be maint-iin'd, in the fame Manner they were, and the Court flmtiiJ be 
tejed: it. inverted with more Authority, that Juftke might privaii, for lie laid the Strefsof 
Government, on its being upright, and impartially admiiiifttr'd. That in the 
fame manner the Troops fliould be kopz up there, and maiwain'd out of the Re- 
venues of T^w-S/Ww, or any other of his Kingdoms, iince all the Treafures dif- 
cover'd, or ÍKII hid in the Rowels of the Mine?, ought to be apnly'd to the Pro- 
fit P^eafons pagation of the Gofpel. For what would the Enemies of Chrlfi fay,, if they per- 
ceived that the 'Philippine Iflands were left difticute of the true Light, and its 
Minifters to propagate it, becaule tliey did not produce rich Metals, and other 
Wealth, like the Reft of the fruitful Iflands in Afta and America I That all the 
Power of Kings, ought to be fubfc rvient to this Sovereign End, as becomes Sons of 
the Church, and Promoters of the Apoftolical preaching, which is continued by 
Succefllon. That fince he had rtfufed to mitigate the leaft Point of his Severity 
towards his Northern Subjects, or to grant them Liberty of Confcience; why 
ihouliThe remit any thing among Heathens, and Mahometans, which were the 
Harveft God had aflign'd him, to enrich the Church with thole Children, lb re- 
mote? Thus, the Project was put down, and this has always been the glorious Re- 
folution, when mlflaken Zeal, or worldly Interests have propos'd the quitting of 
thofe Dominions. This í'cems to have been a peculiar Providence of Heaven, 
which knew how foon they were all like to belong to the fame Mailer, and that 
the Right and Conquerís mould be allUniad in his Perfon, the one being the 
M&ans to recover the other, as has been feen in o'jr Days. 
Troduttof King Philip was govern'd by this Religious Motive; but there were others urg'd 
AfiE. by fuch as were acquainted with the Riches of «rfj?.í, which are chiefly Diamonds, 

Rubies, large and Seed Pearl, Amber-Greece, Miiak, Civet, Camphir of Borneo and 
C/m'»*, Vumillion, Coral, Quick-Silver, Copper, fine Muflins, and Calicoes of Cam- 
bay* and Bengala, Carpets, Coverlet;, :;nd fine Quilts. Verfian Silks, Urocard, ivo- 
ry, Rhetibarb, Cardamome, taffia Fiftufa, Frankinccnfe, Benjamin, Wax, China- 
jtrguments Ware, Lake for dying, and Phiiyck, Cloves, M.ice, Gold, Silver, Medicinal Plants, 
Apt'tnft Aloes, Eagle Wood, Calamba,Ebnny, and very many more rare Trees,Drti.;s,S pices, 
quitting ar-d Urn .ments. ■ All tliis they fa i J, Venice loft, when the Trade was remov'd to 
the Philip- "Portugal ■ and this fame ftir'd up the Sultan of Egypt t as well knowing therein 
pine*, coníiíií.d all fubftantial Wealth, to enter into a Gnfederacy with all the Kings of 

lidia j who were already alarm'd by the Vortttgucft Fleets * fo that tlieyacthe 
common charge fitted out a Navy of Galleys, and other VeiTel.s in the Port of Suez. 
furnifh'd it with Cannon, and put aboard jooo A/rti«<?Aíríi, betides a great Nnmbc-r 
of P'er.etian and Geno.fe Rencgadoes. With this Power the Sultan enter'd India, 
in the Year KaS, and tho' the King of £VíJw¿<ryd afiifted him, he was vinquiihM by 
the Vortuguefei in the Port of (haul. They" urg'd, That at prefent thefe Riches 
are írílt more valuable, and that if tlie Trade or them were once brouehc intr> the 
Way of the "Philippine Ifiands, it would fave all the Dangers met with, by the 
way of Amloyna, Banda, Horneo, and the many Shoals about them, as alio the 
many Storms thofe narrow Seas are fubjeft to. For the Clove particularly was 
brought by the Tor tugue fes, in their Trading Galeón, which goes from Co* to the 
Moluccos,,to pay their Garrifons. In this Ship they every year carry'd away to Ma- 
laca and Goa, 140CO Quintals, or Hundred Weight of (..loves, little more or lels. 
At thole Ports it was dealt to Perfians, Turks, Chinefs, and Africans, fo that icarcc 
the third Part came to Europe. The King of Achem, in Sumatra, ftcur'd another 
Part, whence it was ftnt to Alexandria. All thel'e CummoJitie.-, when f.ey come 
to Mahea, pay f ight per Cent. The Spice that conies into Spain is Uiftribtited in- 
ro all the Kingdoms of Fstropn, and it might be cafily contrive, lay thefe People, 
to bring the greater* Fart to Spain from the Philippine Iflands ; which would be 
cne of the nobleft Projects, that will be thought of for the improving of the Re- 
venue, confidering what a great Frice Clove bears in Spain, and how cheap it is 
iti the Molucca. This was the Opinion when thofe Iflands belong'd to another 
Matter, and it was no eaiie Milter to divert the Trade of Spice, and other Goods 4 
irom the uitial India Voyage. JJtfid.es the Religious Men of the Orders of St: 
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.. injih and St. Vamlniel; had already propasatcd ilic Fji'Ii in thofe and other 
lfl.nds, whence that which tiaiirifh'd, and advane'd iu -tímate and Tjdm was 
Fed 

0<rW/ Bii'rafail'd with his Brothers, and a great Number of Veflela from 7m p„ rtirae r = 
for Tenate, with much Jijj, an J forebodings of ViOorvt greater Farces contimt- T „ t -j t . 
illy ¡oyning him, throuah the ( arneli Defire they had all of delivering thofe Paris e-^'d. 
from the "Portttmefe Domination. As 'non as ever they arriv'd at Tenate, they " 
landed, and immediately inverted the Fort, which they call'd the Seat of Servitude. 
They affiulted the Houfes of the Vortuyiefes, and tiiat lb ftiddenly, that though 
they had Notice before, and lived in Fear, they l'carce ftood upon their Deftncc. 
Rage and Sttccefs made a more than Barbarous Havock. They fet Fire to the 
Houfes with Fury, and popular Tumult; lb that whatfoevct was not withma 
Wall and Ditch, perifh'd that Day. Thofe in the Fott attempted to fucccur 
their People ; hut greater Numbers of Tenates coming on, kill'd fome of thofe, 
who had fally'd out, not only with Darts oí folid Canes, which tliey caft moil 
dexterioufly, with Arrows, Cymiters and Shields, which they tis'd when Idolaters ; 
but with Muskets and oilier Fire Arms. The reft of the Put«x«fM routed, fled 
to theit Fort ; for thofe who had gain'd Keputatinn by fo many brave Exploits, 
were that Day depriv'd of their Courage, by the lnjufl ice of the Action they had 
been concetn'd lit. They fent again to G:a to delire Relief, and to rqirefenr the Defilatim. 
Dlftrefs, not only of the Fort of Tenate, but of all tile others the King of Ttr- 
tifral held in thofe Eailcrn Parts; fot they had cart ofTSubjEÍiion to him m moft 
of'them. They fotgot not to mention the ncrfccution of the Religion, and the fear- 
city of Atms and Provifions, of both which the Tenates had deprived thtm. 
Thtfe News were tlown into ludia and Stain by other Ways; and all the while 
the Siege latted Gea fent Succours to the Mehccos, in their trading Galeons; but 
the vaft Diftance, the many Shoals, and the violtnt Storms thofe Seas are fubjeft T „j„ rI ,,-j 
to, occafion'd the Lofs of thofe Ships, or put them by their intended Voyage. 4-', "',. 

The Commanders in thofe Eaftern Ports, who follow d the Example of thofe *',', F „ { . 
eiiTernate were no: Idle; for theTorti>»»r/tr,tho - the reducing oi thofe Rebels . ' 
fucceeded not at that Time, did not mils of obtaining other Victories, which 
fhould we relate them hete, would make this look more like a Hittojy of all India 
than of one fmall part of it; belides that the Tortiiguefes Nation has not wanted 
Learned Authors, who have tranfmitted them to us, whete they may be fcen at 
large. The Spaniards have alio done the like, in a much more loftier Stile than 
mine. We mult therefore circumfcribe our felves, and return to the Molutesi, 
where the Befieged, as it were forfaken, and abandon'd by all the Earth, endure 
the Hardfhips and Perils of Places fo ftreighrned. ■ 

Thus all their Hopes, under Heaven, depended on their own Valour, and the 
inviolable Fricndfhip of the King of Tydore, to implacable an Enemy to him of 
Tenate, that neither the Neighbourhood of the Kingdoms, divided only by an 
Arm of the Sea, a League and half over, in the midft whereof is a fma I Defart 
Jiland, which almoft ioyns them, nor the ancient and reiterated Alliances, do in 
the leaíí abate of their Hatnd, which Teems to be fatal, and conlcquently una- 
voidable betwixt thofe two Kings and Nations. 

However, the Tanates being always intent upon War, and thinking no Practice p„i¡t /ViV 
unlawful, that may fecure their Succefs, they ply'd their VTeapons on one Hand, , Ba|m 
andon the Oher, carry'd on their Intrigues, for a Pac.fication with the King ot ¿ ( . (() T 
Tjirn : not fo much out of any Delire of coming to a Concluhon with him, as to dore _ 
the End that being amazii with the Hopes of Peace, he might grow Hack m Ro- 
1 eving and AITiftinü the Befiiecd. They offer'd to reftore him fome Places, 
taken from him during the late Wars; and to give him thole and others, as a 
Portion with a Daughter to the King of Tenate ; befldes other Advantages, ot ■• 
which Accommodation the King ot Sainan- was the chief Manager. To thtie 
fair Offers, th, y added Thteats ; and both the Kings and their Nations agreeing 
in Religion, and it being ealy to cover any Occafion of War under fair 1 rctencts ; 
ic tnppenM that the Tjdmt, at leaft while this politick Game was playing, did 
not affotd their Sirccouts with the lame Zeal as they had done at fitft; and that

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King, wlio till tlic-n liad been a conftant Friend, upon another Consideration, d^- 

Tolicfof feiT'3 hiscominRtoa Refolutíon. H" waited, aswellasthe Btfieged, tne ftrrí- 

tbe K. of val of the "Portuguefe Succours, and feveral of Ms Caretas often emich'd at the 

Tydorc. Iflaads of Borneo, to enquire whar Ships pift'd that Way from Judia. They tx- 

amm'd every Veffel they met, and every flight Intelligence pufr'd them up, or 

quite caft them down. In fliort, both Parties protracted the Time, with (o littie 

Regard to any other Principles, that all their Courage and Fidelity, depended on 

it alone. 

This is fo certain, that the Kins of Tyhrt bsing juft. at the Point of accepting 
the Wife, and Laiids offer'd him by the" Enemy, fell off upon the News brought 
him. that a Galleon was feen (ailing for t!ie Molucca [flands, and he rejected all 
the Propofals. It was afterwards known to be bound for the "Philippine Ifiands, 
and belong'd neither to the Tortuguefe nor Spaniards \ but to y end ¡an Mer- 
chants, who traded between Manila and Clnna, with feveral Commodities of 
their own Country, and other Parts oí the Levant : lb that the Kin? of Tydore, 
and the, Beiitged tbemfelvcs began to ruakefrcfh Reparations, like Men that íhat- 
pen their Weapons, and fit their Armour. 
Thefe Succours encourag'd them to feveral bold Attempts. The Befiegedmade 
S»'i«i a Sal ley, to nail up the Enemies Cannon, and tho* few in Number, leveralTinus 
and the affaulfcd their Camp, ftill returning Victorious, without any confiderable Lofs. 
Length of They difmoumedall their'Cannon -from the Walls, their Works nothing availing 
the Siege, them, becaufe they were not made according to Art. The Siege lafted five Years, 
the "PoTtuguefts fuffaining it with notable Resolution, and the Indians prefling with 
no lefs Obftinacy -, nor would the Hunger, Thuríí, Nakednefs, and the Hard- 
ihips of the Seaions have been tollerable, had not they been common to both Par- 
ties. Extream Want, was the O:cafion of feveral fignal Exploits of that Valour, 
wherewith they defended their Lives, and the Fort; This produe'd Rage and 
Admiration in the Enemy ; and an affectionate Compaffion in the Women of the 
Ifland; among whom they found Advice, Secrecy, Intelligence and known Fa- 
vour. So great is the Power of Perfecuted Virtue, that it prevails, even upon 
thofe Enemies, who harbour the Memory of a Wrong, to convert it, ihftintoa 
Delire of forgetting it, and without longlnrerpoíitiou of Time» produces a -Zeal 
to fupport that Valour they fixit hated. 



The End of the Second Booh 
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BOOK. III. 

BOTH Sides now took the Breathing of a fliortCeffaiion; ad- _ , . 
vantagious to Tenate for the Liberty of Trade, and to the Vor. a ff'«* 
tuguefes, becaure it gain'd Time to their Hope of Relief, V Arm¡ - 
which they concluded muft be near at Hand, by Reafon it had 
been long expected. They were not difcouraged by Events, 
thofe having prov'd alternatively Succefsful and Unfortunate, and Victory 
was tofs'd to and fro ; befides that the Interruption of Commerce had knit 
Tome the clofer together in Friendihip. I could mention feveral Inflances 
pf this Sort, contain'd in Letters, and other Sptmijb and Portugucfc Re- 
lations, fent by Religious Men from the Molucca, to the Governours of 
tiaWUppme Iflands, whofe Papers have, upon this Occafion, been lay'd 
before me, formy better Information, for which Reafon we mav make Ufe 
of feme of them, without departing from the .main Subject. The graved 
of the Greek and Latin Hiftorians fometimes intermix private Adventures 
as it were ihort Epifbdes to divert the Reader. The Example of great 
Mailers is a fufficient Authority for Learners, for which Reafon I may 
well be allow'd this Freedom. 

One Duirte, a brave Enfign, had contraaed ilrifl Friendihip with Cacliil 
Tviura, which was no way obftructed by the Difficulties of the Seige, nor -ALmt 
ft much as interrupted. Duarte was wont in the dead of the Night, to eo Stay. 
fafely into the City in the Habit of the Country, and by the Help of the 
Language, being Mailer of it, where he was privately admitted into his' 
friend's Houfe, and well rcceiv'd there on another Account by Tudurifa, 
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his only Daughter, who, being prevail'd on by ihe Love ihe bore Duarte, 
imbrac'd the ChrifUan Religion. The Father was net unacquainted 
with their Love, but he alio knew that it was attended by Modeiiy 
in Tudurifa, and true Courtefy in Duarte. Returning to the Fort, he 
ufed to be taken in the fame dangerous way, by thofe Perfons who had 
Jet him down with a Rope. He brought with him fome Intelligence 
and Provifions; but he came not fo entire himfeíf, for the Indian Wo- 
man, who was to be his Wife, had rebb'd him of his Heart. Nuno Pereyra 
going the Rounds mifs'd the Enfign at his Port, and enquiring into it, un- 
derftood the Caufe of his Abfencc; in Refpeir, to which, coniidering 
i the mighty Power it often has over great Souls, he conniv'd at the 
Breach of Martial Difcipline, affigning that to the Pailion, without^ 
reproving the Lover. Whether he foilow'd the Example we read ot*" 
Jíhtintus Fabius Maxivms, in the like Cafe, or on Account that Expe- 
' tience Ihows, there is Nothing can hold a Lover fo fail as the Pre- 
fence of the lov'd Object ; Pereyra enjoining all Perfons to keep the Se- 
cret, contriv'd, without offending Tvdura, that his Daughter il uuld come 
privately into the Fort, which ihe confented to, without many Perfwafi- 
ons. Having fo done, the Commander in Chief, calling his Enfign, faid 
to him, I am informed, that at certain Times, and that when the Danger 
isgreatefl, youforfake m ; but that it is not for want of Jffetlion, or not 
knotting the Duty of 'your Poft\ thq* we were not confined to the fe narrow 
Wall:, I would not punijhyour Failure, becaufe Mildnefs has ever been 
vioie efficacious for correfting of Generous Souls, than Rigour. It will not 
he convenient far the Future, i ha: we be left without you, and in Fear f 07 
what may befall you : Here is your Wife, and then ihe appear*d, brought 
hither without any Force, or Oppofttion from her Father. Take her to yon 
lovingly, and donct fuffer the Honour of Portugal, depending on thefefew 
Men j to want the Bravery of fo able an Officer. Duarte was amaz'd, ge- 
neroufly out of Countenance, full of Love, and knew not what to fay ; 
but was excus'd by his Friends, and even by Nunno Pereyra. 
Hopes and It was now the Year 1575, when the Befieged began to conceive 
Defpair o/fome Hopes of their Deliverance ; becaufe the Savgietcks and Cachili of 
ihe Befitg- the King of Terxate'f Race were divided into Factions, and there wanted 
!■</. not Jome among them, who endeavour'd to draw the Portuguefcs over to 

their Party. Thefe Mifunderflandings made them act Iefs vi^oroufly 5 and 
did not they look on theirs as the Common Caufe, the Defign had Suc- 
ceeded. The Portuguefcs in this Condition, defpaiiing of all Relief, the 
Natives of Témate on the other Side of ihe Iiland, next thofe of the 
Meaos, difcover'd a Galeón coming from Malaca, having coafled aboLt 
Borneo ; they concluded it was that which brought the Succours from 
Portugal, and being afTur'd it ivas fo, they became unanimous again, and 
prefs'd on the Seige $ but Force Utile prevailing againft the Refolution of 
-, r ; the Eefiegcd, Cachtl Tulo, by Permiilion, propos'd fome Terms, which 
Frepofatt the Commander in Chief had long liiienM to from the Wall. One Day 
ofJcconr .¡^j^g fecial Overtures, Tulo told him, That the King, his Brother, 
m j D° n ' was willing to put an End to that tedious Seige, uron any Conditions. 
and Rea- -j-j^ m tms £ft ^ he had conc ] Ut j e d a Peace with the King of Tydore, that 
font for it. ¡jemjehtaotjejjevetheuiforthe Future. That the King of Bacitian had 
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joyn'd him for the fame Purpofe; to the End, that fince they were all con- 
vince that was their common Caufe, they might with their joyrtt Power 
make their utmoft Efforts. That the CeíTation which liad iafted til! then, 
tho' advantages to ihe King, as encouraging the Trade with the Javanefes t 
and Humes, who came to Load Clove, mult of Necefiity ceafe. He aiVd 
how long they would expofe their Lives to the utmoft Dangers, only to 
gain an empty Name of Loyal Subjetts, which, perhaps, would never be 
known to him that was to reward it. He bid them confider the Villany 
of his Father, King ¿erio's Death, and that by their Obftinate holding out 
they made the Murderers Caufe more Criminal. That they thus fhow'd 
tfcey approv*d of anothers Treachery, whofe Punifhment they would com- ■ 
pafs by other Means. That they ought to be very thankfull,that the King- 
would not involve them in the Guilt of that Wretch, who contrary to his 
folemn Oath, to the Laws of Friendíhip, and the Honour of the Portugvefc 
Nation, or rather to Nature it felf, had Murder'd that King, who moft in- 
violably obfervM the Faith he had engag'd to him. Befidcs, that they were 
fenGble how little Comfort uncertain Hones could afford amidft real Wants; 
and how imprafticable it was for Relief to come from fo great a diflanee, 
through fuch boifterous Seas, caufing fo many Shipwrecks, and which 
feem'd tohaveconfpirMagainííthofe whohadcpprefs'dandinjur'dTiJttii/e, 
He concluded his Difcourfe requiring the Commander in Chief, to deliver 
tip the Fort, or expert the utmoft Rigour; for if he once refus'd the Terms 
offer'd, and provok'd them, they would Ipre neither Sex, nor Age, The 
Befieg'd were not free from Jealoufie, that there was Fraud in tbele Offers ; 
yet, perceiving that the Succours never came from Wm, either becaufe re- TfjeBeJieg* 
tarded by the African War, in which King Sehjtian had engag'd himfelf, ad Sumn- 
OT by the Difficulties of that dangerous Voyage; and believing that the tier. 
two Kings oi'tydore and Teñíate were reconcil'd, as Tula told them, think- 
ing he of Tydote, without whofe fupport they could not fubfiil, had for- 
faken their Friendíhip, the Propofals were accepted by unanimous Confent t 
after Nuno Vereyrt had return'd a refolute Anfwer, fuitable to that PartoF 
paehil Tuloh Words, which ccntain'd any Threats, fignifying to him, how 
little they mov'd himfelf, or his Men ; and that he would hearken to no 
Conditions to the diflervice oFTiis God, or his King, or to difparage the 
Bravery of his Soldiers, which had been fo often try'd to the coil of the 
Natives of Témate j nevertheless upon foine other Confidf-r3tií'¡is, he would 
furrender the Fort, provided that all the Pórtuguefsj might march out in a The C¿pi~ 
Body, Colours Flying, with their Wives, Children, Siaves, and nil their tulntioñ» 
Gocd>, having flrfl Hoflages given them to their content/ that no Harm, 
or Injury ihould be done them. That the King fliould fecure them their 
PsfTage to A)uoym % and find them Vefléls; and íhút fuch as ihould happen 
to tie left in his Dominions for want of them, fliould have no Raniome de- 
manded of them, cither then, or at the time of their departure. That the 
Fort and Gu::s ihould be deiiver'd to King Jtzfa/, upon exprefs Condition, " 

That tie ílicuíd hold it for the King of Pcmr^.tl. and in hiY.Vame, to whom 
lie fliould re/ffire it, whenfoever he tííetoüy punift'd the Murder of King 
Jevio. The King eaiily Granted, and Swore t<> perform all thofe Condiri: 
on?, tein'i eager to p.-.ffei's himfelf of the Fort, lefore the Succours arriv'd, j-¿. rv ip > 
-vhich were auw near at hand. On the Day spfoiittrd, which was Saint ¡j^i--. e ^j. 
K i St^%n% 
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Stephen's, the Ternates took up all the advantageous Poils to view the /t»- 
titguefes, who march'd out as if they had been Conquerors; and no fooner 
were they out of the Foit, than the Natives running in, poflefs'd them- 
felves of the Guns, with loud Laughter and Shouts, Scoffing at thofe that 
left it; for the third Day after the Galeón arriv'd, well Mann'd, and fur- 
nifh'd with Guns, and all Neceflaries, and James de Jzamhuja in it, as 
Commander in Chief. They had thoughts of Recovering the Forr, but it 
was too late, becaufe the Enemy was poilefs'd of all Things, without any 
Oppofition. Teres/ra then perceiv'd how great an Obflacle Precipitation is 
to thechufing of the fafeft Advice, and how infallibly it is follow 'd by 
fruitlefs Repentance ; fince had he delay'd but never fo little longer, tho* 
it were only to weigh the Enemies Propofals, who ought never to be 
luppos'd Sincere, he might have fav'd himfelf and Defiroy'd them. For 
this Reaibn, tho' he wanted not an honourable Excufe, he refolv'd not to 
return to Goa, having private Intelligence that the Viceroy would not fail 
to fecure him, in Order to cut off his Head; Jzamhuja protected him in 
his Galeón, and he went over with many others to Amboyna. The reft 
fpread themfelves throughout the Neighbouring Iflands, in Veflels they 
begg'd. Some return'd to Malaca, and only fixteen Vortuguefe Families 
remain'd in Témate for want of Shipping; who at firlt fubmitted to the 
change of their Fortune : but could not afterwards comply with the Dif- 
Portugue- ference there is betwixt Domination and Servitude. The King of Tydore a 
fes fettle moil trufty Friend to the Spaniards in their greatefl Affliction, offer'd them 
at Tydore. his Iflands, Houfes, and Trade of Spice. He fent them a good Number of 
Canoas, which carry'd them over to his Dominions, and foon after affign'd 
them a convenient Place to build their Houfes and Churches. This Co- 
lony was increafed, and the Number of its Inhabitants augmented by San- 
cho de Vafconfclos, who fent others from Malaca, being Commander in 
Chief of Goa, and afterwards of Amboyna, in the Year 1578. At lair he 
came thither himfelf, and erected a Fort, a quarter of a League from the 
City of Tydore, which gives its Name to the Ifland. • 

Tydore Tydore, in the Language of thofe Parts, which was formerly fpoken,n*g- 

dcfcrih'd. nines, Fertility and Beauty. Europeans generally give it this Name; but 
its King, as appears by his Arahkk and Perjian Subfcriptions, "Writes Tu- 
dura, and not Tydore. It is not inferior to Témate for Fruitfulnefs, and 
Delight, but far exceeds it ia Magnitude and Populoufnefs; and yields the 
fame Aromatice Product. Curious Ferfons have there try'd to improve 
the Clove, watering and pruning the Tree at proper Seafons, and it ap- 
pears to embrace the Helps of Art, by growing bigger, more active in its 
venue, and the Scent ftronger. The white Sanders here come to more 
Perfection, than in any other of the Eaflern Parts. In this, as well as the 
* other Molucco Iflands are found thofe Birds, they, in their Language, call 
¡Birds of Manucodiatas, fignifying Birds of Paradife, from a Fable, credited by thofe 
Paradicc. fuperflitious People, that they came down from Heaven. The Fort here 
was afterwaids enlarg'd by Ñuño Vereyra, not far from the Port, and then 
by James de Jzamhuja. The latter did not only contribute with his In- 
Pbrt of duftry, but with his Labour, carrying the Materials himfelf, when it was 
Tydore. requinte to fet the Soldiers an Example, and forward the Work; which 
the King often view'd, and. was well pfcas'd to fee the Fortifications. He 

difcours'd 
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difcourstt familiarly with the Officers, advis'd with them in his Wars, 
and comforted the Chriftians, and they fai'd beft, for from that Time for- 
ward, there being none in Tanate, and that Fort in the Hands of the Na- , 
tivei, the Heathens and Mahometans feem'd to be Superior and Conquer- 
ors throughout a'll thofe Provinces. They ftrengthen'd themlelves with 
Works and other Preparations, ereited Forts on high Places, and benaing 
their Minds again», the Chriftians, put many to cruel Martyrdoms ; that 
to the Foundation of our Faith may be in all Parts cemented with the 
Blood of the Faithful. They difmember'd the Bodies, and burnt the Legs Terfccu. 
and Arms in the fight of the ftill Living Trunks. They impal'd the Hon. 
Women, tore out then Bowels, and they furving themfelves, beheld their 
lull moving Fleih in the Hands of their Executioners. Children were 
pull'd Piecemeal before their Mothers Eyes, and Infants ftill in Embno 
were rent from their Wombs. It has been made out, that above 6ooco 
Chrillians fell by the Sword in only the King of Tcrnate s Dominions. 
This is aliened in the Annual Relations of the Fathers of the Society, 
who preach'd in thofe Parts. They give an Account of this difmal Per- 
fecution, with all the Circumftances of the Cruelties ; as how the perfec- 
ted Perfons fled to the Mountains, feeking for Companion among the wild 
Beafts, others call themfelves into the Sea, where they penih'd, either de- 
vour'd by its Monfters, or fwaliow'd by the Waves themfelves, not being 
able to reach the other Hlands. A conliderable Number of thefe re igious 
Fugitives, as they fwam met a Tortvgwfe Ship, coming to the Relief of 
thofe at Atahona, and with difmal Voices cry'd out, Help, Relieve ui.fcr 
ve are Chi iffiani. They carefully took them up in their Boats, and having 
view'd them at Leafure, found that none of them were above n Years of 
Age. Yet at this fame Time, when cruelty advane'd God's Glory, Provi- 
dence feem'd to aft Counter in the very Cities, and Deferts. Idolaters and 
Mahometan! were converted, and our Religious Men preach'd and catechis'd, 
without any Fear of Punilhment, which they rather coveted, and thought 
themfelves unworthy of it; encouraging one another with the Examples 
the Tyrant made, for feveral Purpofes. But all thofe People looking upon 
it as their Duty to feek Revenge, their Cruelty gaining Applaufe under that 
Name, and Eurofe being involv'd in Difmal Troubles, they met with no 
Oppofition in the Execution of their Vengeance, and the Calamity ran fo 
high, that in the fpace of thirty Years, they either qu-te obliterated, or 
much obfeured the Name of Chriilianity in thofe Eaftern Parts, deilroy'd 
our Churches, and, like thofe who prepare to hunt wild Beafts, arrn'd 
themfelves againft the Faithful who liv'd in more fecunty among thofe 
favage Creatures, or in Deferts never penetrated by Men, feeding on Herts, 
and gaining Time, by that lawful Retreat for the fake of the Gofpel, tor the 
Wrath of Heav'n, whofe Executioners thofe Men were, to pals over. 
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Cimtifma; in that of Bachltm, vtbok King and his People were Sons ot 
the Church; in the Iflands of Amhoytm, where Forty Towns worftupped 
CHRIST, in the Bofom.ef his Faith, and in thofe of Tjdort, which were

not without this Light ; in all thofe Places they fell off from Chriftianity, 
and were utterly loíí ; firít through the Infolency ot the Pcrtuguefe Com- 
manders, and laftly on Account of the Death of Sultan Atrio ; who, as was 
prov'd, had given no real, nor fo much as a likely Token of Falfiiood, tor 
which they might he provok'd to deihoy him. However the Chrifiians 
dy'd with fuchRefolucion, that the Perfecuters took not away any Life byt 
what became a freih Example of Magnanimity, and perhaps Providence 
might permit that Accident of Aerio, with a Delign to advance the Churches 
Glory. 
Augufiin Sultán Babu making his prefent Vidory an Internment to obtain other?, 
Nunez/enf Ship'd his Men, in Order to befiege Tydore and Bachiav ; and tho' he met 
to Com- with a vigorous Defence in both Places, and the .Portuguefe Auxiliaries 
viand at made fume Amends for his Superiority of Power, yet they fubmmed to 
Amboyna. the Tyrant. This Revenge made him flick at no Cruelty. In Novem- 
her, this fame Year, a Galeón came to Malar. i from India, to car- 
ry Succours for the Ahinceos, commanded by Captain Augufiin Nunez, 
the Eldeft and Braved Commander in thofe Days, as he made it ap- 
pear in the Expedition of C/jj»/, when it was befieged by Niza Molttc- 
co, when Don Lttys de Atayde was Viceroy of India, in the year 
1578. The Galeón was ftor'd with all NeceiTarics, and in it Jame* 
James Lo- Lopez de Mezquita, the Murderer of Aerio, defign'd for Puniflirflenr, in Sa- 
pezdeMez tisraclion for the Wrong done. He was fo ilrong, and fierce, that to fe- 
quita fent cure him,hewas fetter'd with a great Chain,the End wjiereof was made fail 
Prifonerto to a heavy Piece of Brafs Cannon. Augufiin Nunez had Orders to convey 
Témate, him to the new King of Témate, to be deliver'd to him bolted, like a Cri- 
minal, that he might pafs fuch a fentcr.ee of Death on him as he thought 
fit, which ihould be executed in his Prefence, purfuant to the Orders fent 
by the King of Portugal, They put him on double Fetters, Manacles, and 
Chains, and kef t him in the Sieeridge* Augufiin Nunez went to fucceed 
Sancho de Vafconcelos, in the Fort ofAmhoyna ;but a norm rifing, he was 
fore'd into the Port ot fapara, of Sunda, in the greater Java. The Galeón 
wanting water, and Refrefrmertt, he there fent for it ; which the' Native 
Javavefes brought hi.n in 40 Vcffels. Among them came 1 $0 Soldiers in 
the Habit of Pcaíánts, and Fimermen ; who making many words as is ufual 
among Buyers and Sellers, drew the Ponyards they brought conceal'd, and 
furprizing 'the Portug uefes\ fell on with fuch Fury and Cruelty, that they 
The Muy- kill'd them all. Among them dy'd faints Lopez de Mezquita, but fighting 
denrkiWd with extraordinary Bravery, tho' held by his Chain, hinder'd byhisFer- 
tflrr,and other heavy Encumbrances, and feitrain'd by the Cannon, to which 
iris Chain was made fall. However he got a Sword and a Buckler where- 
with he cut down ten Javr.nefes, revenging or th¿m the Death of the Parttf* 
gite/c,ai\d they on him, that of King Aerio alternate, which had occa* 
Í1011M fo much Slaughter. Seventy ti-.ree Chriilians were kill'd and above 
the fame Number of Javawfies^ and their Veflels had been taken, but tbat 
others came to their Affiliates from the Shore in the 1-tes.t of the Ac? ion» 
in which t 'ere weieMcu v/iih Fit a- Locks and Lances,fiX Yards and a Quar- 
tering, the Points fit' them poif.nV» The Galeón was taken withcui 
any Succour, nor was the Cannon of any Ufe. 
ft is Lw nafoiui'-lc tlut fo manly and honouiabk a Death ihould, ns m 
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ufual,rer.der all this Gentiemans Life honourable ; and that his Fetters, and . 

Sufferings joyn'd to ir, excite Ccn:paiiic;n and A flexion in the minds of the . " ■ 
Reader.% (a to blot out the Hatred they have conceiv'd againfl hini en Ac- catmu 
count oí Saltan Amo 1 » Death. It is to be obfeiv'd, for his ¡unification that 
it does not appear, nor is it reported, he was incensM to perform that Act 
through Intereft, Ambition, or any other private Motives ; but was mov'd 
to it by Informations which pcifuaded him it was convenient, for the 
Eflablííhing and Advancement of Religion, and the publick Peace. Very 
brave men muftalfo beallow'd (brae Excefies of FJercenefs, which proceed 
from an extraordinary Force in the irafcible Part of the mind, and wherein 
Valour is fubdu'd. When thel'e Perfons find themfelves encompafs'dby 
great Numbers, and fireightned by wrongful Violence; if they are not tobé 
daunted and overcome, it comes to pafs that Patience often provok'd turns 
thatCourage into Fury and Rage, which caufes them to make mighty Slaugh- 
ters, and Examples of Cruelty; led to it not only by Paflion, but alfo by 
Judgment and Thought,which diiccts them to caufe themfelves tobe drea- 
ded even to AflonÍínment,to lave themfelves and their People from other 
great Cruelties which ufually mean Souls attempt and practice upon thofe 
they itand much in Fear of. Let this Reflection ferve for a general Excufe 
to other Offences of this fort mention'd, or blam'd in our Hiflory. 

This Accident, in as much as related to the Death of James Lopez ^ Peter Lo- 
Mezquita, was forgot, or at leaíí not known for many Years, for in 1603 pezdeSou- 
the King of Témate demanded Juflice of our King, againit that Man not f a f en t to 
knowing that God had fummon'd him before a more upright Tribunal. Moluccos. 
The News being brought to Malaca, the Commander Arias de Saldana im- 
mediately fent away another Galeón, he cal I'd S. Peter and & Paul, for the 
Mohtccosuridej command of Peter Lopez dc Son/a, and a Galley with 150 
Soldiers to relieve Sancho de Vafcoxcehs at Amboyna, where he wanted 
Provifions, and was fireightned. They faild in May 1579, to touch at 
Borneo, there to take in all Keceflaries for the Dcfign. He arriv'd on 
that Ifland in June, and found it in an Uproar, occafion'd by the Spaniards Spaniards 
■who came thither with Doctor Sandi, Govemour of the Philippine Illands at Borneo 
in 30 rowing Veflels. He took the City, and put the King to flight, who 
was a Lover of the Porivguefes, and from that time Manila began to be 
look'd uponas a placeof Arms, for the recovering of the Molucco Ijlands; 
and if Sandi had then employ'd thole, he carry'd to this other Expedition 
againit them, he would have found the Tyrant Iefs fettled, and confequently 
his Revenge more eafy. Vasconcelos died at Aniboyna, and James de Azam- 
hitja fucceeded him, fo that nothing came now from India but fair Promi- 
fes. Id the PJjilippinelüznds they had no Orders at that Time to intermed- 
dle in thofe Wars, bécaufe they then belong'd to another Sovereign, and 
therefore they were only Lookers on to thofe Martyrdoms, and Revolutions 
andemploy'd themfelves as they us'd in Camhoxa, Mindanao, Japan and 
CA;77iT J andthenparticularlyinííJ>'í;eo,without regarding thofeotherSucceiTes. 

Borneo lies between Malaca and the Moluccos, and according to the Opi- p orneo j,„ 
nion of Gerard Mercator, is that which Ptolortiy calls, the Illand of Good r n \pA 
Fortune. A Point of it lies under the Equinoctial, and the greater Part 
ilretches out to 6 Degrees of North Latitude, taking up the two ririt Paral- 
lels, Thus it appears to be above ^co Leagues in Compafs. \\ abounds 
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in Piovifions, and all other NeceiTaries tor the Support of humane Life. 
And producei abundance of Camphire, Agarick Diamonds, vaft Numbers or 
Horfes, fnialler than the Spánijb ; but it lias not fuch plenty of Sheep, or 
Kine: There is a general Refort of Trade in all its Populous Cities and 
Ports. The Capital i^ Borneo, which gives Name to the Iiland, buijc 
on a Spacious Lake the Sea Forms, like Venice, and faid to contain 
zjoco Houfes; The King is a Mahometan ; no man fpeaks to him 
but by the Intei pofition of an Interpreter. The Natives worfhip Idols. 
They are White,good NaturM and fliarpWitted. They have no certain Fa- 
JhionofCIoaths. Many of them wear Cotton Shirw, and others of white 
common fingle Tabby, with red Lifts. 
„. . Sireleh, Brother to this King, came to Manila, where Doctor Sandi be- 
*p''^ c f ing t hen Governour, lie laid before him his Pretenfions, and fbme Mean* 
Borneo s ^ ^ f QJ ^ r j n gí n g hj s Defigns to bear ; but he put the main Strefs upon 
M ■? his having a greater Party there, than the King his Brother. He promifed 
at 'Manija, w [¿ c i i W ould be no difficult Matter, in Regard of the Hatred the People 
bore the King, that he would make the Kingdom Tributary to the Kings 
of Spain. The Governour having taken fufficient Precautions, condefcended 
to his Requeil, and arming as many Spaniards, and Philippines as he 
thought convenient, with all NeceiTaries for a great Enterprise, fiiip'd 
them, and arriv'd happily at B orneo. He attack'd itinfeveral Places; the 
Spaniards beft of the People immediately declar'd for the Brother. The King think* 
overthrow ing himfelf weakeft at Sea, referv'd his Forces for the Land ( and being de- 
thatKivg. ceiv'din his Expectation, was fore'd to fly,his Army being routed, with- 
out any Remains to attend him in the Deferts, and Retreats of the Moun- 
tains, where he liv'd miferably. Shelela afcended the Throne ; the Victo- 
rious Spaniards return'd to the Philippine lilands loaded with Booty ; and 
among other Thing?, if we may believe Relations, brought ¿00 Pieces of 
Artillery. However the depos'd King, a few Months after, got to a Head 
líe is re- 3 S a * n * Ño Man ought to Defpairin Adverfky, for Fortune is nothing but 
ffored ^' of God. Thus the King, with the Áífiftance of the Portugufes, 

* ' recover'd his Throne, cafling down his Brother, and defeating him, till he 
was utterly deflroy'd. Hatred is frequently no lefs intenfe than Love 
among thofe whom Nature has moil clofly link'd. In the Molucca lilands 
the "War did not ceafe, nor the general Malice againft Chriilians. 

The News of what had happened there was not known in Eu rope, where, 
and in Jfrick greater Dangers were apprehended; of the Event whereof 
J Prodigy. Providence thought fit to inform our free "Wills, by itupendious Prodigies. 
On the rjth of June ij8o, about the declining of the Day, there appear^ to 
certain Sailers a Large Crucifix in the Body of the Sun the Foot of the 
Crof- ilanding on Mount Calvary, as we fee in common Pictures; on the 
Right/Side of it a Figure clad in White, and another on the left in a deep 
Red. The Crucifix afcended upwards, and was ÍUÜ feen to mount till the 
Sun Setting, the Day Ihut in. This was feen by all thofe who came in a 
Caravel, from the Iiland of St. Michael ten Leagues before they came to 
that of St. George, the Bifhop whereof refiding in that of ¿ngla, fent the 
Affidavit of it to King Philip the Second, which was receiv'd and much 
talked of by the Judge Freytas, a grave Peifon. All the Men of the Cara- 
vel ilgtfd it, as Eye-Witneffi^who affirm, That being touch'd _with it,

King Scbafiian, at that Time had other ConC|uefls in View, The LcU j¡-¡ B a.SeI.ja- 
or the Recovery of Témate and the neighbouring Molucca concern'd him ¡\ 13 f } t,c~ 
alone; but he referr'd that to the Govcinour of India ; whilft he himfeJf, p_ irej f or 
folicited by the Xerif Muley Mahomet , whom he defign'd to fet upon the t ) )t y/ a} , ¡ n 
Throne of Morocco, tho 1 with a ¡.¡cod Defign, joyo'd the African Army, 4f r i c v 
ivith another of Catholicks, confifting of the Portvgwfe Gentiy, of Sfani- * 
ardt, Italians, and Germans. And, it we may believe thole who commit- 
ted that Expedition to writing, he went over into Aftick, contrary to all the 
known Rules and Maxims of MaitiaJ Prudence, which Proportions the 
the Strength to theUndertaking,to afcertain the Succefsand forecafls,in Cafe 
Things profper,to fecure and preferve them. This he did upon the Aflurances 
the Xerif %&ve him, that as Toon as ever the Portvguefe Forces appeared, the 
People would fubmit to him. But God permitted that moil Chriftian Prince J s KffiA 
to be kill'd, the Xerif periling wiih him ; and their Armies to be routed, there. 
Muley Motuc the third Perfon remaining Victorious, tho' he alfo dy'd in 
the fame Battel,, and was bury 'd in triumphant Manner. The Prodigies, 
and Fears of the wifer fort were verir'y'd in the King cf Portugal, and 
particularly that which happen'd before his Birth, It is certainly reported, 
that the Princefs Joanna his Mother, one Night faw a great Number of 
Moors come into her Chamber, in the Palace at Lisbon, clad in feverai Co- p ,. 
lours ; fhe belicv'd or fancy'd they might be tliofe they call Alondras, who °^'Sy* 
are iuch as do the Duty of Guards in the Royal Apartment. Some went 
out: to enquire, and found them alL ílill, as huiht as at other Times. The 
Princefs feeing the imaginary Maori come in again, fwoon'd away in her 
Ladies Arms. Afterwards at the proper Time, ihe was delivered of King 
Sebaftian, whofe lingular Virtues, iupported by the Loyalty of his Subjects, 
might have fhin'd as bright as his natural Magnanimity, had not that 
haiten'd his End. That was mourn'd for and lamented by sil ChrillenJom, 
and brought Trouble to all its Princes, who began feriouily todiicourfe 
about the SucceiTor to the Crown of Portugal, There they prefently fwore Henry the 
Henry, the Prince Cardinal, Uiikle to the late King, then Eighty Years of Cardinal 
Age, and the laft Lawful Male of that Royal Houfe, which began in ano- Kine. 
ther of his Name. Antony, Prior of Crato, Son to Prince Lewis, pretended 
to fucceed him, and the' declar'd illegitimate, there was a Party that fol- 
io w'd him. This Revolution, and the Hurry in fuch difficult Exigences, 
\vere the Occafion, that Care was not taken to fupply other Places, much 
nearer than Témate. Befides that difmal Accounts brought ?ooo Leagues, 
tho' they were reprefented by l)emojlhenes,\iiou\á come cold from his Mouth 
and fcarce move the heft difpos'd Prince, when never fo much at Leafure; 
and King Henry, had no Power, but only his Zeal for Religion, to oppole 
the Tyranny pracris'd in the Archipelago of the Moluccas. The Cardinal 
King thought all his Forces little enough, and neeeifary- conftdering the ex- 
traordinary Jealoufie he had conceiv'd, upon our King Philip's declaring 
himfelf a Pretender tuthofe Kingdoms, and having ordered a conliderable 
t. Army 
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Army to make up to the frontiers, which he had drawn together during 

the faid Cardinal's Life. The Generals were the Duke of Jlva, and the 

Marquefs de Santa Cruz, the fir it at Land, the other at Sea ; and in the 

mean while the ableft Divines and Civilians of Eurofc, in all the Schools, 

and Parliaments writ concerning his Right.

Drake hit °? Plymouth, for the South Sea, and to find out that Strci^ht of Magellan, 

Voya"e fcarce believed by the Vulgar, and declar'd by feveral Cofmog rap hers. He 

* i& ' promis'd to fail as much as might be to the Northward, and to take rich 

Prizes, infeiting all thofe remote Seas, and to return Victorious into Eng- 

land y through the- fame Streight. This prefumptuous Hope he grounded 

on his own Valour, on the Negligence of the Spaniards, who are intruded 

with the Places of Strength ; on our want of Ships; and above all on that 

Opportunity, or Seafon fo full of fundry and extraordinary Commotions. 

He touch'd on the Coift of Africk, and refitted all his Ships at Cape Boja*. 

dor. The Moors took two of bis Men, and a Forhtgmfe Ship pay'd for 

it, he robbing her at Cabo Blanco of an hundred Quintals, or hundred 

Weight of Bifket, befides much Fifh, and many Arms. He touch'd at the 

Iflands of Cabo Verde, where he took another fmall Portugucfe Veflel, richly 

Laden with Wine, Cloth, Holland, and feveral other Commodities, with 

Sylva, the Pilot in it, who was well acquainted with thofe Seas, and better 

on the Coaft of Brazil. But fix or feven Days after the Veflel funk, and 

not a Man was lavM except only the faid Pilot. Drake went on to the River 

of Plate, and Winter*d for fome Months in S. Julians Bay, which is not 

well fheher'd, butexpos'd to exceflive cold Winds, in jo Degrees of South 

Latitude, where he Joft fome Men. 

One Thomas Haughton rais'd a Mutiny there, in order to Debauch the 
Squadron, Drake laid hold of him, and ¿truck off his Head. Here they 
fCiantt. & w eight Indian Giants to whom the talleft Englijbman lookM like a 
Dwarf, They fliow'd their Bows and Arrows, and an E?iglijhman, who 
valu'd himfelf upon his Dexterity at thofe Weapons, breaking the Peace 
eftabliftYd with thofe People, let fly an Arrow at one of them, which pier- 
ced him through, and he dropt ; the others in Revenge difcharged theirs, 
and kill'd two of the Englifi. The reft then aíTaií'd the Indians, but they 
fled fo fwiftly that thev feem'd not,to thofe Rnglijb who fa v.* and writ this, 
to fet rlieir Feet on the Ground. They departed thence, as foon es the 
North Winds they had ey peeled began to blow, and holding on their 
Coutfc to the Southward, in. fifteen Days cams to the Mouth of the Streight.

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From thence to the feccnd Narrowing they fpcnt five Days, by reafon cf the 
Currents and Shoals ; at a fulfill diflaiice from them they found no Bottom. 
They met with fome Calms and Storms, and being come into the South-

Admiral return'd through the fame Sireight into tngl,w I, where the Queen 
order'd him to be Hang'd tor having rorfakeh his Admiral j but he was 
repriev'd till Drakes Return, and then Fardon'd, at his Recueft.

atrack'd him with ico Canoas. Twenty Days after, he came to an Anchor 
at the Molueco Iflands, having before touch'd at others, without any Action Arrives at 
worth remembering. His Cruelties, and Rcbberies might well gain him the Mo- 
the Title of the greateii of Fyrates, in thofe remotell Parts, as he had it in lúceos. 
Europe. He came to Ternaie, but fuccceded not at fir ft, that People being 
War-like, and at that time Arrrfd by their own Malice, and an implacable 
King. He attempted to barter tor Clove, without his Leave, was informed 
how fevetely he handled fuch as Tranfgrefs'd, and flighting the Advice, 
the King came to hear of it, and order'd him to be Kill'd. It came very near 
the Execution 5 but Drake, whofe Genicus well experienced in Frauds was 
no Stranger to Diffiinulatioo, retir'd to his Ships, to make his Efcape by 
Flight.

With them he purchas'd 
the good Will, and an Audience of that cunning Tyrant, and going aihure 
feveral Times to vifit him, agreed he fhould enter into Amity with the 
Queen, and Nation of England, and that Factories íhould be fettled out of 
Hand. The King contented, and Drake promis'd him the Protection and 
Arms of England.-? and taking with him, among other Gifts, a rich Ring 
the King gave him for. the Queen, he fail'd homewards, with a great quan- 
tity of Clove. He met á Fartugtiefe Ship croüTng the fmall Channel ot'Ty- 
dore, but either durft not, or thought not fit to attack her, whether it was 
for being Inferior in Strength, or out of a Defire of fecuring the new ac- 
cjuii'd Wealth. Scarce was he got clear of Témate, before the Winds be- 
gan to tots him, in that Sea full of Fiats, whence they fore'd him, in order & "i 6 
to deliver him quite up toTempeits. He was oWig'd to lighten his Ships, Storm, 
and among other Things of Value, threw over-Board a Camion, of an ex- 
r t inordinary 
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traordinary Bignefs, which the King of Teníate, hearing afterwa:ds of tie 
Storm, caufed 10 be taken out of the Jeep Sea. Then he built a Houfe be- 
fore his Palace, on the Roof whereof he planted it openly, and pointing 
over, either on Account of its Magnitude, or by way of Oftentation, and in 
Memory of the firfl Englifoman, that came into his Kingdoms, from whom 
and the Sea he had taken that new oftetifive Booty. Drake went on to the 
greater Java, where he laid in Provifions of Cazahi, Plantáis, and Fl:ut % 
in exchange for Cloth. Next he put into another Uland, in four Degrees 
-of North Latitude, where lie iiay'd fix Weeks. There he left a Woman, 
and two Men, all Blacks, that be long 'd to him, giving them tire, Rice, 
and fome Grain, that they might People the Place. An Heroick Founda- 
tion of a Colony. Then he continu'd his Voyage, turning in and out to 
feveral Places, with unexpected Dammage to all thofe he touch'd at. 

It is to be obferv'd, that it being poflltively believed -in Spain and the In- 
Reflcñmi ¿¡ es ^ t hat none had ever pafs'd the Streights of Magellan, fince the fíríí 
oftoeSpa.- rjifcoverer, except F. Garcia de Loayfa, and one of the Ships fent by Don 
niih Aw Gutierre de Vargas, Bifliop of Valencia, to the Spice-IHands, it vas look'd 
tbor, upon as incredible, that any Py rates were come into the South-Sea, efpe- 

ciaíly through the Streight, and to the Iflands of Témate, and that Arcbi- 
•fehgo. This Man-was the firft that open'd the PaiTage to the Sectaries 
'Hugonots, Lutherans, and Calv inifls, who afterwards piere'd into thofe Sea,', 
with Ship Í oads of perverted Texts, Heretical Bibles, and other Books oí 
unfotind Doctrine; but the Divine Providence has given Proofs, that it is 
Co much Offended at this Helliih Innovation, tho* it permits Idolatry, and 
Mahomet anifm, that it has not fuffer'dthofe Souls v/hich through its pro- 
found Judgments, lie involv'd in the Shades and Darknefs of Ignorance, to 
imbibe that Poyfon, till it fent them the Gofpel in its Purity. It hasOp- 
pos'd thofe new Apoftacies makingufeofjas Inftruments ofSpaniJh Religious 
Men, giving Strength to our King, who protects them, his main Defign 
being the Support of Religion. This Truth plainly appears in the many 
Victories the Church has obtain'd through his Officers, and the Armies 
maintain'd in the remotefl Parts of the Monarchy, for the Propagation of 
the Faith preach'd to the moft diflant Indians. 

But the better to demonftrate this true Forecail and Care, I think it a 
■¡tea fon for necelfary Digreffion, fo far from being fuperfluous, to relate .the Preparaii- 
this I)i- tions made by the Viceroy Don ■F~rancifco.de Toledo, directing his Actions 
grc/jion. to tliis End,as became a Minifter who follow'd his Princes Deiigns, in Order 
to fecure himfeil' againft Drake's furprizing Celerity and Boldnefs.; for as 
much of this as concerns the Molucca Iflands, obliges us to write it, and 
■we will ilightly run over all the particular Paflages. 
Picparati- The Viceroy of Peru was of Opinion, Thatin Order to fecure the Indies, 
am of the tne *' Peace and Religion, and for the removing, at firit, of all Obflacles 
Viceroy, *° Jts -Exaltation, and making Examples for a "Warning, it was of the 
greateft Conference toereel Forts, as divine and humane politick Pre- 
cautions, and to Arm againft that Pyrate, fo to give a Check to the Nor- 
thern Parts by his Puniihment. To this Purpofe, and inOrder to his De- 
duction, a more exafl Obfervation was to be taken of the PaiTes into the 
South-Sea, and, more particularly of the Way he was to take, to return 
-into his own Country. He was egg'd on by Tear, or the Lo.fs.of .Repu- 
tation 
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tat ion, becatife lome EnglifhShipj, Part at Drake's Squadron, ran along 
the Coafls of Chile and AtU a, obliging ihe People to Arm ; ft being ap- 
prehended that Drake had erected Forts to fecure the PaiTage, fcr carrying 
on the Trade of Spice and Jewels, and the bringing in of pervtring Mi- 
nifiers with their poifonous Doctrines. For this Effect, he pitch'd upon 
Peter Sarmiento ¿e Gamboa, a Gentleman of Galicia, who had twice al- 
ready engag*d with that Pyrate. The firft in the Port of Calino near Li- 
ma, where he took from him a Spanifo Ship, laden with Commodities of 
Spain ; the feconda few Days alter, purfuing him as far as I'anavra. The 
' -Viceroy refolv'd he fhould go to dilcover the Streights of Mdgelhn, an 
Enterprize look'd upon as impraclable by the South oea, by Reaicn of the 
many Mouths and Channels which obihucr. the Accel's to ir, where ma- Dijfxithie 
ny Difcoverers fent by the Governours of Peru and Chile have been Joit. vf the 
Others have attempted it, entering from the North Sea, and mifs'd of the Streight of 
■Streighr ; fame were call away, or beateo back by Storm, and all gene- Magellan, 
rally defpair'd of finding ir. But now that Terror being remov'd, they 
can take a fix'd Latitude, fettle a Rumb, and fleer a fafe Courfe to the 
Streight, foto fecure the PaiTage beforean Enemy poffeíTes himfelfof it. 
The Viceroy made Choice of two Ships, which he took Care to fee well 
rigg'd, arm'd and provided. Sarmiento call'd the Bigger, Our Lady of 
Hope, which was Commodore ; the other being fubordinate, had the 
2íame of 5". Francis. Two Hundred Seamen and Soldiers were put into 
them, with virtuous and learned Religious Men, fit for that Employ. Sarmiento 
Captain John ¿c Villalobos was appointed Vice-Admiral. Ferdinand La- fait after 
tuero Head Pilot, and under him Ferdinand Jlovfo and Antony Pablo, all Drake with 
of them very able Pilots in both Seas. Thefe took an Oath of Fidelity, trvo Ships, 
and the Viceroy gave the Admiral particular Inílructions, the Purport 
whereof was, That they fhould purfue the Pyrate, fight him till taken or 
kill'd, and recover the great Booty he had taken upon the King's Lands His hijtrv- 
and Ships, whatfoever the Hazard might be, fince they had fufficient Men, Sioits. 
Arms and Ammunition to overcome the Enemy. That they fhould fail 
into $o or 54 Degrees of South Latitude, as might be moil: Advantage- 
ous, about the Mouth of the Streights of Magellan. That both Ships 
íhould have lights out at Night, that fo they might not lofe Sight of 
one another in the Dark, but always keep together. He chargM them to 
be unanimous in their Confutations, particularly the two Commanders; 
which Diredion was notfo well obfervM, as it ought to have been, thro' 
the Vice- Admiral's Fault. They were commanded to lay down the Ports, 
and Seas in exact Draught?. To take PoiTeilion of any Countiy they landed 
on for his Majeíly. When they met withany Towns of Indians^ to mol- 
lify and endear them by difcreet Courtefy, and gain their Affections with 
iuchGifts, as fhould for that Purpofe be delivered to the Commodore, be- 
ing SifTars, Combs, Knivts, Fiihing-Hooks, Buttons of feveral Colours, 
Looking-ChiTes, Hawks-Bells, Glafs-Beads, &c. To carry with them 
fome Indians to ferve.for Interpreters ; and fo provided difcieetly for all 
other material Points. Then to encourage them he made a Speech, inter- 
mixing it with Hopes and Exhortations. The Commodore having conferr'd 
with his Vice- Admiral and Pilots, concerning the Defign of their Voy- 
age j they agreed, That if any Strefs of Weather fhould happen to part the 
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one Ship from the other, iheyflnu'd carefully feek one another out, or 
make the Mouth of the Strei'ht in the South-Sea to the Wellward, there 
to wait For one another. The next Day being Sunday, the tithof 03ober t 
i S79- when they had all car.fefs'd and receiv'd the Holy Etichariit, they 
embark'd in order to introduce the Faith into thole Nations void of all 
Worfhip. On Board the Capitana, or greater Ship, 'the Genera], or Com- 
modore Sarmiento, F. Antony ¿e Guadramho, of the Order of S. Francis. 
and Vicar-General of this Expedition ; the Eniign John Gutierrez dc Gue- 
vara, Antony Pablos, and Ferdinand Alonfo, Pilots, with 54 Soldiers. 
In the other Ship, with John de Villalobos, F. Chrijlophcr de Mcrida, of 
the faid Order or S. Francis, Ferdinand harnero, chief Pilot of that Ship, 
ffis with whom, and the Seamen and Soldiers, they made 54 5 and the whole 

Strength, Number in both VeiTels as was faid above. 

They lail'd from the Port of Callao, belonging to the City of Linn, and 
that Night came to an Anchor at the Ifland, two Leagues from Callao, in 
Hurojage I2 degrees and a half of South Latitude. On the firfl of November they 
pafs'd ia Sightof thofethey call Unfortunate, in 2j Degrees, zo Minutes, 
which were accidentally difcover'd by the Pilot John Fernandez, being 
bound for Chile the fecondTime, immediately after Magellan's Difcovery, 
ílnce the Year 1520. They are now callM, the [(Lands of .9. Felix, and 5*. 
Ámbar. Here Sarmiento obferv'd the Difference, betwixt this Courfr 
which he calls the True one, and the Imaginary. This he noted down 
HkCare 'with extraordinary Curiofity, employing all the Care and Ait of his Pi- 
and CaPa- * 0Es ' ant * n * s own » wn i cn was not inferior to theirs, nor to others in any 
<lty. Martial Knowledge, as will appear by his Treatifes, if publifh'd, of Na- . 

vigation, cailing great Guns and Bullets, Fortification, and Knowledge ii*. 
Aftronomy, for failing in all Seas. They never quitted the Lead, the 
Ailrolabe, and the Charts, either in the Deep, in Ports, Bays, or amnn* 
Mountains, and Currents, which produe'd a very ample Relation he fent 
to King Vhilip, whence we took this Abridgement. There he fets down 
the Points in the Heaven anfwering to the Earth, the Dangers, Iflands, 
Promontories and Gulphs, Geographically and Corographically. He lays 
down the Rumbs that are to be follow'd, and thofe to be avoided ; and 
thus dífíinárly leads us into and thro' the Streight, giving vifible Signs, 
and alfo invifible of the "Winds for all Ports. At. the firft unknown Land, 
where he anchor'd, they found the Latitude to be 49 Degrees and a half 
Land at South. They faw no People, but Tokens of them, as the Prints of Mens 
the Mouth Feet, Darts, Oars, and little Nets. They climb'd up vait hi¿h Moun- 
cfthe tains, above two Leagues in the Afcent, over Stones, feme of them fo 
Sirciebtt. ftarp, that they cut their Shoes. Others, to avoid them, made their 
Way on the Roughs of Trees. From the Top they difcover'd great Chan- 
nels, Inlets, Rivers and Harbours, and all the Land as far as their Sight 
could reach, feem'd to them cut and rent afunder. They judg'd h tobe an 
Archipelago. It is to be obferv'd, that our Difcoverers- give the Name 
of Archipelagos, to Seas in the New Word, which are itreivM thick with 
Iflands, as it were great Stones, like the Archipelago of Greece, fo well 
known to all Nations in the Egean Sea, which contains the Cydades, tho* 
the Name is not ancient. They perceiv'd the Channel to run on, Wide, 
Spacious, Open and Clean ; and were fatisfi'd Hoax. Drake came out that 

Way 
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Way into the South Sea. They found the Latitude by three Afirólales 
to be jo Degrees. The Harbour they call'd of, Our Lady of the Rofary, 
and the Ifland ot the moft Holy Trinity. 

The next Sunday, Sarmiento ordei'd all the Men to land, in order to Sarmiento

* of God, and Good and Prufperity of his Subjects; and in the Name of

« Virtue of the Order and Iniiructicns given him in his Majefiy's Royal

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jecls, and did fubjecrthem to the Power, PciTeflion and Dominion of the 
faid RoyaJ Crown, as has been laid, as being their own Property. And 
in Token of PoiTeflion, or as it were, drawing the Sword be had by his 
Side, with it he cut Trees, Branches, and Grafs, and remov'd Stone?, 
and walk'd oyer the Fields and Shores, without any Oppcfirion; requi- 
ring fuch as were prefent tobe WitncíTes thereof, and mc the under- 
written Notary, to give him a Teitimonial thereof in publick Form. 
And immediately, taking up a great Crofs, and the Men belonging to 
the Navy ceing drawn up in martial Manner,,, with Muskets and other 
Arm?, they carry'd the Crofs in Proceflion, the Religious Men, F. Air- 
tony deGuadramiro, the Vicar and his Companion, tinging the Litany, 
and all the others anfwering. And the faid Proceflion being ended, the 
faid Lord General planted the Crofs on a hard Rock, and rais'd a heap of 
Stones at the Foot of the Crofs, in Token, and as a Memorial or Pof- 
feflion of all the Lands and Sea¿, difcover'd, adjscent, and contiguous. 
And he gave the Name of Our Lady of the Rofary to tliis Fort, as has 
been faid. Andas foon as the Crofs was fet up, they woiihipp'd it a 
fecondTime; and they all pray'd, beleeching and iutreating our Lord 
JESUS CHRIST, would be pleas'd that wharthey did might be for 
his Glory, and to the End that our Holy Catholick Faith might be ex- 
alted and dilated, and the Holy Gofpel preachM and fp-ead abroad 
among thefe barbarous Nations, which have hitherto been remote from 
the true Knowledge and Doilrine ; that it may defend and deliver them 
from the Frauds and Dangers of the Devil, and from the Blindnefs they 
are in, that their Souls may be fav'd. And then the Religious Men 
fung in Honour of the Crofs, the Hymn Vexilla Regis. Next the Father 
Vicar faid Mafs on an Altar theTe erefled, being the firii that was 
ever faid in that Country, to the Honour and Glory of .our Almighty 
LordGod, and for the Extirpation of the Devil and ali Idolatry. And. 
he preach'd to that Purjrofe, and fome confefsM and communicated. And 
as foon as the Mafs was (aid, the General, for a more abfo'ute Token 
and Memorial of PoiTeflion, caus'd a large Tree tobe trimm'd, and on 
it caus'd a very high Crofs to be made, and on it plac'd the'moíl Holy 
Name of our tord JESUS CHRIST. J. N. R. J. And under 
it t Pñilippus Secundas Rex Hifpaniarnni. Of all which, I John de tf- 
gitivel. Royal Secretary to this Navy and Admiral Ship, do give Aftida- 
v t and true Teflimony, that it-was fo done as is faid. Then follows 
EfyuivePs Suhlcription. 

Four Days after, ¿D-wiifH/o, in the Vice- Admiral's Boat, with the Pi- 
lots, Pablos and Lamerá, and ten Sailors and Soldiers, with Muskets, 
Bucklers and Swords, and four Days Provifion, fet out of this Port to 
difcover the Channels they faw, that they might not endanger the Ships. 
Going out by the Ridges of Rocks, he run along theGulph, clofe to 
the Shore, all which he obferv'd, and founded the Harbours, giving Names 
to them and the Mountains, according to their Shapes, fuch as Sugar- 
Loaves, Pitchers, Guinea Peppers, and the like. He oblerv*d the Trees, 
the Plants and the Birds. At one Place on the Shore he found feveral 
Trails of People, and two Poniaids or fuch Weapons made of Bone, with 
a Crofs od the Handles, near a fmall Stream of frefh Water, whofe 

Sands 
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Sands are Red, and therefore he call'd it the Red-River, which falls into 
a Harbour, and that alfo took the fame Kami. They faw abundance of 
Filh, and among the Shells thrown up by the Sea, vail Quantities of 
Dyfters andMuffels, and in thofe that were left upon the Rocks above thi 
"Water, great and fmall Pearls, fome Grey, others White. This Sjrt of p eir t. j„ r 
Fiih, at certain Times, the Shells being firft open, gape with their Mouths, rpfrj f cr ' 
and receive the pure and fubííantial Dew, which, as h were, impregnates u;" ¿ 
them with Pearls, which are in Colour anfwerable to the Nature uf the ° 
Dew. If they receive it pure, they produce them white ; if dillurb'd, 
they are of a Dark/or other Muddy Colours- Sarmiento defcribes the Vex- 
ation that tormented him and his Men; for being eager to fatisfy their 
Hunger with Oyllers and Mufiels, and they being unfit to Eat, because of 
theHardnefsof thofe Pearls they found in them, they threw them away, 
CUrfing the Inventors of putting a Value on thole Productions, or Hprny- 
neffes of Fifties, which Nature had trebly hid in the "Waters of the Sea, 
in Shells, and in thei'jm it felf. They faid, that true "Wealth confided 
in tame Cattle, Fruit, and Corn brought up by Tillage, as they had in 
Spain $ for that precious Obflacle to feeding, then not valu'd, depriving 
them of the Sultenance of the Shell-Fifh, and being fore'd to live ten 
Days on the Provifion they brought for four, the Fail made them all Phi- 
lofophers. From this Red Haibour, he was obliged to return to the Ships 
left id that of the Ro[ary\ no Day pafling without violent Storms; when 
they had run backward, and forward, above 70 Leagues, landing on Ifiands, 
and taking Pofleflion of them. They were Fruitful and Habitable, but till 
then ÜDtilI'd and Defart. From a very high Hill, he difcover d the main 
Chane!, which runs out into the great Ocean, and fu many other Chan- 
nels and fmall Iflands, that they could not be reckon'd up in a long Time. 
Whilft he ilaid, he founded Harbours, Deeps, Channels, Creeks, Inlets, 
Flats, Roads and Bays, making Draughts of, and giving them Names. 
He fettled the Latitude, and certain Courfe to be fieer'd, in the Prefence, 
and with the Opinion of the Pilots, Seamen, and Soldiers, in order to re- 
concile thofe diíagreeing Perfons by examining all that were prefent. 

Here the Vice- Admiral began to caivl, faying, They were imbay'd, and «. 
that it was impofllble to hold on their Voyage that Way ; and would have *f e ~, ,Z 
quitted his Admiral, as he did afterwards. From Red-Port they held on '" ■* 

their Courfe, trying thofe in other Iílands. Sarmiento came to a Bay, ^'; fJ Q 
which he call'd S. Francis's, where, as they were taking their Stall

Soldier fired a Piece at fomc Birds, and in Anfwer to the Gun, certain mieiJt0 * 
Indians, near a Mountain, on the other Side of the Bay, gave honid 
Shouts. By the firft Noife, the Spaniards thought it had been made by Sea- 
Wolves, till they difcover'd the naked Red Bodies. They afterwards Painted 
found the' Reafon of that Colour, for they daub'd themfelves from the Indians. 
Head to the Feet with a glutinous Red-Earth. Sarmiento took feme of 
his Company into a Boat, and coming to a Thicket, found them in the 
clofeflof the Tree?, without any other Cloathing but that Clay as Red as 
Blood. Only one old Man, who talk'd to, and commanded, and was 
ol-ey'd.by them, appear *d cover VI with a Cloak of the Skins of Sea 
Wolves. Fifteen Youths came out upon the open Shore, near the Sc.-- 
and drawing near, with peaceable Demonitra/.ioiic, very earnéftly pointer I, 
M ii'tJ'.iC, 
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lifting up Their Hands towards the Place where the Ships re¡nain'd. Th e 
Sjt.iviaids did the lame. The Indians came clofe, and Sarmiento giv;ng 
them tw o Towels and a Night-cap, ¡or he had nothing elle then, and the 
Pilots ¡ovr.e oilier Trifles, they were well pleas'd. They gave them Wine, 
■which they tailed and then threw away. They eat of the Eisket, tut ail 
this did net fatisfy them ; for which Reafon, and becaufe they were en an 
open Shore, in Danger of loiing the Boat, they return'd to their Station, 
making Signs to the Indians to goto the Boat. They did fo, and Sarmien- 
to polled two Sentinels for the more Security, then forcibly feiz'd one of 
the Indian* for an Interpreter, put him into his Boar, embrae'd him loving- 
ly, cloath'd and fed him. This Place he caU'd, The Point of People, as 
being the firfl where he found any. Thence he proceeded to Three final! 
Iflands, lying in a Triangle, and lay there. They went on, taking 
Draughts of the Lands, and being before a very craggy Country, the In- 
dian who had never ceas'd ihedding Tears, throwing iff a Shirt they had 
put him on, leap'd over-board, and fwam away. They held on their Way,, 
ciuite weary of feeing fo many Iflands, containing ftrange Productions of 
Nature, but without any Inhabitants. Only in one of them, which they 
call'd, The Cleft Rock, near a deep Cave, they found much Tract of Men's- 
Feet, and the whole Skeleton of a Man or Woman. They went on thence 
with Storms through incredible Solitudes, ivhichit would be too much to 
defcribe, tho* our Defign were to treat only of this Voyage. At another 
land, where they arriv'd full of Uncertainty, as it were by Accident, 
in the Bay they call'd, Our Lady of Guadalupe, thinking to difcover whe- 
iV'u v\ X ^ tx one Channel ran to 1 * ie ^"j an< * another to the North ; they faw a 
- i agw. p¡ ra g UÍ , t being a Veflel made of Planks put together, without $. ny Sides, 
, andfometimes of Ruines, and of Calabajhcs, and properly a Float, coming 

along on the Water, and in it five Indians, who getting to the Shore, left 
the Piragua, and ran up a Mountain in a Conflernation, The Pilot went 
into the Piragua, with four Soldiers, and the Boat proceeded further. 
Coming to another Point, where they thought there were more People, 
4 Cottage they only flund a low round Cottage, made of Poles,, and cover'd with 
and what broad Barks of Trees, and the Skins of Sea- Wolves. In it were HtiJe 
in it. Baskets, Sheli-Fifh, fmall Nets, and Bones for Sticking of Fííh, like Harp- 

ing Irons, and Scrips full of that Red Earth wherewith they dye their 
Bodies, infiead of Cloaths. This is all the Gayity and Habit they ufe, 
inflead of the Gold and Silks worn in the Courts of Princes. Sarmiento 
left the Piragua', and return'd to the Shirs with only the Boat, becaufe his 
Provifions were fpent. In this fmall Vefiei, and a Brigantine, he found 
newly built by his Company, whilft they were viewing thofe moil defart 
Iflands, with the Advice of the Vice-Admiral, he went from the Red 
Harhour, and finding no other fafe for the Ships, return'd to the fame. 
Then in the Boat call'd Nuejlra Señora de Guia, or Our Lady of the Guide, 
he went, away to make Tryal of the Mouth which appear'd to the Eafl- 
Snoif of ward under a mighty long Ridge of Snowy Mountains, fo various, that 
feveral tW i* aw ^ ume Tops cover'd with white, others with blew, and others 
Colours. with black Snow. Sarmiento calls that the Continent. There is no Num- 
ber of the Iflands he took Pofleffion of, and thofe he difcover'd, being in- 
acccffible in other ArchiJ>elagos 3 from the Top of a Mountain riling above 
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thole about it, and cover'd with blew Snow, which be compares to the 
Colour of the Turky Stones. This Height he czWáAnno Nuevo, that is, Abv 
Tear, becaufe he found it on the firft Day of the Year, 1 580. He left m 
Saints Ñame, or the Refemblance of any natural Thing, but what he ap- 
ply d to diftinguifh thole Iflands he toiTch'd at, creeling CroíTes on them all, 
and writing as hedid in the firft. He faw Men, only in thefe here mention 'd. 

He ran again in his Eoat through th.ofe Seas, where Nature feem'd to fet 
up new Iflands every Day; and Anchot'din a Harbour, where, among ¿"armien- 
cther Precautions for Navigation, he drew a Meridian Line on the Earth, toV Indn- 
and mark'd the Magnetick Needles, refreihing them by touching t again, fit). 
becaufe they had receiv'd fome Damage by the Storms and Damps. How 
■weak a Guide have Men for mighty Enterprises ! He profecuted his Dis- 
covery of little íilandü, and taking PolTeifion ; and obferv'd an Ecüpfe for the 
Benefit of Navigation, in the Port óf Mifericordia,or Mercy ^s he nam'd it. 
The Vice- Admiral not coming to him, he fuppos'd he was return'd to 
Lima, however he waited for him ten Days, and five more in another newly 
difcover'd,and call'd, Nuejlra Señora de la Candelaria, or Our Lady of Can" 
dlemae, three Leagues from the other. This Time having been agreed upon 
between them to expect one another, which when expir'd,each was to make 
the bell of his Way into Spain \ Sarmiento being pofitive, contrary to the 
Opinion of the Pilots, that there was the Streight ot-Magellah. 

On St. ¿gneis Day he Anchor'd at the Ifland which forms that Harbour, 
for which Reafon he gave it that Saint's Name. From the Ridge of a 
Hill, which hangs bending like a Bow overa River, he ^erceiv'd five Na- 
tive Indians, who with Cries and Signs defired him to come to them ; 
the, Spaniards anfwering them in the fame Manner, the Indians held up a Indians by 
white Scarf, and ourMenanother. When they were come down to the Signs Jbo& 
Shore, they feem'd to requefr. they would draw near. Sarmiento fent r^f Drake 
them his Enfign, and the Pilot Ferdinand Monfo % with only four Men, that yafs'dthat 
they might riot fear; however they durit not come near tlie Boat. One ¡¡p a y\ 
t>f our Men went aíhore, and yet they would not truft him, yet drawing 
rearer becaufe he was alone, he gave them Cbaquirax, that is, Glafs-Beads, 
Hawks-Bells, Combs, Ear-Rings, and Hempen-Cloth. Obferve what 
mighty Defigns were couch'd under thofe Childifih Gifts. Then the En- 
fign and Pilot came aíhore, cheriíhing and giving them other Toys, and 
ihow'd them what every Thing was for, by applying it to the Ufe be- 
fore them. This pleasM them estreamly, as did forhe little Linnen Flags, 
or Eannors, our Men carry'd, made of narrow Slips of French Linnen, 
Canvas, and Silefia Cloth. This made Sarmiento judge that they had be- 
fore feen Europeans, and the/, without being ask'd, fignify'd by intelli- 
gible Tokens, that two Ships like ours had pafs'd that Way, or wore 
1H11 thereabouts, pointing to the South Eafr, and in them bearded Men,, 
clad and afm'd after the farce Manner. This was the firft Intelligence 
they found of the Englijb Ships under Drake. The Indians with fouling 
Countenances promis'd to come again. They went up the Land, and our 
Men aboard the Ship, which not being far off, Sarmiento came aíhore to 
take PoiTeflion, with the ufual Religious and Civil Ceremony. 

The next Day the Enfign and Ferdinand Alonfa were with fix Soldiers by 

break of Day in the Harbour, carrying a considerable Quantity of Toys, to 
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Soaniardi § ain lnd Affections of the Natives, whocame alio; but would not draw 

ca'ch three " ear OUr Men ' Thcy 1Tiade lhe fame Si K ni th ^ had the Da V lefore - The 
Indians Spamardt to be better inform 'd of what Courfe the Engl'tfi Steer'd, ran at 
the Indians, and toL-k three of them, every two Soldiers holding one of them 
and tho' they gave our Men many Blows and Bang?, flruggling to get loofe* 
they could not prevail, and yet were very ilrong. The Spaniards put up all 
that they might get them to the Ship, where Sarmiento receiv'd, and treat- 
ed them Court o ,ily. They Eat and Drank, and Kindrtefs Co far prevail *d 
that they laid slide all Fear, and Laugh'd. Being lhow*d the narrow Slips 
of Li nne n, thty pointed wi;h their Hands to a Bay, where the Ships had 
Anchor'd, with the bearded People, who had Arrows, and Partelans. One 
of them fhow'd two, and another one Wound they had receiv'd fighting 
againft the Men of that Fleet. 
Vice- Ad- The Vice- Admiral was now gone back to Chile y and among other Accí- 
miral re- dents wriicn happeu'd in his Return,he was wont to tell.that being come to 
turns to ttie ^and Mochare fent his Boat thither to ask lome Ripply of Provifions 
Chile. an< * underftanding how Friendly they behav'd themfelves towards Drake] 
and that the Hatred thofe People bear the Spaniards might be an Obftacle to 
him, his Meflengers, by Order, conceal'd their being fuch, pretending they 
were Lutherans. The Iflanders gave Credit to the Fiction, being defirous- 
He de- to gain Friends, for preferving of their Liberty. Accordingly they fent them 
reives the Fleih, Bread, and Fruir, with a Letter, in anfwer to theirs, the Superfcrip- 
Indians. tion thereof in Englijb run thus, To the very Magnificent Lords, the Luthe- 
rans, in the South Sea. Our Men anfwer'd, That fince they jiad fuppliedt 
them with fuch plenty of Provifions, they defir'd tley would come and par- 
take. About 50 of the Prime Cactyies accepted of the Invitation, and came 
very Joyfully, in a Canos, to our Ship. No fooner were they Aboard, than 
the Vice-Admiral, not regarding their Complaints, gave order to loofe the 
Sails, which were ready, and carry'd them away Prisoners to Chile. Some 
things that befell him, might juftify his deferting his Superior, but they 
muft be left to thofe who write a particular Hiilory of thofe Actions, 
Sormiento To «turn to Sarmiento. In the aforefaid Port oí Candelaria, or Candle- 
prtfid to ma fi* the Pilots prefs'd him hard, with Intreaties and Proteflations, to do 
go hack, as his Vice- Admiral had done, reprefenting how much his Men were har- 
rafs'd, and his Ship difabled, and that he had done more than all the Dif- 
coverers before him. That they wanted Anchors, Cables, and Rigging- 
that the "W inds oppos'd him, v/ithout which it was imprint le to proceed! 
This was a Dangerous Tryal, becaufe amidil the Complaints, and almoit 
Threats of the Pilots, there was a mixture of Flattery, commending him 
r for that 110 other Ditcoverer had ventur'd fo far^ fo that Sarmiento was no 
lie k rejo- j e f s moy'd by their Praifes than by their Anger. However he bore up 
iute, and againil borh,and feverely check'd the Pilots: "Who knows but he might 
¿oes en. conceal the fame Fears they urg'd ? And in fhort, he appear'd fo Refolute 
againft all they could fay, that he brought them to his Beck. He faii'd thence 
keeping the Channel,and aboutaLeague to the South-Eafl,tne Jndiansíhow'd 
him the way the Bearded Men took, of whom, after killing many, they, as 
was afterwards known, fav'd one Catherine^ and a Boy, both Engtijb^ who 
account of ilili liv'd among thofe wild Beails, which they were more like than Ratio- 
Drake'i nal Creatures. Somewhat farther in another liland, which the Indian* 
Pr.p.ge. faid was call'd VuchachaUgua, full of extraordinary high grey Rocks, the 
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hearded Men again fought the Natives without Succefs. They went on to 
another Ifland Nain'd Capitloilgua, on the Coaft call'd Cayrayxaxiilgna* 
Sarmiento did not change the Ancient Names of Countries, when he could 
learn them. They were fuffieiently difmay'd in the next they came ar, 
thinking they were Imbay'd ; but prefently after they took Heart again, at 
the Sight of the Channel, which begins at the Month caird Xaultcgua.znd 
it widen'd, bringing them out to a moft (pacious Sea, lull of thouiands of 
Iflands. Palling by, in Si^ht oi" one of them, they perceiv'd high Smokes; 
and the Captive Indians began to Weep, and they law it was tor Fear of 
the Natives, exprefling that they were Giants, and fought defperateiy. Our 
Men encourag'd them, giving them to under fland that they fhould be able 
to deal with thofe People. They went aihore on that Country, which is 
calFd linquichifgua. Sarmiento alter'd it, in Honour of the Crofs he Several 
eiefled there, calling it, the Ifland of the Crofs. There he faw Abundance Ijtznds. 
of Whales, Wolves, and other Sea-Monfters, and great Clods of Snow, on 
the Waves. He made ready his Cannon, and fmall Arms, providing 
againft both Pirates and Natives, for he expected' to find the Englijb pofief- 
fed of the Land. From that Time he ítood upon his Guard, and no Man 
quitted his Arms. They went on to a third Ifland, which is the biggeft, 
heard Humane Voices, and faw fome Piraguas, with the People that cry'd 
out, who were eroding from one Ifland to another. _ Our Men drew near 
in the Boat to take a View, and all of them put into a clean Harbour, 
whence they difcovet'd a Town, not Barbarous, but Decent and Lofiy, like 
ours in Eurofe, and abundance of People, who having funk the Piraguas 9 Populous 
and ¿landing on the Mountains, with their Arms in their Hands, calT'd to Ijlands. 
our Men from a Wood, to Land, as ours did them to draw near the Sea. 
Among the Trees appear'd many more of thofe Iflanders, with Bows and 
Arrows, as if they intended to tall on. This made our Mendifcharge fome 
Muskets at them, the Noife whereof fo terrify'd the Indian Women, that 
they fet up hideous Shrisks, and therefore the Spaniards forbore Firing, 
for fear of lofing all hopes cf gaining their Affections. By this time the 
Ship which had been Cruizing up and down, came into the Harbour. 
Sarmiento made a Gun ready, and the Boat came Aboard, Towing a Pira- 
gua after it. Having writ the Inflrument of Pofleffion, tho'he had nor 
mquir'd into the Government of the Inhabitants of that great Town, he 
Landed on the Shore, whence is difcover'd a vafl high Mountain, all white 
with aged Snow, andencomp3fs*d with Rocks. Ancient Relations call'd 
it Orhnrtfs Bell, he being one oí Magellan** Companions. He SaiPd on 
to 54 Degrees Latitude, at the Point he call'd ofS.Ifidoms,. Near to it the 
Natives call'd out to him, and coming up to our Men, Embraced them fa- Tra&a&/e 
miliarly. Sarmiento, beíides Hawks- Be Is, and other Toys, fent them Bisket Indians, 
and Fleih from the Ships. They fat down toConverfe, by Signs, with the 
F.nflgn, the Pilot, and Eight other Chriflians, iigniiyjng, that they were 
pleas'd with their Friendfhip-, and thofe rich Gifts ; and gave fuch confufe 
Tokens of the Englijb having pafsM that way, as the others had done 
Then they returned to their Huts, and the Admiral having taken Poffeffit n, 
and found the Latitude to be 5? Degrees, and 40 Minutes, advane'd in fight 
of the Coafl, which eight Leagues from thence lies flat with the Sea, and 
forms a Shore of white Sand. Before he came to it he Difcover'd a pro- 
digious high burning Mountain, cover'd with Snow 5 where the Fire and 
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the Snow íéem, out of natural Courtefy, to Refloat one another, and to 
confine within themfelves their Force, and Effeils ; for neither is the one 
Quench'd, nor the other Melted by their near Neighbourhood. The Chan- 
nel carry 'd him to the Point he call'd of S. Anne, in 53 Degrees and a half 
cf Latitude. He took poffeffion,and rais'd a heap of Scones, at the Foot of 
aCrofs, and left a Letter written with Charcole-Duft, which he thought 
incorruptible, in the Shards of an Earthen VeiTel, well Pitch'd, among thofe 
Stones. In it he declared to all Nations, That thofe Lands and Seas be- 
longed to the King of Spain, and by what Title he held them. In the fame 
Letter, he left Orders for his Vice- Admiral, to return to Peru, and give 
the Viceroy an Account of all that happen'd,till they difcover'd the Streight. 
imiian/Vc- The Ship lieer'd off with the Ebb, and the Itdianl when it was gone came 
(cnts. -down with their Wives and Children, and a Prefent of great pieces of Sea 
Wolves, (linking Meat, Sea Foul, call'd Minnas, which are White and 
Yellowilh, Mmtina, a fort of Fruit like Chetries, and bits of Flint, bot'd 
through and Painted, in a fmall Box of Gold and Silver. Being ask'd, 
ivhat that was for, and they anfwering, To jlrike Fire, one of them took 
fome Feathers he brought, and with thein lighted ir, as if it were Tinder. 
A little before, when our Men made a Fire to melt the Pitch, for fecuring 
the Veffel the Letter was in, which was left ftopp'd at the Foot of the 
Crofs, the F'lame fpread upon the Mountain, and rais'd a Smoke. The In" 
dians believing they were Fires made by thofe fomuch dreaded Enemies of 
theirs, went away-and could not be ftopp'd by any means ; nor was their 
Fear groundlefs, for they anfwer'd immediatly in the oppofite Illand, with 
great Smokes. The River which falls into the Sea at the Point Sarmiento 
call'd S. Join's; and the Streight dividing thefe Iflands, which is the ve- 
ry Old one of Magellan, look'd and fought after with fo much Danger, he 
•itam'd of The Mother cf Coil, changing its firft Appellation, that through 
this Devotion The may obtain of her Son the Salvation of thofe nuraberlefs 
Provinces, extending the Voice of his Gofpel to them, that it might reach 
the Ears of fo many Souls,mofl of which are Ignorant of their own Immor- 
tality, without knowing any more than common Nature has taught them: 
Tofejmn Sarmiento was fo well pleasM with having thus exprefs'd his Devotion, 
telen, thatwhenhe returu'd toi/j;»,hc intreatedthe King, to direír that Streight 
to be generally fo call'd, and his Majeures Orders. The Poffeffion of this 
ib remarkable Place was taken with extraordinary Joy, inferring in the 
Inflrument the Claufe of Popt Alexander theoth'sBull, the Title that gives 
the Kings of Caflile, and the Limits affigned by the Line he drew through 
both the Poles of the World, as Gods Vicar. F. Guairamiro faid Mafs, 
and they all heard it devoutly-, conlidering it was the firft offer'd up in 
that Place by Man to his Creator. It was intended as a Tbankfgiving, and 
they all took Courage to undertake any difficult Enterprize. They faw the 
Track of Tigers, and Lions, and alfo White and Grey Parrots, with Red 
Heads ; and they heard the fweet Notes of Goldfinches, and other Wilis. 
Holding on their Courfe along the Channel, with exceffive hot Weather, 
they came iuto a Bay, that was cover'd with white Weeds, and Anchor'd 
at the Point, on which a Company of Giants immediatly appear'd, who 
rsü'd out to them, lifting up their Hands Cnarm'd ; cur Men imitated 
their Actions, which denoted Peace on both fides. They being come to 
1 ¡'? i»r, which was Guarded by ten Musketeers, the En%n hsp'd Aihort, 
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with tour others. The Giants made Signs to him to lay down his 'Leading- 
Staff, and then they withdrew, to the place where they had hid their 
Eows and Arrowy. The E 11 fig 11 did as tfceydireflcd, and then ihew'd them 
the- Toys and Gifts he defignSi for them. This withheld them, but il ill 
r'ney were jealous, wherefore our Men fuppoftng their jealoufy proceeded 
from what they had fuffer'd before, and guefiing they had receiv'd fome JGimf 
dammage from the Evglifi Pyrate, to be the better enform'd of it, ten of r a ¡. en 
our Men fell upen one of the Giants, whom they took ; but had enough to * 

do to fecure him. The others running to their Arms, return'd lb quick 
upon the Spaniards^ that they had fcarce time to get into their Boat. They 
fiiot their Arrows, which flying thick, and our Men taking cate to avoid 
them, they dropt two Muskets. The Steward oF the Ship was fhot in the 
Eye with an Arrow. The Indian they took was a Giant even among the 
other Giants, and the Relation fays, he look'd to them like one of the Cy- 
clops. Other Relations allure us, each of thefe Giants is above three 
Yards high, and they are proportionably fpread and brawny. Being 
brought into the Ship, he was extraordinary melancholy, and tho' they 
offerd him the beit they had to Eat, he would take nothing all that Day. 
They fef Sail, crofEng Channels, and paflirtg by Iflands, in moil of which 
they faluted them with Smokes. In the nSrroweft Part, which they call'd 
oiOur Lady of Grace , through xvhich they muil pafs of Neceifity, and is Otfar 
in yj Degrees and a half Latitude, Sarmiento was of Opinion, Forts might Indians. 
te ereftedon the two Capes to fecure the Paffage. They made haite thro* 
it, and again faw the Natives on another Point of Land, calling out, and 
ibaking their Cloaks, or Woolly Blankets. Sarmiento went to them with 
eighteen Soldiers, Only four Indians appear'd with Bows and Arrows, and 
making Signs of Peace with their Hands, faid, Xiitotc, which, as was after- 
wards known, figiiifies Brothers. They polled themfelves on a rifing 
Ground, and when the Spaniards were landed, made Signs to them for one 
of our Men to come to them. One went unarmed, with fome Gifts, as 
Glafs-Beads,Hawks-BeIsandCombs,which they receiv'd pointing to him to 
go down again. He did fo, and the Enfign went up in his ilead, obliging 
them with other Prefents. They accepted of thera, and yet neither they, 
nor any Courtefie could difpel their Jealoufíe. Sarmiento left them, to 
avoid provoking them, and going up the Mountain another way, to view 
the Ridgej Plains, and Channels, the four Archers appear'd before him, 
and without any Provocation receive, but on the contrary after receiving 
the aforefaid Gifts, they furioufly ahaulted our Men, wounding the Gene- 
ral with two Arrows in the Side, and betwixt his Eyes; and another Sol- 
dier had an Eye put out. The reft of the Spaniards covering themfelves 
with their Bucklers ran at them, but the Giants fled up the Country To 
fwiftly, that a Mufket Ball would fcare over-take them. This Anion 
feems to verifie the Cowardice the Authors of Fabulous Books, commonly 
call'd Romances, afcribe to their Giants. Sarmiento view'd the Land, call'd 
it Nueftra Señora del VaHe s or Our Lady of the Vale, difcovering betwixt 
two fpacious Ridges, fome delightful Plains, numerous Towns, lofty Build- 
ings, Towers and Pinacles, and to his Thought f.imptuous Temples of fo 
Majeftick an Appearance, that he fcarce believ'd his own Eyes, and judgM 
it en imaginary City. 

The End of the Third Book 
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BOOK. IV. 

THESE Endeavours us'd by Spain to ftut out the Monrters of 
Heiefy, difpell'd the Dread fpread abroad by Drake, and his 
Example in the North and South Seas. And fince his com- 
ing lo Témate, oblig'd us to write all thefc Particulars, we 
could nor, once they began to have -any Place in this Relation 
forbear maling it perfect by delivering the Succefs of them. A complcat 
Hiftory is the Witnefs of Times, the Light of Truth, the Life of Memo- 
ry, and in fine the Miftrefs of Lite. Therefore, to perform the Duty in- 
cumbent on it from fuch important Employments, it is not to fpare 3ny 
-rotable Digreffions; efpecially when they deviate but little from the main 
Subject, and have fome Connexion with it. This here is due to a molt 
prudent Action of King Philip Hd. and his Miniflcrs; and (hows his Ca- 
-tholick Indignation againft Sectaries, and his Zeal for. preferving the 
Faith'ul of his Indies untainted, and improving the Difpoution in the Souls 
of Idolaters, towards drawing them to the Faith. It demonflrates how he 
compals'd the whole World by Means of his Commanders, thit he might 
introduce the faid Faith in all Corners thereof : to the Reputation of his 
"Watchlulnels in. the Service of this Millical Empire, which is now Mili- 
tant, in order to its being Triumphant. ■ Fot this Reafon it is abfolutely 
Neceffary, not to.conceal&rMfc»'o's Refolution, nor toleave him in thefe 
remote Seas, till we have brought him back toSpahi, and then we will re- 
turn jo the Molucca ¡Hands, which were in the mean while bui> about 
their own Deliruitioa. 

■ - Sarmiento 
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Sarmiento did not go up 10 the great City he dilcovei'd at a Diftancc, 
becaufe he would not depart from his Ship, to which he return'd, leaving 
us ItiU defirous 10 be throughly fptisfi'd or fo itrange a Thing. By the 
Way he found two extraordinary Jong Cloaks, or Barbarian Blankets, 
made of Sheep-Skins with the Wooll on, and a pair of Shoes made ot raw 
Hides to bind about the Feet, which the Indians could not carry off, thro' - . 
the fearful Precipitation of their Flight, They cominu'd their Difcovery, '~"'S 
and the Wind oblig'd them to (hike over 10 the Southern Coait, five ^"■' Jt - 
Leagues difiant from Our Laiy of the Vale ; and tlm' the cold Vi wis blew, 
they found this Country more Temperate than the others. It is inhabited 
by proper People, has wild and tame Cartel, and Game, as was declar'd 
by Pbilif, fo they call'd an Indian they brought over, in Honour to King 
IMllf. It produces Cotton, a certain Sign of its being Temperate ; and 
Cinnamon, by them call'd Cal-ea. The Air is veiy ferene, and the Stars 
appear bright, fo that they are plainly to be obferv'd, lay'd down, and 
defcrib'd. Sarmiento fays it is ufeful in thofe Parts to obferve the Crazier, 
which is 50 Degrees above the jtntartick Pole, and that he made ufe of it, 
for taking of Latitudes, as we do in our Hemifphere of the North Star, Ohfervati- 
tho' with another Sort of Computation. And in Regard that the Crazier om for 
does rot ferve all the Year, he fought out anothet Polar Star, nearer to Sailor:. 
the Pale, of a (hotter Computation, but general and perpetual ; and he 
us'd fuch Induftry, that he difcover'd, and afcenain'd it by Obfervations, 
and Experiments of feveral clear Nights. He fettled the Stats in the Crozi- 
er, and two other Crazier i, and two other Polar Stan, which take a very 
Jrnall Conr.pafs ; this he did for the common Benefit of curious Sailors. 
Notwithilanding all thefe Tokens, and the Incouragement of humane Cu- 
riofity, no Man has ever gone to thofe Towns, which had fuch promifing 
Signs of Civility ; tho' thofe rude Giants did not feem to confirm thole 
Appearances of a well-fettled Country. Sarmiento ran along the Streight, 
never ceafmgto found, and lay it down till he came to a Cape, lie call'd Sarmiento 
Of the HolyGhoft, from which to that of the Virgin Mary, there are no "'"" '""> 
Leagues.frnm the South to the North Sea. Here they began to order their t! " North 
Courfe with due Difference. They faw Whales, and on the Shores, *"• 
Thickets of feveral unknown Plants. They ran thro' Storms and Dan- 
gers, furprfeing even to fuch experienced Sailors as they were. They all 
vow'd Offerings to Churches, Alms, and Pilgrimages to Places cf Devo- 
tion in Spain, with other foiemn Etagagcments, on which fearful Mortals 
in Danger, devoutly ground and encourage their Hopes. The Trapea 
ceas'd, and on the lyth of March, about Midnight, Sarmiento faw alow 
white Rainbow, oppolite to the Moon, which was moving again!! it; 
and it was occalion'd by Repercuifion of her Rays, which ¡"ell bv Refracti- 
on en the oppofite Clouds. He fays, That neither he nor any other Per- 
fon, everfaw, heard, or read of the like; but by his good Leave, in JI- 
'"'"* I'effttfrti's Epitome of Voyages, we read that the fame happen'd in 
« 1 • ,i0 '> '" ths! fame ?'«*> wher e both of them taking the Sun's 
Altitude, they found him in 2; Üegrees large, which is as good as 15 
Leagues. This Day they were within the Tropick of Capricoi 11. Pro- 
ceeding foiward, they loft their Reckoning, and the Hopes of recovering 
it, for Want of .Mathematical Infltuments ; but on the firit of ¿frit, 
N 1 ¡So. 
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1580, at Night, they difcover'd, and obferv'd the Polar-Star of the 
.j Triangle in zi Degrees ; and on the icih of the fame Month, they law the 

thllñ i Ifknd of the Jf tension, at eight Leagues Diiiance. They anchor U there, 
Afc/ i f° und Water, atid law ¡everal CiofTes, erected by fome lortugitifes, who 
Aicenuon. ¿ n tlHJr VVay xo India, were caft away there by a Storm, and the i-iving, 
out of Devotion, fet them up on the Graves of thole that dy'd. On one or" 
them they found a Board nail'd, with this I inscription, Don John de CafieJ 
Rodrigro, Commodore, arrived here with five India Ships, on the ij/¿ f 
May,iyj6, Near to it, Sarmiento fet up another, as a Memorial, that 
the firft Ship coming from Per», touch d there, having pais'd thro* the 
S.reight from the South to the North-Sea, on the King's Account, with 
the Occafion of his Voyage. This Iiland abounds in Sharks, which are 
Sea-Monfters, Fiih, and a Sort of fuch greedy and troublefome Fowl, that 
Ravenous they make at whatsoever they fee. They took the Enfigns Hat off his 
Birds, Head, to fnatch away a Letter he had ftuck in it. He fav'd his Hat, by 
dapping up his Hand immediately, but loft the Letter, which they pulJ'd 
away by Force ; and afterwards they faw a Fray in the Air, the others 
endeavouring to take it from that Harpy, which íirft fnatch'd it away. 
Thii Wand lies iu 7 Degrees and a half oí South Latitude, and it is ve- 
ry obferveable, that tho* the Spaniards were very attentive to their Com- 
pafs, and took fo many Precautions for their Security, yet fuch was the 
Force of the feveral Currents, that when they thought they were tfo 
Leagues from Pernamhuco Eaft and Weft, at the River of Virtues , on the 
Coaft of Brazil^ they found theaifelves 400 Leagues to the Eaftward ; 16 
that the Currents deceiv'd, and drove them 540 Leagues from the Point 
they had fettled by the Degree of Latitude. Sarmiento dicóurles largely 
upon this Effect, charging the Sea-Charts with Falifexd, and being ig no - 
rantly laid down. Dreadful TeinpeftsenluM, till on the 28th of Jpril, oa 
the Coafl 01 Guinea he difcover'd Sierra Liona, abounding in Gold, and 
Blacks. Then the Iflands they call of Idols, and beyond them thofe of 
Vixagaos, inhabited by ftout Black Archers, who ihoot poifon'd Arrows, 
wherewith, fuch as are wounded, prefently dye raving. On the 8th of 
May they all . ell iick on the Coaft ot Guinea, of Fevers, Lamenefs, Swel- 
lings, and Impoithumations in their Gums, which in that Country prove 
Mortal, by Reafon of the Exceffive Heat, and then for Want of "Water ; 
but Heaven rehev'd them with feafonable Rain. When they laboured 
to make the Iflands of Cabo Verde for fome Refreihment, the Winds drove 
them off. They bore up without finding Land, or any Ship, till on the 
aid of May, being in 15 Degrees 40 Minutes of North Latitude, they 
defcry'd two Sail. Sarmiento believ'd they had been Portuguefer, and was ' 
defirous to make up to ha.e them 5 but upon better Obfervation perceiv'd, 
the one was a Tall Ship, the other a Sloop, both of them French, who 
purfu'd and enJeavoui'd to get to Windward- of him. The Sloop came 
ibremoft to view our Ship, which made good its Advantage. When they 
Tight with were come in Sight of thelüand of Santiago, the French held up a Naked 
the Sword, and then ür'd fome Shot. The Spaniards anfwer'd with their 

French Muskets, which was thendone by both Sides, and feveral FrenchM&n fell, 
tho* on our Side never a Man was kill'd, but fome wounded, and then 
they fled more fwiftly than thev had purfu'd, Thofe on the Ifland beheld 
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í¡;eíi:.;:.y.*.jitnr, and thinking it had been Counterfeit, and both the Ships 
I'tn/b, they flirr'd not out to Succour either. When the Piiate was 
fjuiti fled, zCarflvtloi Mgarve arrived coining from Portugal, which dif- 
cover'd the Pirate's Name, and Strength ; declaring he had 85 Men in the 
Ship, and 25 in the Sloop, and among them a Porivgttefe Pilot. That he 
had plundered four other Ship5, and the faidCura^W, at Cape BLmco t on 
the Coafl of JTriek ; and at the Ifland of May, not tar from Santiago, had 
funk another Caravel, belonging to the Royal Navy, which was failing 
for Brazil, in order to People Paraguay ; where the Englifi) had of late 
Years built Towns, intermarrying with, and being attracted by the Love, 
and Children they had by üietapuyer Indian Women. 

. 5ir"wí«i/o Landed at Caío Ferie, the Cullom-Koufe of which City yearly Sarmiento 
is worth to the King iocooo Ducats. There are always in it locco Blacks, at q~u q 
foecaufe of the fettled Trade for them. Before he Anchor 'd, the re came Boats y eri ? e 
from the Shore, to view his Ship, and 'he telling them, he came from Peru, 
through the Streights of Magellan, they were amaz'd. They return'd to 
give an Account to their Governor Gafpar de Jndrade, and told him, That 
thofe that came in the Ship, were Men of fcveral Shapes, Deform'd, and 
IlJ-look'd, and others with Jong tangled Hair and Locks. Thefe were fome 
Indians of Peru and Chile. As for the Reft Sarmiento has thefe Words, 
As to our being Ilt-look'd, they did not wrong us ; for hefides that we had 
no effeminate Countenances, the Powder and Sweat of our Volleys of fntall 
Shot, a tittle before, had not fet us off to any advantage ; and, in Jl/ort, 
we had more mina to fome Water than to look like Beaut. However, neither 
he nor bis Men went Afhore, till they had fatisfy'd a Pratick Mailer that 
none of them were infected with the Plague. The next Day they Landed 
bare- Foot» in Pr oceffion, with Crofles, and Images, repairing to the Chujch 
of our Lady of the Rofary, where they gave Thanks, Alms, and other effects 
of their Vows, with extraordinary Joy ; for every Storm is fo much Ho- 
nour, when recounted in fa'e Harbour. They Confefs'd, and receive the 
Blefled Sacrament at a Mafs they had Vow'd to caufc to be faid. The 
Governor, Don Bartholomew Leytao, Entertaiti'd, and made much of them, 
tho' at firft he would not believe they had pafsM the Sireight. The Sick 
were Cured, and the Ship and Boat which wets much íhatt r'd, re-fitted. 
The main Defign of tiüs Voyage, which was to Fight Drake, and provide 
the proper Defence agaíníl the Defigns of the Enemy, had not been com- 



the common Shelter of Robbers 5 He redoubled his Watchful nefs, and went 
on to get Intelligence of the Englijh, as well thofe that pafs'd the Streight 
with Drake, as of thofe new Planters in Brazil, or Paraguay ; as alfo of 
the Inclination of the Subjects of the Crown of Portugal, to fubmit to 
King Philip, or Don Antony. A Filotof Algarve inform'd him, That the InteVi- 
Year before, betwixt Jyamonte and Tavira, two EngHJb Merchants, fpes- g ence / je 
kingofthe/nii/Vf, allured him, that Drake was gone thro' into the South rcceji-a 
&<r; .and by the Time, the News agreed with what the Indians of the 
Streight had fignify 'd to him by Signs 5 and that he arriv*d fafe in England, 
with two Ships fraught with Gold and Silver of that notable Robbery, 
N 2 which 
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which he prefented V3 the Queen. See fitted out five other. Ships, with 
three Years Piovilion, to return to the Streights of Magellan, to feek out 
thofe that had been loft there ; and Drake eight more. That the rlrtt five 
were already gone in VeeewKhÜ. Thit the Merchants had entrufled him- 
with that Secfer,taking him for a Portugucfe, and who, as fuch, would not 
difeover it to the Spaniards. By the French he was informed, That as foon 
as they had brought off fome Ships with Blacks from Cafiro Vedre, they 
would go over to the Ifland Margarita, and thence to the North-ward, 
from the Ifland of Santo Domingo to Yaguana, whence they came not above 
four Months fince, Loaded with Hides, and Sugar. That they had kill'd 
Captain Barbudo, in the Ifland Margarita^ in Revenge for the Evglijb he 
had flain. That having taken the Governor of Brazil, they again fet him. 
■« Liberty. That all their Pilots are Portuguefe?. He was alio told by o- 
thers who came from thence, and by Captains of Reputation, who were 
Engliih in returning thither, that in the Bay of Paraguay, near Rio dt "Janeyro, which 
Paraguay, is in i r Degrees,^ Minutes South Latitude, there had been for eight Years- 
Jaft pail, Colonies of Englijb among the Tapujen ; with whom for the 
three Jail Years, the Portuguese were at War, and had kül'd moil of them.. 
That it is fuppos'd the Natives, who are Man-Eaters, had devour'd moit 
of thofe that fled up the Country. He pick'd up other Intelligence from 
England, concerning their Navies, their Colonies in thofe Parts, and De- 
fignof Ufurping the Molucca Iflands with all their Strength, and to render 
themlelves Invincible Mailers of the Spice. They difpatch'd a Boat, with 
thefe Advices to the Viceroy of Peru ; for Sarmiento could not return him» 
felf by the way of Brazil and Paraguay, becaufe the force of the Currents 
had drove him away into rhe Main Sea, Eafl>ward. Before his Departure, 
Sarmiento ^ e caus>£i his Enfign to be Strangled, as a Tray tor to his King, to the Dif- 
S'ravele: honour oS his Pofl, and an Obftrucíor of the Difcovery. Two other Sol-

Thofe 
continue, and feven more broke out, calling forth as many Rivulets of Li- 
quid Ffre ; one of which ran round an Hermitage, and nine Men running 
to fave force Bee-Hives from being burnt, another Mouth open'd, which 
iwallow'd feven of them, and fing'd the other two. So much A flies fell 
like Rain upon the Earth, that it was cover'd a Span deep) and in íhort, alt

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the Iflai.d was on Fire Sarmiento held on his Courfe, and on the 1 8th of 

June, arriv'd at the City Jvgra, on the Ulaiid Tercera^ the Chief of the 

Mores, where alfo came in a Ship from the Town of Bervambueo, and 

another from Baya de todos cf Santos, in Brazil. Thele being aiVd, What 

they knew of the Englifi', afiur'd him, That in November lift pall there 

came five White Men, with fifteen Indians, who were going to Jjlect, and g ome £ 

the Vortvgufe Towns by Land ; and going along the Shore, they on a fud- \ifai n % X9lm 

derr¡ at Rio de las Cuentas, lighted upon an Evglijh Sloop. Seven of the ^ 

Men were ¿fhore drying their Sails, and as foon as they faw the Travellers 

they fled. .The Tortugitefe perfifted purfuing them; but the Evglijb letting 

fly fome Arrows, held on their Flight, two of them up the Mountain, and 

the other five along the Coaft, till they got into the Stop. They cut their ' 

Cables, and left behind them two large Carriages for Guns. 

The Travellers defir*d them to come afliore, and offer'd them Mear, and 
all other Neceifaries, alluring them they meant no Harm. They anfwei'd, 
they would not come, and íhow'd Muíkets, Crofs-bows and Pikes, pointing 
a fmall Gun, to fire at them. It was then Ebb, and they departed fix Lea- 
gues from thence, to fail near the River de las Cuentas. That at the Iiland 
Cape, qvcr-againit Camamu, another Portvgvefe Ship, that knew nothing of 
this Sloop, lighted on it, when there were only three EngHJb Men left in 
her, the reft being kilFd afliore, with Arrows by the Native;. In fhorf, 
the Sloop was caft away, five Men of it being taken, who declard, that it ^Englifh 
came with a Squadron often Ships, in which a certain great Englifiman Sauadton. 
pafs'd ths Streights of Magellan. That they return'd thence Coafling a- 
long, to plant a Colony in the moil convenient Place for their Purpofe, the 
Admiral having 500 Men aboard for that End. Four Hundred of them 
were Soldiers, the reft Seamen, and other Mechanicks. That all this Squa- 
dron Anchored in anlfland of Ca'mbals,or Man-Eaters, and a Storm rifing, 
nine of them fail'd away, but the Admiral not being able to get from her -. . ,, . 
Anchors time enough, was Caft away, none being fav d but thofe that caret ' „ '" 
in the Sloop.and they efcap'd by being then gone to Water. One of thefe ™1 J 
five was ;y Years of Age, and an able Mathematitian. He aftirm'd, That '" 
thofe who efcapM the Storm, would foon return to the Coaft of Brazil, 
with a numerous Fleet. Among other Particulars, he told them, that they 
found an Infcription with the King of Spain's Arms, in that pait of the 
Iiland Cananca, where they were, which their Commander in chief took 
away, and fet up in the Place of it another, with thofe of England, Be- 
fides all this, three of thofe Ships that efcap'd the Storm, coming before 
the Portvgvefe Town úf Rio de Janeho,to make the Cape, and find out the 
other fix, the Governcr of that Place, fent out four Canoes to take Cogni- 
fance of them, which on a fudden fell in with another Long-Boat belong- 
ging to the Ettglijb, who, as fcon as they fpy'd the Canoes, made away, but 
could not do it fo faft as to fave all. They took Thtee, and the Governor 
fent them to Sabia ; but the Ships made away with all their Sails. The . 
Prifoners own'd, That in cafe they met with their Ships at the Cape, they Englifh at 
were refolv'd to go to Parayba, or Pemavibuco. In other Relpefts they a- Brazil, 
greed with the Account given by thofe in the Sloop.

at Guaha h a Town two Leagues diitant from that City, with fix Men in 
it, two whereof, and a Black were fav'd. It appear M there had been ;oo 
Men in the Ship, and much Wealth, which was thrown into the Sea, du- 
ring the Storm. That they were going to plant Colonies in India, and 
moil of the Men dy*d on the Coaft oí Guinea ; and perhaps this might be 
one of the nine Ships aforefaid. The People of Gualva drew out of the 
Sea fifteen heavy pieces of can Iron Cannon, but could not get out feveral 
others; The fifteen are of an extraordiary Magnitude, as it were for fome 
fettled Fort. To conclude, he was inrbrm'd, and Time has 11 nee verified 
it, that they were preparing in thofe Northern Parts to rob us of the Trea- 
fure of Metals, and Spice there is in thofe Countries, and in exchange to 
Introduce their Sefts. The final Succefs of both the Sponijb and the Evg- 
lijb Admirals, was that they arriv'd fafe in their refpeitive Countries, for- 
faken by the Vice-Admirals. Drake returnM to London, with an i in men fe 
Treafure, which the Queen feiz'd, ¿Hedging, That DonBarnardino de Me- 
noza, then the Spanijh Embaflador at that Court, demanded Reftirution, 
as belonging to his K. and the reft of it taken from his Subjects; but ihe ad- 
judg'dittoher ownCofers,in Recompence rbrtheDammage fuilain'd.when 
the Spaniards fupported her Rebels in Ireland, Drake was not enrich'd 
by his Robberies, nor did he gain any Reputation by his A ¿lions; but on 
the contrary he was flighted in England, either becaufe they knew what 
be did was not Honourable, or that generally a Man's own Country is 
ungrateful to him. Sarmiento departing from Angra with a fair Wind, 
difcover'd the Coaft of Spain on the jth of Jugujl, and arriv'd at Cape 
S. Vincent, M\ of Intelligence and News from fo great a Part of the World, 
and of the Defigns of feveral Nations, and the Crown of Portugal. His 
Arrival, and Account produe'd the fitting out of other Fleets, and freib 
Preparations in Spain, and in the Lidies, which extended to the Relief of 
the remoteft Parts. One of them was the Reducing of Témate, and the 
fending over one hundred Spitnijb Families, arm'd, provided and examin'd, 
as to Quality and Virtue, to be the firil Inhabitant of thofe Defarts upon 
the Streight. They carry'd Tools,, Arms, InftruAioiis, and all Neceflaries 
to fortifie the narrow Parts of it. Sarmiento went as Chief, and Gover- 
nor of thofe Dominions. This Project prov'd unfuccefsful, and in the 
general Opinion of all Men, it was through the Fault of the General Sancho 
Flores. Afterwards Sarmiento was taken, and fet at Liberty in England 
■where he had Conferences with the Queen and Drake upon this Subject, 
whence he drew Information for the Execution of greater Defigns. 
JtferHen- This Year King/fcffi? Dy'd in Portugal, when he bad Reign'd but thir- 
ty of Por- teen Months. Five Governours had the Adminiftration during the Inter- 
tugal dyes, regmnv, and were difturb'd by the Arming of Don Antonio, within the 
Kingdom, and byKing Philip's Forces already advancing into the Frontiers. 
So that neither Government could do any more than coufult about the pre- 
fent Exigencies ; which at that Time were neither perfefl Peace nor open 
War. there being Hopes that ihey would lay down their Arm.-, and joy» 
' with

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with their true Prince, whom the Por tugue fe is wont to Love, as a Father, 
rather than as a King. However there were fome Troubles, and Commo- 
tions. Prívale Difcord is an infeparable incident to all Governments, and 
that draws the Thoughts of Men after it, and is often the Original of ge- 
neral Calamities, the* it he moderated, or juflity'd by a fincere ¿eal. 

King Philip entei'd Lisbon reporting his Right by his Power, and #■ r>\¿„ 
vhiJft the other Provinces, which compofe that Monarchy in Spain, Jfrick, y ™j, e jj_ 
Jfia, and the Eajl-hidiet fubmitied to liim, he beftow'd Favours, gave Laws, ¿ Liíbca*. 
confirm 'd the 01d,ratified Priviledges,and gain'dAffeclions by his Prefence,. 
and a General PardoD, which he extended to thofe who had offended him. 
On the 15th or November T$82.,he fwore to obferve thofe Laws ellablifh'd 
by his PredeceÜbrs, and particularly by King Emanuel, as then next Heir 
to the Crowns of Spain, for himfelf and his Son, Prince Michael, whom 
God took to a better Kingdom in his Infancy. Thofe Laws were afterwards 
fwomtoby King Sebajlian, and all of them imported, that all Honours, 
Employments, Benefices, and the Management of the Revenue of the Crown, 
with all other Commands by Sea and Land, in Portugal, Jfrick, India, 
the Iflands and all other Parts already conquered, or to be conque r*d by 
that Crown, ihall be in the Hands of Natural born Portugucfei, And by 
the 24th Chapter of thefe Laws,it was eííabliíh'd, that in fitting out Fleets He Smart 
for India, or otherwife for Defence of the Kingdom, or fupprefling of Py- to main- 
rates, the King fhould take the neceíTary Meafures with the Kingdom of tain the 
Portugal, though he fhould ufe the AfTiftance of his Majefties other Domi- Laws. 
riions. They were fenfible that this favourable Law, without infringing 
the Antient Laws, made way for employing the Forces of the Crown of 
Cajlile, in the Recovery, or Prefervation of the Kingdoms of the Eaflern 
Archipelago, whereat that Time the Chriftians fuffer'd Martyrdom, with- 
out any OpFofition.. And the King for the Recovery of fernate, efpecial- 
ly confider'd the Conveniency of the Philippine Iflands, which lie more 
opportune than India j the Juflnefs of which Reflection has been confirm'd 
by the Event. 

India at this Time was govern'd by the Viceroy Fernán Tellez, to whom 
-King Philip the fecond Writ, reprefenting how favourable an Opportunity 
he had to do God good Service, to fecure the Tranquility of Chriflendom 
and fettle Peace, which ineilimable Advantages would be owing to his 
Fidelity and Care, if through them thofe Provinces fhould be united to the 
Monarchy, withoutany Trouble, by continuing Loyal, and providing that 
the Tributary Kings fhould do the fame. He put him in Mind that Ser- India /ad- 
vices become the more valuable by the furmounting of the greateft Di/fí- mits to 
culties, and gave him good Hopes of a Reward, which would have been him. 
fulfill'd, had he come home to fee the Effects of them and his Services. 
. But Fernán Tellez had no need of anyfuch Promifes,or of the Perfwaiions 
which are as good as Commands, contain'd in Letters from Miniflers of 
State, and fent with the King's Letter. Thefe being Tent over Land, came Tellez tls 
to his Hands in fix Months, and he either preferving, or gaining their Viceroy 
Affections had fo much Forecaft as to confirm the King, Princes, and San- Loyal, 
giackt, who, in thofe remote Parts, pay fubjecrion to the Crown of Portu- 
gal; before he knew any thing of the Orders fent him, or of the additio- 
nal Eilate the King was pleaa'd to confer on him. By his Amhority he 

disappointed 
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diiappoimed lome Projects of Confederacies, fet a foot for the «covering 
of their Former Liberty, hoping by the Example of the King of Témate, 
that the Revolutions in Europe might turn to their Advantage. But in 
defpight of thele Contradictions and Changes, Fern. tit Tellcz fo far prevail- 
ed, as that the Religious Mendicant?, and the Jefnitj, continued the preach- 
ing of the Gofpel, with fuch Fervour, that they defy'd even Tyranny it 
felf. The Converfions of Idolater Princes are truly and elegantly related in 
the Writings and Books of the Millions of the Society, and other Ecclefi- 
aflical Hiflories j fo that they excite, and inflame Devotion in the Breaits 
of fuch as read them. There may be feen, how the Truth was embrace, 
with all poffible Affection; how haftily, and eagerly they learn'd the 
Catechifm ; what Rejoycings the Catechumens made on the Day they 
were baptiz'd $ Queens, and Princefies worihipping the Images of Saints ; 
and fweeping the new Churches, and Chappels with their own Hands; 
with what Attention, and Exacinefs they honour'd the Ceremonies of 
the Church, and laflly, how they frequented the Sacraments, and im- 
proved in Chriilanity. 

All this was Perfecuted, and Extirpated by the King of Témate ; who 
was now fo far from enduring any neighbouring Empire, that he ilruck a 
Dread into the remoteil ; infomucb, that tho* they were all fenfible they 
Xing of ought in all good Policy to fupport the Kingdoms of Ty dors and Bachian t 
Bacnian y et tn - ev became lookers on, as it were on a Stage, to behold the AiTauiu 
¿kilVd. given, and the Cruelties acíed at the Sieges. And in the latter of them, 
whilit throughout Jm¿/í7 the Standards were difplay'd in fubmiffionto Spain, 
the King of Témate enter'd Bachiav, and prels'd on fo vigoroufly, that he 
took the Forts by main Force, and made the principal Sangiacks Prifoners. 
At the Taking of the City axJiach'ian, the King of the Ifland was flain in 
Fight, with all the Portuguefes that afliiled him ; and the Prince, his Son, 
taken, -who was then a Chriftian, but foon after, having taken an Oath of 
Fealty to the Conquerer, and Apoflatiz'd from the True Religion, he was 
miferably Reilor'd to his Kingdom, exchanging the Hopes of his Souls 
Salvation, for the Pernicious Fables of the Alcoran^ to which he has ad-, 
hear'd till this time ; tho' in Temporals he now owns the foveieign Do- 
minion of our King. The "War with the Ty dores Jailed longer, the two 
Navies lighting with indifferent Succefs, and Victory changing fide?, ac- 
Molucco cording to various Accidents. Tfcefe Princes method of making "War de- 
wcy of pends on Ambuihes, and Stratagems, where Subtilty fupplies the place of 
Fighting» Strength. It is rare that either fide is much weakned ; becaufe as fcon as 
fenfible of the others Advantage, the Weaker flyes, and referves himfelf for 
better Fortune ; nor do they look upon it as Dilhono'i rabie to fly, for in 
thofe Parts they have but rude Notions of the Laws of Honour. The laft 
Action, after they had fuflain'd the Siege with extraordinary Magnanimity, 
was a Sally made by the Portugutfe and Ty dores from the Fort, with much 
• . 1 r Order and Conduci, Attacking the Enemies Camp with fuch Bravery, that 
s¡att*e oj t j 10 « t j wv werfi ^y^jj fupenor in number, they could not Hand the Fury of 
jt* 8 llle King of Tydote. The Témales being put to Flight, imbarkM after a 
S rcaC Slaughter of their Men, and never fiopp'd till they*' carne to Taian- 
Tistes. game, fo they call the Harbour of Témale on that fide. The Tydores pur. 
lu'd, and being ¿luuVd with Victory defpis'd the Succours thefetn.uei bad 

ready 
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ready in that Place, which Addition made them renew the Fight with 
frefh Vigour, and wreii the Victory which then iuelin'd to the Tydorei . 
Thefe without breaking their Order, retii'd and imbarkM ; and hailing- 
back in their Carcoas came to Tydore, where they fortify'd themfelyes 
againft what might happen. The King of Témate rcturn'd to this City 
in Triumphant Manner, making a Show of foine Pri Toners. 

The News of the Union of Portugal to CaJIHe, was now known 
throughout all thofe Eaflern. Parts, and fo well received, that inflead of 
offering at any Oppofuion, they all joyfully fubmitted, hoping theyfnould 
be protected by a more powerful Ann, than they had been before. Njr 
werethey deceiv'd in their Expectation, for, purfuant to what the King 
had fworn at Lisbon, concerning the Fleets, for fuppreffing of Pyrates, 
and Garrifoning theCoafls of Afrlck, he granted his Royal Order, for ail 
the Cover nours of the Philippine Iflands to take Care to relieve the Mo- 
liceos, and all other the Dominions in India, . belonging to the Crown of 
Portugal, making ufe of New Sfalx, and all other Kingdoms fubject. to 
the Crown of Caftilc, there being moré conveniency for fupplying them 
from thence, than even from India. 

The King of Témate, being fenfible of the Change of Times, and how jCaVquf 
much greater Forces threatned him than before; and that he ihould not be £ m yjir a .. 
fuffer'd to reign, without fubmitting to a Superior, he grew better ad- ¿ Qf A f 
vis'd, and Cent an AmbafTador to Lisbon. The AmbafTador was Cachil spaxn, 
Nayque, xvell known for the Antiquity of his Family, and brave Actions. ^ 
Nay que fignifies a Tribune, or Commander. He embark'd with much 
-Wealth of thofe Parts, as Porcelane, Chine fe Silks, Calico's and Muflins, 
Spice, Fruit, Aromatick "Woods' and Barks, and Preferves of the fame ; 
and pafling between the Iflands ofPavgicaz and Manado, near to that of 
Celebes, keeping off from the Equinoctial, coafled it and crofs*d the Line 
again, till became to Borneo. There he vifited the King, who was at Tay- HuVayagt. 
aopuva, and delivered him Letters from his Matter, attempting by Word 
of Mouth, to unite him to the Molucco Nation againfl the Crown of 
Spain, Contenting himfelf with the firil Hopes, he pafs'd on betwixt Cre- 
viato and Burato, and crofs'd the Iflands Pttfo and Linga, ¡n fight of the 
greater Java, thence thro* the Strejght of Malaca, by the great Ones of 
Banca and Bint am, inthe'Port whereof were then the 20 Ships, which 
are Fent from Sumatra every Year, loaded with Pepper. He barter'd away 
much of what he had in his own Ship, and propos'd a general Revolt to ail 
Nations. There are two Streights there ; the one of Sincapura, fo call'd Strei^hts 
from thatCity built on the Cdaft oí Malaca ; and the other of Sabao, from /sinca- 
anliland of thitKame, and this leads %a Sumatra. Nayque fleer'd this p Ura ail d 
Courfe, and icon put into the Harbour which lies going out cf the s a bao. 
Channel. 

This great Ifland, oppofitc to Malaca, and divided from it by a Bay full 
pf Ridges, of Rocks and Shoals, and above a thoufand fmaller IJlands Sumatra 
was formerly a Pevinfuls, and contiguous to Malaca, as Sicily is faid to defcrib <*■ 
have been to Italy. Ancient Geographers call'd it Trapobana, the Mo- 
dern Sumatra. The Ancients alio call'd it, the Golden Cher [one f us ^ and 
the moft curious Searchers into Antiquity, Ofhir, whence Solomon ga- 
ther'd that vait Mafs of Treafure.. According to the Portuguefcs h is 80 
O Leagues 
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Leagues in Length, and ;o in Bresdth. ( Here feéms to be force Mi flake 
in the Author, tor the Ifland is well known to be above 80 Leagues in 
Length. ) Italian Writers fay it is 2,10c in Circumference. The Dutch, 
who have traded and made Wax there, do notcontradid it, and all agree 
« is the Iargeft in all the Eaft, and the molí dutiful we know of. It lies 
thwarting from Ncith to South, in the Torrid Zoi.e, and the Ecmnoclial 
Line cuts it in the Middle; fo that one Part falls to the Northern Hemif- 
phere, and takes upfive Degrees, and the other to the Southern, extending 
feven Degrees. This Ifland is, according to fome,divided into four King- 
doms J others fay ten, and foine 29 ; but we know uf eight, which are, 
Pedir. Pacem, Achem, Camper, Menancaho % wealthy in Gold Alines, and 
Zaude ; and up the Inland the other two of Jndragide, and Amu, the 
Natives whereof are Idolaters and Man-Ealers. They devour, not only 
Strangers, but their cwn Brothers, and Fathers. In ihort, among theie- 
barbarous People, Hunger produces the fame EfFeSs as Pailion. .The King 
ofJcbem is the mofl Powerful of them, and they all pay Homage to the 
Navcue Crown of Portugal. Nayque enter'dthe Court of Achem, attended by his 
Mrs up own Men, an( * follow'd i>y the Multitude of Chinefe, Japonefe, Malay, 
Princes to* & gT fan t and Tntkljb Merchants ; all of item flattering tfaeinfefves with 
revolt the Expectation of new Commotions. He firft worfhipp'd the King in a 
Temple, where there were monflrous Idols, notwithstanding that the Peo- 
ple are Mahometans. He had afterwards private Conferences with him at 
Court, and in a few Days brought him over to his Party, with his 
Wealth, as if he had been a poor Man. After delivering his Mailer's 
Letters, he told him, that before he went over into Europe, whether he 
was fent to difcover the Power oi Spain in its Origin, or Source, at a 
Time when it wasdiftrafled by fuch Revolutions, it was convenient that 
moil wealthy Part of Afia ihould be reitor'd to its former Condition, a 
¡Matter of no Difficulty, it" they were firmly united among themfelves. 
That none were foable to overthrow the Neighbouring Monarchy, which 
from Malaca had, as it were, fetter'd fo many Provinces, as the Kings of 
Sumatra, if they, confldering of what Moment it was to them, would 
ííand by one another. That fince he had fuccefsfully befieg'd that hateful 
City, affau!ted its Walls, and Forts, and valu*d himfelf on being an Ene- 
my to the Portuguefes, he ought not to let flip fo favourable an Opportu- 
nity, which offer'dhimcompleat Viitory. That he ihould remember the 
feveral Expeditions of the Viceroys againfl, Sumatra, and that they always 
breed up Adelantados, or Lords- Lieutenants, with their Soldiers in Pay 
sgainflthofe Kingdoms. And that fince, till then they had not been able 
to make him uneafy, it was too much Forbearance to fuffer a perpetual 
The Kin? threat ot Thraldom to fubfiit fo near him. The King of Achem, Iiflen'd 
of/eh em to hint with Satisfaction, as one, who, with all his Nation, hates the 
Árníl'ts Haughrinefs o* the Portugaefs Behaviour; yet he neither promis'd, nor 
' perform'd any more than obilrufting the Trade of Malaca, till he had 

redue'd it to Want. Nor did he keep the Secret,, for they had foon an 
Account at Malaca and Goa of thefe Contrivances. He farther promis'd s 
That whenfoever the King of Témate íhould make a greater Invafion, or 
go about to extend, or enlarge himfelf, as far as he pretended he had a 
Right, he would continue to give the Diverfwn, as far as flood with his 
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Conveniency, and that he ihould have the Liberty of his Ports, and all 
Supplies for his Ships in his Kingdom. Nayqite returned Thanks, and ex- 
tended his Negotiation, endeavouring to bring in the other Tyrants of 
Sumatra, as for the Publick Good. Then failing away through the 
Streightof Sunda, focall'd from the Name of a City in the funheil Part 
of the Province, beyond the Line ; he proceeded to the greater Java, no 
left Fertile than the other in the fame Medicinal, and Odoriferous Growth, 
at the Time when Thomas Candijh, an Englijb Commander was arriv'd 
there, coming from the North-Sea, by the Way of New Spain. 

Nayque went up the Country to viiit, and found him in a populous City, 
where he was loading Pepper, which is excellent in Java, with that King's m 

Leave, he being a Friend to the Englijb, who had already fettled a FacTory, Candiffi m 
He found him on the Banks of a River of ibch a Nature, that it prefentiy J ava ? re ~ 
converts any Wood whatfoevercaft into it into Stone, as íblid and hard fented ' 
as our Pebbles. He bore the Englifmnan Company to the Port of Sunda Ca- Nayque. 
lapa, view'd bis Ship, and made as much of him as he could. Among other 
Things he prefented him a Pavillion, artificially wove all with fweet fcen- 
ted Cloves, and not black, which was not only fit to keep out the exceffive 
Cold of England, but even to dry up oyer moifi Bodies that ilept under it. 
There is daily Experience of its atraflive Virtue at Témate, by placing 
great Veffels full of Water in the middle of the Rooms where the Cloves Clove a- 
are kept, and in the Morning they find the Heaps of Cloves damp, and the traffs Wa~ 
Vettels empty and dry. The fame Eflential Heat is in the Skeins of China terras don 
Silk, which therefore thofe who deal in it keep at a fmall Diftance from China Silk 
the water, yet they fuck it, without touching, and by this Fraud. they 
weigh the heavier. Captain John í.ofcz de Ribera carry'd fuch a Pavilliou 
of Cloves, as is above mention'd, and prefented it to the Earl of Corona, 
who was then Viceroy. Nay que, like a Flaih of Lightning which burns 
all that flandsinits way, endeavour 'd to Hit up thofe who before were 
kept peaceable by the Valour of Fernán TeUez, and to encourage the Tur- 
bulent, but without Haying to fee the effect of his Negociation, he made 
directly towards the Cape of Good-Hope, yet it is more Jikely 9 and even 
poliuve, that he went firft to Malaca, and thence in the India Ships to 
Spflin. 

^Whilft Nayqite was at Sea, the Marques de Santa Grits had in the 
Ocean fought the Fleet Commanded by Philip Strozzi, in which was Antony 
Aniony the Baftard, Pretenderlo the Crown of Portugal, and deftroy'd it, theBaJlard 
Cbaftiziog the French, who with «al, or counterfeit Cummiflions from Defeated, 
their King, had oppos'd King fíñlijfs juft Poffeffion. He arrived victori- 
ous at the Iiland of S. Michael., cut off the Heads of the French Gentle- 
men, and condemn'd the Reft to the Galleys. Strozzi dy'd of his Wounds, 
and Don Antonio efcap'd in a Boat, and return'd to Zealand,to folicite freih 
Succours in England .and France. In the mean while, ¿he King of Achem 
petform'd his Promife. His Kingdom lies next the firft Promontory of the Kingdom 
Ifland, in four Degrees and a half of North Latitude, and confequently his of Achem¡ 
Ships eafily made themfelves Mailers of all the Streight between Sumatra 
and Achem, which they fo entirely pofTefs'd,that they fuffer'd none of the 
Ships to pais to Malaca, which bruught Merchandize and Provifions from 
China, Japan, Camhoxa, nor even from the Molucca:, obliging them to 
O a Coaft 
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Coaft about fevertl Mauds, to the gr.'at Lofs of the Merchants. But the 
Portvpiefi Dealers in the City of Mir, eight Leagues from Ache;,,, lu- 
llairi'd much greater Dammage. Mull of them fled to Malaca, and tiro' 
Fernán Te'icz was then upon his Departure, he gave the neceflary Orders 
at Goa for their Relief. He funk fonts of the Enemies Snips, and took one 
loaded with Daggers, they call Crjni, made at Memnrah, and a numer- 
ous Artillery, a Thing well known, and caff in Sumatra, many Years be- 
fore the European: brought them into thofe Parts. This appears by th- 
Viitory the Portuguefes obtaiu'd over that Nation, during the Blockade 
of Malaca. 
The King of Jchem fending a Daughter to be Married to the Kin» of 
Monjlrous Zor, not far from Malaca, in the Country of Slam, among other rich Gifts 
Piece of by way of Portion, prefented him a Brafs Cannon of fuch a bignefs, that 
Cannon, the like had never been feen in Europe. This prodigious Gun, and the 
Princefs that was to be Queen of Zar, fell into the Hands of the Vortuguefti. 
The taking of this Prize, and fome others, clear'd the Sea of that Fleet • 
and that extraordinary piece of Cannon, which ferv'd to Ballait a Ship' 
was brought as a Preferí! to the King of Spain, for its Monitors Size, but 
a Stoim oblig'd them to leave it in the Iiland Tercera, where it is 'now 
feen and admir'd. The City Zor was alfo Taken by the Portugueses, and 
in it they found tsco pieces of Cannon, Artificially Caff, with curious 
Figures and Flowers of Rais'd-Work on them. The Molucca Embaflador " 
Molucco ^'"S come t0 Lisbon, obtain'd Audience of the King ; who, tho' he was 
Emhaffa- 'V'ty '"fo'f'd of the EmbalTadors Falihood, and the Practices of his Na- 
¿or at Lis- t \ on > y et S ave him a favourable Hearing, after he had ihew'd his Creden-' 
li Qlu rials to the Miniflers of State. He in a long Speech recounted, from its 

Original, the conftant Fidelity of the Molucco Kings, and how particularly 
HlsSpeeci, Remarkable ¡t had been in Sultan Aerlo, and that the wicked Commander 
' in Chief in putting him to Death, had equally wtong'd the Crown of Por- 
tugal. That fmce the Murderer was not punifh'd, to fatisfy the dead Man's 
Cliildren and Kingdoms, it might well be concluded, that fo Cruel and 
Undeferv'd an Execution had been by the Direction of fome higher Power 
than the Governor Mefauita, and that even in cafe the Crime had been 
Notorious it had been more Prudence to charge it upon fome private Perfon. 
That King Cacjiil Bahu intreated his Majefly to punilh the Offender iri 
fuch manner as might give Satisfaction, and be an Example and Security 
to all the Jfiatick Kings, that own the Dominion of Spain. In Return for 
that Favour, and Juffice, he promifed to Reflore the Fort of Témate and 
his other Kingdoms, which were Alienated, and that they would return 
to their former Subjection, as they had ptomis'd to the Governor Pereyrct 
tie la Cerda ; fo remarkably correct their Behaviour, that there ffiould be 
vifible Effeas of a Royal, and Humble Gratitude, both in refpect to his 
Majefties fervice, and the fecurity of the Garrifons, and to the Advan- 
tage of the neighbouring Provinces, belonging to other Kings, who were 
his Subjects, about Malaca, the Philippine Iilands, and Parts Adjacent. He 
alfo ingaged to Reflore theXhurches, arid Cln-iflian Religion, and much 
more than had been agreed upon with Pereyra. The King having heard 
his Requeit,as if he were ignorant that the Ternates did not deferve the fa- 
tisfaftion they teguit'd, fince they had taken it themfelves fo fully, that it 
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«"xceeded even the bounds and examples of Revenge, he Anfwer'd, That 

all thi Acceffaries to that Fail: (hould be found out, it being prw'd that The Kive"s 

ths Principal was already Dead, a':d none of them íhould efcape i'npuniih'd, Anfacr*. 

as would have Leen done by Zing ^cbajllan, had he Liv'd. That Cachil 

Jtaht muft prepare to Reilore all Things into the fame Poñurc they were 

in before, ir he intended to partake of the general Ainneily, which Met ted 

cut all paft Offences throughout the Dominions of that Crown. Nay que 

had ibme private Audience's, and Tome Milliners of State had Conferences 

with him, with a Defign to find out how the People of India weredifpos'd. „ - 

At this fame Time Don Gonzalo Ronquillo, pur riant to the Orders he *■**«£" 
had receiv'd from Spain t fent the Enfign, Francis de Dueñas, from the *r' Jena ;' i . 
Philippine Iflands, where he was Governor, to the Moluccos i to pry into \ om 
the Inclinations of the Kings, and People, Governors,and other Portugue/es V'^., 1 ^ t0 
at Témate j Tydore, and Bacliian, as to fubmitting to the King of Spain, Moluc- 
He fet out in the Habit of a Cliinefs, and was much aifiiled by his Know- cos ' 
ledge of thofe Countries, and their Languages, and much more by his bold 
Spirit, fuiriciemly try'd in thofe Wars. He artfully Learnt what Hopes 
there might be of the Recovery .of Témate, and how firm the People of 
Tydcrc flood. He firft inquired what Leagues were carrying on in the Ar- 
chipelago, what Intelligence they had with, and especled from the Northern 
Fleets, with whom they had now familiar Corre Iponde nee. He Travel] "j 
about the Iflands, like a Sangley, or Ch'mtfe, in the Janguas, or Trading The Intel- 
Veffelsof the Malay, and Philippine Merchants, and had the Opportunity Ugence he 
of viewing them all, fo far as to take the Dimenfions of ilrong Places, got, 
compute what Stores and Ammunition the Barbarians had, and difjover 
the Humours and Inclinations of the Portuguefes who Traded, or Go- 
ve-rnM there; and returning to the Philippine Iilands, his Accounr, and 
Relation, firft Encourag'd and gave Hopes that more Advantageous En- 
terprizes might be undertaken in thofe Parts, than about Malaca, tho' it 
xvere but only Supporting the Portuguefes. ana lydores, then hard prefs'd 
by the King of Témate. King P'jilip receiv'd this Intelligence at Lisbon 
whence the Molucca EmbafTador was then gone, ill fatisfy'd with the An- 
fwer he had ; but Sultan Babu, on whom the Word of fo great a Mo- 
narch, and the Authority of his Promife might perhaps have liad great Sultan Eu*- 
Effeflydy'd long before the faid EmbafTador could come to his Pretence, bu. Dies. 
Thefrnall Remains of Chrifiianity ftill left in his Kingdom, took a little 
Heart, "and had our Arms but appeared upon the Revolution causM by his 
Death, the only Noife of them might have gain'd the Victory. It is Re- 
ported that furious King Babu dy'd by the ex'cefs of his Love, cr rather of 
his inordinate Luír, in the Arms of one of his MiííreíTes, Some fay (Tie 
JtilFd him with Charms, or Poifon, which is the Tyrant-Slayer among 
thofe Nat ions,i inpatient of one Mans long Rule. He was Succeeded by his 
Brother, who was Illegitimate, as we are told by Cachil Tula, in the Letter 
•which, as we fhall fee hereafter, he writ to the Governor of the Philippine 
Iflands. The new King took the Name cXCachil Sultan Nail Dini Baraca Suliir 
Xa t beiore whom Cachil Madraca ought to have been preferr'd, as being v- *' } . 
Son to the principal Queen. As foon as Enthron'd he ofter'd Peace to his -v 
Neighbours-, on this Security, and that of a clear Confcience, CachilGaza, 
King oi'Tydore, paid him a vifir. He was received with publick Rcjoy- .

thro* whole Means the K. of Témate had the Crown given him, contrary to 
the Opinion, and Defigns of his Unkles. But whenfoever great Returns are 
due to a Favour receiv*d, Ungrateful Souls convert the Obligation into 
Hatred, and nothing can occur to them more odious than the Sight of the 
Benefactor. Next he turnM his Fury againft that murder*d Princes Family, 
and fuch of his Servants as could not make their Efcape to Tydore, were 
either Kill'd, or remain*d Prifoners at Ternate, or abfconded wherefoever 
Fortune, and their own Confufion lead them. This cruel Fair, which fome 
affignM to his Father, Cachil Babu, Reconcil'd the Murderer and his 
Unkles. But he immdeiatly acquainted them, how he expefled to be In- 
vaded on two Sides ; that it was of the utirraft Confequence, that Subjects 
ftould own their Sovereign, and fortify his Iflands, efpecially all the upper 
Parts ; and that lince he had fuch Powerful Unkles, it was Reafonable, and 
Convenient, the People ftould be acquainted l»w firmly they were United 
to their Nephew. - Then extolling their Valour, he with the fweetnels of 
their Commendations fo blinded and amufed them, that they could not per- 
ceive the profound Jealoufie he fhronded under them. Thus he divided 
them, that they might attend the Fortifications in diitant Places ; whilft 
New King he in Perfon carry'd on the War againft the Tydores. They prefently fet 
t>f Tydore. up a Brother of their late King in his Stead ; who, tho* he govern'd with 
Bravery, and ftuck clofe to the Portugucfcs, yet had fome ftrong Places ta- 
ken from him by the King of Témate, which were afterwards reflor'd, in 
our Kings Name, by Don Pedro de Acuna to the King now reigning. 
This Prince lived but a ftort Time, yet fo long that Gacbil Mole, who 
was a Child when the King his Father was murder'd, grew up, and in 
him the Revenge of the Injury receiv'd. He never thought, or talk'd of 
any other Thing, till he brought it to Execution. 

In the mean while the new King of Tydore, alfifled by the Spaniards he 

had inhis Forts, provided tooppofe, and attack his Enemy. They all e*~ 

pcfled Succours from India, where it was certain they mud think it ne- 

ceflary to fupport Tydore, in order to recover Témate.

Teriiate. tner Coaft of Borneo, the King fitted out four Carcoas, and went to meet 

him, but was forced back to his Ifland by contrary Winds. He of Témate 

watch'd to improve all Oi>portumties againft his Enemy, and therefore 

would not let this Slip, nor truft to any other 5 but Man'd out jiine Car- 

toas, and going in Perfon fell upon him. The Tydores wanted not Courage 

to defend themfelves, and the Fight began with rhat Fury, which always 

.arms thofe two Nations againft one another 5 but tho' the Tydore fought 
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defperately, he was taken, and his Men either kill'd, or dangeroufly woun- 
ded. This Mis r oitune griev'd the Porivguefes no lefs than the Indians, 
becaufe they all lov'd him. For this reafon they gather'd the Remains of 
that Difafier, and all the other Forces they could make, offering their Ser- 
vice to Cacbil Jleazcn, Brother to the Captive King, a very hopeful Youth. Fidelity of 
He tbank'd them, and was fo dexterous in gaining the Affections, and con- the Tydo- 
firming the Fidelity of the Subjects, that thtough his Care, no Man was res. 
wanting to his Duty. This Induflry was of gocd Ufe, for the Conqueror 
did not return immediately to Témate ; but went about to his Enemies 
Ifiands, perfwading the People in each of them to rake an Oath of Allegi- 
ance to him, Ihowing them their Captive King, whofe Life was at his dif- 
pofal; but the Tydore Towns, being furnifh'd with all NecefTaries, and be- 
lieving they might with Safety practice that Hatred and Rage Nature has 
filPd them with, would not give Ear to his Propofals, though they were 
mixM with Intreaties, and Threats, and on the contrary difmifs'd hirrj 
with their ufual Fiercenefs. He perceiving that the Oftentation of his 
Victory, and the Sight or the Captive King availed him but little, Sail«d 
away for Témate. At his Arrival, he was received with Trumpets, Kettle- 
Drums, and Bafoñs they beat on, and with Songs they mpke for fuch like 
Qccafions. The Heads and Limbs of the Tydores flain in Battel, wat fix*d Crueltiex 
upon the Spears they have advanc'd in the Carcoas on thePcops and Prows, f Terna- 
*and other high Places of them, and particularly the Kings. This is their tes. 
way of erecting Trophies. Of the Skulls they make Cups to drink out 
of; like the Fcitbian*, who, according to tferodotut, practife the fame 5 
or like the Germans, as Tacitm tells us, of the Heads of the Vri they 
ilew,andthat was a Token of Nobility. He would not mi ft the keep- 
ing of the King in any of his Forts; but turn'd a ftrong Houfe into a 
Goal, and appointed him a Guard or Gilolo Iflanders, well atm'd. Some- 
times he ihow'd Severity, and otherwhiles Tenderneis; but all Men 
knowing his Difpofmon, expected the End of the Captive King; tho' at 
the fame time they believ'd, he would mitigate his Revenge out of Reject 
to his Sifter, the Princefs of Tydore. HeSorJirito, Commander of a Galeón, Hector 
came now laTydore ; but his Arrival did not much mend the Pofture of ^ r ' to at 
Affairs, tho* thofe in the Fort were EncouragM to hold out, and at leaft Tydore, 
he added fome Reputation to the Caufe, and inclin'd the Tanates to liften 
to fome Overtures. However what could not be compafs'd by force of Arms 
nor Treaty, was effected by the Refolution of an Amorous Soul. 

The Princefs ¿guifayra, Sifter to King Gapabaguna, that was the Pri- Remarka- 
foner*s Name, had fo great an Opinion of herfelf, as to hope that her ^ e Stoty 
Beauty would prevail to bring about that good End, which was then of °f *& g 
Confequence to all Parties, on feveral Accounts.

She gave out that fhe would marry hone but the Man that Qui&yra, 
fhould let her Brother at Liberty, and deliver him to her alive, or dead. Prhcefs of 
This Part of the Declaration, tended to the Promoting of her Deiign Tydore, 
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The Promife work'd 'upon all her Admirers; tho' it was moil certain, 
that her naming herfelf as a Reward of the Emerprize, proceeded from 
the Affection ire bore Ruy Diaz <V Aeunha, a Vortugitefe Gentleman, and 
Commander in Chief of the Fort of" Tydore. She thought he would at- 
She ü in tem P r tne Refcuing.of the King, and that fuch Succefs would entitle her 
'La-e teiib to niarry liim, tho* many fufpected there was already a mutual Obligati- 
the Porta- on » as we í'2s Delire, and that they were reciprocally in Love. It was 
f q~_ known, that they had difcours'd together feveral Times in the HouXe or* 
wander ^?incbana t a great Lady, Aunt to Jgttifayra, whether Ruy Diaz was 
wont to go frequently 5 and that with her Interpolation the Matter had 
been fo farconcerfed , that the Princefs promis'd íhe would embrace Chriftia- 
«ity to marry him. This made not his Rivals difmay, and the King of Ter- 
nate, upon thefe profer'd Hopes, ofíér'd to give her Brother his Liberty. 
However he was not regarded, becaufe Quijtiyrd was as averfe to be be- 
holding to him, as íhe was defirous to be oblig'd by Ruy Diaz, This 
powerful Paffion informs barbarous Minds. Her Difdain caus'd the King 
of Tydore tobe more clofeconlin'd, and his Body to be loaded with heavy 
Chains, being more narrowly oblerv'd than before. - 

Cachil Sa- Cachil Salama 9 z Subject and near Kinfman of his, well known for his. 
ha\a.(iLo- Valour in the Wars, was more deep in Love with Qttifayra than all the 
verofQui- ^- e ^' anc * lifc^ t0 au " tne Reports of their endeavouring to comply with 
faera &it fter Expectation. He entirely keeping hi;; own Council, a Thing rare in 
¿taieiy, Lovers, to be fecret without Affeclation, that no Notice might be taken of 
- him, one Night fitted out a Baroto, fo they call a Sort of fmall Boat, put- 
ting into it five Tydore Soldiers, he could confide in. Thus he crofs'd over 
the Channel to the Leeward, and landed on Témate \ where he left the 
Boat ready, but hid on the Shore. Then Cachil Salama, conceal'd among 
the Croud of trading People in the City, went to the chief Part they call 
Limathas, and fet Fire to a Houfe in that Ward he thought flood moll 
convenient for his Purpofe. The Flame, which had taken hold of the 
Roof gathering Strength, threatned a greater Conflagration. Having done 
this Mifchief, whiiit the People flock'd together, and endeavour'd to 
put a Stop to it with Water, and other means, Cachil return'd to his Boat, 
-on the Infide the Ridge of Rocks there is about the Ifland, and went away 
to the other Side of the Fort, where he began to beat an Alarm, to caufe 
the greater Confufion.

They crois'd over the Streight, and being purfu d too 
late, by the light Veffels of remare, atriv'd unexpected at Mine. J he 
Fame of his arrival was foon fpread abroad, and when certainly known i,th<! 
Cannon was fit'd, the flat Drums in the Temples were beaten, and the Bells 
rune, the Sound whereof ufes to draw the People of the Molucca together, 
and in ihort there was a general Rejoycing, without tainting their Arms. 
All Men cry'd up Cachil Stlama to the Skies, calling him the Deliverer ot 
Tyiore, and Neza Malms, Neza fignifies a Spear, and Malum a Kingdom, 
and both toother the Speat, that is, the Defence of the Kingdom.

They An- 

chor'd in the Port, and went afilore, as if they had been in Loudon, being 

w«ll xectiv'd by the Sultan, with whofe Leave they fettled a Factory in

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the City, where they left Officers, who under the name of Trade, were 
more abfolute Mailers of it than the Natives. They difpersM to gather 
in the Clove for the Goods they brought to Barter ; and on the jrfr. of 
Jnguft difpatch'd their Ships, loaded with that Spice, and with thofe Nuts 
they call of Molucca, and excellent Preferves of them both. In thefe Ships 
went EmbaiTadors to Queen Elizabeth, and to the Prince of Orange, carry- 
ing Prefents fuitable to thofe Perfbns, of themofl valuable Things in India, 
They were order'd to offur the Queen his Kingdonie in Vaffclage, and his 
Friendfhip to the Prince of Orange- The Advantage of thefe Embaules 
afterwards appear'd ; yet he did not on that Account give any hopes of 
ReflorJng Chriflianity \ for befides that the Persecution grew more violent, 
he had at that time brought over into his Kingdome, a great number of Mahome- 
Arahian and Per/tan falfe Prophets, all of them Mabomfs Priefis and Mi- tan Prea- 
nifiers, to ftrengthen that Sect. Befides, being inform*d by his Spies, That c ^ jert at 
it was given out in the Philippine Iflands,That they would make War on Témate, 
him that way, and that in Spain the King promis'd the Union of the two 
Crowns fhoiild produce the Conjunction of their Power and Arms, for the 
punifhing of difbbcdient Tyrants, he flighted no Alliance, nor contemn'd 
■the Weakeit Enemy. For this Reafon, he gave Entertainment, and allow'á 
the planting of Colonies to European!, and Leagued with idolaters anji 
Mahometans, who hate Spain, as their common Enemy. Tbñ'EngliJb Ships 
now frequented India, facilitating the Paflage, and fhewirjg an Example to 
the French and Dutch, which encouraged them all to venture out far from 
their Countries, and feek for Treafure in íírange ones. 

Sultan Capabaguna did not long enjoy his Liberty at Tydore. He was King of 
taken ill at an Entertainment. Some believe he had a flow Potfon given Teníate 
him ; becaure he was very moderate in Eating, and thofe motions of his diet. 
Arms, the gnaihing of his Teeth, and lofing of his Senfes, which attend 
the Falfing-Sicknefs, and are Simptoms of Apoplexies, could not naturally 
proceed from his Temperate way of Living ; but are always caufed by- 
much Excefs, which Occafipns this violent Diftemper. He came to him- 
felf after that firft Fit, but his Vigour wailed, and he linger'd on to the 
end of his Life. Cachil Cotta fhould have Succeeded him, bur/they were 
fufpiciousofhisCorrefpondence withtherernii/cij and they all fa openly 
favourM his Brother Cachil Mole, that there was not the leaff Difficulty 
made about the Succeifion. He often rememberM his Fathers unfortunate 
Death, and in Regard that this r ging DeGre of Revenge, might p ove in- 
flrumenta! for the Recovery of T< -ate ; as foon as his tinkle Dy'd, which 
was on the 14th of JptU tjoo, the Poriuguefe Commander in Chief, Ruy 
Gonzalez de Seqtteyrao repaired to his Palace, and by Means of the Porttt- Cachil 
guefe Power and Arms, cwfed Cachil Mole to be fworn King, as being a Mole King 
«loft faithful Friend to his Nation, and no lefs an Enemy to the Tcmatet. o/'Tvdore. 
He immediatly difpatch'd Captain Palma with this News to Manila, and 
with it an Account of the Molucca Ifiands, of their Neighbours, and of 
their Preparations; becaufe they were then providing in .the Philippine 
Ifiands for this War, to extirpate this Receptacle of Seels, where all forts 
of Apoflafies are admitted, and particularly the vile Doctrines aiAliho'tutt,

Tho' 
they do not prefs the Grapes for the Wine, as we do, yet they keep them FroJulF, 
toeat • and of the Herb call'd Chit, they make a wholefome hot Liquor. Tea. 
This t'hey drink, as do the Jafonefa, and it pre ferves them from Colds, 
Head- Aches, Rheums in the Eyes, and makes them live long and healthy. 
Some Parts of the Country want Olive-Trees, but they are not deflitute 
of other Plants, which yield a Liquor to anoint them. There is a peipe- 
' tual Abundance of Pafture, Ftuits, Flowers, and all the Froducls of Gar- 
dens. There are many Navigable Rivers, carrying Ships of great Bur- g ivm 
den and full of excellent Fi(h ; the Banks covered with peipetual Greens, p¡¡l¡¡ &c _ 
fpacious Harbours, and a Trade in them of all Things necefTary for humane 
Life. TheFowlareof various colour'd Feathers, and pleafantand ncu- 
rifliingtoeat; great Numbers of large Deer; vaft Lakes, Woods and 
Mountains, and Mines of Gold, Silver, Iron, and other Metals ; betides 
Pearls and precious Stones. Its Purcelane, or Earthen Ware, is not to be 
imitated in the World; and it affords rich Furs againit the Cold, Silks, 
Wooll. Cotton, and Flax ; nor is there any End ot its Sugar, Honey, Am- 
ber Vermilion, and Lake. Musk, whereof no mention is found among 
Greek and Latin Authors, is more plentiful in China than in other 

The Peojjle Jte ifioft pafEbnately addicted to Delight, and Lafciviouf- 
nefs. Theyalone always fell all Things; they buy nothing that Nature TltVet¡¡U~ 
or Art affords, either for Suftenance, or Cloathing, except fome Perfumes 
for their Cloaths, and Pepper out ot India ; nor would there be any Place 
for Foreign Trade, did not an infatiable Avarice of Gold and Silver predo- 
minate among the Cliinefa. What they draw out of the Bowels of the 
Mines, they conceal as carefully as if it were flill in them ; and even 
that they bring from remote Provinces, they heap up, and bury. Their, 
publick and private Structures would make up a Narration of ex- 
traordinary Length. We are told of 200 Cities of an extraordinary Mag- Q t ; el% 
nitude, and many more of inferior Degree, belides Towns, Caftles, 
and Villages, containing above 3000 Families each, built of Bricks made 
of the fame Clay as our Purcelane, or China Ware, and thefe encompafs'd 
■with continu'd Woods, Springs and Rivers. In all thefe there are Toweis 
with flately Pinnacles, Pleafure-Houfes, and Temples, tho' hidenufly. 
painted, yet coflly, with Variety of deform'd Images, through which the 
Devils give their Ant wets. But thefe are not in all Parts, for many of 
them know no Cod, nor Religion. Life, they fay, was from Eternity 
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com man to, andalike in all living Creatures. That at fir it Men drank 
Barbarous humane Blood, and ear raw Meat. That afterwards the Ufe ,of Reafon 
Opinions, provided for Neceflity, and Pleafure; inventing the Ways of drefling, and 
feafoning Meat at the Fire, in Vefleis and other UtenliJs. The fame, they 
fay, happened in Regard to Man's Nakednefs. So that Man is indebted 10 
himielr aione for what he enjoys, and therefore whofoever lay'd on him 
the Burden of Religion, and the owni ng of a Caufe Superior to Nature, on- 
ly airn'd at thedejecting him, and exerciling a Tyranny over his Liberty, 
With thefe impious Notions, and deítructive Atheifm, they oppofe their 
Eternal Salvation, which our Arms, and our Preachers invite them to. 
They only regard Generation j but net without DiftinctJon. Lawful Ma- 
trimony entitles Women to be MiftreiTes of their Families. The Matrons 
value themfelves upon being highly Chart. Concubines are kept in Houfea 
apart. They do not want for Plays, and fuch Representations $ and they 
delight in feeing their Traditions, whether true or fabulous, acted on 
the Stage. They ufe Entertainments, and have Tables and Chairs of Ebo- 
wy, and other precious Materials ; as alfo Shipping, Shows, Carts, Kurfe- 
Litters, and the Exercifeof Arms, and Riding. 

It were no difficult Matter to give an Account here of their private 
Cuitoms and Manners, were they to our Purpofe. Something lhall be 
faid of the Pubück and Political, for the bette$ Underflanding of fome 
Things that happen'd in the Philippine Iilands, from whence the Recovery 
of the Moluccas^ in our Times, had its Beginning. They call their great 
MenLoytítSf from among whom the King chufes his Judges and Coun- 
cilors. There is almoft an infinite Number of inferiour Magiflrates, who 
exercife the Regal Power and Authority, even in the moft inconfiderabie 
Cafes. In every Town there are five, that have the greateft Power, and 
thefe are Strangers in the Place, that they may be free from Partiality. 
The Head of them all, is call'd Tut art t being the fame as a Vice toy in 
Europe, The next in Dignity is the Poitcajio, who has Charge of the King's 
Taxes, and Royal Treasure, with a great Number of Cltdcs^and other' 
Officers ; and he pays all Salaries and Penfions. Next iqllows the Jncajio, 
who is chief Juflice, in Criminal Cafes of Conference." The Jitan has 
the Infpeclion of all Martial Affairs, he mutters the Armies, builds the 
Ships, and his principal Duty is to obferve the Guards, that no Stranger 
may pafs into the Inland Country. The LitUifio is next to the AUan in 
Dignity, and is to be expert in War, in which he is employ VI by the 
■Ajtan, I know there are other Magiilrates, and their Names and Digni- 
ties, which I mufl pats over in Silence. All of them except the Lvitifio 9 
keep great State. There are ten chofen Ferfons of , the Council, tho' not 
equal in Authority. Five of them lit on the Right, the others on th« 
Left. The King often thruíís in among the Judges and Parties in Dif- 
guize, to piy into the Caufes, and their Decifions, and be certainly in— 
iorm'd of both. When he thinks fit, he fometimes makes himfelf known ; 
and the Moment he difcovers himfelf, they all fland Mute, full of Re- 
ípe¿t and Aíloniíhment, Jiílening to what lie ihall command. Then he 
commends or reproves either Party, and rewards, cr puniihes before he 
Manda- departs the Court, His Mandarines, and Prime Minilieis are fo highly 
lines, refpecled, that no Man dares look them in the Face, and they always Took 
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fu Stern, that it would be though: a great Difortler to Ijfe the leait of their 
Gravity, tho 4 it were but with a modefi Smile. This they oblerve, when 
they país thro* the Streets, in Sight at the People. The greateft Honour 
among them is to wear a Cymiter with a gold Pommel, and a vellow 
Hat. 

"When the Prcfident of the Council Dies, the eldeft Judge fucceeds him. 7 , 
Thefe go Circuits thro' the Provinces, and reform Abufcs, and all of them ^ u £ e ' ' 
wear the King's Badge on their Shoulders, and Bteaits, being a Golden 
Dragon wove in the Cloth. When they go thefe Progreffes, they fave, or 
leiTen the Charge by circumfcribing the State. When u'rft elected, at their 
taking Poflefiion of their Pofts, they generally go out attended by Troops of 
Horfe and Foot, with all Sorts of Mufick, and Splendour. Their Pomp 
appears in the Hanging, and other Ornaments or the Streets and Houfes. 
All the expence of Law Suits, Courts, and other Perqiiifites is allow'd oi.t 
of the King's Exchequer. The Mandarine t are Governor?, and Viceroys. 



b In China there are no Dukes, MarqueiTes, or Earls, nor do they own any 

i Dignity, but what is deriv'd from the King's Authority. Though in the 

Parts next to Scythia, or Tartary, fome People are Mahometan* ; yet in afl n.j- p 
others they are either Idolaters, or look upon the Notion of a God as a * 
itieer Jeft. They believe the Life and Death of Men and Beafls are alike. 
There is nothing they are more attentive to, than the obftructing of any 
foreign Religion, and this under the politick Pretence, that they are jealous 
of Innovation. But above all they oppofe the true Religion, hating that they 
know nothing of ; and are as much afraid of it, as if its Miniiters went 
arm'd to preach it, and with the Noife of Drums, and Trumpets, and regu- 
lar Armies, They are frighted ata few bare-foot, and almoft naked Men 
who profefs Poverty, and preach up Morality, and fupernatural Virtues, 
grounded on Humility and Peace. They have fuch an Averfion for them, 
that were it proper to our Subject, or were there not printed Relations 
thereof already, we would recount feveral Inilances, to lhow their unreafon- 
able Hatred, Hence may be inferr'd, how much more Need of the fpecial 
Grace of Heaven thefe Nations ftand in, withthofein the Neighbourhood,, 
which are exposed to the I nfecHon and Danger of their Obftinacy. The 
Reader ought alfo to conlider, that tho fometimes, the Avarice, and other 
Crimes of our Commanders, and Soldiers interfere with the Preaching 
of the Gofpel, yet their Offences do not leiTen the Iuffice o: the Caufe. He 
is alfo to reflect, that, allowing his Majefly, for weighty Reafons of Staie 
Ihould, as we have laid was propos'd, refolve to abandon thofe Parts of Afta, 
as the Chinefes did, and chcumfcribe the Compafs of his Monarchy ; yet 
the Caufe of Religion would not permit it. Our Kings are its Miniflers, 
and Sons of the Ca'tholick Church, arid any War made for the Propagation 
of theGofpeJ,is of the greateft Confequence, and highly gainful, tho' it 
be to acquire, or recover defei t Provinces. Befides that the Philippine 111- 
ands have íhown us how tracfable their Natives are, and how much they 
improve with the Example, and Society of the Spaniards, ¿xid how affectio- 
nately they have imbrae'd the Faith, and affift the Religious Men, who 
dilate, and carry it over into China, Japan, Camboxa, Mindanao, the Mo~ 
lúceos, and other Ifiands, where fiill Idolatry continues, or the Friendihip 
with the Devils left them by their aptient Mailers, when they excluded 

them 
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them their Dominions, or elfe the Mahometan Fictions, which they have 
fince imbrae'd. 

This is the Principal End of keeping thofe Provinces ; and the Revenues 
and Wealth which is confum'd upon them, and feveral others, are laid out 
upon the Forces, and Preparations Spain makes ior the Preaching and Se- 
•m , curity of the Miniilers of the Church. Befides, that as Times have alter'd, 
z-f.|i' X |- fo they have often in China chang'd their Opinion, and fliow'd they re- 
7 inele nented their having diminifhM their Empire, No Year pafles over with 
inwjions. outThreats Q f chine fe Armies ; of their Lifting Men; of building Ships; 
of their folemn confecrating, or dedicating them to their carvM Gods, or 
to the Sun, Moon, and Stars, which are ador*d in fome Parts, begging Suc- 
cefe in. their vain Prayers againit the Spaniards, who are pofiefsM of thofe 
Countries they abandonM, thro 1 their own Indifcretion, This ihort Ac- 
count of the Chinefet, or Sangleysjs here infeited, for the better undemand- 
ing of thofe Aclions we fhall foon treat of. They not only oppofe the 
Truth; but tho' they are wholly addicted to their Inteiefr, and Slaves to 
Gain, and tho' it be foabfolutely requifite for the attaining of thofe Ends 
through their Induftry and Trade, to maintain Amity with their Neigh* 
tours, yet there is nothing lefs to be réliy'd on than their Faith, or to 
give it a more proper Name, their Difltmulation- Happy thofe People,, if 
when China withdrew its Dominion, it had alfo with drawn the Errors 
«f its Worfhip.

Cano return'd to Spain in that renowned Ship, call : d the FiSory. ^ „„ , ,

as it were to exprefs her Voyage, which is net fo likely as true. , ■ « . 

Sehajli&n Cano, was born in the Town ofáuetaria, cnthePyiew^iMoun- rj,¡>j 
tains, as we are told by Majfaut, in his Latin Hiitory, where he extols yDun j ¿;. . 
Cantfs mighty Refolution, and skill in the Art of Navigation. He tells us w Qr u 
with what Refpe¿t and Admiration all Men look'd on him, as the firft that 
went round this Globe, which is the Habitation of Mortals. And in Truth 
what value {hall we henceforward put upon the Fabulous argonauts, Tiphys % 
Jafon, and all other Sailers, fo much celebrated by the Greek Eloquence, 
or Vanity, if compar'd with our Cano ? He was the liift Witnefs of the 
Communication of the two Seas, to whom Nature difclos'd what fhe had 
till then referv'd for his Difcovery, fuffering herfeif to be entirely Iay*d 
open, as a Beginning of fuch Bold Enterprises of that Law which ferves, 
and renders us Immortal. 

Magellan being dead, the Iflands Lnfones, which ought to have inherited jff an j s r u _ 
his Name for being his Place of Burial, as the Streight did for his difeo- 'r Qms talTH 
vering and paffing it, in the year 156?, chang'd theirs for that of Vhillp- philip- 
pincs, tho* thofe of that Eailern Jrcbipelago bear die fame. The Jdelan- pints' 
tads, or Lord Lieutenant Michael de Legafpe, fent from New-Spain, by the 
Viceroy Don Lemt de Velafto, with a Spaxijb Fleet arriv'd at thele Iflands. L e(Ja /- De 
He firli conquered that of Zehu, and its Neighbours, where he fpent fix fl ,f £á 
Years. Tfaefe Iflands, as there are feveral Names given to divers of rhofe Counter or 
Farts, are call'd Pintados, becaufe then the Indians went naked, and their " 
Bodies wrought and painted of feveral Colour;. He left a Garrifon there, 
Q. aud 
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Luzon and went over to pollefs himfélf of Luzon, \ 50 Leagues from Zebu. He 
Jjhnd pub- fought the Barbarians, who after the firlt Surprize, caus'd by our Arms 
tfifV. Ships, and Countenances, differing from theirs, was over, were encoura^'d 

by that very Novelty. Legaffe ran into a Bay, four Leagues over -at The 
Mouth, where is an Ifland now call'd Marivelez. The Bay runs; thirty 
Leagues up to the City Manila, and is eight Leagues over, lying North- 
Well, and South-fall. The Inhabitants of this City cppos'd him with 
more Bravery than the Pintadot ; becaufe they had Cannon, and a Fort 
but as foon as they faw that taken by the Spaniards, they fubmitted. This 
was done fo expeditioufly that the Country had not time to come in • and 
thus he enter'd Manila, a Place ftrong by Nature. At a Point of it, which 
is ihut in by the Waters of the Bay, a confiderable River empties it felf 
which rifes inthe Great Lake call'd Vay, five Leagues Dillant. This Point 
which at firlt is narrow and lharp, prefently widens, becaufe the Sea-coalt 
runs away to the South South-Bait, and the River Weft, leaving a moil 
fpacious Spot for the City , which is allencompafs'd with Water, except 
that part which lyes to the South-Welt. Legafpe then built it of Wood 
whereof there is great plenty in thofe parts. The Roofs he cover'd, or 
Thatch'd with the Leaves of Nipa, which is like our Sedge, or Sword- 
Grafs, anda fufhcient Fence againft the Rains ; but a Combuflible Mat- 
ter, and the occafion of Great Conflagrations, which have often hapned. 

Luzon is more Populous than any of the other Iilands, which in Ho- 
nour of King Philip the Second, were call'd Philippines, and which lome 
affirm are in Number 11000. The Compafs of Luzon is 3 50 Leagues. It 
runs without the Bay 100 Leagues to the Northward, as far as New Se- 
govia ; and from where this Province commences, which is at Cape Soja- - 
dor, and 70 Leagues from it, turns to the Eaftward, to the Promontory 
del Enganno ; from xhence along the Coaft to the Sourh, 80 Leagues ■ 
then turning again to that they call Embocadero, or the Mouth, being the 
Streight againft the Ifland Tandaya, 40 Leagues, and this is 80 from the 
Bay. So that it bears the lhape of a Square, and in it feveral Bays, and 
few good Harbours. It lyes in 160 Degrees Longitude, reckoned from the 
Canaries, the Southermoft Part in 14 Degrees of North Latitude, and 
the Northermoft in 19. On that Side of it lyes China, feparated from it 
by the Sea (So Leagues over ; and the Iilands of Japan, 250 Leagues di- 
itant. On the Eall is the Vait Ocean ; on the South is the great;!! cf 
all the Archipelagos, divided into five, and thofe again rent into fo many 
Iilands, Kingdoms, and Provinces, as if Nature had refolv'd that Man 
ihould never determine their Number. The moll known are the two Ja- 
vas, out Molu ecos, Borneo, and New Guinea. On the Weft of Luzon, at 
3 00 Leagues, and greater Diftances, lye Malaca, Siaw, Pat an, Cawboxa, 
Cochin-china, and íéveral other Provinces ori the Continent of Jfia. The 
Chinefes forfook their Habitations in our Philippine Iilands, but not the 
Trade. Neither did the Worihip they had introdue'd ceafe, nor their Fer- 
ProduB tility* They produce plenty o«' Corn, and other nece'flary Grain ; Deer> 
and'Tta/e Cows, Buffaloes, Goats, and Wild Boars ; Fruit, and Sweets ; and if any 
" be wanting the Chincheo Chinefes bring it, as they do Porce lane, and Silks. 
The Wine they ufe, and always drank, is drawn from the Palm, or rather 
Coco Trees, curtí ng off the Clufters of the Fruit they produce, when Green, 
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and taking olí the Nipples of them, they gather the \Vater that rims from 
them, and Boil it in Jars, till it becomes fu ftron?, that it makes Men 
drunk, in the fame manner as the firoiigef! Sfmtifi Wine. Of its Natural 
Growth, thelfland has Oranges, Lemmons, and mofi delicious Citrons; 
cXSpmllb Fruit, Figs, and" Pears. There are Numerous Breeds of Spar- Writ. 
row-Hawks, Birds like fmall Herons, and Eagles, befides fundry Sorts ot 
Parrots, and other large and fmall Fowl. In the Rivers and Lakes there 
are many Monflrous Crocodils, or Alligators. Thefe ealily hill the Ml- A '¿¡ g „¡„, 
1 alii, and efpecially Boys, who happen unadvifedly to come where they 

are and the Cattle that goes into the Water to drink. It often happens, 
they lay hold of their Snouts, or Nofes, and draw them under Water, 
where they are drown'd, without being able to defend themfelves ; then 
they drag the Careáis to the Shore.and devour it. An Alligator being kill'd 
a whole Buffaloes Head has been found fome times in the Belly, and yet in 
that Country they are as big as the Iargeft Ox in Spain. The Alligators 
lay Eggs as the Tortoifes do, about the bignefs of Goofe-Eggs, and fo 
hard that they will fcarce break, tho' ftruck againil a Stone with main 
Force. They are Hatch'd by burying in the Sand, near the edge of the Wa- 
ter ■ the moifture whereof, with the Heat of the Sun forms the young 
Ones. There are fome lniiam fo brave, that as fierce as thefe Creatures Hmi> tie 
are, they kill them with their Hands. They arm the left up to the Arm Indians 
with a Glove of Buffalo's Hide. They hold in it a Stick, or fmall Stake, fight the 
fomewhat above a Foot long, and as thick as a Man's Wriií, and (harp- JlUgaterli 
ned at both Ends, with which they go into the Water up to the Waile : 
The Crocodile makes up to the hilan, gaping to fwallow him, and lie 
holding out his Arm that is arm'd, and the Hand with the Stake in it. 
for the Monfter to bite at, claps it acrofs his Mouth, fo that he cann. t 
ihut it, or make ufe of his Teeth to hurt him. The Alligator feeling the 
hurt of the iharp pointed Stick, isfodifmayed that he neither makes re- 
ii (lance, nor oflends, nor dares fo much as move, becaufe the lead ftrug- 
Jing gauls him. Then the Indian holding fail the Stake, with a Ponyard 
he has in his other Hand, Wounds the Creature fo often about the Gills, 
till it bleeds to Death. Then he drags it afhore with Ropes and Noozes, 
many lniiam joyning to draw and there is need of many, confidering the 
Bulk of thofe Crocodiles. They are ihap'd like Lizards, but arm'd with 
fuch ftrong Shells, that a Musfcet-lhot makes little Impreflion on them, 
and they are fcarce to be hurt, but only about the Gills, and under their 
íhortLegs, where Nature has plac'd a fort of fwéet Odour, which the 
Mb» make their Advantage of. Thefe lilands, befides the Catte!, pro- 
duce all that is found in Jfrick, as Tygers, Lions, Bears, Foxes, Mon- ¡ e .■ 
keys, Apes, Squirrels, and fome of them Abundance of Civet-Cats, which ■" " 
■re much Hunted, in order to be fent into feveral Countries, with other 
Commodities of China; Callicoes, Silks, Porcelane, Iron, Copper, Steel, Conmoii- 
Quickfilver, and many more Yearly Tranlported from thofe Countries. ¡¡,,_ 
The Religion and Government is now the fame as in Spain ; but in thofe 
which are not yet fubdu'd, they follow an Extravagant Idolatry ; belie- 
ving the Soul Immortal, but wandering from one Body to another, accord- 
ing to that ridiculous Transmigration invented or publi' 'd by Pjrifiagorát, 
Xhey are much addiiied to Trade, and forwarded in it by the Commerce 
C¿ j wish 
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withC/j/HiT. The Philippine People are braver than their Neighbours ; the 
Spaniards and their Breed do not degenerate from their Original. 

An Army was now forming of al! thefe Sorts of People, by Order of 
the King, to attempt recovering the Forts of the Moluccas. Don Ronquillo 
7 ? "n ~ de_ Pennaloja was then Goveinour there; and tho' he had receiv'd Jome In- 
lo j irepa- telligence brought him thence by Spies and Traders,jet not fatisfyM with 
rations for j C) he fent thither another Soldier. He difguifedhimfelr, and being like 
the Mo- the Natives in Countenance, and fpeaking their Language to Perfection, 
lúceos, got to Tydore. He found our People very earneft to forward that Enterprize, 
and that King ready to fupport it with all his Power. Thence he pafs'd 
over toTernate, among Merchants, where he view'dthe Forts, theShoals 
of the Harbours ; obferv'd their Correfpondence with the Englif,}^ and took 
notice how they Landed, and Traded in all Safety, or rather with Autho- 
rity. Nor was he unacquainted with the Numbers of conceal'd Chriiti- 
ans, who would take up Arms when a feafonable Opportunity was offered, 
or any other Particular, which belong'd to a Judicious Spy to enquire in- 
The Forces to. Hereupon Ronquillo gather'd about }oo Spaniards, and above i$ooNa:- 
fent under tives of the Philippines, with Ammunition, Provifions, and Seamen, and 
Sarmien- at the proper Seafon fent them for the Moluccas in three Great Ships, and 
lo.. a confiderable Number of Small Ones. .Peter Sarmiento, a brave and expe- 

riene'd Officer, flill living in thofe Iiland?, when this was writ, went as 
General. He had Courage, and Force to deftroy any of the Enemies that 
th n frequented thofe Seas. His Majefty had fome time before beflow'd 
íaul de the Government of Témate, if it were Conquer'd, on Paul de Lima ; and 
Lima rich allow'd his Brother Francis de Lima tomate two Voyages to the Moluccas, 
in the in Confideration of their Services, and thofe of Henry their Father. Paul 
Moluccos. was Marry'd to a Chrifiian, and devout Lady, tho' a Kinfwoman to the 
"King of Témate, who was not fu. For this Realbn, and becaufe he had 
been polfefs'd in Tevnate, of the ancient Inheritance of the Villages of 
Cuita, Mofaquia, Mofaguita, Pavate, Pelvevi, Sanfuma, Takane % May- 
Ion, and Soma ; and in the Ifland of Machian of Sábele, Tahtpao, Talatoa, 
Mofabonana, Tahaloga', Tagono, Bohaba, and Molapa ; and in Regard 
the King of Teníate, had expell'd him moft of them, as alfo of Bitua in 
Tydore, and feveral other Places, he went over to Manila, as a Banilh'd 
Man, where he confer'd with the Governour, about the means of facili- 
tating the Conqueíí, juil before it was put in Execution. His Advice was 
of ufe, and he gave it, as one fo nearly concern'd ; for befides the Inheri- 
tance the King of Témate wrongfully with-held from him, he hop'd to 
recover the IJland of Moutil, which bclong'd to his Forefathers, The 
Don John Enterprize was farther Authorize by the' Prefence of Don John Ronauillo, 
.Ronquillo the Governour's Nephew, who had equal Power with Sat miento, both by 
jojn d Sea and Land. If any thing was wanting, they thought the Defect would

Spaniards The Weather prov'd not very crofs, yet neither was it To favourable, 
arrive at as tn at they could come diretfly to anchor at Témate, as would have been 
end take moil convenient to deceive the Watchfulnefs of the Enemy. They ar- 
Moutil «v'd at Moulil, andfought a Parcel of Janguas in Sight of Land ; which 
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were taken, and the Chrifiians in them fet at Liberty. P.iul de Lima be- 
ing well acquainted with the Bay?, and there being no fufficient Foicein 
the Ifland to withfland a Fleet, it eafily fubmitted, when attack'd in feve- 
ral Parts. The Natives came out with Palm, Citron, and Clove-Tree 
Branches, in Token or' Peace, and to beg Pardon. Both were granted, and 
Paul de Lima appointed their Lord, tho' his New Dominion turn'd to lit- 
tle Account, for within a tew Days, all the People flipp'd away, either 
becaufe they thought themfelves fafer at Témate, or to meet the Enemy, 
who of Neceility muft carry the War over into that Ifland, as it happen'd. 
Here Sarmiento refitted the Ships, and being over- joy 'd with this Succefs, Sarmiento 
obtain'd without the Lofsof one Man, arrlv'd at Talang awe, paffing amidft "iTernatc. 
the Enemies Careóos, which they had fitted out in a Hurry. The King 
expected him long before in the Fort, well furniih'd with our Cannon, 
particularly the Bail ion they had enlarg'd, and call'd Cachil Tula, from 
the King's Uncle, who made it, and tliefe Preparations feem'd to threaten 
any Difafter. Our Men landed on that Side, and were oppos'd by the 
Ter nates ; but Night put an End to the Fight, and both Parties retiring 
to their Faftneffes, our Cannon was landed, and planted in the Place, and 
after fuch Manner as Paul de Lima directed, and ever lince he commanded 
it in the Fort ofTydore. The King of this Ifland was willing to joyn our 
Camp, as had appear'd by fome of his A ¿lions, and his Prom ¡fes to the {¿ iV £ °f 
Enfign Duennas ; but he miftrufted the Fortune of the Spaniards, as if he Tydore 
had not had fufficient Experience of it. The Opportunity and Fidelity now dubiom., 
invited him, and yet he forbore ; his Doubtfulnefs is thought to have been 
prejudicial to the Succefs. Sarmiento having planted his Cannon, in» 
trench'd himfelf, and taking fome Prifoners, of whom he learn'd what 
Provifions and Amunition theBefieged had, began to prefs on, and batter 
them furioufly ; yet they were not difcourag'd, but anfwer'd boldly. It 
was found convenient to poffefs the upper Grounds, which over-looking 
the Place, tho* they have been fince levelfM, our Men much incommoded 
the Enemy, and had they continued it, that would have put an End to Fort of 
the War. However there was fo much Sicknefs in the Camp, that no Re- Teníate 
medy was found againft it, but going offfo to fave themfelves for a more hat ter* ¿. 
favourable Seafon. The Succours which came as Duties from Tydore, were 
very i neon fide rabie ; the Allies were cold, and all Things weak j what . 
otherCaufes there were Heaven knows. It is likely there were fame of the Siege 
more Moment, for in ihort the Army broke up, and reimbark'd for Hani- raifed. 
la, without doing any thing but adding to the Enemies Refolution. ■ 

At that Time, only the Englijb Nation diflurb'd the Spanijb' Sovereign- 
ty inthofeEaftern Parts 5. for this Reaibn, King, Philip was defirous, not 
only for the prefent to curb them by Force of Arms, but to. make them ' 
an Example to all other Nations, that they might not fpread themfelves 
abroad to attempt fuch Invafion?, as we are Eye- Wijuefles to., This Work « 
was undertaken in the Year 1588, but full happen'd what we are now to fJ e . °K 
relate. Queen Elizabeth of England, after a tedious Imprifonmenr, ]x-^ airtJn 
headed Mary Stuart, Queen of Scotland, for fome Politick Reafons, or uro P e ' 
Ficlions. The then King at Scotland, and fince of England alfo, Son to 
the Martyr, arm'd his People, flrengthen'd his Garrifons, , and invaded the 
Dominions of, the Enemy, who had caus'd hjm to be Motherlefsj and 
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more particularly the Marches about the River Tweed, and thofe of Anan- 
dale, water'd by the River Solrvay. The Queen call'd Hume the Earl of 
Leicefier, who was in Holland, appointed him General, and War broke out 
_ in all thofe Northern Provinces, with apprehenfions of greater to en/ue. 
i T h~ After many Events, which do not belong to this Place, Queen Elizabeth 
Jiiabeth / ilrengthned her Alliance with the Dutch, encouraging thofe Provinces ro 
Iramces. pciftft in their Difotedience to the Church, and to King Philip, and advi- 
iingthem, lince the King had torbid them trading in all the Reft of his 
Dominions, to go over into India , there to raife Commotions, and rob liim 
of the Spice, The more fafely to compafs her Dellgns, ihe fupported the 
Flemmwgs Obltinacy, flattering herfelf with the Hopes of a new Monar- 
chy, for the acquiring whereof, ihe propos'd to make ufe of the Wealth 
yearly brought from the North and South Seas, for Spain, the Robbing of 
which had already made an Addition to her Power ; as alio of the Facto- 
lies erected for Trade in the Moluccos, Banda, Sumatra t Ceylon, and the two 
Javas ; where Ihe kept Garrifons, in order to convert the Fritndihip into 
Sovereignty. 
__. King Philif, whofe great Soul ever entertain'd both Forbearance, and 

™¡ff \j Counfel, refolvYt to cut or)' the Heads of this Hydra at the Neck they all 
¿ W ~ fprutig from. He gather'd, for the Conqueit of England, the mighu'eft 
ry rltct. jtfcet t \at has been feen on the Ocean in our Days. Twenty Thoufand 
fighting Men were put aboard tall Ships, befides pooo Sailors, with tyio 
Preces of Cannon, Abundance of Ammunition, and Pikes and Fire-Anns 
for the Catholicks, who it was hop'd, as foon as they faw the 'Sfawjk 
, . Colours, would joyn our Army. Den Alonfo Perez de Guzman, Duke of 
And Amy jft e j¡ na sidonia commanded in Chief, and was to joyn the Prince of Parma t 
«¿•fl/wi/i trjen Governour of Flanders, who had Commiflion to raife another Army 
tngland. of 30000 Horfe and Foot, with the Ncc;l7"ary Provilions and Ammuniti- 
on, which he was to tranfport at a fit Seafan to that Point of Engiand s 
■where the Thames falls into the Sea, to march thence to London, and 
there Arm the Catholicks. Sut it was firil requifire to beat tlie Englijh at 
Sea, where they were then powerful, and v/eil acquainted with the proper 
Times to fail and keep at Home. At the leaft they were to be terrify'd 
that tbey might not dare to obflrucr the PafTage of the Troops, the Prince 
of Parma .had in readinefs at Dunkirk and Newport, or hinder their em- 
barking, when theSpanifi Fleet Ihould come thither to waft them over, 
this Fleet faii'd from Liihoti on the 19th of May, 1 588, and as ioon as out 
fuffer'd much by the Weather, fo that three Gallies were caii away, on 
Ttei fitter *** *^ oa ** ofBayonne, Abundance of the Powder blew up j and the Gene- 
hvStoiMs M * wasbhliij'd to return to Corvina, to refit 5 whence he could not get 
* * out till the ad of July. 

Arrive at Being come into a& Degrees of Latiude, he fent away Don Lewis dc 
/¿«Lizard. Guzman to give Advice to the Prince o: Parma, and on the lafi of the fame 
iviomh arriv'd himfelf at the Lizard, in Corn-rail, where he lay by. and 
was certainly inform 'd, that all the Enemy's Ships, being fifty in number, 
lay in Plymouth, The Englip Admiral at Break of Day difcover'd our.?. 
Spanilh ani ^' t * 10 * " e war,te£l wsithw Strength, nor Experience in Sea Affairs, he re. 
yfiiptgier. fo^red to draw off and' avoid engaging, but his Ships being lighter incorn- 
" otoded us 1:1 the Riar, In the Catholick- Fleer, agrcatSnip oíGuifiifcoz 
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blew up, and another of Andahtzia fpenther Main-Maft,in which Diftrefs, 
two EngUJb Ships attacking her, and thoie afterwards feconded by others, 
in one of which Sir Francis Drake was, they took her. There Don Pedro 
tie Falda, a Spanifb Commander of known Valour, and then Lieutenant 
General, was made Prifoner, with whom they fent'to P'tymoitth,* great 
Quantity of Crown Pieces, and fifty Great Gun*. About 4C0 Spaniards 
were' kilt'd, and taken, Onthe2¿and4/7jof JuguJI,thz Lord Howard) and 
Drake joynM their Squadrons, fome write they had an hundred Sail, all 
well Mann'd, and light, with which they infefted ours, which were heavy, 
and encutnber'd, particularly the Portvguefe GaÜeon, call'd the S. Join, be- 
ing the greateft in the Fleet, and in it were John Martinez de Recalde, the 
Count dé Paredes, the Marques de la Favara, and other Commanders of IN ate. 
However they got to the Hie of Wight, whence the Duke fent away two 
MeiTengers to the Prince of Parma, who was then at Brujfels, defiring he 
would rurniih him with Powder and Ball, for the Defence of the Fleet, and 
imbark what Troops he had ready. But he, either prevented by invincible 
Obftacles, or for other Rcafons, which have left that Princes Reputation Difap- 
expos'd to Cenfures, mov'd fo ilowly, that what had been fo maturely con- pointment 
certed took no Effect. The Enemy boafting, that the Sea and Winds had oftheFUei 
fought againft us, in Vindication, as they faid of their Caufe, made pub- 
lick Rejoycings, firing their Cannon; and foon after the Queen put forth a 
Proclamation to the lame Effect, againft which a certain Englifo Religious 
Man writ learnedly, by the Name of Andrew Philopator. 

The Dutch who were in Confederacy with Queen Elizabeth, feeing this 
Succefs, were encouraged to afpire to greater Matters, renouncing their Re- jr„ rwt,. 
ligion, and their Sovereign, attempting to ufurp the Treafures of the Eact, nfl-ve 
!Mmes, Spice, Drugs, and Silks, as appears by their bold Voyages, wherein '*' * 
they have endeavour'd to follow the freih Examples of the Evglijh,znA the 
ancient fet them by Cohtmhis, Albuquerque, Magellan, Gama, and Cortes 
as we fliall ice hereafter. But, both they and the Englijh, if they try the 
Juftice of their Caufe by the Succefs of that Fleet, muft be obligM to pre- 
fer the Caufe of the Gentiles, when God for his Secret Judgments permit- 
ted his own chofen People to be over-thrown. Deftru&ion is more glori- 
ous than Prosperity-, and a religiousSoul will rather chufe tobe caft down 
than Victorious, if an angry God is to give it the Victory. 

After this Santiago de Vera governed the Philippine Iilands, and by fpe- j m thct 
cial Order, atm'd againft Témate, where the EtigliJI; from that Time tra- E x p e d¡- 
ded .with all poffible Security. All Nations had fettled Factories except t i on from 
the javancfcsaadLafcarines. Above 1500 Mahometans from Mecca ptezch'd t y p n ¿_ 
their Abominations. They fear'd nothing from Portugal, all their Ap- jjppines. 
prehenfion was from the Spaniards, who were newly ingag'd to feek Re- 
venge. The King of Témate well knew that Sarmiento and Ronquillo 
would have taken it, had not Difeafes prevented them. "When the News 
of frefh Preparations came to Tydore, it was carry'd over by Spies to Ter~ 
7iate. That King prefently call'd together his Subjects, especially the 
Iflanders of Machian and Homer, who came in 40 Carcoas, becaufe their 
Iilands were very populous. The Number had been greater, but that the K' n g °f 
King would- not fuffer more to be fitted out than he demanded, for he could Ternate 
act conceal his Fear that they would rebel, thofe Parts being full of Chri- prepares, 
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itians, and the Taxes he laid on the People intolerable. Santiago de Vera 
appointed John Morones General, who wanted not for Conduct, nor hisMeii 
' tor Valour, nor the Fleet for Cannon and Ammunition. But whether Na- 
tural Ambition, or any other Accident was the Occafion of r, there were 
fuch Divifions among them, that they had fufficient Grounds 10 miftruft 
the Event, before they left Manila. They fet fail with fair Weather, and 
pafs'd the greateft Danger* of the Sea, and when they thought themfelves 
fafeft, all the Elements l'eem'd to confpire againft the Fleet. They loft the 
Light, and their Reckning, the Veflels were ihatter'd, and the greateft of 
Sp.inifh .them funk, and all the Men loft. This was the Galleon S. Ifelien, which 
Fleet lofes carry'd the Guns to batter the Fort, and many other Ñeceílaries and Stores. 
a great For all this, they iufifted upon proceeding, and the King of Bachian afllfted 
Galleon, them with what Forces he had rais'd, under Colour oi' clearing the Sea of 
fome Enemies ; and being a Chriflianbaptiz'djlamented his departing from 
our holy Faith, on Account of Perfection, and promis'd the Restitution of 
his Soul. 
Spaniih The Weather growing calm, when they were in Sight of Témate, the 

General Canoas durft net ílaiid them, but fled at the iirft Difcharges, which they 
vefuftsthe cando without receiving any Damage. Therefore the two Kings, and Paul 
heft Jdz-ke & Lima, advis'd to fall on in feveral Places. Ferdinand Boto Machado^ Cap- 
tain of a Galleon, was of the fame Opinion ; but the General fufpecUng 
the Former, on Account of his Affinity, and the latter for the Friendlhip he 
had lately contracted with the King of Tydore, whom he was not well 
fatisfy'd with, would not follow their Advice ; alledging,That it was noc 
convenient, by dividing the Forces, to weaken them more than the Storm 
had done. He laid Siege to the Fort, bur the Kefieged being acquainted 
Believes w * tn the Condition of our Troops, oppos'd all their Aflauhs courageouily, 
the Fort of anc * fcoff'd and laugh'd at the infigniticant Batteries. However our Men, 
Terna te. wnom t' ie Storms had depriv'd of NecelTaries for that Work, vented their 
Spleen upon the Javanefe, Thefe valu'd themfelves upon Tallying out to 
Skirmilh, being diftinguiibable by their Arms, and manner of drawing up. 
The Spaniards handled them fo roughly, that they did little more during the 
War. Some Months were fpent in Fruitlefs Attempts, and if they had at- 
tacked the Country, but a Culveríne-Shot ihort of the Fort, at the Bay of. 
Limathao, and march'd thence to attack the Fort behind, as the 
moft underftanding deiir'd, it had been of good Conference. But the Ge- 
neral Morones, putting all upon Experience without Korecaft, was fatisfy'd 
with fronting next the Sea, doing much Harm, which was caus'd by that 
firft, and obftinate manner of attacking ; and that gave Way for Succours 
to go into the Natives, at other landing Places, tho' thirty Men at a .(mall 
Diftance might have prevented it. This both the Kings maintain'd, whofe 
Valour, which ought to be commended even in Enemies, if our General 
had pleas *d, might have given Succefs to this Undertaking. Befides that ex- 
perience has ibown that fifty Spaniards have dene as much upon Occafion, 
as whole Roman Legions well arm'd and difciplin'd. 
9 . r Morones now perceiving that neither his Arms, nor his Prcpofals had 

' ' , .' / , ¿ any effect upon the Rebels, he refojv'd to pafs over fome of his Men againit 
"\ V. . the other Fort-, which, tho' feated on a Ground of difficult Accefs, l'eem'd 
fl..;e . £Q ^ e pregnabJe, becauit; built iu Hafte, a League from the former on a fleeu 
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Hill. On the Land Side of it is the Mountain, and on the Back a Lake, 
andisofnoufe, beeaule it does not defend the City, which is open, and js J^ V3Pf ' 
only regarded tor being near the old Foit. Our Men went on cheariully, Ship burnt 
and the Defendants receiv'd them as wc;l tiring their Cannon, winch gave 
a Check to the Spanijb Fury. Thofe in the oilier Forr, tho* they made 
little ufe of Fire- Arms, being comjrell'd by Necefiiry, ventur'd to fahy out 
to the Shore. To draw them to this Refutation, Come of our Men on a 
hidden let Fire to the Junks t in which a great fcambe* of Javanefe Inii- 
cnt had come thither. The Vefiels, which, were old blaii'd up, without any 
Obit radian from thofe who guarded them, but they referred the Remedy to 
their Weapons. They were in all about 5000 fighting Men, loooof them 
had Muskets, whereof 200 were expert at them ; die reft neither Pikes, nor 
Lances, nor any other long fort of Arms, but only thofe they call Toranas, 
about a Fathom in Length, like Darts, and fame like Arrows, which 
they caft by main Strength, with Canes and Strings, wherewith they un- 
expefledly wound unarm'd Men ill Fight; becaufe they fly not out of a 
Bow, but are thrown ftrait forward, or over their Heads. Others had on- 
ly their Campilanes, cr Cymiters, and Shields. Many of them fought the 
more obilinately, confiding in their Coats of Mail, and Head-Pieces, 
fought of the Portuguefes\ but as fcon as they clos'd with our Men, they 
broke their Order, and loft Courage. This Accident prov'd a very great 
Obíracle, becaulé it diverted our Men from their double Defign of preffing 
both Forts at the fame Time, fo that the very Commanders were fore'd to 
ingage. Morones knew how to behave himfelf upon all Occafionv, and the Bloody 
Spavhr'dt made iuch a Slaughter, that almoft all the Javanefet Jay upon ViBory 
the Spot. Thofe in the Forts had not the Courage to fall in upon the Rear, ¿ifaV/ h 
tho* they poui'd a Volley upon the Forces of Tydore and Bathiav, but with tie Spain - 
.little Harm. This Victory was not gain'd without EfFufion of Blood, yet ards. 
they took Heart to hope for one more compleat, at the Arrival of the Ga- 
león fmailndfa, and believ'd that Addition of Strength would make amends 
for what they loft in the Storm. 

The Galeón arriv'd at Tydore, better provided to cany on the Trade, The Siegt 
than the War. For this Reaibn, and becaule many of our Men were Sick, or rais'd. 
Wounded, Morones was oblig*d to raife the Siege, and difmift rhofe Kings, 
to whom he afterwards fent Prefents of Spanijb Commodities, fome Horfes 
and Silks. It was fince known that tho 1 the Temare: will endure much 
Haidihip, they were then lb near prefs'd, that Hunger mufl have fubdu'd 
them, could our Men have ftay'd a little longer. They embark 1 d in Sight 
of the Enemy, who prefently appeai'd in the Field rejoycing, withMuíick, 
and other Tokens of Victory. The Jfiatick Traders reforted to their Ports, 
and Others from Europe t but particularly their new Friends thz Engl ¡Jb t with 
whom they communicated the Joy of their Suxefs. 

They never made a good ufe of Peace and Quietnefs3t7Vr»A/t,as.íbona$ Notal!¡. 
that was now reflor'd, the King was again at Variance with his Unkles ; Prafftces . 
which Fortune fo improv'd as to furniin 3n Opportunity that might have 
Leen advantageous to our Defigns, had not fhe thwarted it. Cachil Mandra- 
xa was the nobleft of Sultan Jerh*s Sons, as born of the Queen :hey call 
Putriz, which is the Chief. His Father would have had him fucdeed in 
the Throne, but was difgufted at a Eoldnefs which does not ufe to be mil- 
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lik'd among Politicians. Gj<t¿í7 Mandraxa was defperately in íove with 
Filóla, his Niece, Daughter to the King his Brother ; and that Princes did 
not refufe her TJnkles Courtihip. The Father one Day found them talk- 
ing together, in the Apartment referv'd only for himfelf ; and tho 1 he vas 
fatisfied their Converfatio-i was within the Bounds of Decency, took iuch 
an Averfion, that he deprive him of the Succeifion. The illegitimate Ne- 
j ¿ P °f phew ReignM, againit the Will of all the Unities, who were near confpi- 
thcKingof ring to kill him; but the fubtle King knew how to difappoint their Defigns, 
iernate. an d fecure himfelf without difcovering the Contrivance. He call'd Ce chit 
Mandraxa to him, and repeating all pan Diftates,told hiin,huw defirous he 
was to remove all manner of Jealoufies by a perfect Reconciliation, which 
be thought might be done by means of the Princefs Filóla, and fince there 
was fuch a good Correfpondence between them, all the Reil would be eafie. 
However before he gave her to him to Wife, he mult reflect that file was 
promis'd to the King of Tydore, to whom he was not willing to adminifter 
trelh Caufes of War, or to be the Occaiion of interrupting that fhort Tran- 
quility they enjoy 'd. That fince all they difcours'd there would remain in 
their Breafts, he would have him to take his Advice. Mandraxa was be- 
fide himfelf, with that unexpected Satisfaction, and yet had he been truly 
MaOer of himfelf, he might eafity have feen thro' the Fraud of that p.'ea- 
His crafty fing Change in his Condition, wherein he found the King fo much his 
Words, Friend, who but juft before had been his Enemy. He thank'd him for the 
Favour, and putting his whole Dependance on the Words of his Mourh, 
defir'd he would give him the Advice he fpoke of. The King anfwer'd, / 
have contrived a Way, which will fatufic you, and the King o/.Tydoie will 
have no Caufe to complain. For the attaining of both tbefe Ends, I 
wíZÍ keep Council, as it rcfuijite, and da you any Night fieal away the 
Princefs, the Way you jbali beft -like, fo it be with 'Regard to my Refutation,, 
and in all RefpcHs giving fuch outward Tokens, that all Men may believe it 
was of en Violence, aud no Contrivance, or at le.ijl known to me. I, on my. 
Side, will pre tend to be very Angry, and will complain of the Injury as loudly 
as is reauijite to fuisfie the World of my Innocence, For why Jhould I, 
Vnlde, wijb for the Felicities of this World, but to make them common to our 
Family ? I will retain the Cares of the Crown, and do you enjoy the Satis- 
faction tie Kingdom affords. Mandraxa could not forbear Weeping for 
Joy, he fell down at his Nephew's Feet and kifs'd them, without difgui- 
'¿ing any thing of his Paflkm, yet fuppreffing the Joy of his new Hopes, 
the Left he could, he found Means to acquaint the í'ríncefs, and to- appoint 
the Hour, Place, and Confidents for expofing herfelf to be fiolen away.

Nor did they come 
to Ternate in a long Time after, tho* they took Care to protect the "Wid- 
dow Princefe, \rha was left with Child, and afterwards brought Forth 
Cacbil Amida, who dy'd Young. 

The whole Truth of this Matter was foon knows, with all its Particu- ji e Kht¿ , t 
Jars, andCircumflances; and the CatbUct conferring together, Tulo-K- V n k}cs 
folv'd to go over to-the Service of King VtillK to which Purpofe, when eonfpire 
Vitarte Pereyra was Commander in Chief at Tydore, he went thither to asainfi 
treat with him, and with Jntony de Matos, who went firft for the fame ¿ ;Wt 
End to Bachian ; but ■fbrafmuch as what was concerted among them, will 
better appear by the Letter Cachil Talo lent from Tydore to the Governour

Cachil Babu, my Brother * late King of Témate, writ to tie King of lo's Letter 
Portugal, todefirehe would do himjnjlke, tifon a Man, who murder"d to the Go- 
bit Father and mint ; vfon receiving -which Satisfaction, be would again veruor of 
deliver the Fort of Ternate to his Majejiy, it being then out of hit Pojfcjion. the Phjlip- 
■ - K i His pine¿. 
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His preftnt Majejly fucceeding in the Throne -of Portugal, fln/imV my Bro- 
ther's Lei ier, by Cachil Nakjue, his Emb.ijfador ; but when he return^ my 
Brother war dead, which was the Reafon we did not then deliver up the 
Fort, becaufe a Bajlard Son had fucceeded him, being procLwitd King by 
the People of Ternate, with the Afl-fiance of the King of Tydore, tho ( ho 
had no Right to it. He would not perform what his Father had promir'd, 
end hewis oblig l dto ; nor foUov the Advice given him by me, and by my 
Brother Cachi Mandraxa, the rightful Heir of the Crown; which wot 
that he jbould deliver up the Fort, at his Father had promise, to the Por- 
tuguefe ; and this, not becaufe he could not defend himfelf againjl them 
and his Majejly ; but exprefly becaufe his Father, and my Brother had fo. 
order* J ; for we did not fuppofe it could be taken from tit by Force of Arms • 
hut we knew it wat his Will to ferve his Majejly, by delivering tip the 
Forttohim. He finding we per f fled in this Opinion, refolv'd to mitrdermy 
Brother, and his own Unkle, the true Heir of the Crown, cutting him in 
Pieces, by the Hands of a Slave, when he came upon his Word, and had his 
Security and mine. IFlmefore confidering the Injujlice of my Nephew upon 
this Occafion, andthathe will not perform what his Father, my Brother and 
Ipomifcd to hit Majefly, I am refolv l d from this Time forward, to become 
his Majejly* sincere SubjeS andServavt. And I do by thefe Piefents, oblige 
myfelf, and [wear by my Law, as Idid fxtear ; anido not depart from tt

regard it lelongsto me in Right of my Father, and of the Service Inow do 
and hereafter hope to do his Majejly. I therefore beg it as d Favour of 
your 'Lor ajhip, and require you in his Majejly* s Name, that you take Care 
to fend the great ejl Number of Men you po£ibly can, and with the greatejt 
^Expedition ; to the End that this my Intention, and Will to ferve his Ma* 
¿efly herein may le efeSual, which 1 hope will be without the Expc?tcc of 
l,ives ; notwithfianding the Fort is well fortify*d, as your Lsrdjbip may 
have been informed. The Commander in chief, will write to your Lordjbip, 
what Sedfon andOrder thofe Forces are to obferve. Given at Tydore, 'to 
which Place Jam come to Ibis Intent, as will be tejlify'd by the Father- Vi* 
tar Antony Ferreyra, and the Judge Antony de Matos, whom, as Perfont 
of fuclf Note t Ideju'dtofignfor me.

ííunno^ At the Bottom of the Letter, the Vicar and Mates certify'd his Hand 
Pereyra's and Subfcription. With this came anothervery long one, wherein Duar- 
Ferfivaftons te Pereyra gives the Governuiir a more ample Account of what is hcie de- 
totbe fame liyer'd briefly, reprefenting to him the Opportunity ofler'd in forcible 
fsovemor. Terms. He tells him that Mandraxa a little before his Death, had pror 
pos'd the fame thing to him, that his Brother Tulo now did; and that they 
were defiious to fulfill what they promis'd Nunno Pereyra. That the 
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Ifland of Macblan, rhcmoft fruitful in Clove, Efpous'd the Party that was 
againft the King. That they couid no longer endure their Oppreflion. He 
perfwaded him to Arm 400 iSJi/T«iflr y j, if rhey were come from Mexico, 
anto Ship them off for the Expedition upon Témate, giving out, that 
they were going to cleat thofe Seas from Javavefes, whole Friendihip the 
People of Témate value more than they do ours. That be fides the good 
Succefs he expefled by the Help of thofe Forces, they would at Icafl fecure 
thofe Ports again ft the Evglijtt, the People ot Témate having always a 
Fleet in Readinefs. That the Enterprize might fucceed with Fifteen Fii- 
gates, and one Galeón, provided they went to ftay a Year at the Maluccos, 
and brought a Number of Philippine Pioneers. He fays, the Javancfe Ships 
are lefs than the Frigais, and there are Forty Soldiers in each of them, 
■who lye Aboard Eight Months, and live a Year upon 300 Buihels of Rice. 
That in Cafe the Frigates could not hold the Men, they Ifaould bring feme 
Junks, which are neceírary VeíTeís to Tranfport Provifions from the lilands 
of Burro and Bachian. He complains ot the King of Ty dare's ill Be- 
haviour, and his Avarice ; of Pancho de Vasconcelos, and James de Jzam- 
iuja, who built the Fort of Tydore in aft ill place. He commends the 
King of Bachtan, and fays he in private lives like a Chriftian. Among 
thefe Things he intermixes many more, all of them tending toperfwade 
.the Expedition of Témate, to blot out the laft Difgrace, without any Ex- 
pence to the King, through Cachil Tula's Contrivance. 

. The Govemour receiv'd this Difpatch, and he would willingly have T , „ 
put it in Execution immediately ; but as it went on flowly, and the Death ■ J í f °~ 
of Cachil Tulo happened in the meanwhile, it was requifite to, delay the De- ^ .' , 

iign, and attend to the Prefervation of the Philippine lilands, againft the íí'n 1 *^ 
¡Machinations oixhcCbivefej and Japonefet, againft whofe Robberies and jCiJe j'& Jl -: 
Burnings they are never fecure. Each of thefe Attempts harafs'd the Pro- 
vince with the Expence of Trcafure, and Power, fo that there was a ne- 
ceflity of breathing to recover both. It was thought the moil:' proper Ad- 
vice to joyn from the Philippines and Malaca, with equal Force, coming 
from both Parts to Ann in the Moluccas, which was the Boundary of 
both Provinces. This took EÍTed fome Years after. Captain Andrew Fur- 
tado coming from Malaca, of whofe Anions it will be proper to begin to 
fpeak to give a Reputation to his Perfon. 

Andrew Furtado de Mendoza might have Ennobled his Family, had it Andrew 
not been of antient Quality, He was the Terror of thole Eafiern Parts, Furtado 
where he ferv'd the King ever fjnee the Year 1 576, fubduing Barbarous hü Anions* 
Nations. In the Year 1587 he was Governour of the Foit of Rachol, till 
he came to have that of Malaca* "Whilft he, was in the firíí, fome Villa- 
ges of Gentiles rofe up 3gainft the Miniflers of the Church, difturbing 
Christianity with Warlike Disorders. fWíiáí) pacify 'd .them with Seve- 
rity, and his Authority. In i?qi Furtado was Commander of the Por~ 
tugue fe Soldiery in that 4tchipelagv y znd was very earnoit to employ them 
in the Recovery of Teníate ; but was hinder'd by other Wars, which he 
concluded Vicloiioully. In Jagujl that fame Year, he was inform'd mat 
Eighteen Galeons had put out of Cunnal, Commanded by Cuiumaza,añill~ 
ed by Rant, with a Deiign to Befiege the Fort of Ceyloñ. This Cutumaza. 
had the Year bcfoie Burnt a Ship >J ours, Sailing for China, and made 
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dilmal H3vock on the Coaft oiCoromavdel. Ftatado utm out in Search 
of the Enemies Fleet, and by the way reliev'd the fort of Ceylon ; and on 
the Coait of M.ilal'ár he met three Ships Bound from Mecca for Cunn.il, 
He fought them, and Sunk two, the Sea running io high, that the Vef- 
fels which Row'd could not attack them. •The other after a long Dis- 
pute yielded to him. This Victory was a fufticient Revenga for the Burn- 
ing of our Ships. Continual War is maintain'd in theie Parrs, which 
Neighbour upon Mafaea ; and that in Ceylon never ceafe;, contrary to 
the Advice or Perfons that are well acquainted with India ; becaufe the

the Molucc os, by their Abfence eiKouraging their Tyranny, and giving 
Opportunity to Nations that are our Enemies to fix themfelves in out 
Forts.

That h¡3 Fretump-] 
tion might net want fuch Funifljmeot, as became the Honour of tlic-Ciown

*" all poflible Celerity attackM that King. He was not unprovided,but'd rawing 
Rout shim, up without the Walls of that City, ofier'dhiin Battel, his Men, Elephants 
and [tib~. and Horfes covering fpacious Fields.

At this Time Santiago ¿e Vera was diieharged of his Command of the 
Philippine Ifiands. . He had fignified his Intentions to Andrew Furtado, and 
received his Anfwer, That he would comply with his Defires j but For- 
tune difappointed thefe good Beginnings, embroiling Furtado with thofe 
who did not love him, and removing Santiago from his Government, His 
SuccelTor was Govt* Perez de las Marianas, Knight of the Order of San- Gomos 
tiago, or St. James the Apofllc, a Perfon of high Reputation, born at Be- Perez Go- 
t.inzos t m the Kingdom of Galicia. He arriv'd at the Philippines in the ventor^ of 
Year 1590, and brought with him his Son Don terns, Knight of the Order. fííPhilin- 
of Alcántara, The new Governor found Manila open, without any Form pines, 
of a City, and without Wealth to Improve it. Above ¿acoco Pieces of 
Eight were wanting for this Purpofe; yet he campafs*d the Work by Pro- 

i'efls, and Contrivance without any Dammage to the Publico, or to private 
'erfons. He Monopolize the Cards; he laid Penalties on exceifive Ga- 
ming, and punifiVd hich as ForeflaPd the Markets, and on Victuallers, and 
other Retailers of (hat Sort that were guilty ot Frauds ; with thefe Fines he. HelFaUt 
built the Walla of Mavila, which are 12849 Geometrical Foot in Compafs, Manila- 
each Foot being the third part of a Yard. He apply'd himfelf diligently to Suilds ' 
this Work, and the Inhabitants attended it, being willing to forward it on p or ts &c* 
Account of the Intreaties and Example of their Chief. The City had but ' 
one Fort, and that ill built, wherefore he Erected another at the Mouth of 
the River, calling it Santiago, and enclofed the old one. He finiih'd the 
Cathedraljand built from the Ground the Church of St. Potenciana, Patro- 
nea of the Ifland, far Women that have tetir'd from the World. Then he 
npply'd himfelf to cafling, and brought able Artjfts, who furiiinVd the Place 
with lieavy and finall Cannon : built Galleys to Cruiz» and Trade, whereon 
depends the Welfare of thofe Countries ; and purfuant to what he had pro- 
nus*d in Spain, bent his Thoughts towards Témate, and all the Molnccos ;

Mcftig'd. Jiots we brought from Goa, tho* it was not theirValaur, but our ¿negligence 

that 
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that occafon'd the making of that Prize. It plainly appeared, that our Lord 
did it to punijb our Pride. This fo far Encouraged them, that they dn>jl 
afterwards daily Cruize in fight of the Fort, took, the Fifiermcn that 
went out in the Morning To follow their Trade, and laid a Ground fame 
Carcoas on the Shore. They ercBed a Mofque oppefite to the Forty at in a 
fafe Place, and thus they kept the Fort Bcf.cged with Contempt, far the 
fpace of a Month. At the end thereof, the Galley goir.g out, with oneGaliot 
we had left, made them fy, every one to his own Country, giving- out, and 
threatning, That they would Return the next Tear with a greater Fleet, 
which will be about September. We are certainly ajfured that the People of 
Banda, left $o of their prime Men at Amboyna, as Hofiages for the perfor- 
mance of their Engagement. This is alfo known by a Man of our own, who 
fed from Banda, having been carry 1 d thither Pr if oner from Amboyna. We 
are informed, that 2$ Carcoas would fet out, fo many being Launcfrd, and 
they were to Sail after their Lent, which is at the End of this Month of 
July, and toyoyn the Seyrves, and the reft of the Confederates, in order to 
return again before the Fort of Amboyna. If they come vltbfuch a Force t 
I am very fuf pit ions that the Fort will be lofl; becaufe the Enemies method 
is to take in all the Towns that are Suhjetl to it; and when this is left 
alone, wanting the Support of its Neighbours, it mvfi ofneeejjity Surrender; 
Antony Perez, the ¡Governor of that Fort, is a Man of Courage, and well 
Fortified; and yet there are Circumjl anees to it confider'-d, fome of thevi 
very Difficult; as that the Enemies are Numerous, and thete will come fome 
Confederates with them, who are fit for any piece of Treachery; befides, thai 
they cannot be Reliev'd from any Part -what foever, for the full fpace of five 
Months, that is till the beginning of January next.

No Action of Note was perform'd 
without him, lince the Expedition of Navarino againft the Turks, and the His have 
others that enfu'd in thofe Parts, in Naples, in Portugal, and all thofe that ASions. 
occur'd before, till his Majefly was put in Pofleffion of that Crown. LafiJy, 
"When he commanded the Spanifi Galleys he fought thofe of the Moor rar\i 
Turki, with the GaJiots, and Brigantines of the Levtm!,MÍ Evglifi Ships, 
and took and funk feveral or' both So, tr. He took a great Number of Slaves in 
tarhary ; paiticularly at Zangazon, tenegicar, and Alcazar. He defended 
Cadiz from the Invafion, and Rapine ot Drake, the Evglifi Admira!, 
who attempted it with a mighty fleet. This was done by only four Gal- 
leys, but two of which were clean, yet the Bravery of the Commander made 
amends for all. How great an Anion this was, and what Reputation Don 
Pedro gain'd by it, appear'd afterwards, when the £112/;.® again polTefs'd 
themfelves of Ccdlz, at the Time that all the Galleys in Spain viere in .the 
Bay, and the Fleet then preparing to fail to the Indies. In each of thele 
Anions, moil whereof were victorious, there are many remarkable Particu- 
lars, and they all deferve large Encomiums ; but fincethcy do not belong to 
the Subject of this Hiflorv, it would be blameable to infert them here; 

The King for there Reafons confdtuted Den Pedro de Acnnna, his Cap- 
tain General, in the Province of Cartagena and Tierra Firme, and Comman- 
der of the Galleys on that Coafl ; which Commiurons had never before been 
united in that Government.

He fet out 
from the Port of Sanlucar, on the 27th of September, in a Pink, with 12 Sol- HisYoyagt 
iters, lome Religious Men, and his Servants, the Galley, and another Shi]) 
following. The Winds foonrofe, and the Sea fwell'd, andthe VeiTelswcre 
difpers'd. In one of them there were 20 Soldiers, and 40 Slaves at the Oar, 
this was fo far drove away, that they faw it no more, til) five Days after 
they came to Cartagena. The Storm ceas'd, and Don Pedro arriv'd at Gran 
Canaria, but would not go into the City. He took in two hundred Cask 
of Water. The Goveruour Don Lewis de la Cueva was not in the Iiland ; 
but it being known in his Family thatiQo» Pedro was come, they fenf 
to welcome him. The Vint was follow'd by fome Horfes loaded with A- 
bundance of Fowl, Game, Sheep, Wine, Pears, and moil ftately Quinces, 
beCdes Abundance of other Proviñons. He fail'd thence with a favoura- 
ble Wind, which foon turn' J againil him, and tho' he was ar enough off, 
drove back ih: Snips in Sight of Tenerife. After being tol's'd about for 
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fome Days, there happened fuch a tedious Ca!m between two Iiland.? as 
made Amends for the Violence of the Storms, and yet he had others after- 
war Js as violent as thofe beiore. Many Days after, when they had loft 
their reclining, they arriv'd at the Iiland Metalinon, inhabited by unconque- 
red Indians, where they took in Water without Oppofition, for the Reft of 
the Voyage. Thence he had fair Weather to the Iiland Margarita. As 
foon as he landed in the Harbour, Dor. John Sarmiento de Villaiidi ando,tha 
Governour of the Iiland came to meet him, having hourly expected him 
iince he knew he was to come. The rejoycing, and Entertainment was fuch 
as became Friends, and Friends of that Quality.

Don Pedro looking upon it as fuch, and concer- 
ned to fee his Friend engag'd in fuch a Piece of Madnefs, with thofe Hot, 
but UdftxperiencM Men, faid to them, By my long Experience in feverai 
Seas, Í know it is the worfl of Conduct to attack a Ship, when ihe has the 
Wind ; but let us fall on ; that the People of the Iiland Margarita may 
uot have it to fay that I deferr'd engaging out of Fear, and not out of Dif- 
cretion.

The Men 
were briifc aHd ply'd their Cannon without ceafing* Our Galley did the 
fame, and fir'd five Shot, before it receiv'd any Harm. Then ihe ran her 
Eeak agsinft the Poop of the Ship, but could not grapple, nor board. Seme 
Men went down to the Boats which were tow'd by the Ship, and cut the 
iicpe.'. The Ship,, and- Galley ftrJl a firing again, without inteimima». 
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Don Pedro receiv'd a Mufquet Shot on his Target, which glancing off broke 
in Pieces a Board of the Stern Lockers, and wounded thole that were next 
it. A Cannon Ball took off the Head o tone of our Slaves,and fcatter'd his 
Brains in Don Pedro's Face; but another Ball touch'd him nearer, when 
it threw Don John Sarmentó into the Sea, who being funk by the Weight 
of his Armour, was never feen again. Fourteen Soldiers of the IilanJ 
Margarita, and nine Spaniards were kill'd, and many wounded, of all 
whom Don Pedro took Care, without neglecting the other Duties of a Com- 
mander. Some Perfons of Note were alfo kill'd, as Alonfo de Anduxar t 3. 
Youth about twenty Years of Age, of the Order of Ch riff, and Antonio 
Santifo, who had been a Captain in Flanders. The Ship holding on her 
Courfe, made thebeff of the fair Wind, and was feen to fly, as if ihe had 
been victorious ; tho' ihe threw many dead Bodies over Board, in Sight of 
our Men. Don Pedro returnM to the liland Margarita, lamenting the 
Death of his Friend, and his Wifes Widow-Hood, amidit the Tears of 
other Widows, and Fathers left Childlefs. He comforted the afflicted the 
belt he could, received the King's Boxes of Peals, and went on much 
griev'd at the Event, and to fee how little his Precaution had avail'd. 

Don Pedro had a profperous Paffage thence, to the Ifland Curazao, to Rio 
Je la Hacha, and fo in Sight oí Cartagena. Being defcry'd from the City Do " iPedro 
the Galleys went out to meet him, wnofe Mulick and Guns, with thofe of at Carta- 
. the Fort made a Mixture of Harmony and Noife. He enter'd upon the S ena - 
Government and immediately took a View o':'the Galleys, Warlike Prepa- 
tions being of the greateft Confequence in thofe Farts. He found them Inat- 
ter'd, and almoft gone to Ruin, refitted one, and furnifh'd another with 
Slaves, and all other Neceffaries. AH things were before in fuch Difor- 
: der, and Confuíjon, that it was hard to diflinguiih betwixt the Galley 
Slaves and the Soldiers, the former going about as free, and gay as the lat- 
ter. He blam'd this Liberty, and order'd the Heads and Beards of the 
Slaves to be ihav'd, and that they mould be chain'd. Next he took in 
hand the Divifions, Manners, and civil Government of the City, and there 
was foon a Reformation of Abufes,and publick Crimes, all this he performM 
by his Valor, and Example. He alfo review'd the Horfe and Foot ; re- 
pair'd the Fortifications; attended all Martial Affairs; had his Gates al- 
ways open to decide Controver/ies, without Diftin&ion of Perfons; and 
tho' he had hereconiiderable Opportunities offer'd him, and much Matter 
todilcover his Capacity, and the Greatnefsofhis Soul, yet he found inhim- 
felf greater Hopes and Delires, above what was prefent, and exciting him 
to advance farther, and to make known to the World that generous Reft- 
leíTnefs, which was afterwards fcrviceable to the Church, by iefloiing its 
ibraier Honour, in the remoter! Provinces.

therefore it was abfohitelv Neceflpry to Man them with Slaves, lince they 
had no others to Row, That rhefc were not to be Fetter' j in the Galieys, 
nor Treated like Slaves, but fc kindly ufed, that they fhemfelves ¡hoidd 
prefer their Entertainment, before that of their Lurds,v,'ho¡r. they ki.'i-.'d upnii 
at Patents, or Fathers-in-Law. 'ii¡«-¡a 
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Thefe Allegations, and the abfolure Is'ecefilty of defending themfelves, 
filenc*d both Parties ; lut could not flop the Mouth of Fame, for it was TheBefgn 
already known, what Engagements he made before he came from Spaiii J agahift thz 
to the King, the Mimilers, the Kindred, and Fomente rs of the Expediti- Muluccus 
on of Témate, fo that whatfoever he conceal'd, was divulg'd by uncer- takes Air. 
tain Authors. However fame advis'd him not to rely on the Chinefes, or 
Sanghycs for the Defence of the Philippines ; becaufe no natural or civil 
Tye had evergain*d, or attracted their AfFe&ion towards them. That he 
ought to remember the firefh Inftance of what they did, when his Prede- • 
ceflbr employ'd them, and confequently ihould be watchlul over them. 
That he fending a Supply of Men, Ammunitions and l'roviíions to the 
Fort and Town of Cagayan^ which is on the Coaft of that liland of Lu* 
zon % So Leagues from the City Manila, and there being then no Ship to 
fend it in, Iveceffity prefling, he thought lie might relieve that Want, by 
making ufe of one of the Chintfe Ships that were then at Anchor in the 
Harbour, and clear'd in Order to return to China, He commanded the 
Supply to be pur aboard her, and the Chinefes to cany, and in the Way, Faijhúod of 
to land it where he directed, fince it was no let to their Voyage ; promi- t " e Chi- 
li ng to requite ami gratify them for that Service. They undertook it with nefes. 
extraordinary Tokens of good Will ; but their Artifice appeai'd by the 
Event, and ihow*d how Men that are upon the Watch, improve Opportu- 
nities. The Chinefes fet fail, and the fecond Day after, when the Spani- 
ards were alleep, as believing themfeives fafe among trufty Friends, they 
fell upon them fo unexpectedly, that they bad net Time to ftand upon their 
Guard, but were all murder'd and caft into the Sea. They plundered all 
they carry*d, and dividing the Spoil, fail'd for their own Country. Tbey 
only fav'd one unhappy Spanije Woman, that went with our Men, and Spaniih 
took her alongwith them. They fpar'd her Life, but after having info- Woman (T- 
lently abus'd her, they fet her aftore, in a Sea-Port Town of the ftrft handon'd 
Part of China they made. She prefently had Recourfe to the Magifirates, in China. * 
whom ihe acquainted with theVillany thofe Men had committed, and the 
"Wrongs they had done her j but tho' favourably heard by thofe Judges, 
fte had no .Satisfaction for her Wrongs, uor could fhe obtain juftice. 
However they appointed Officers to carry her up the Country, remitting 
her to other Supream Magifirates. In this Journey, which was 
many Leagues, fte endur'd more than file had done before, till Come 
of theGovernours taking- Companion on h';v and her Tears, carry'd her. to 
the City of Macao, where the Portuguefes refide, and fet her at Liberty. 
Thus the whole Matter came to be known, and it wa. at Manila in the 
Mouths of all Men, who now magnify'd it, upon Occafion of the New 
Enterpiize. 

In Short, all the Slaves demanded by the Governour Gomez Petez t were Chinefes 
raifed with much Trouble and Oppreifion, aud in the fame Manner they p nt ¡ r jQ 
were put into the Galleys, where they continu'd fome Time before they thcGalteys* 
departed, and manj'of them dy'd, as not being us'd to that fort of Life. 
"All thofe Slaves were not fuirkient to Man the Galleys, and the Admiral 
Galley remain'd without Rowers. This, and the Neceflity of rmifhing 
the Work produe'd a mote rigorous Practice than the former. The Go- 
vernour ordered that 250 of tire Cbineñs, whoreíbrtto the Philippines to 
T Tfade» 
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Trade, lhould te taken to Man the Admiral Galley, and each of them to 
be allow'd two Pieces of tight a Month, out of the King's Revenue. Ka 
afTur'd them, they ifcould not be chain'd, but at Liberty, and with their 
Arms, to ferve as Soldiers j and that thej lhould only row in the Galleys 
when there was any Calm, and to weather fame Capes'. The Chine fe í be- 
ing acquainted by their Chinefe Governourwith this Refutation, pofitively 
refused it, as an intolerable Burden. But our Governour preffing to bring 
about his Defign, the Chinefe afiembled his People, to treat about the Af- 
fair, and. contrive how 2.50 might be chofen out from among them alJ, 
threatning that he would take every Tenth Man out of their Houfes. 
Thefe Words provok'd them to fuch a Degree, that the next Day they 
Ihut up the very Windows of their Houfes, and the Traders their Shops, 
and ilopp'd the Provifions which run through their Hands. Our Gover- 
nour feeing this Proceeding, and alledging that they mutiny M, caus'd 
about so of thofe that came next to hand, to be feiz'd, and put to the 
Oar in the Galley. The others terrify'd by this Adion, met, and drew 
from among them all, the 250, and becaufe no Man would be of that 
Number, they divided 2ocoo Pieces of Eight among thofe that would com- 
ply, and gave every Chinefe that would go in the Galley 8oPieces of Eight, 
Lefides the King's Pay. By Means of this good Encouragement, there 
"was no Want of Chinefe s that lifted themfelves to row, but the 20000 
Pieces of Eight were confum'd among them, or rather among the Officers^ 
Thefe 250 Chinefes were foim'd into five Companies, under five Chinefe 
Chriftian Captains, who pafs'd Mufters and Reviews, with Pikes and 
Catanes, which differ little from Cymiters, and exprefs'd Joy and Sa- 
tisfaction. 

Wfiilft thefe Things were in Agitation,. Brother Gaff at Gomez came. 
F Gafpar to Manfla, full of Intelligence, whereof he gave the Governour an Ac- 
Gomez count, at feveral private Conferences. He faid, the King of Témateos Af- 
hivsj In- fairs were in no ill Poftuie ; tho' fomewhat weak'ned, by not agreeing 
iellácnce, with the Prime Men of his Kingdom $ and that many of them . threatned, • 
* they would Rebel, on Account of his Tyranny, and becaufe he rais'd in- 
tolerable Taxes. That then, neither the Javanefes, nor the Lafearinei, 
nor the Moors of Mecca frequented Ternaté t as they had done at the Time 
when Captain Morones atiiv'd there, under the Government of Santiago 
deVeta. He gave very particular Information concerning the two Forts 
, ofTalangame t That the King of Témate had then about 5000 common 
S:rengt/;of Soldiers, 1000 MuPquetiers, and a great Number from his other King- 
rernate. ¿urns. That they fought with -Darts, Camfila?ies y or Cymiters, and 
Shields; and others had Coats of Mail, and Head-Pieces they got from 
the Porti/gucfcs, in exchange for Spice. That they had Abundance of 
Ammunition, all of their own making, of the Materials the javavefet 
brought to barter for Clove. That the Principal Place ivas theCityjTíT- 
jm/ít, where the King and all his Court refide, and therefore it is belt fe- 
cund, and from thence all others are fupply'd, fupported, and encouraged. 
How to he He advis'd that our Men fnou'd afiault it before Break of Day ; becaufe all 
atsack'tf attacks made upon thofe People in the Morning Watch had been fuccefs- 
ful. That, if our Fleet came un?xpecled, it would certainly iucceed ; but 
that the faid King had his Spies fpread abroad in almoit all thofe Iflands, 
4 ' - .as 
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as far as thofeofCVw/j, Sanangan and MiiuUuuto. That a good Number 
of ¿irais Sakers, and other great Guns might be brought in the Carece, 
írom the Fort or Amboyna, and the Kings of Shin, and Tydore. That the 
People of Ambopia would fend them upon Command, thefe of Finn and 
Tydore, upon veiy fmaUIntreaty ; beeaufe btjides their owning the Crown 
of Spain, they are Enemies to Témate. That the ncceilary Preparation for 
finifhing the War, even in cafe the King of Tydore ihould fail, and it mi^ht 
befufpeited he would not willingly fee his Enemy utterly deftroy'd, con- 
ffited in Artillery and Shipping, which was ready, and above noo Sol- 
diers well arm'd, with their Coats of Mail and Head-Pieces, till they 
went over to the Ifland of Banda^ to put in the necelftry Garrifon there. 
Thatthereihouidbea Number of Light VefTels to take the Enemy flying ; h'f p* 
for by that Means the War would be quite concluded in aibortTime, and * ,%. 
without Bloodihed. That even the Malccortent Tenates declai'd, andá" 00 **^*" 
publiíh'd as much, andown'd, that if a confiderable Number of Fighting 
Men ihuuld come into their Country, they would all come in and fubmit 
without ihiking Stroke. Hence he interr'd, that there were conceal'd 
Chriflians in the Molucca Iflands. That the Conqueft of the whole Ifland 
of Banda, was very advantageous and profitable, and not hazardous, and 
that the Neighbourhood of Amboyna, which was ours, would be of great 
Confequence for maintaining it. He further affirm'd, That the Portugite- 
fes very much facilitated the Enterprize, and magnify'd the great Benefit 
it would be to his Majefty ; and that F. Antony M.xrta, of whom the Go- 
vernonr had fo great a Conceit, was of the fame Opinion. Brother Gaf- 
par Gomez added fomany Circum flanees to thefe particular Accounts, that 
he wholly iiiflam'd the Governour's Heart. 

At this Time, Landara. King of Camboxa, fent the Governour an Em- /fino- of 
batTy by two^AMi/SCommanders, attended by many of his Subjects, with Cainboxa 
fnch Splendor as the Occaiion of itrequir'd. That barbarous King thought fends S»a- 
fit his EmbaíTadors íhould not be natural born Subjecls, fcecaufe of the Oc- niardsiwi- 
cafion his People had given him to fufpe¿t their Fidelity. He choie them balTadovs 
of Different Conditions, to the End that fuch Variety, the Diverfity of in- to the Go- 
clinations, and Oppofltion, might produce the better Ef7e&. The one of vtrnour 
them was a Vgrtuguefe, his Name jFames Velofo, the other a Spa?iiard, 
Blas Rityz de Fernán Gonzalez. They brought Gomez Perez* Magnificent TJ . 
Prefent, a great Quantity of Ivory, Benjamin, China Ware, Pie.etofí " " 
Silk and Cotton, and an Elephant of a generous Temper, as afterwards J cnt ' 
appear'd by Experience. They deíiver'd their Embaffy, the Purport <-. ,. „ 
whereof was, todefire Succour againft the King oiSian, who was march- . J e¿l „°f 
Jag againft him of Camboxa, with a numerous Army; ofTering in Keturn \ j£ ¿ r m ~ 
for his Affiftance to become fubje¿> to Spain, and embrace Chriftianity. */• 
That the King concluded, that lb braije and gallant a Gentleman as Gomez 
Perez, would not on Account of any other Diverfion refufe to perform an 
Ac! ion, which muft redound fo much to the Glory of God, and the Ad- 
vantage of the Crown of Spain. The Governour receiv'd the Prefent, 
making a Return with another of fome European Curiofities ; and by way 
of Anfwer, thank'd that King for the Confidence he had feem'd to place The J 7i . 
in him; but that, for the Prefent, he could notpoflibly afford the Succours, fiver. 
nor divert thofe Forces, which he was getting ready, to punifh the King 
T * of 
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of Témate, and recover that Kingdom, and the ¡elt cf the Moluccas, 
which had RebelFd, fo much to the Diihonour of the Spanljb Nation. 
That his Highnefs íhould place his Confidence in the Goodnels of Gcd, 
and perfevere in the Defign of ferving him in his Holy and True Religi- 
on, and as foon as the Expedition of Tanate was over, he would convert 
his Forces to the Relief or Camboxa. The EmbafTadors were difmifs'd 
with thefe Hopes, which the Governours Son, Don Lewis de las Marinas,. 
afterwards made gocd ;' and to give them entire Satisfaction, and juilify 
the Delay, it was found necefTary to make Publick the true Defign of 
that Fleet, which till then had been kept fecret. 

The Governour, in fine, refolv'd to fet forward, and endeavour'd to. 
Mighty take along with him all the Men he could get. All were lifled that could 
Preparati- be prevail'd upon either by Force or Intreaties. The Proprietors and 
ons again/I Soldieis were extravagantly expetifive, upon the Ships, Provifions, and 
Ternate. Gallantry ; and the Pbilipines being well furniih'd with all Things, they- 
did more than, had been imagíh'd, or could be in the Governour's Power. 
Kefenthis Son Doit Lewis, with all the Soldiers that were in Pay, to the 
Wood of Zebu, where the Fleet was to rendevous, and there he continued 
fix Months, waiting for new Orders. Gomez Perez ftay'd at Manila* or- 
dering Matters of great Moment. Two Days before his Departure, being 
iavitedby, andfupping in the Houfe of Peter de Sojas, His Lieutenant, 
_ ..„. "where diverting himl'elf with Gaming, and much Pleafuie, he grew 
f-u% 2 ° n íonerrjr, contrary to his Cuftom, and the Haríhnefs of his Temper, 
ofj.Uy.uc- that many interpreted it as a good Omen of his Succtfs. He faid in 
**/*• Bifcourfe, that F. Vincent, of the Order of St. Francis, had told 

him, the Enterprise could not fucceed, fcecaufe the Army was made up of 
Men that were carry'd away by Force, and particularly the marry'd Men 
verefo, Hedeparced Manila on the i7thof O&oler, with fix Royal Gal- 
J«ys, one Galleon, one fmall Veffei call'd a Foifi, one little Frigot, and 
federal other Frigots, Carcoas, and Bireyes, which are another Sort of 
The Fleet Venéis of the Natives; all which, being part the King?, and part be- 
ftft out. longing to Subjefts, who offer'd to ferve him with their Lives and For- 
tunes, amounted to an hundred. There were a Thoufand Spaniard: well 
arm'd 5 above four hundred Mufquetiers of the Territory of Manila \ a 
thoufand more of thofe they call Vifaias, Men armM with Lances, Shields, 
r. r Bows and Arrows, and above four hundred Cbinefei, of thofe that dwelt 

Mitotee. i n tbelíland, befides a good Number of thofe that came to Trade taken- 
intoFay; but many mofe Compdl'd than Voluntiers. The Galleys car- 
jy*d Abundance of Provifions fot the Army, over which he appointed his 
Son Don Lewis Perez, his Lieutenant, and fent him before, as has been faid,. 
withOrderstomakefor thelflandof Ze¿a. He embark'd himfelf aboard 
the Admiral-Galley, which had twenty eight Benches for the Men to 
row, and was mann'd with the ztfCbinefss- for the Oar. Eighty Spani- 
ards were put aboard it 5 they touch'd at Cabite, lail'd thence on the 19th, 
and with them feme VeiTels, in which there were private Perfons, who 
followM at their own Expence, coafting the Hland of Manila as far as 
Balnjan. They parted, becauie the VeiTels kept in Sight of Land, and the 
Governour put out to Sea. On the Z5th he came alone to pafs the Night, 
at the feint call'd ás Mufre, or of Brimftorie, in the Hland of Manila,, 

oppoiite 
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oppüfiteiothatol Ciiz,i, w hejetne Current, and the Drift of the Water 
from the Land tun ilrcng, and the Breezes then blowing, the Galley cculd 
not weather it. He anehor'd under the Shelter cf ir,'and yet drags 'd a 
little with the Force of the Current. They made the Chinefer tow exccfllve Chinefes 
hard, xo bring her up again under the Land. In ihort, they row'd very attbeOars 
faintly, either becaule they were not us'd to that Labour, and fore'd lo the j¿ u ¿-d. 
Oar, or tecaufe they were then tir'd, and incens'd with the Command. 
Other contrary "Winds flatted up, which again obíbucted their Voyage, 
and to weather fome Points of Land, it was neceilary to ply the Oars, and 
to vex the Crew, with the tifual Severity and Puniihment commonly in- 
rliiled aboard the Gaileys. They thought this hard, and contrary to 
what the Governour had aiTur'd them, which was, that they ftould be 
kindly treated ; but neither the Lafli, nor the Threat?, nor the ¿lemming 
of the Currents, with the Vigour and Sweat of their Bodies, feem'd fo 
intollerable, and injurious to them, as to hear the angry and item Go- The Go- 
vernour himfelf bid them row manfully, for if they did not, he would verñour 
put them in Chains, and cut off their Hair. This to the Chinefes is an threatens 
Affront that deferves Death, for they place their Honour in their Hair, them, 
which they cherfíb and preferve very fair, and value themfelves upon it, 
as the Ladies in Europe us'd todo, all their Delight and Reputation being 
in keeping it curioufly combM. Hereupon they refo'v'd to mutiny, to The Ciu- 
prevent fuch an Affront and Contempt. The next Night, which was the neft-s rebel 
z<>th of OSober, being appointed for the Execution, when the tir'd Spani- ahdkiHtbe 
ards laid themfelves down unon the Benches, and other convenient Places Spaniards. 
in the Veffel, the Chinefes did fo too, but cunningly dividing themfelves, 
every one lay down by a Spaniard,, pretending to bé aíleep. In the dead 
of the iait Watch, which they thought the properelt and fafeft Time, 
feeing ib&Spamards found aíleep, the Chinefes, upon hearing of a ihrill 
Whittle, which was the Signal agreed upon between them, llarted up all 
together, and every Man with wonderful Celerity put on a white Veil, or 
Shirt, that they might know one another in the Height of their Fury, and 
the Darknefs of the Night, and fo diftinguiih where to make the Slaugh- 
ter, tho' for the more Security, they alfo lighted abundance of Wax- 
Candles, which they had conceal*d wrap*d up in thofe white Veils. Then 
they drew their Catanas, which are keener, and more crooked than our 
Cymitersy and began without any Noífe every Man to héw his next Spani- 
ard ;; fo proceeding in their Fury, and killing all thofe that flept. Above 
éoPerfons had imbark'd i-n the Admiral-Galley, fome of them being the 
Governour's Servants, and other old Soldiers, who fuffer'd Inconvenien- 
cies to oblige and divert him. They had play'd all the Night, and being 
tir'd, and the Heat very violent,-they lay naked, fome on the Gang- Way 
in the middle of the Galley, others on the Benches, and the greateil Fa- 
vourites, who had more Room ailow'd them, in the Poop, and to that 
Purpofe the Governour retired into the Cabin. The Chinefes coritiuu'd 
the Execution, on thofe who flept, without any Milbuft, which was 
done fo expeditiouily, that when ;bme of thofe who flept in the Poop 
awak'd, the other Span.crds were all kill'd. The Watch heard nothing of 
k, tho* their could be no Excufe for that Negleit, becaufe there had been 
Inftances and Warnings enough before. Others awak'd. and feeling them- 
felves 
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felves wounded, in the Confufion Ieap'd into the Sea, where moil of them 
M.wy of were drown'd; fume few caft themfelves into the Sea before tl.ey 
them were hurt, and were alfo fwaUow'd up by it, tho' they were.near Land, 

drowned, becaufe the Current being ftrong, they could not item it ; twelve efcap'd, 
Only n and many Bodies were found along the Shores.

2j¡ mj Awak'd; and that he might do fo, they made the greater Noife; and 
the Chinefes themfelves cry'd out to him, defiring he would come up to 
pacify a Quarrel there was among the C(ijlillaf r fo they call the Spaniards 
He, for this Reafon, or believing the Galley dragg'd, as it bed done at o- 
ther time?, getting up in his Shirt, and opening the Scuttle, Jook'd our, 
lifting half his Bt.dy above it: Atthe fame time theCbincfes tell upon him 
with their Cymiters, and wounded him Mortally, clmting his Head, and 
running him through with their Pikes in more than barbarous manner. 
Seeing his Death near he drew back, and took up the Prayer Book of 
his Order, which he always carry'd about him, and an Image of our BlefTed 
Lady, and ended his Life between thofe two Advocates, which were after- 
wards feen bathed in his Blood : Yet he dy'd net prefently, for they after- 
wards found him in his Bed, unbracing the Image, where he Bled to Death, 
and ?bout him the Bodies of Daniel Gomez de Leon % his Valet de Chamber, 
Pantaleon de Brito, Suero Diaz, John ¿e Chavez, Peter Mafeia,John de & 
Sitan t Carrion Ponce, ana Frauds Caflillo, all of them his Servants, and four 
brave Slaves, who had the fame End. This was not known till it was Day$ 
becaufe none of the Chinefes durft go down where the Governor was that 
Night, fearing leaft fome of the So Spaniards that were in the Galley, had 
. , retir'd thither-, fuch was the Dread of their own Guilt. None were left 
iiro fav d a ]i ve j n t ] ie Galley, but F. Francis Mont ilia, of the Earefoot Order of «9. 
eircc, Francis, and John de Cttellar,i\ie Governors Secretary, who lay under Dtáí^ 
whether the fainthearted Chinefes durfl not go down in three Days, when 
their ñxñ Fury was over. Then they afterwards fet Aihore, on the Coai> 
of llocos, in the fame Ifland of Luzon, that the Natives might fuffer them 
to Water ; and becaufe the Frier and the Secretary had Capitulated, having 
their promife that they would do them no hurt, before they furrendered.

without Salt, continually looking upon the Blood of their Companions that - 
had been fpilr, wherewith all the Deck was Stain'd. They ihed Abundance 
of Tears on it, befides thofe they hourly let fall with the Apprehenfion of 
Death, thofe Cbinefcs t like faithlefs falfe Men, defigning to take away 
their Lives, in fome ílrange manner. They weigh'd, and failed between 
the Iflands of Mindanao and Luban, towards Cbina t and Goailing along 
Manila towards Cagayan, fome contrary "Winds happening to blow, and 
Calms fucceeding, they were much concern'd, fearing, that if the News of 
their Treachery reach'd the VUliffmes^ they would fend after and over- j] je q.¡_ 
take them. This Dread made them have recourfe to their Gods, and call ne f es ¡~ 
upon them, offering feveral forts of Sacrifices, Perfumes, and Prayers, which vo t e ,j~¡ r 
the Devil often anfwer'd in formal Words, by the Mouths of fuch as were q q ¿ s 
PoíTeíTed, whom he Entcr'd to that Purpofe, for there never wanted uvo 
or three fuch, all the time thofe Chriftians were in the Galley. What they 
faw was, that when leaft they thought of it, and on a fudden, the Perfon 
poíTeífed began to quake, from Head to Foot. The others feeing him in that 
Condition, fáid, Some God reas coming to Speak to them. Then coming up 
to him, with Tokens of Refpect, they unty'd, and fpread abroad his Hair ; $ ome °f 
and ft ripping him quite naked fee him on his Feet, and he prefently fell a ^ }an $°f~ 
Dancing to the Noife of fome Drum, or Bell, they beat or rung. They put f e f s *d» 
a Cy miter, or Spear into his Hand, and as he dane'd he brandiih'd it over 
all their Heads, with no fmall danger of hurting them, which they were 
not the leaft apprehenfive of; alledging, that their God, tho' he did fo, 
would never hurt them, without they were guilty of fome Sin againil him. 

Before the Devil had poffeiVd any in the Galley, the Cbinefes were con- 
certing to murder the'Chriftians, believing they were the Occafion, why Cbriflians 
God did not give them a fair Wind for their Voyage ; but that watchful preferv'd 
fovereign Provide nee ,w i thout whofe Direction the leaft Accident does nut by Means 
happen, making Ufe of the Devil himfelf as an Inftrurnenr, prevented it of the Dc~ 
by Means of thofe very Perfbns who offended it. The Perfon pofTefs'd j>i/. 
ask'd tor Ink and Paper, which being prefently brought him, he made cer- 
tain Characters and confus'd Scrawls, which being expounded by the 
others in the Galley, they found iignify'd, that thofe two Men were harm- 
lefs, therefore they mould not kill them, which was no fmall Incourage- 
ment to the Prifoners. However this lailed not long, for fome others who 
were pofTefs'd after the firft, tormented them cruelly, efpecially one of them, 
who was the maddeíí. He told the Cfiinefes, that if he ihould happen to 
hurt thofe Men, as he biandifhM the "Weapon he had in his Hand over " 

theiri, 
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them, mailing Ellays, as if he cut and ilafll'd, then they muft kill them im- 
mediately • becaufe it would be a certain Sign, that their Gods requir'd it, 
and that their being in the Ship was the Occafion, why they gave them not a 
fair Gale. All the Men in the Galley aflembled, to behold that^ Spefta- 
cle,and the Perfon poflefs'd having lot a confiderable Space walk'd about 
the Gang- Way, with extravagant Geftuies, went then to the Place where 
the Religious Man and his Companion were ; there growing helhfhly in- 
tag'd, he commanded all the reft to Hand allde, and being left with only 
the two Pjiloners, began to make hideous Faces and Grimaces at them, 
Horrid vvhen "etting upon the Table in the mid Part of the Galley, he thence 
praBhci , h(ew jus Cymiter at them, with fuch Fury, that it Duck in the Deck, be- 
uptm tie tween ,¿. lr feet. Seein» he had not hurt nor touch'd them, he ask'd for 
P. ifov.cn. it in t0 make a feco „d and third Tryal, flicking it every Time ft deep, 
that the others could fcarce draw it out from the Planks. This done, he bid 
them give him a Partefan, with which he hack'd, hew'd, and thurlt, In fuch 
frightful and dangerous Manner, that the Ctintfei themfelves were afio- 
nifh'd He kept them above an hour in that Dread and Affliction, without 
daring' to flir,or beg for Mercy ; believing it would not avail them.but that 
on the contrary, whatfoever they could Tay might be prejudicial. Thus ha. 
ving plac'd all their Hopes,and Confidence on that fovereignLord.who even 
when he delays does not tail to give Affifiance, they call'd upon him, and 
offcrtt themfelves up» him in fervent Prayers ; particularly the Religious 
Man, repeating feme Pfalms and Verfes, which his former Devotion «ci- 
ted by the prelint Danger, brought into his Mind, and were fultabie to 
lhat Occafion, and fuch like Exigencies; by which, as he afterwards raid, 
JereccivM great Comfort, airi Addition of Courage.

He fufter'd the Galley to pcrifn on the 
Coaft, and the Cbinefes difperi'd, flying into fevcral Provinces, Others 
affirm, that King ieiz'd and punifh'd them. 

The Spaniads that cfcsp'd, went to carry the News to Manila, where Spaniards 
fomegiiev'd.and others, who hated the Governour for his Severity, rejoy- thatefcapd 
ced ; but that ill Will foon vaniuYd, and all generally lamented him ; came to 
jnore efpecially when fome of the Bodies were found and brought in. A- Manila, 
mong them were thofc of the Eniign, John Diaz Guerrero, an old Soldier, 
and Governour of Ceht\ of the Eniign Fenalofa, Proprietor of Pita ; 
the great Soldier Sxhagun, whole Wife ran roaring about the City ; 
'of Captain Cajlano, newly come over f torn Spain \ oi Francis Rodriguez Bodies

Den Lfívis t his Kindred and Friends, would fain have profecuted the Ex- 
pedition to the Moluccas, and to this End F. Antony Fernandez came from 
Tydore ; but he fucceeded not. The Fleet was difmilVd,and it was a lingular 
Providence for the Security of the Philippine Iilands ; for prefently after, at 
the Beginning of the Year ij04,therecame thither a greatNumber of Ships 
from Chin a, loaded only with Men and Arms, and brining no Merchandize, 
as they are wont to do. Thofe Ships brought fev'en Mandarines, being fome 
of the chief Viceroys and Governours of the Provinces. It wasbeliev'd,and 
proved certainly true, that they knowing Gomez Perez went upon that Expe- 
dition, to which he took with him all the Spaniards, concluded the Coun- 
try was left defencelefs, and therefore came with a Defign to Conquer, or 
plunder it^tvhich would have been very eafy, had they found it as they ex- 
peled. They went out of their Ships but twice to vifit Don Lewis, with 
great State, and much Attendance. He rcceiv'dthem affectionately, and pre- 
ienred every Mandarine with a gold Chain. They told him, they came by^ 
their King's Orde/,tu pick up the Chi)iefei,\vho wander T d about thofe Iflands. 
without his Leave ; but this was looVd upon as a meer Pretence ; becaufe 
there was noNeed,for that Efteft, of fo many Mandarines, norfuch a Num- 
ber of VeffeJs arm'd and furnifh'd tor War. The Chhicfes who rmnrder'd 
Gomez Perez, were oiChinsheo, and therefore Don Lewis, as knowing the 
certain Criminals, fent his Kinfman Don Ferdinand dcCaftro, in a Ship,, 
to give the King of China an Account of that Treachery ; but his Voyage 
mifcarry'd, and all was left in Sufpence. 

At this Time Lángara, King of Cavil oxa made Inflante for the Sue 
cours and requir'd Don Lewis to perform his Fathers Promife made to him 
not long before. He therefore, in Purfuance to it, and to the End that 
thofe -Forces, or fome Part of them, might continue in the Church's Ser- 
vice, fince they were provided for that End, in the Defign oiTernate, re- 
folv'd to fupport that King with them. 

Camloxa is one of the moil fertile of the Indian Regions. It fends 
Abundance of Provifions to other Parts, for which Reafon it is frequented 
by Spaniards, Per [tans, Arabs, and Armenians.

and reputed the cunningeft Merchants inlndia. However they are of Opini- 
on, that after Death, Men, Brute Beafls, and all Creatures, receive either 
Puniihment, or Reward; foconfus'd a Notion have they of Immortality. 
The City Camfosa, which gives its Name to all the Country, is alfo call'd 
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Champa, abounding in the Odoriferous Calambuco Wood, whole I ree call d 
cSi, grows in unknown Regions, ar.d thereoie has not tafeen flan, 
ding The Floods upon theft great Rivers bong down Trunks of It and Ly 
this is the precious iigmm Jlees.

They weave o'thers for the common Sort, which they altfWM.nof un- 
like the fto** Plads. Nor do they want the Art ot Silk-Weaving, tor 
,hey both weave, and work with the Needle, rich Hangings, Coverings fof 
the low Chairs uVd by the Women of Quality and for the Imitan Litters, 
or Palmomnt,, which are made of Ivory, ami 1 ortoife-Sl ell, and of the 
fame they make Chefs-Boards, and Tables to Play Seal-Rrngs and other 
portable Things. In the Mountains there is found a fort or Chr.flal, ex- . 
inordinary tranfparent, whereof they make Heads, little Idols, Bracelets, 
Necklaces! and other Toys. It abounds 111 Amethifts, Garnets, the Sort 
of Saphirs call'd Hyacinths, Spinets, Cornelians, Chryfolites, Cats Ever, 
properly call'd Jems, all of them precious Stones ; There are alfo thofe 
rhev call Mi*, and Blood Siones, pleafant, and medicinal Fruits, Opium, 
BaiWK, Sanders, Alom and Sugar. Migo is incomparably prepar d in 
Ca mboia, and thence fent to feveral Provinces. _ The living Creatures are 
the fame Jfi.i affords in thofe Parts, Elephants, Lions, Horfes wild Boars, Step. 
and other tierce Beads. It is in Ten Degrees of North Latitude The River 
Mtmi waters all the Kingdom, and in it falls into the Sea ; being Jookd 
upon as the greateft in India, carrying fo much water in Summer that it M=con 
B i and covers the Fields, like the Hilt in Egypt.

Part of this Country, beyond irn- A 
penetrable Woods, not far from the Kingdom of the Lao,, wasdifcover d c¡ , D¡ r c¡ . 
i Citv of above fix thoufand Houfes, now call d Jngon. The Stru- ve fa 
¿lures', and Streets, all of malTy Marble Stones, artificially wrought, and as 
entire as if they had been modern Works. The Wall llrong, with a 
Scarp' or Slope within, in fuch Manner, that they can go up to the Bat- //, Mag- 
dements every where. Thofe Battlements all differ one from another, re- nipenct, 
preventing fundry Creatines, one reprefents the Head of an Elephant, ano- 
ther of a Lion, a third of a Tiger, and fo proceed in continual Variety. 
The Bitch which is alfo of hew'd Stones, is capable of receiving Ships. 
Over it is a magnificent Bridge, the Arches of it being fupported by (lone 
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Giants ot a prodigious height, Tne Ai.ueuuc'ts. ti.o' dry, (how no lefs 
Grandeur. There are Remains of Gardens, and delightful Places, where 
the AqueduSs terminate. On one Side of the Town is a Lake above 
thirty Leagues in Compafs. There are Epitaph-",Infcriptions,and Characters 
not underllood. Many Buildings are more i'umptuous than the refl, moil of 
them of Alabafler, and Jalper Stone. In all this City, when fi¡ It difcover- 
led by the Natives, they found no People, nor Bcails, nor any living Crea- 
tures, except fuel) as Nature produces out of the Breaches of Ruins. I own 
I was unwilling to write this, and that 1 have look'd upon it as an imagi- 
nary City of 1'laio's Allantisfiiti ofthat his Common- V\ ealth ; but there is 
no wonderful Thing, or Accident, that is not íübject to much Doubt. It 
is now Inhabited, and our Religious Men, of the Order of St. Jugnjlin and 
St, Domhiick, who have Preach'd in thofe Tarts, do teflify the Truth of it. 
A P»rfon of Reputation tor his Learning, conjectures it was the Work of 
the Emperor Traían; but tho' he extended the Empire more than his Pre- 
decefibrs, I have net ever Read that he teaclfd as far as Camhoxa. Were 
the Hiflories of the Chine/ens well known as ours, they would inform us, 
why they abandon'd fo great a Part of the World ; they would explain the 
Infcriptions on the Buildings, and all the reft that is unknown to the Na- 
tives themfelves. I know not what to fay of fo Beautiful a City's being 
buried in Oblivion, or not known. It is rather a Subject of Admiration 
than Reflection.

But Gallinato, whofe Judgment, 
and Valour, hr.d been try d hi the greatefl Dangers of thofe Eaftern Parts, 
and many Years before in Flanders, would not fuffer himfelf to be eaiily Tie deposed 
led away by popular Affection, and honourably rejecting that Opportunity, /Cinq's Son 
fail'd towards Manila.

They found he 
was dead, bur, had a Son living, v/ho being told how they had kill'd the

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Ufurper, his Uncle and Enemy ; he fet forward immediately far his King- 
dom with Velhfo and Ruiz, and ioc-co Men, the King of the ¿iioj.contrary to 
all Expectation iurniíh'd him. He attack'd Camhoxa, where Ruiz and 
I'eUcJo faithfully iiuck to him during the War, and afterwards in his Go- 
vernment, Then he fent another Embaffy to the Philippine Ifland, asking 
Supplies of Wen to quell the Troubles in his Country, and that he and his 
Subjects might receive the Faith oí JESVS CHRIST ; promifíng a 
confiderable Part of his Dominions to the Spaniards, to fubílít them. This 
Embaffy came to Manila, when Don Lewis had quitted the Government, 
and refign'd it up to Don Francis Tello t which gave Occafion to Témate 
to grow more fettled in its Tyranny. 
D Pedro Don Pedro ¿s Acunna, who governed Catthagena in the Wefi-tniiet 9 in 
de Acunna **"* ^ ear Isp 5» either becaufe it was his natural Inclination, or the 
fortifies ^eceflity of the Times requiring ir, fortify *d the Place with Fafciney, 
Carthage- P' an ^ s » Pile-sand Ditches, working at it himfelf in Per fon.

It was wonderful to fee with what 
Expedition and Zeal the Work was brought to Perfection, of fuch Force is 
a goc;d Example. Soon after came to Puerto Rica, the Shipcali'd Pandor- 
ga, or Bor gonna, that was Admiral of Tierra Firme, and New Spain, 
with three Millions in her. The whole under the Care of the General 
Sancho Pat do, 
¿6 "Englifli At this Time there came into the Wejl-Indkt a Fleet of $6 Sail, fent by 
Sail f cut the Queen of England to plunder them, under the Command of 'John Haw- 
to rob the kins and Francis Drake. Captain Peter Tello defended the three Millions 
Wcft-ln- fo bravely with the Spav ; fo Frigots, that he fav'd the Prize. Hawkins was 
dies. wounded in the Fight, and dy'd of it before he could come to the Firm 

Land. Drake, with that Fleet, enter'd Rio de la Hatha and Santa Alaria ■ 
and being one .Night in Sight of Carthagena, took a Frigate belonging to 
thatCoaft, by which he was inform'd, how well the Governour had for- 
tifiM it ; therefore making a Compliment of Keccfiity, he fent Don Pedro 
a Meffage by the Men of the Frigor, whom he therefore fet at Liberty, 
€ faying, He did not attack his Works and City out of RefpecT: to him, 

and becaufe he honoured his Valour. The Truth of the Matter was, That 
Drake czlVd together his Captains to confuir what was to be done, and 
they all advis'd him to attack the City, promifing to do their utmoft, and 
be anfwerable for the Succefs ; alledging it ought to be attempted, for be- 
ing a PJace of vaft Wealth and Confequence. Only Drake oppos'd ir, 
Drake'* ftrength'ning his Opinion by faying, His Mind did not yive him, that the 
-J-lions Enterprise couid have the Succefs they would allure him, becaufe they 
there. were to have to do with a Knight of Malta, a Batchelor, nothing weak- 
ned with Womaniih Aneclion, or the Care of Children ; but watchful, 
and intent upon defending the Place, and fo Refolnte, that he would dye 
on the Spot before he would lofe it. This Opinion prevail*d, and the 
Englijb Handing in Awe of Don Pedro's Reputation, went away to the 
Town of Hombre de Dios, and took it. Drake afterwards defigmng to 
do the fame at Panama, was difappointed, meeting Ojrpofition by the 
Way, which had been provided upon the Advice fent by Den Peiro t that 
the triglifo were moving againft that City. But

Succours at the Fhiiifitie Ifiands, upon the ufual Promile of jbonveriiui and D. T ewis 
VaiTalage.

Ho fet out from Manila with Don James Jor- Marinhas 
dan, an Italian, Don Fcaro dc Figneroa, Peter VilleftH. and Ferdinand de £° es to 1 e- 
losRios Coronel, Sp.mifn Commanders, the lait of them then a Prieft, who ^"' if Cam- 
had alio been in the fir It War oiCambaxa* A Storm took them out at Sea, boxa. 
vbich lafted three Day?, with the uiual Fury. The Shipwrack was nii- 
feiahle, two Ships were ilavM in Pieces, and the Sea fwallow'd up all 
the Men, Piovifions and Ammunition. Of all the Soldiers and Seamen 
011 Board the Vice- Admiral, only five fwam afilore en the Coair. ofC'.ina. 
Some Soldiers were a]fo fav'd out of the Admiral, and among them Cap- 
tain Ferdinand de los Rios, the VeiTel remaining founder'd under the U cajl a- 
AV'aves. 1 he otter Ship i.ot to Camhoxa alirtoil fhatter'd to Pieces after wa y t 
many Dangers. She found in the River of Camhoxa, eight Juncks of 
Malayes, and theSpaniardt feeing they defign'd to carry away fume Slaves 
of the King of Camhoxa, to whofe Affiftance they came, inconiiderately 
boarded the Malay es, who being well furnifh'd with more than ordinary 
Fire-works, loon burnt our Ship, and moil of the Spaniards perifh'd in the Spanifh 
Flames or Smoke. Blaze Rui*, nor Vcllofo were not there at that Time, Ships 
but icon after in the Country, where they were attending the King, buns-burnt* 
be let in the Houfe where they Jodg'd, were barbaroufly murder'd. Thofe 
few Spaniard: that efcap'd, got into the Kingdom of Sian, and thence to 
Manila.. Heaven was pleasM this fhould be the End of all thofe mighty 
Preparations made for the Recovery of Témate, and the other Molucca 
Iflands, whofe Tyrant triumph'd at the News, concluding it was the Ef- 
fect of his good Fortune, and looking on it as a TelUmony of the [uftice of 
hisCaufe, and accordingly he confederated a new with our Enemies. 

DonFrancifcoTello, a Gentleman of Andaluzia, fucceeded Gomez Perez D. Fran. 
in the Government of. the Philippine Ifiands, and came to Manila in the TeJJo Go* 
Year 1596. Kisfirft Care was to inform himfelf of the Condition his vernor of 
Predecefícr had left them in, and to fupply the Garrifons ; becaufe the *bt PhiJ. 
Emperor or Japan, having in the Year ISO*, executed thofe glorious 
Martyrdoms, the Memory whereof is ííill freíh, on the Religious Men of 
the Order of S. Francis, it gave him Jealoufy, that he might have a De- 
fign againfl the Philippine Iflands. 

The Natives oí the Iflands of Mindanao, hate our Nation as much as ^ople of 
thofe of Ternate, and upon any Occafion take Arms againft it, as they Mindanao 
did in the lait, at the faid Ifland of Témate. For this Rezfon,' Stephen J]a tc the 
Rodriguez 4e Figueroa enter'dinto Articles with the newGovernour. Don Spaniards. 
Fraticifco Tello, by Virtue whereof he made "War on the People of Miada- g. 1 
•nao and Témate, at his own Expence. Stephen Rodriguez was fo rich, R drm 
that he might fafely undertake this Affair. He hVd at Jrevalo, a Town 7WJ £ ej °¡y Z 
on the Ifland Panaz, one of the Philippines, and fet out with fome Gal- m y,- f r 
leys, Frigots, Champanes, and one Ship,, in which there were fome nao J. /-"" 
Spaniards, and above 1500 of thePainted Natives, call'd Pintados, who om ¡ p . i3S 
were toferve as Pioneers. He arriv'd at the River of Mindanao, on the p enc . *" 
zoth of -April, 1 596. and as foon as the Inhabitants of the Town, peculi- * 

strly call'd Mindanao, Í3w fucha lightly Company, they fled up the Side of 
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ihe Rivet, abandoning the Place, to tile Fury of the Soldiers. Mofl of 
them reforted to the Town of ivyahen, then the Retuerce of Raxaxnra, 
Kin" of Mindanao, who being under Age, had yet no Charge of the Gc- 
veniment, which was wholly inthe Hands of SUmfti, a Soldier, aiulCerrt- 
mander of Reputation. Our Men I'niloivini; up the River, came to Ta»i?.i- 
can, five Leagues from the full. That Hace was govern'd by Dm^whht, 
Uncle to Monao, the true Proprietor, who was then alfo young. 

Thefe two were naturally well affifiedto the Spaniard!, and tlietefore, 
t, „ as foon as they difcover'd their Arms.came out.in peaceable Manner.tomeer, 
,.' H~ and offer them their Affiilance. They informd them, that the Enemies, 
tutsjf, foi th werc r c ito thofe of Buyahen, had retir'd into the Fort they had 
"""/■ there. Stephen Rodriguez hearing the News, and having made rn :ch of 

furjuci. ¿fofe Princes, oidcr'd the Fleet to weigh Anchor, and continue the Purfuit, 
four Leagues faither, ilill along the River"," to Buyahen. Being come thi- 
thcr.he landed his Men on S. Mark's Day. which was done by theCol. John 
de Xara, but without any Order, becaufe having had no Engagement at 
Mindanao, they thought they Ihould have little to do there ; as if this, or 
any ether Prerence ought to be an F.xcufe for not obferving Martial Diici- 
vline Sieplen Rodriguez would land to leflify that Dilorder by his Prefence. 
He went out in fuch Armour of Pioof, that a Shot of a fmall Drake would 
fcarce pierce it. Only his Head unarm'd, but cover'd with a Cap and 
Feather.a black carrying his Helmet,and five Soldiers well arm'd attending 
-him. Ke had fcarce march'd fifty Paces, before an Indian, «hofcNsme 
I, UU'd «as Vial, fuddenly ruih'd out of a clofe and topping Thicket, and running 
' at him, with his Camfilan, or Cymiter.clove his Head. Vial was rjro- 
ther to Silonga, and Owner of one only Cow there was in all that Country. 
He kill'd her three Days before this Accident.and inviting his Friends to 
her promis'd in that Wat to kill the moil noted Man among the Spaniard!. 
He 'was as good as his Word, for Stephen Rodriguez dropt down of the 
Wound, and dy'd three Days after, without anfwning one Word to the 
Queilions that were made him, tho' he did it by Signs. 1 he five Spani- 
ard! Teeing their Commander lb fuddenly wounded, that the Slayer.appear-

r , Mi The Governor Don FmueuTtVa, who was then at the Place call d El 
„U- ,r,~„, Embocadero, an hundred Leagues from Manila, being inlorm'd or what had 
« Minda llaPl'eu'd, and told upon what deflgn the ColonelXmi carneare d him Im- 
'„. mediately, fending Captain ToriHo de Miranda, to the War in Mindanao. 

He found his Men were tetird to fhe Pott de ¡a Caldera, mthe fan» Jiland 
but 35 Leagues from the Mouth of the River. There he rr.aictaii.M him- 
' ielf, till about Juenjt Don Francis Tt!h appointed Don Joint Ronjmllo, 
who was Commander of the Galley», to lucceed in that Poll. He alfa 
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commilEoiiM letcr Avceo Covarrubijs, and others, as Captains, to go with 
him 5 James Chaves Cannizaves^ Collonel'j Garcia Guerrero, Major; and 
Chrijlophcr Villc.gra and Cervaii Gutierrez , Captains of Fcot. Don }obn 
Ronquillo came with his Recruit to prcfs upon the Enemy, and did it fo ef- 
fectually, that being diftrefs'd, they crav'd Aid of the King of Temase, to 
whom the People ot Mindanao pay an Acknowledgeinent,which is little lefs, T err - te - 
or the fame as Tribute.

zsBuyahen; but met with great Difficulties at the Reaches; becaufe at 
one of them they were threat ned by the Spaniards chief Fort, the Galleys, 
and other Veffelsj and the other was a narrow Channel, with a Point run- 
ning ojt into it, on which was erected a Baftion, defended by forty Men. 
'From thence our Men had artificially laid a flrong wooden Bridge over 
to the other Side of the River, clofe to which a Galliot ply*d up and 
down. 

The Ternates feeing both Sides fo well Guarded, refolv'd to fortify 
themfelves at the Mouth of the River. They accordingly ereded a fmall ™ e f bvSU 
Fort, and put themfelves into it, with an equal Number of Mindanao Sol- a ^'°¿{ on 
diers. The News hereof moir'd the General Ronquillo to dillodge them;'^ e River, 
and in Order to it, came down with the Galleys and other VeíTels, and 140 
Men well appointed. He landed with 116, and the Captains Ruy Gomez 
Arellano t Garcia Guerrero, Chrijlopher Villagra, and Alonfo ¿e Palma, fa- 
cing the Enemy, at about eighty Paces Diftance, on the Bank of the Ríver¿ 
The Ternates máMiiidanaos had leveled all the Front of their Fort, and de 
fignedly left a Spot of Bufhes and Brambles on one Side, where 500 Terna- 
tes jay in Ambufh, the reft being in the Fort. Both their Parties percei- 
ving how few of our Men came to attack them, were aiham'd to be ihut up 
within Fortifications, and lye in Ambufh, and accordingly making Show 
of haughty Threats, came out and met the Spaniards.

Armsfor our Part. Only feventy feven eicap'd dangerouily wounded, 
whereof fifty were drown'd in the River leaping, into it in Defpair .- Uf Only three 
the othertwemy feven, only three turviv'd, who carry'd the News to their e r C jp c 
King. The Spaniards pofTefs'd themíélves of the Shipping, Cannon, and 
Plunder of the vaiir t uiuYd, and were encourag'd to proftcute the Mar. 

Don Francis Tello did nut neglect other Affais or this Á ature. He under- 
stood by his Spyes, and it was bruited abioad, that the Emperor of Japan Warlike 
was gathering a mighty Army, and fitted out a Fleet :or it, with Anns trepar a- 
and Provifions. . It was alfo known, that he was in Treaty to fceure \\ixr-tion* in 
felfagainft thtCbinefet, of whom the Japonefcs are naturally Jealous. | a[)an 
Hence it was inferr'd, that he arm'd to carry the War cut of his own Do- * 

minions. He had already enter'd into Aliyance with the King of Teníate, 
and other. Neighbours, who were Enemies to the Crown of Spain. All

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rhefe Particulars gave vehement Caufe to conjecture, that the Storm threat- 
ned the Philippine Iilands, and more efpeciaby Manila, the Head of them.

je 3 tf * Solemnities,. Commanded the Will to be opeu'd, and what his Fa- 
ther had order'd to be Fulfill 'd. His Iiiflructions, and the Myfleries of 
State, whereof he was fo great a Mailer, and which he communicated to 
his Son till the laft Ga f p, produced the Peace which attended his moil hap- 
py Succeilion, which was his Due by Natural Right, the Law of Nations, 
and his own innate Virtues; the general SubmifBon of his Subjects, and 
the Fidelity of the Armies that ferv'd in the Northern Provinces in Italy, 
Jftick, JJ11, the Indies, and in Garrifons, were a Curb to other Nati- 
ons.

have in the Snnglcyes^ or Cbinefes, by whom the Mauds of his Province 
began to bemuch'peopledand fill'd, yet he allow'd them greater Liberty 
than was convenient 5 and the Municipal Laws which provided againft 
thisDilbrder being Forgotten or contemn'd, in a very ihort Time there 
were additional Towns Of Cbinefes, Chíncheos, and other luch like Alon- 
llers, who were no better than Pyrates, or Incendiaries in that Country, 
which ought to have taken fufficient Warning by, and been well provided 
on Account of paíl Accidents, to fnut up all Paflages againft filch Enemy 
Nations. Don Fv&nctfco excused their Refort, alledging, That they im- 
ported Abundance of Provifions and Merchandife, which is what ufualiy 
enriches all Places; That no Men have fuch a confummate Mechanick Ge- 
nius as they; That they are more aiTtduous and conftant at the Works 
and Buildings than the Natives of the Philippines. He faid, That all 
the Jealoufy generally conceiv'd of them vaniihes, if the Governour ad- 
miniflers Juftice impartially, and permits no private Cabals. All ihefe 
are, or appear'd to be frivolous Reafons, without any Force ; and the 
admitting of fuch an Inundation of thofe People, prov'd very dangerous, as 
may be leen in the Sequel of this Work, by what happen'd to the 
Governour Gomz Perez. It was a particular Providence of Heaven, 
that other Nations did not go about to League with this, or the Dutch, 
who have fo flfongiy fix'd themfelves in the Archipelago ; for they might, 
■without much Difficulty, have given us more Trouble than has been oc- 
.cafion'd by the Rebellion of the Kings of the Moluccas ; to whofe Coun- 
try, and all others in India, great Fleets of Dutch reicrt, ever fiflce the 
Year 158?, whereof Dutch Writers give an Account, and lay down in 
Cuts, even theXmalleít Plants they produce. 

- It does not belong to us to give an Account of the Evglifo, Dutch, or 
-other Nations of India and JJia, or their Expeditions and Voyages ; but 
«only fuch as relate to the Conqueft of Témate and the Molucca liland?, or 
■may have fome Dependance on this Subject ; but be it known, once for all, 
that every Year, fome Northern Fleets appear 1 d, coming either thro* 
New ■-treight:, ilill unknown to our Difcoverers, or thofe before frequen- 
ted and laid.dowji. But before we enter upon this Relation, it feems re- 
quifite to fay fomething of Holland, the Head of the Neighbouring Mauds, 
p as that which is become moil outrageous in India, and moil covets the 
£ ccoinit of M Q ¡ ueeou The province of Holland is almoft on all Sides encompafs'd 
Holland. ^ ( | ie g e3) ail£ j t j ie p orts f trie Maefe and Rhine, for about 60 Leagues in 
Compafs. Within it are coniain*d 29 wall'd Towns, whofe Names and 
Situation does not belong to us to fpeak of, nor of thofe of Zealand, or 
the other Provinces fubjeft to them. The Curious may read Lambert^ 
Hortjnfus, znáMontefortiut, The Natives are defcended from the Anci- 
ent Cd/r/; and forafmuch as Era funis of Rotterdam, which is in Holland, 
deicribes it in his Chiliades ) we will abridge what he there delivers at 

large, 
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large, out of Affection to his Country. The Learned, lay lie, agree, ¿nd 
it is a probable Conjecture, thit the Ifland Tacitus mentions, lyin fi rroüi Tacitus 
the Rhine to the Oce.-n, is that we calí Hj'l.uid ; which i am oblig'd to /. ¿o. 
Honour, as owing my iiril Breath to it; and would to Cud we could ho- 
nour it as it deíerves. Martial charges it with being rude, or unpoliihed ; 
and Lucan with Cruelty. Either the fe Things do not belong to us, but to 
our Anceliors, or we may value our felves upon them both. Whit Nation 
is now known, whole firil Fathers were not more uncouth than their 
Pofterity ? Or when was Rome more highly commended, th:;n when its 
People knew no other Arts but Tillage and Warfare ? Era/mm fpends 
Time in proving, that it is the Nature of Holland, not to relilh Martial's 
"Wit; and that this is not the EftecT: of Rudenefs, but a Gravity worthy 
Imitation. Then he makes an Exclamation, laying, Wculd to God all 
Chriflians had Dutch Ears ! And that if Hill any one lhall contend, the 
Nation is in the Wrong, in having ílopp'd theirs to all Poetical De- 
lights and Allurements, and arm'd it felf againil them ; the Dutch valu'd 
themfelves upon being comprehended in that Reflection, which did not 
difpleafe the Ancient Sabines, the Perfect Lacedemonians, and the Severe 
Catos. Lrfc/nicall'dthe Batavi, that is the Dutch, Cruel, as Virgil did 
the Romans, Vehement. Erafmus adds, That the Cufloms of thefe Na- Erafinus 
tions are Familiar, inclining to Meeknefs and Benignity, and not to Fierce- of the 
nefs ; becaufe Nature endow'd them with a fincere Difpofjtion, free from M.mncrt 
Fraud and Double- Dealing, and did not make them fubjed to extraordinary of ¡!üllaii- 
Vices, except the Love of Pleafure, andExcefs inEntertainnieiUf, This acts- 
is caus'd by the Multitude of lieautres, which are Incentives, by the fe- 
veral Sea-Ports on the Ocean, the Mouths of the two Rivers, Rhine ana. 
Masfe ; the perpetual Felicity of the Soil, water'd by other Navigable 
Rivers ; and the Fiih and Foul in the Ponds and W oods. No Province of 
fo fmall a Compafs, contains fo many Cities of a confide rabie Magnitude, ? 

and fo Populous, excellently govern'd ; fofull of Commodities, Aits and 
Trade. It abounds in Men indifferently learn'd. Era/mus himíelf, in 
Conclufion, owns that none of them arrives to lingular Erudition. This 
Account, which in all that is natural muft be own'd not to exceed, affords 
Arguments to condemn and convince the Author of it, and the " at ion it 
felf". All that Part of the World where Religion and Polite nefs flouiiih, 
is acquainted with the Dii'e.rfity of Opinions all thole Nations efpoufe, 
of Protejlants, Puritans,. Cahinifls, thefe the moil Numerous ; Huguenots, 
Lutherans, and all other Sorts, too long to enumerate, and not to our 
Purpofe. Since Erafmus fonfeffes that his Country does not produce 
any Perfons of eminent Learning, why do they take upon them to 
decide Controverfies in Religion ? Why do they incroach upon Councils ? _. 
If they are of fuch an excellent Difpofjtion, and have, fucha modeft Genius, *' }l "^ u ~ 
"Why do they cafl off that Piety, whereof there are fuch ancient Tefiimo- y°'f ^ s ~ 
nies in our firft Fathers, fo much honoui'd by the primitive Charity c [f c ^ onso1t 
the true Church ?

The firft Dutch Fleet that came to the Molucca Iflandr, after the Englijh^ 

Butch firji in the Year 1598, fliall be here fpoken of. Some prime Men, for the 

■fail to the Sake of their Country, as thty faid, and to gain Reputation, met in Hol- 

Mpluccos. land zná Zealand, and fitted out fix Ships and two Brigantines, to fail into 

India. The frrft Ship they call'd the Maurice, the Admiral in her being 

Jacob Cornelius Neck, born at Roterdam, and the Mafier Goiiaertjamk ; 

the fecond was the Mtjlerdam, and in herthe Vice- Admiral Vibrant Dar- 

kik ; the other Ships were the Holland, the Zealand, the Guelder, and the 

Utrecht ; The bigger Brigantine the Friezland, and the fmaller the Over- 

ijfet. They carry d 160 Soldiers, befides Mariners, and faild from Roter- 

dam on the lithof March. Off from Sluys, on the 4th of Apt il, they had 

fuch a dreadiul Storm, as might "have difcourag'd them from Proceeding, 

and the Sl.ipthe Holland was almoft difabled ; but ftill they were drove 

2 5 Dutch °" by the V, eather to the Texel, and thence to Debenter, and in Conclu- 

hiptized. fion they got into the Ocean. They met another Ship returning to the 

Low Countries, which prefented them with icooo Oranges, and having 

Barrels diftributed them among the' Men^they made a^ general Rejoycing, forjhe

in lea baptizing of 15 Men, aboard the Ship the Guelder, on the 10th of May. 
ikake. On the nth they anchoi'd at Bttrrcli, and on the 15th at the Ifiand 
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Al.ide.a, and again on the 17th at the Canaiies, Gomera, and Paltitj, paf- 
fing by thofe or" Sal and Santiago, which ate thoie of Cabo Verde, they 
furl'd all their Sails, and drove in a Storm, in 29 Degrees Latitude. Oa 
the lint o; June they took a Sea Tortoife -which weigh'd 14} Pounds. On 
the 15th of the lame Month, Gerrit Jans, either ptovok'd by Wine or a 
worfe Spirit, call himfeir into the Sea, irom the higheft Part of the grea- 
- ter Brigantine. The next Day, aboard the Shtj- Guelder, in which the 
new bapiil'ed Men were, they faw a large fiying-Fifh, which clapping too 
its Wing?, fell into the iaid Ship; but they faw the fame So.t of Fifties 
fall upon 'heir Veflels at otner Times. On the Eighth they crofs'd the 
Line, ?nd began todiftnbute a Pot of Wine to every iix Men ; but on the 
2$thof the fame Month, lor 'oy of having pafs'd the Ridges of Ro:ks 
befoie Brazil, which run to the Southward in 18 Degrees of South Lati- 
tude, they allow'd three Pots to every feven Men. Such a thick Fog fell 
that they loft Sight of the fmaller Brigantine $ the Zealand toon found her 
again, and difcoverM many Cranes Handing on the Tops of the Reeds, or 
Canes, that grew out Tall and of an equal Height above the Water. On 
the 24th of Jnty,' they came to an Anchor at the Cape of Good Hope, 
whence ihey fail'd again on the 1 Jth of Jiteuji with Stormy Weather, all 
the eight Veflels together, the Sea there boiling up as a Pot does upon 
the Fire. This Motion, like boiling, was feen for about a Muíket Shot in ihc áea 
Length, and the Breadth of a Ship, and all this Space was cover'd thick /"*" t0 
with Weeds, which «hey pafs'd over by main Force, without any Dan- bml "/• 
ger. 

On the 24th they reach'd the Ifland oft Madagascar, or of 5". Laurence, jyjadagaf- 
and fa w abundance of Whales. Here the p!en:iful Diftiibution of Wine QZU 
ceas'd, anU it began to be given out more fparingly, to lament by this Ab- 
flinence, the Death ot John Power, a ikiltul Sailor. On the 27th they 
paC'd Cape .9. Sebafiian, and on the 50th Cape 6' Julian. On the 4th 
of September, it was debated whether they ihould make for the Ifland of 
Banda, or put into the Bay of Anton GUI. They came to no Refoliition 
at that Time, tho 1 they afterwards arriv'd feparateh/ at Banda, and at fe- 
veral Times. On the 17th they difcovcr'd, at a great Diííance, the Iiland of 
Cerne, by others callM the Ijle of Swans, which is high and mountainous, 
and for Joy of the Water they expeclfd to take in there, they gave every 
Man three Cups of Wine. Before that, the Vice-Admiral went alLore 
with five Men, in another little Ifland, and taking a View of it, found a 
Koble Spacious Harbour, well land-lock'd, into which a Rivulet of freih X'.cy ¡and 
"Water fell. They put in and refitted their IhatterM Veflels, finding TO-jnafma'I 
Fathom Water. They had not Landed in four Months, and theiefore iiiH as ¿ 
Thaiikfgiving, and becaufe it was then Fair Time in Holland, they made 
aSort of Chaipel, on the Bodies of Trees, and covering it with Leaves, 
preach'd there twice a Day, in Honour of the Fair. They eat Abundance 
of Fowl, which they could almofl take with their Hands, and drank 
Wine more plentifully. A Native of Madagafcar, who came along with 
them, and had been taken in a former Voyage, was, by the Inftruétion 
of thofe Sermons, made a Chriftian, and baptiz'd, taking the Name of 
Laurence. They found no Inhabitants in the Ifland though it was De- 
lightful. . 
. * Y Oil 
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On ihe z8ihand2ofh, they obferv'd they were upon a very ChriilalJine 
Clear Wa- Water, without any ether Tokens of their being near Land, and thole 
term the fame Days at .Noon, they had the Sun in the Zenith, directly over their 
Sea, Heads, which had happen 'd to them at other Times. Here a Storm lepa- 

rated the Ships ; the Maurice, which was Admiral, by them in Latin 
cal** J Pretoria, the Holland ana the Oi-eriffel, tho 1 they endeavour'd to 
Cerne make Java, were drove by Strefs of "Weather to Banda ; and the other 
Jfland, five to the Ifland Cerne, or of Swans, leaving üx other fmaller on the Right 
Hand. They enter'd the Port with ten Fathom Water, between two Moun- 
tains, which contradi: the Mouth of it. The Situation of it is in 2 1 De-. 
grees of South Latitude, and is five Leagues in Compafs. The Port is 
Spacious enough to contain $0 Ships, and fhelter'd againft all Winds. 
They were fo well pleas'd with the liland, that they chang'd its ancient 
Name of Cerne, or of Swans, for that of Maurice, in Honour of Count 
Maurice of Najjau, Bsilard Son to the Prince of Orange, fo well known in 
our Day?. Dxlcoverers were fent about it, and returned without finding 
r *• j an ^ numane Track, nor Signs of any Habitation. They had a doubtful 
TameEirdx Proof hereof in the Birds and Beafts ; for they ran into their Hands and 
and Jseajts, aJí^ed on their Heads, as they might have done on the Branches of 
Trees, or had they been bred Tame ; which Eolduefs proceeded either from 
their having never feen Men, or being grown very familiar with them. 
Strange Amongthe reft, there are Bats, which have Heads as big, and like Ape?, 
Bats, and thefe fle'ep confiderabJe Numbers of them together, and hanging on 

the Trees, with their Legs and Wings extended. The Air and Soil are 
fo healthy and fit tobe inhabited, that as foon as the Sick were landed, 
they recovered. The Land is high and mountainous, full of Woods, and 
nor being inhabited, there are no Trafls or Paths through them. There 
Ehony i&an infinite Quantity of Ebony Trees, as black as Pitch, and as fmooth 
as Ivory; the Trunks being cover'd with a rough Bark, preferve the Body 
/ ' Solid. There are other Plants, whofe Trunks are Red, and others Pale as 
Wax ; delicious Coco-Nuts, vaft Numbers of Palm-Trees, and fome of. 
them of fuch Sort, that one of their Leaves covers all a Man's Body, and 
defends it againft the Rain. They fpreid their Net?, and among the other. 
M nffr Multitude or Fiihes, tcok a Thornback fo large, that it afforded two Meals 
T/aÁ h t a '* tne k' en * n Ships. They faw LandTortoiíés, lb big, that one 
* of them walk'd with four Soldiers fitting on its Back ; and ten of them 
Tortoi/ts. din'd upon the Shell of another, as if it had been a round Table. In a ve- 
ry íbort Time they kili'd Abundance of Turtle-Doves, and another Sott of 
white Birds, bigger than our Swans, but as round as a Ball, and have on- 
Vensulns Jy * v '° or three curlM Feathers in the Tail. There were fo many blew 
* ' * Parrots, that they might have loaded their Ships with them.. fvJianCto-ws y 
twice a.i bi¿ 23 the European, or three I'everal ecloui'd F< athers.

(,n Ifl*nd, and inwards the inland Pa;t of it, tho'thexe were no Si, ni> of any 
lijf/rrf- j 1U irane Hsbitation, ?o>*nd aboutrhree hundred Pounds weight ofWax, on 
which there were plain Ortek Letters and Characters-. They alfo faw Oarr, 
Nets, and Pieces of Timber, being the Wreck of Ships. The Vice-AdmiraJ, 
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providing a fmooth fcjuare Board, carv'd on it the Arms of H:ltattd t Zet- 
land, and Amfterdam, and nail'd it on the Top oí a liec, asa Memorial 
of his being there, and giving the Name of MAURICE to the illand, 
with this Infcription, which being in Spanijb, denotes their Hatred to the 
Ancient Faith ot'our Nation, and bVin? coucli'din one Line over their *rrns, 
*as, THE REFORM' D CHRISTIANS. Then they plow'd up a 
Jarge Field, and fow'd it with Wheat, and other European Giún ; turning 
Jofs ibme Hens, to fee what Improvement they ftou Id lind am ther Tíúie. 
■They again, fur fome Days, villted the Hills and Plains, and found no 
Track of Man. 

Whilft tliefe refrehYd themfelves at the Ifland Cerne, or of Svans, being 
fourteen Days, the other three Ships arriv'd z\S. Mary's, a barren liland, S.Mary 
tho* fome Orange and Lemon Trees grow in it, as alfj Sugar Cane?', and IfiAtid, 
«here are Hens. About it, and in Sight of Land, there are monftrous 
AV hales. They landed, but net without Oppofition from the Natives, with Strange 
whom they fought, and took their King; but he was eaftly ranfom'd, a Ranfom 
Cow and a Calf being given them in Exchange for him. They faw ihz f or aKhg. 
■Manner of the Whale Fiihery, which is very cafy there. The Indians 
;make up clofe to them in their Canoes, and ilick them with a Harping- 
Iron they dart, being ty'd to Ropes made of the Barks of Trees. They 
flor'd their Ship with their Flefh and Oil, and fume Oranges, and 
went over to the Bay of Anton Gil, where the Madagafcar Indian, 
would not flay, as he had defired before, being now .well affected to the 
Jiabit and Drunkennefs of his Companions. They were tofs'd back- 
wards and forwards for five Days, between certain Iflands, definirte of 
■Piovifiuns, and unfafe, by Reai'on they were in War among them- 
felves. 

- They fet forward with a fair Gale towards Java, and on the 26th of 
Decemhr, 1598, arriv'd at Banda, which is eight Leagues from Am- Banda 
hoina. This Illaiid is flwp'd like a Horre-ihooe, and lies in four Degrees of IJimJ. 
South Latitude. It is moil fruitful, with little or no Improvement, in 
Nutmegs, and their precious Mace ; as alfo Proviiions and Medicines 
for Men, beyond all other Parts of the known World*. It is divided into 
three Parts, each of them three Leagues in Compafs. The Capital City- 
is called Hera, Asfoon as they arriv'd, they contracTei Friendihip with 
the Wanders j tho' a foreign Ship, to i'ecute the Trade to herfelr, gave 
them to understand, that the Dutch were certain Pirates who fled the Year 
before, and had Jain conceal'd at Sea, to come again and rob the í/laiidj 
and therefore they did not fully credit them. This Notion was leck'd by- 
Trading Portugueses, and others fettled there ; but the Dutch fending their 
Abdol, that is the Indian Interpreter, wjib fome Soldier:-, and Gifts to 
proem the King, according to the Cuflom of -Merchants that come into 
flisCountry, they before him ciear'd that Imputation, and defended their . _ 
Innocence. The King was an Infant, and govern 'd by his C ef kites, that }. ^* ltc " 
is his Vice-Roy, Tutor, or Proteétor, who fet all rigbfc They gave the Í jf 
King the Preíént before him, which he rcceiv'd very giacioufly. It con- '* ai ?c 
fifled of certain valuable gilt Veffeis, admirably ingrav'd, ChriflalGlafles, *" et: * 
Looking-Glafles in gilt Frames, and Pieces of Velvet and'Taftety. They 
deliver*^ him Letters and Commiflions of the States of Holland, ZtalavJ 
Y 1 a n¿ 
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and Count Maurice, with their Seals hanging to them in Form. All was 
accepted, and they lay down flat on the Ground to receive and read the 
Letters, with profound Reverence. The King promis'd to anlwer them, 
as he did, and immediately gave leave to Trade ; whereupon \m Dutch 
built Factories in the Ifland. They then expos "d in publicfe Shops great 
Store of .^rms, Silks, Linnen and Cloth ; as did the Natives their Spice, 
China Ware, and Pearls, and other Commodities tie Neighbouring lila ri- 
ders and Lhinefes bring hither to barter, and fell to one another. Five 
JU their Weeks a^ter, the. other three Ships arrriv'd, and the People of the City 
Ships meet bearing the Difcharges of the Cannon, and feeing the Auncients fpread 
again. abroad, for Joy of the Shipi meeting again, came down to the Port, and 
encompafs'd the Ships in Boats, offering them -Plenty of Fowl, Eggs, Co- 
co Nuts, Bananas, Sugar-Canes, and Cakes made of Rice-Flower. This 
dainty Feeding continu'd every Day, and they gave them a Weeks Pro- 
vifion for a Dutch Man for one Pewter Spoon. However they rais'd the 
Price of Pepper 5 but they pay'd for all with Pins and Needles, Knives, 
Spoons, Looking-G la fíes, and little Tabors ; and with thofe lame Com- 
modities, they purchased more valuable Goods at Sumatra, as alio Provisi- 
ons ; when four of thefe tight Ships return'd Homewards, the others 
failing for Tanate and the Moluccas. 

The greateil Quantity, and bell Commodity they took in here, was of 
77 N / Mace. Nutmegs grow alfo in Teníate and the adjacent Iflands, but ¡hey 
}e T u ~ are few and weak ; but in Banda there is a plentiful Crop, and they have 
mcgiree. muc h more Virtue. Nature has cloath'd its Mountains .and Plains, with 
"Woods and Groves of tliefe Plants. They are like the European Pear- 
Tiees, and their Fruit reftmbles Pairs, or rather in Round nefs the Melo- 
cotones. When the Nutmegs blofom, they fpread a cordial Fragrancy'j 
by degrees they !ofe their Native Green, which is original in all Vegeta- 
bles; and then fucceeds a Blew, intermix'd wirh Grey, Cherry-Colour, 
and apale Gold Colour, as we fee in the Rainbow, tho' not in that regu- 
lar Divifion, but in Spots like the Jafpar Stone. Infinite Numbers of 
Parrots, and other birds of various Plumage, moil delightful to behold, 
come to fit upen the Branches, attracted by the fweet Odour. The Nuts, 
when dry, call off the Shell it grows cover'd with, and is the Mace, with- 
0-7 of * n wn * c " * s a wri ¡te Kernel, not fo fharp in Talle as the Nut, and when 
Y f dry is converted into its S¿bfl anee. Of this Mace, which is hot and dry 
* "" ' £• j n the fecond Degree^ and within the third, the Bandefes make a moil 
precious Oil to cure all Diftempers in the Nerves, and Aches caus'd by 
cold. Of thefe Nuts they choofe the freflieil, weightieft, fatteft, juicie'fl-, 
y. and without any Hole. With them they cure, or corred ¿linking Breath, 

Virtue s cf dear the Eyes, comfort the Stomach, Liver,and Spleen, and digeft Meat. 
Auttteg. ^hey are a Remedy againft many other Diilempers, and ferve to. add 
outward Luftre to the Face. The Bandefes call the Mace of their Aro T 
matick Nuts, Buna Vain, It was not known to the Greeks nor to Pliny t 
according to Averrois ; tho' Serapion, whether the true, or the fuppoiiti- 
ous, when he defcribes it, alledges Gallen* s Authority. It is true, the 
Chrifabolans he treated of, agree well enough with the Nutmegs in 
Colour and Shape. 

....... The 
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The JavanefesiCbincfei) and Natives of the MUuccos reloit to tne City ., r 
jl/crj, to barter for tins precious Fruit, and load their Sh.ips with it; and _ l D f ;;_ 
this is the Trade of that People, as i< that of Clove to rern.tr *, Tydorc, ''"- v r _ ' 
and the other Ahinceos. The Merchants arriving in this Illand, many of j= V 
them contribute to make up a Sinn, wherewith they purchafe a Woman, to 
art fs their Meat, and attend them. The Dutch did io from this h'rlr Time. 
"When tney go away ihe is left free, till they return the next Year ; fo that 
her Slavery commences with the Return of her Waiters, and their Abfence 
gives it an Interim ffion. Sume of the natives areldolaters; but the great 
ter Part Mahometans^ and fo f up. riUtious, that the very Soldiers do not 
■noun: the Guard, till they have pray'd in the Mofques, fo loud, that all Religion of 
the Neighbourhood can hear them. Nor muff any Man go into them Banda. 
without warning his Feet, in grea Vellels of Water, provided at the Door, 
by the pubiiek. Their Prayers confiit in thefe Wovd«, Eft.igfer At i hh 
Jiftj¿fer JHah, JfcrSd JMa!>e t Afg:v<d ANabe, La INahelnh AHah % 
Mu. caned re'ul At I ah 2. Wnen tilt:)' utter ihele laíí Words, tiiey ftroke 
their Faces wi.li their Hands, a Ceremony denoting much Devotion. The 
Words in hvglifi are; Pardon O God, PardonO God. I proilrate my fejf to 
God. Iproilisie my .eíftóGod.Thereis no other God l>utGod,and Mahomet 
his Melfei'ger : by thefe Words, There is ño other God but G' d,theyden>* 
the cnefiVoie My fiery of tiie nmit b.efled Trinity. Then they proceed to 
feveral Bialphemití;". They fav other Prayers, at which they icarce move " 
their Lips ; when they do this they Hand three and three upon a Mat, lif- 
ting up their Eyes uj.H.aveij three Times, and bowing down their Heads 
to the Ground. The Dutch Author, who gives this Account, does not 
mention any other Religion in this Illand, nor iu any of the others their 
fleets toiich'd at j jtho' it is fo wtll known, that the Catholick Faith of our 
Lord JefutChjift has bt-en preach'd many Years before, throughout them 
all, withüíe'G'ory oC Martyidom ; but thofe People conceal it, to what 
Intent is well known. 

. Tiie Sanaefes aflemble in the Streets, and pubiiek Places,where they feafl Fe.ijling in 
theirhelves. Iti- sequent am. ng them to eat in the Temples and Woods, Banda, 
an hundrtd ina Parcel; efpecially when they confuí t together about the 
pubiiek Weal, or any Danger. There are feven Cities in the Iiland, which 
are Enemies to one another. Hera is aveife to the Lambcthavs, Combers 
and VtKerant) and maintains Friendihip with the Inhabitants of Lontoor- t 
which is on the other Side of the Iiland, and thofe of two ether little Ci- 
ties call'd Poleruija and Poehay. When they are to figbt,they always repair £ nm -ty a- 
firft to Nera, to concert Affairs. Banda provides their Entertainments on* morrthete 
the Ground, in ihe Streets. The Dilhes are made of the Trunks and Qt'ia 
Leaves ofBananat, and other ¡Plants, Every one has a Piece of Sctgu 
brought him on them, and a PJuteoi' Rice boil'd in the Broth ofFJefli. 
This they devour, carrying it to their Mouths with both Hands, and eat 
it with iucha Reliih, as if they had jjoe's Brains drefs'd fet before them ; 
fo the Dutch Relation of. .PaluSanus, and Hugo exprefTes it, V/hilft the 
Meat iafls, till the Multitude, are fatisfy'd, the nobles by two and two, 
take up their Cy miters arid Shields, and fight to the found of Bells, and 
the Clattering of their. BafonV When weary of this Exercife, they deli- 
ver the-Weapons toothers, which continue it. The Caufc of theii Wars, 
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is for that the Inliabitañtáof LA¿erd<;A,rriany Years fiiice,fet fome F/anti in 
the Territory of Hera. The People of this City affronted at this Prefump- 
tion, made the firft War t:poti them; which is as bloodily j rofecuted, at: 
if their Religion, or Honour, depended on it. They attack one another Ly 
Day and Night in their Territories, and by Sea in their Cm coas. 
BandiTdr ' n tne ^ e tnev do not » ^ e u? > W U P tne Seams ol the Hoards with Pitch 
and Tar, but with Shells of Indian Nuts, which they call Clapfos. They 
pound thole Shells and Rhinds, till they become like a Bitumen,' or "Mais, 
wherein there remain certain Threads, which refemble Hemp, with this 
they knit their Seams, and fill up the Crannyes and cover them in íitóh 
Sort that it refifls the .Force of the Water. They carry two, and fome- 
times four Pieces of Cannon, The Men ufe fmall Fírí-lock?, Bucklers, and 
TbetrWea- Jarge Cymiters, which tlwy call Vadavg. and Lances of a more folid Wood 
font, than our Box. They exercífe all thefe Weapons from their Child-hood, as 

they do in caning a fort of Hooks with fliarp Points and Edges, which they 
dart at the Enemies Bodies,and then draw back the Lines they are made fat* 
to. Their Heads they arm with Helmets; and on their Crefts wear Birds 
of Paradife, both for Ornament, and a fuperilitious Defence. They have 
Breaft and Éack Pieces, and call'd them as we did Corfelets. When they 
are to light at Sea, as foon as the War-like Inftrumeuts begin to found, the 
Soldiers fail a leaping, and topping on the Benches, which run round the 
Oars like Careens from Stem to Stern. The Slaves ply the Oars, which are like 
Shovels. wooden Shovels, make the Veflel fly by main Force, and ferve to lade out 
the Water, when there is Occafion. They are fo revengeful, that having 
Cruelty of ^* en * n thofe Days vanquiíh'd on Land by the Lab- tans, many of them be- 
Bandeles. * n 5 kilIM and wounded, tlrofe of Nera afiembled the next Day in five Cttr- 
coas, and attacking the little Ifland Bayjer, the Natives whereof had affifled 
the Lahetans they flew all they found, without (paring- any but a few 
Women,whom they carry *d Captives to Acra.with the Heads of their Ene- 
mies before them on Spears; and for four Days, to the Amazement of Fon- 
reigners,and particularly the Dutchythty íhow*d their Cymirers embrew'd in 
Gore, about the Streets. Kay, a Soldier among them, in the Sight oi 
Burial of Abundance, touk a Fancy to try his Cymiter, he cairy'd naked, and with it 
Enemies c t° ¥e down one of the Captive Women, from the Shoulder to the Breafi. 
Heads ' They ihew'd themfelves Merciful in burying ihofe Heads, aífémbiing 
together in the Houfe of the Shabander, that is the Governor, in the Pre- 
tence of all the People, which ufes to meet to fee fuch Spectacles, every 
Soldier, as a Teflimony of his Valour, laid all the Heads he had cut off on 
Their Fu- ' a very la r P e Stone, under a Tree: They wranpM them up in Cotton Cloths, 
rierais, an d carrying them in Diihes bury'd them in a- Grove, with much Smoke 
■of Fraiikincenfe, whereof they have great Plenty. Had thofe dead Perfons 
been Natives, their Kindred and Friends would have come immediately 
to la merit with loud Cries, as they ufe to do, over their Graves, which they 
dig ;ike up, wrap up the Bodies in Shrouds of white Cotton, and carry them 
to be bury*d oh their Shoulders. They are great Obfervers, that the Fu- 
nerals of Men ibouldgo before thofe of Women ; place Lamps over the 
Graves of all, and by their Light pray for them. They cry out furiouily, cal- 
ling the Dead, as if they hep'd tney ihould come to Life at their Call ; 
»nd perceiving the* do not rife again, the Kindred and Friends meet about 

the 
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the 019ft rplendid Enter ta : mrtent they are atle. to provide. Being a¿k'd by 
the Dutch , what it was they ark'd of God in the Players they mutter'd over 
the Graves, they aniwer'd. We fray that tie Dead may not rife again. 
So that the Want of the true Light of Faith, docs not hinder them from 
feeing, how much Mankind fuffers from the foil Moment of his Lite, till 
the lait ; but it is rather to be concluded, that they look upon it as a Mif- 
ibrtuoetohave been born. They were much smax'd to hear, that the 
Dutch did not ufe the fame Ceremony towards their dead. 

They play at Foot-Ball, which is made of Spavifa Reeds. They that Foot-Ball 
PJay make a Ring one Handing in the Center, who toiTes the Ball to thofe 
about him, and they with a Kick throw it fo high that it is almoft uut of 
Sight. If any one unifies it, they hifs, and hoot, to ihame him for his r-r , 
XJnskilfulnefs. Men live in this IJland longer than in any other Parts of • u f V & 
the World. The Dutch faw feveral, who exceed 150 Years of Age. canda * 
They live upon the Produci of their Country ; and tho' there is continual 
War, yet the greater Number lives Idle ; and it is very remarkable that 
thofe People, who are fo much addicted to Sloath, ihould be fuch Enemies 
to Quietnefs. A úfele fs Life docs not deferve much Age ; and that which jfr omn 7*7» 
is dedicated to Idlenefs feldom. attains to it. The Women Plow and Till t / je j'j 
the Land, and follow other man J y Profeffions. They feldom, go abroad ' " 

•with Men ; they have all the Charge of Houlhold Affairs, and their greateit 
Employment within Doors, is ufually uncailng and drying of Nutmegs. 

The Dutch having loaded with Spice, Purcelane, and fome Rubies, and Dutch de- 
féttled Factories, and Amity, fail'd from Banda, on the ijjthof July % with part froin 
great firing of Cannon. They flood towards the Ifland Nocfelajt, the Na- Banda. 
lives whereof are Anthropophagi^ fo the Greeks caM Man-Eaters. They pro- 
ceeded towards that otAmboyna^ whofe W eftern Point they difcover'd, yet 
did. not touch at it then, but went on to the greater Java, notwithftanding Cometo 
their Admiral was at Jmhoyna. They arriv'd at Javi and the City Tub an, i ava . 
fent two Boats thither to Difcover, and know whither they might be allow'd- 
to take in Provifion?. Thofe who return'd with the Anfwer, brought a- - 
long with them a Portttguefe t who, at the Perfwafion of the Natives, had re- *L ortu "''eie 
floune'd the Faith of Jtfus Chrijl, as was known, and call'd among them by ^CHeg/ide, 
the name of the Renegado, as a proper Appellative, and not difhonourable. 
This Man inform'd the Admiral, That i£ he would flay there three or four 
Months, he might enrich his Ships to his Hearts Content. They fent by 
himtoafk the King's Leave, with fome Prefents of Copper, Glafs, and Silk. Prefents to 
The next day Merchants came down 10 the Harbour, with Abundance of and from 
Commodities; and from the King, in Return for their iniignificant Pre- the Kin?. 
fent, they. brought the Dutch. ip great Sacks of Rice, The Trade being Jl 

fettled, they went up -to the City, where they faw feveral Horfemen, well 
Arm'djHorfes well Accouter'd, on which they value themfelves very much, 
Shops well flor'd, and a free Trade foe all Nations. The Vice-Admiral 
went to kift the King's Hand, who receiv'd him Graciouily ; pmmis'd to 
go Aboard the Ships in Pe:fon, and perforrt'd it, having firft order'd them 
tofce lhow'd all his Royal Apartments, even to his Woitiens private Lod- 
gings; his Elephantsj an infinite number of Birds in Cages, and his Sta- 
bles full of excellent Horfes, and many of them. Then the Prince came 
Aboare the Ships, and after him the King. The Caflnon fainted them both, 
and they admir'd, and were pleas'd with the Nolle, Tul.vi 
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Tuban is the King of JíifíT's Court, the íiioiigeí't of all the Cities in that 
Tuban Ca- ¡fl anc l > eiiconipafs'd with a high Wall, dividid by feveral Cates with 
fital of Towers on them, contains ilately Structures, and Squares appointed for the 
J ava - publick Re.'oit of Traders, the King is extraordinary rich, and in a few 

Hours can gather a great Number of Horfe and Foot. His Palace is truly 
Royal, his Family conlifls of the Piime Nobility, and he is very powerful 
at Sea. They call their Ships Juncks ; which being loaded with Pepper, 
and other Product of the Country, as Silks and Cloths, the Manufactures 
Trade of of his People, are fent to Ealim ; where bartering them for Cloaths, they 
that City, traniport thofe to other Kingdoms, as thofe of Banda, the Moluccot, and 
Philippines. Whence, and from other Iilands, having improv'd their Com- 
modities, they bring Mailick, Nutmegs, Cloves, and other Spice. All the 
Halit. Country abounds in Cattle, which graze all Day in rhe Woods, and are 
hous'd at N ight. Their Habit is the fame as at Bando, and covers their 
Bodies from the U afte downwards, the reft upwards remaining naked, 
They all wear Daggers, call'd Crifci, and the Nobics (lately long Veils, the 
Fullnefs whereof waves in the Air magnificently. None of them goes 
abroad attended by ief; than ten or twelve Servants, one of which always 
carries for his Mailer a little Baiket full of the Leaves of a certain Plant 
they call Belch, which they chew with green Nuts, and a little Lime. 
This Compofition they call Lelan ; in chewing, it yields a Juice, which 
they l'wallow, and then fpit out the green Subflance, after the Virtue has 
Tic Kims teen extracted in their Mouths. 

Drefi. They were fo overjoy'd at the coming of the Dulcí, that the next Day 

they invited them to fee their Diverfions. The King was prefent a Horfe- 
Back, clad in feveral Sorts of rich Silks, but all Girt about him. To his 
Belt hung a Cymiter, in a Scabard adorn'd with precious Stones ; the Hilt 
of beaten Gold, with a Devils Head form'd on it. On his Turbat.t he had 
abundance of Feathers. All the Nobility follow'd'him, Drefs'd much after 
the fame manner, mounted on ilately prancing Horfes.but fmalirr than ours, 
■with rich Fui nitures or'i>mn> Leather, fludded, and plated withhold, and 
Figures of Serpents ; and in fonte of the Bridles they had Stones, fo white 
that they look'd like Alabafler. Sometimes they ran ftreight forwards, 
and fometimes in a Ring, catling their Darts. When the Sport was over, 
Commerce they attended the King, by whofe Orders they carry'd atoaid the Ships, 
fettled he- and to the Dutch Men's Lodgings, a great quantity of Rice, Sheep, Goats, 
tween the Hens, Eggs, Fifh, and Fruit, as Coco-Nuts, Mangos, Lemons, and delicious 
Dutch ani Bananas. Then they fell to treating of Trade, and Amity, and thought 
lavárteles, every Thing cheap ercept the Pepper, for they not liking the Commodities 
the Dutch offer'd in Exchange for it, lifting up their Hands cty'd, Lima, 
which, in their Tongue, iignifies five Pieces of Eight. So much they de- 
manded for a Meafure of theirs. They were well receiv'd in all Rcfpecls, 
except in Relation to admitting of their Sect. ... , 

They had deliver'd Letters to the King from Count Maurice, which he 
M j anfwer'd in the Perfian Tongue, and the Dutch having receiv'd them, left 

,n , Tu'.an on the 14th of the fame Month, with fair Weather, and well fur- 

™ nifh'd with valuable Commodities and Provifions. Faffing by the Ifland 

Sidago, they anchor'd between Java and Madura ; founded the Depth, and 
notwithilanding the Current, and that the Ground was a ftiff Muddy Hill, 

they 
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they vifited Madura, landing on the Eaft-fide ; but iemov'd prelentiy to the 
City Arosbay, on the Weft, and afterwards thence to Jorta^ to get Guide?, 
or Pilots to conduct them to the reft of the Moluccas, They fent to Com- 
pliment the King of Madura, who prelentiy alter the Audience, leni the 
Vice- Admiral a Sheep, with which went the Renegado, who had brought 
him a Dagger, they call Criz, from. the King offices, richly adorn'd with 
Gold and precious Stones, and the King's Head engrav'd en the Pommel. 
They found a Genua» fettled in the Country, rich in Spice, and underflood 
by him, that at Arosbay they had ieii-'d 40 of their Companions. The Illand Madura 
of j?//íí/tti-rf, next to Jiftf, inclines to the Northward, Thty wear the fame Defctibed, 
Habit as in the other; buta.-e fharper Witted. It is moll fruitful in Rice, 
but loth in Reaping and Plowing, the Pealants and Bulfaios are mir'd up to - 
the Knees, the continual Inundations keeping the Ground fo wet. Few 
Ships come to it, by reafon of its inaccesible Shoales. They have the fame 
common ufe of Weapons, Elephants, Horfes, Spears, Campilanes, or Cymi- 
ters, and Shields. The frizes, or Daggers, worn by the King's Guards ate 
of Silver. The City Arosbay is Populous, and well WalTd. The Holhn ers A roibay 
main Defign in coming to it, was, as has been faid, to take in Pilots, and City. 
other Ñeceflaries to proceed to the Molusco Iílands; to which Purpofe, and 
to avoid the Shoals lying betwixt Java and Madura, they divided their 
Ships. The Vice-Admiral, with the Guelder and Zealand, pafs'd the Cha- 
ñéis of Madura, in order to joyn, at Jorta t the Junks that fail for Ternate % 
end thence to the other Molucca Ifiands. 

The Admiral Stkht Utrecht, running along the length of Madura, came n , 
toap Anchor before Arosbay. He fent out a Number of his M«.n in the'r, 1 tn ~ 
Boat, to bring Rice, and other Provifions from Shore. No fooner were *5. a y { 
they landed, then feiz'd, cUfarm'd, ftripp'd, and carry'd before the King. *"'? °i 
Thofe flaying long, another Boat was fent with only three Men, and the Madura. 
fame befell them. The Prifoners iotreated the King to give leave, that thofe 
three, or any others, might go to give the Admiral an Account. He granted 
it, but upon Condition, That as foon as they had deliver'd the Meffage,they ' 

■fliould return to Prifon. They gave Notice of their Misfortune, and the 
Admiral lent away a Boat to carry immediate Advice to his Countrymen 
at the City Jorta % writing feveral Letters to procure the Prifoners Liberty. 
The Vice- Admiral came with his Ships, and joyn'd thofe at Arosbay. The 
King demanded the two biggert Brafs Guns aboard the Admiral, many fflt De- 
Pieces of Silk, and one thoulaud Pieces of tight for the Ranfotn of the ffwwrfi fcr 
Prifoners. The Admiral anfwer'd, That the Cannon was net his own.but ¡bctr Rtm- 
belong'd to all his .Nation, and therefore he defir'd him to moderate úie/om. 
Raníom, and turn if into Money, or take it out in fuch Commodities as he 
brought. Six Days were fpent in Treating, and the Delay made the Con- 
clusion more Difficult ; and therefore the Admiral believing, that his Men 
were kept Prifoners in their own Boats, or near the Sea, without any con- 
' fjderable Guard, he order'd all his Men to land at once, and to Refcue them 
by Force. An hundred and fifty Dutchmen attempted it, but faw a great Attempt to 
Number of People gathering on the Shore, led by the Portuguefes, who car- ¿ f /¿. ;/ / 
fy*d white Colours, jn token of Peace, giving out thai they came to treat them by 
of an Accommodation, which, as Hugo affirms, was a Stratagem to gain force* 
Time for the Citizens to Arm. The Dutch either fufpecled.or had Notice 
Z ' of 
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of it, and forming a fmall Body withab ur. 20 Muíquetiers, contriv'd to 
have their other Boats draw nearer, that lo the Seamen and Officers might 
come to Fight, according to the appointed Order. More Men came ait of 
the City, at another Gate, to enelofe them unawares in the Port. 'I he 
Butch faw into the Policy, and were fenfible of the Danger, and therefore 
fent two other Boats to guard the Port. This Precaution was the íaving 
of their Lives ; but they could not efcape a Shower of Arrows, wherewith 
the Jrosbayans thought to fubdue thern, not fo much by their Force, and 
the Harm receiv'd, as by keeping the Enemy in Play, that fo they might 
fpend their Powder, and be oblig'd to retire to their Ships. Nor would 
they have been fafe there, for now the Wind and Sea threat ned them, and 
Dutch De- thirty fix Men belonging to the Admiral, and thirteen to the Zealand were 
feated. Drown'd, and the Boats caft away. Some tew efcap'd, whom they did not 
kill,, at the Requefl of the Renegado oí Tub an. but they were made Priso- 
ners, Thefe kneeling down, to move Compaflion, with their difmal Looks, 
and Tears, the Conquerors laid a Handful of Earth on their Heads, a Cere* 
Ceremony niony they ufe towards the vanquiih'd, whofe Lives they grant. Perhaps 
in giving they themfelves know not the Reafbn, and Original of this Cuftom. Five 
^¡tarter, and Twenty were loft in this Encounter, fifteen of the Admirals, one of 
Jfaj&w Marts, and nine of the Zealand. The Prifoners were carry 'd to a 
Country Cottage; three Men dangeroufly wounded, one Trumpeter, and a 
Herald put into Chains, the others only their Hands bound. The reft were 
carry'd far from thefe, and put into a deep Cellar. The Herald being 
brought into the King's Prefence, he sfiVd him, whether he would flay in 
his Country, promifing, among other Favours, that he would marry him to 
two of his own Wives. The Dutchman anfwei'd, returning Thanks, but 
with Freedom in his Looks, That with his good leave he had rather re- 
turn to his Companions. He was therefore carry'd, with the Trumpeter, 
about the City, and at his going out at the Gate faw all the Prifoners, be- 
ing fifty one, who were conducting, under a Guard, to another filand. 
Pii/ovns In fine, the agreement was concluded, and the King difcharg'd them for 
¿iaiifcm'it. zoco Florines, So they return'd to their Ships, except two, who hid them- 
felves, taking a liking to that barbarous Way of living. The Goveinout 
Jacob Marts Dy'd,his Body was caft into the Sea,andthe reft failing to the 
Northward, directed their Courfe for the Ifland of Celsbet. They pafs'd 
Dutch 2>c- by Comb ay, fix Leagues from it, and beyond that of Bout on, and efcap'd the 
fart. Ridges of "Rocks ol ¡ Cebejfa, which are not mark'd down, nor taken Notice 

of io Maps. There fell mighty Rains, and they fleered North Eaft for the 
Wand of Amioyna, and in fight of Boor a. A Boy dy'd aboard thz'Zeaiand • 
another falling o fV a Yard, into the Sea, held a Rope's End in his Mouth, 
that his ratios might be at Liberty to fwim, and quitted it not, till he bad 
Help, and was fav'd. The next Day they lay by, and their Preacher 
madea long Spiitual Difcourfe upon the Sacraments,to celebrate the fo'em- 
nity of Baptizing two Boys, whom he had already Catechis'd. On the firft 
of Marched, far from Blau, to the Eaftward of Beora, they faw three other 
fmaller HLnds, call'd Jtypoti, Maniba, and Cita, which are not far from 
Cow to Jmboyna. They pafs'd by them,and arrived at Jmkoyxa on the third of the 
Anibuyna. iame Month. 

The Port is fniall, and at the Mouth of it } they were receiv'd by three 
. . . Boats, 
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Boats, belonging to the Town of Mitel, fated on the Mountains. Thence 
they went on to that of ¡to. Amhcyua is about eight Leagues Frcm B.iiui.i, 
to the Northward, in the Way to Tanate, The compafs of it is fifteen 
Leagues, moil fruitful in Clove?, Oranges, Lemmora, Citrons, Coco-Nuts, 
Bananas, Sugar-Canes, and other fuch like Prtducl. The Natives are more 
qien Hearted, and fincere, than ttwíe of the Mc'.uctos or Bnnia 5 wear the 
lame Habit ; live upon the Trade of Spice ; are temperate and abflemious, 
and great Sufferer? of Hardfnip. Their Weapon?, arc Si/ears with Sharp Tbe;'rlF~es<- 
twitted Ends; thefe they dart fodexterouily, that they will hit the ftnali- * 0Wf> 
eft Mark at a great Diftance. They alfoufeCymiters and Shields, and now 
Mufkets. They make great Malíes of Sugar, Rice, and Almonds, like our 
Sugar-Loaves, and value themfelves upon being able Seamen. Their Car- 
coas are like great Dragons, did thefe fwirh with their Bodies extended on Carcons. 
the Water, and lifting up their two Ends of Head and Tail, which are gilt, 
and well Carv'd, and lerve for Prow and Poop. At both of them hang Stan- 
dards of feveral Sorts of Silk, and Colours, which are born up by the Wind, 
when they do not reach to the Water. The Admiral of Awboyna came 
with three of thefe Veflels full ofarm'd Men, to fee the Dutch, with a 
Nolle of Kittle-Drums, and Brafs Bafons hanging on the Mufitian's Left- Jffj,^ c ; :t 
Shoulder, and linking them with the Right-Hand, as they do the Tabors '' 
in Spain. They fang their fet Airs, underftoodby none but the Native 
Amboynefet, tho f attentively liitenM toby the Dutch, for their Strangenefi. 
THie Slaves alfo fang to the Noife of their Oars. They fir'd the threi 
Guns every Carcoa carry'd, being a Salute, in Honour of their Guelts 5 who 
relying on that Reception, dropt their Anchors, porting many Sentinels, 
■becauie they obferv'd the Natives had done the fame in all Parts, and there 
were conilant Fires in many Places. 

The Jmboynefe Admiral aflt'd them, What they came for, dnd who they 
xvere, and having heard their Anfwer, gave them leave to go aihore, and Dutch per- 
expofe their Commodities, allowing them free Commerce, contrary t ■ his viklcd to 
Majefly's Prohibition, which us'd to be mote punctually obferv'd in this Trade at 
Ifland. The Dutch Vice-Admiral went aihore, where he was well recei- Aniboyna. 
ved, and conducted toa Seat cover'd with Sails of Ships, fuppoued by 
Trees, full of Fruit not known in Europe^ Heeafily prevail 'd with the Go- 
vernors, to allow him lull Liberty to Trade. Their Succefs was fbrwar- Ring °f 
ded by Cachil Mude, Brother to the King of Témate, who happen'd to be Terraced 
there then, celebrating his Nuptials, being newly come with his Bride, who Brother 
was the Daughter of a Sangiatk of Batocfñna. He had long courted, and a Mfi' l & 3 
defcVd to fee marry'd to her, but was oppos*d by the Father, who hud pio- Dutch, 
mifed her to the King of Bachian. We ihall fay no more of their Love, 
nor of what became of the Prince, becaufe it is no eiTential Part of this 
Hillory. He prefently repair*d to the Dutch, and order'd them to be fur- 
nifti'd with* thole Loaves made of Sugar, Almonds and Rice, with Coco- 
Nut*, Bananas, and Wine made of Rice, and this fo laviihly,that the Dutch 
Relations own they had fcarce Room to lay up fuch Plenty of Piovifions. p¡ e „ty of 
The fame would have been, had; they bought them, for they had fo much ptovwonr, 
for a Pewter Spoon, that they knew not what to do with it. The Amboy-* 
vefc Admiral went aboard the Ships again, was pleas*d to fee the great 
Gaiw.and the Variety and Plenty ofMerehandife. The Prince. of Ttrnate 
Z 2 did 
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did the fame, and both of them at their coming and going were fainted by 
the Cannon. They had private Conferences with him, and other Noblemen 
of the Mohtccos, who attended him. They erected Factories in fevcral 
Parts of Amboyna, and agreed that the two Ships, Guelder and Zealand, 
ihould Sail for Banda, whilft the other two lay two Months to load and 
reft at Amboyna. "We {ball mention hereafter what befel thefe in Teníate t kt 
us now retutnto the other two. , ■;' • • ,i* 

They fail'd with a fair Wind, but one of them ftuckin the 'Flats of Cent, 
To that ibe could fcarce be got off. Below Jealau, they met a Portuguefe Ship 
at Naefau, the Inhabitants of which Place eat Mans Fleih. They pafs'd 
on merr ilj by Poelfetton, two Leagues íbort of Banda, on that Side. It is 
defert, and uninhabited, infamous, tor ftronger Reafons, than the Greeks 
alledge againft the Acroceraunian Rocks. There are Cryes, Whiftles, and 
Roarings heard in it at all Times, and dreadful Apparitions are feen, with 
Fires afcending through the Air ; and long Experience has fbown,that it 
is inhabited by Devils. Therefore Sailors, when they pa fs in Sight of it, 
which feldom happens without Storms, make all the Sail they can to get 
far off, from the very Wind that blows on it. The Dutch chief Pilot know- 
ing fo much, furiotifly took fuch faft hold of the Helm, that all the reft 
could not put him from it ; He drew it to him violently, thinking that 
Force drove on the Ship ; his Face grew fiery, and his Brea ft not being 
able to contain his \Vind,hebreath*d faft, and groan'd, till being pall the 
Jiland, the grew merry, and whiftling loud, fcoff'd at the Devil, becaule he 
could not cafl away the Ship ; yet foon after he was in Diforder again, 
and dropt the Helm ; they recoverM him, and made all fail ta go forward. 
They arriv'd at Banda, neat the River, on the fifteenth of the Mouth. Se- 
veral Bandefe Boats came out, offering their Spice. - The Dutch landed, 
carrying with them fundry Commodities, which they expos'd in Shops. 
A rich Turk, who was in Efteem, entemin'd them. They built Houfes on 
the Ifland,and a few Days after hear'd News of their Admiral,by fome Chi- 
r.efe Ships, that came from Amboyna 5 and were inform'd, that the Portu- 
gvefes were already at War with the Natives, for entertaining and allow- 
ing them Faflcries. 

On the fourth of July y having fettled Trade at Banda, they fail'd thence 
towards Noefelau, along the Channels of Zeru, without regarding their Ad- 
mital, who was promoting, and fomenting the War at Amboyna. They 
fail'd in Sight of Bouton, which is in five Degrees of South Latitude, and 
of thelftand Cobayna. On the twelfth they pafs'd the Coafl ot Celebes, 
and on the feventeenth, by that of Madura,, and again difcover'd Arosbay, 
where the Misfortune we have fpoken of befel them. They tan along the 
Coafl or Java^ná in the Evening came to lacatra, where they caft Anchor, 
fent to vifit the King, and their Ccnpliment was return'd by him with a 
Prefent of Rice, Fowl, and Coco-Nuts, and a Buffalo for the Vice-Acmi- 
xal. The Zeahnders, who had been left at Banda in their Houfes and 
Faflories, in the Cities of Montelongo, and Soleparvo, by Letters of the íirfr. 
of Augvjl, acquainted them, how the new Friendibip was eííablifh'd. From 
this Time the Dutch began,v.'ithoutany Opp. fition,topoftefs themfelves of 
the Provinces belonging to the Crown of Spain in Afia. 

They took Leave of that King, and rerjrn'd to Banda, with the Natives 
- ... of 
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of which Place they had now contracted tucli Familiarity, that tome Ships 
belonging to Sandefe Merchants, which they met by the Way,pielVntcd 
them with a confiderable Quantity of P rcehne. At their Arrival thtGover- 
nour came out to meet them, with 40^ Men, inviting them to take fume 
Refrefhment ailiore, which they refund, but made prefents to each other, 
and drank out great VelTeis of Wine made of Rice, which is a powerful 
■and ftrong Licuor. Continuing their Voyage on the tenth of September, 
towards the South Weft, they thought they were under theTropick ot Ca- 
pricorn. On the thirtieth, they were in 28 Degrees,with the Windat Weft, 
fomewhat Northerly, and ran thirty Leagues beyond Cape .9. Roman, after 
they had been tofs'd 3inong many Iflands, in thirty two Degrees and a half 
South. Next they difcover'd Cape Ploemera, o f the Southern Ethiopia, or 
Land of the Cafres, A Storm difpers'd the Ships, but they met again when 
it ceas'd, at Cape Anquillos. On the feventh of September they arriv'd at 
the Mand& Helena 5 the Matter went aihore,kill'd many wild Beaftsjand & Helena 
furnifh'd the' Ships with Fruit, there being Plenty of both. The Sick hand. 
recover'd there : They went into the 'olitary Church, and on the firft of 
jRiiittfl»7,i6oo,they fail'd thence, and being come into five Degrees of North 
Latitude, on the í hirtieth of the fame Month, obferv'd an Eclypfe. Then 
they began to difcover the North PoIe,which had been out of their Sight fo 
long. On the thirteenth of February they had Sight of the Maud Mayo, or 
May, one of thofe of Cabo Verde, and about the End ot March difcover'-d 
the EngUJb Hills- In fine, they arriv'd at the Texel, and thence to Amfter- 
dam, where they unladed that fpicy Wealth, the like, for Quality and New- 
nefs, had never yet been brought to Lisbon $ at leaft Hugo's Relations tell 
us, there might have been as precious Oyl drawn from thefe, as when they 
were juft gather'd." 

Whilft thefe two Ships, Zealand and Guelder, were failing Home, the The other 
other two, Amjterdam and Vtretcht, being almoíí naturaliz'd at Anibd;in, Dutch 
departed thence tor Témate, on the eigth of March, 1 509. in the Company Ship de- 
ofthree Junks, full ofjavanefe Soldiers, well arm'd, and hir'd to attack a part the 
Fort, that was defended by Portu^uefes. Before their Departure, fome Moluccas: 
of them went afilore, and among other Game, took Abundance of green Pi- 
geons, as big as our Ducks. They loaded with Clove, becaufe it is fold in C"'«n 1 1 " 
thatMand for thirty five Royals a Bar, which is there 150 Pcunds. S eon h 
They were informed, that the Dutch, who had been left at Banda, would 
fboncome tojoynthern. The Port nguefes attacking a Fort with ill Suc- 
ce(s, the Dutch, who were before agreed with the Prince of Teniafff.arm'd, 
and mix'd with his Men. This was the firft Time they ever fought with 
the Subjects of Spain, in thofe Parts • and the Dutch Author, who gives an 
Account of this Action, fays, the Illanders look'd upon it as a Prodigy. 

Having fettled Commerce at Amboyna, they fail'd away for the libisw . , 
of Teníate, taking for their Guide, a Captain, who pretended to them, ¡L u 
that he was Brother to the King of an Iiland ; and to magnify his Grand- cr 
Father, boafted he had kept feveniy lawful Wives, beiides Concubines ; 
and that his Son, to vye with him, had forty Wives, befides Miftreffes. 
So- fays the Journal of that Voyage, writ by them who psiform'd it. They 
difcover'd the Iflands of Tydore and Témate on the twenty fixtb, and co- 
ming to an Anchor at the letter, in fifteen Fathom Water, put out .heir 

Colours, 
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Colours, fired their Cannon, and fpar'd foi no real or vain'Ofltnraiion. 
The King ot Témate, whofe deep known Sagacity is fuch, that he trulls 
Use Khz no other but himfeit tocbferve what Dangers may threaten, went into 
¡roes to bis own Carson, attended by many others, on the 28th of May, and fail'd 
View tie to the Place, where the Dulcí lay at Anchor. He drew near and in- 
Si pi cios'd the Ships, call'd to the Admiral, and afk'd him, who he »a;, 

whence his Ships, and other Particulars. Thefe Queflions and Anfwers 
held fome Hours, by Means of the Naguatato's who interpreted iha 
Difcourfe. The Admiral intreated the King that he would pleafe to come 
aboard his Ship. He excus'd himfelf, fiiit aliedging, that he did not hite 
tho/e Ladders they ihow'd him to go up to them, tiiu' they had purpofely 
cover'd them with fine Cloth; and afterwards, that the Sun was ¡citing, 
and it was Time for him to repair to his Devotions. Haying made this 
godly Excufe, he faifd towards the City, the Air relbundin» with 
riie Koife of his Brafs Bafons, Flat Tabors, Guns, Shouts, and Pcrfian 
Songs. 
The 29th he drew near to the new Comers again, with 2; Cartons • in 
lie re- which he lrad too Erafs Guns for his Defence, and firing them all at once, 
turns, to the clattering of Bells, made ihow of his Warlike Preparation. The 

Confufion of it being over, tho* they fang Verles, as they do to denote 
Peace, in the Malay Tongue, lo they call the Language of Malaca, 
whence it was convey'd to the Molucca; yet the Dutch made ready their 
great Guns, Mufkets, and half Pikes. They plac'd fome arm'd Men out 
of Sight in every Ship, as alfo where they might be taken Notice of, 
ihowing, or at leail not concealing their Jealoufy, that fo no fudden Sur- 
prize might find them unprovided. The King's Carcoa drew near alone, 
and thofe who were in it fpoke to the Dutch Admiral, by Means of the 
. ■ " , Naguatato, without mowing ihemfelves. 

The King was fatisfy'd with only talking to them, and withdrew ; after 
Noon he return'd with only ivto.Carcoas, one of which tow'd a Boat after 
Talktvith her. Being come up to the Dutch, he began to talk to the Vice- Admiral ; 
the Dutch, enquir'd after their Guns, and order'd the other Carcoa to Hand further 
off, and the Captain going too far, the Boat, either accidentally, or by De- 
iign, broke loofe from the Stern, and was over-fet by the 'Waves; the King 
then deiired tlie Admiral to fire at itwith a Ball, that he might fee whether 
they could hit or fink it. They lir'd immediately, the King being well 
pleas'd to fee that the Shot had ilav'd the Boat in Pieces. The Admiral 
laying hold of this Opportunity, took Care, whilft they were commending 
the Shot which ferv'd to difguife the Threat, to let him know that he 
could with as much F.afe (ink the Carenas. This Tryal fatisfy'd the 
King, who Icon after gave leave for that Nation to Trade in his Domi- 
Ghestbem nions and baiter Cloves, Spice, precious Stones, and Pearls, all which 
leave to is there to be found, by reafon of the Refort of the Japonefe, Camboxa and 
trade. Chinefe Ship». Of thefe laft they then faw fome all made of Wood alone, 
even to their Anchors, and the Sails of Cane. They came to an Anchor 
at Témate, where the firil Thing they did, was burying of Repta, t Rcy- 
naits, a Dutch &ildier, fcarce worthy of that Buryal, Idolaters and Ma- 
hometans retorting to the Funeral. The King the next Day fent a Carean 
to accuaim 'it?

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came to the Admiral's Side, with only four Tannics in a private Kabir, 
who, by their Queflicnr, Cuiiofiry, and Solicitude, fecm'd to be Spyes, as 
they did by all their Difcourie, which was on fundry Subjefts, and very 
full of folid Reflection; which was held on, and lirten'd to, with A tention 
and Difflmulation. 

When the Dutch expected the King would come, they underflow! he jr £ Ring 
was one of the four then talking to them from the Boat. They figiiiry'd v ¡- ts f ¡° 
to him that they knew him, and he did not deny it. They pay'd him the f) utc h. 
Refped due to a King ; but then he refus'd to return to the Ship. Not- - n ¡¡¡^ 
withftanding thefe Jealoufies, he appioved of the Behaviour of that People. „ u \fa m 
On thefecond of June Einbaffadcrü went aftore, who carry'd the King a* 
Prefent, which he accepted of, and treated them courteously. They 
return'd, full of Admiration of the infinite Quantity of Cloves, and the 
wonderful Woods of them j and bringing the News, that the Ternatet 
would foot) come to view'and buy the Dutch Commedities. 

The next Day they came in great Numbers, Sangiacks t Cachiles, and 
Commons, Barbarian Ladies, and all Sorts of Women, with Variety of Cmcouvfe 
Attendance. The Shores were covcr'd with fundry Sorts of People 5 dit- "/ Pc n plc 
fering in Habit, Colour, and great Diverilty of Feathers ; among them t0 tlic 
many naked, and of various Countenances, for all fio-k'd ou:, as if it had Dutch. 
been fome publick FeiHval. Tho* they admir'd the Wealth of the Ships, 
yet they rais'd the Price of the Bars of Clove fo high, that they cou d not 
come toany Agreement, becaufe th3t was to be their main Loading. They 
went aihore on the 10th and nth, to fee whether they abated any Tiling 
of the Price, and to fome other Purpofes, which do not concern us, tho' 
they might be fome Ornament, but ihall be left in the Originals where they 
were writ. They could not conclude any Tiling with the King, or his 
Subjects, becaufe they were celebrating a Feittval, and the Dutch were 
grefent at the Shows. 

-* A Sort of Combatants, like the Roman Púgiles, and Gladiators, tho* ,.

Their Miihefles, Wives, or 
Siflers attended in the Field, with Branches of Flowers, and China Dimes 
full of Aromat'uk Liquors, to refreih thofe that weie tyr'd; but moil of 
them attended the Conqueror. The Sport being ended, the next Day the 
Kingrepair'd to the Ships, but went not aboard. Difcourfmg with the Tie King 
Admiral, he ask'd him tor a gilt Musket, which he prefented him, and asks a 
the Kingdid not think fit to receive Gratis, becaufe he had ask'd for it ; he Mutket, 
therefore ordered, that when the Dutch paid the Tithe of the Spice, which &nd pays 
is the Duty he has from Merchants, they ihould have two Bars and a half for it, 
difcourited for the Price of the Musket, and that they Ihould be furnifh'd 
with every Thing they had Occafion for befides.

Triumph of About this Time Tome Témate Troops rcturn'd Home victorious, having 
Ternates. plunder'dand deftroy'd a Town in the Jfland of Tydore. They march'd into 
the City on the ictli of July, the King being prelenr,with their CampiLmei, 
or Cymiters drawn, and bloody, with half Heads, Ears, and Hair of thofe 
they had conquer 'd, or Haiti, flicking to them. They fhow'd the Shields 
and Weapons they had taken from them, their Cloaths and Feathers, and 

Íf> Prifoners, whofollow'd dragging Chain?, fome about their Necks, and 
bine at their Heels. Among them was abrave Youth, ¿1 Years of Age, 
Prifojiert w j 10 was a Sungtack of Note, and Kinfmau to the King of Tydorex, as aifci 
facriftc a. a ver y beautiful Portvguefe Lady, Wife to a Captain in that Fort. They 
walk'd about the City, with all this State and Plunder, till they came to 
the King's Palace ; there the Captives were facrifie'd, and the Porlitgnefe 
Lady fold for a Slave, a rare Piece of Mercy, and purchas'd by her 1 ears. 
The King of Ternate honour 'd the Chief of the Tydores, failing and lo- 
vingly encouraging him, as Kinfmanto a King. The Youth excufing him- 
felf, and pleading Innocence, to gain the Victor's Favour, he returh'd a : 
favourable Anfwer, and bid him waihhimfelf. Sweet Water was brought 
to waih their Hands, audit was poured over the King's Hands and his, at.

Among them was that of Banquore, and 
its Neighbour Sahh t whofe King refides in that of Mitara, and has 
50 more within a very fmall Compafs. He furnifiVd them with Provifi- 
ons, and gave Notice of Dangerous Ridges of Rocks ; to avoid" which, 
they, returned the fame Way they came, in Sight of Amboyna and Celebes, 
On the t^xh of November, ihey were inform'd at Jaqnetra, that the Vice- 
Admirai was already gone from Banda ^ and had there a great Quantity 
of Ricej brought but juft before by Cbinefe Veffels. 

On the 17th they came to Banda, where at Montelongo, and Soleparvo, 
they found the two . Zealand Ships, which having traded about eight r 
Months with little Profit, deflgn'd to return. On the i$th of January T, '"? ° 
ttfooj the Admiral made the Governour of Banda fome European Prefeiits, J5ailUa - 
and among them a fmall Boat, all cover'd with fine Scarlet. All the Mer- 
chants met and fet fail for Ho!lavd,on the nth of the fame Month, and 
tail'd all February, with ftormy Winds, and lofs of fome of their Men, till 
the Weather mended on the third of March.

On the lafl of Oejhrt 
May they made for thstexel, and thence to Amjlerdam, where they were ty* n d> 
receiv'd with publick Rejoycing ; and they again prepar'd to return to 
fndia, and continuing their Trade with thofe barbarous King;, who are 
Mafters of the Spice, Metals, precious Stones, Pearls, and other foreign 
Wealth, have at length converted the Friendship they kindly cfFer'd at 
firft, into Slavery, and Subjection to the Tyranny of Holland and Zealand. 
And in the Year 1600, with more Expedition, they fail'd into Guinea, and 
to S. George de la Mina, with only two Ships, the firft Time, -nd ran 
through the fame Ports and Iflands, throughout our Sees in Safety.

This 
Anfwer he lent King Jame s by Henry Middletow, then Admiral or the 
Englijb Fleet, on the eighteenth of July, iioj.- The Truth of the Fact is, 
that this King admitted, and invited to his Dominions, and the Pro- 
duct '-f them, all other Nations, to arm againft the Spaniards, and oppofe 
Chriflianity ; and tho* he then boafted of the Succours he receiv'd, and ex- 
pected from the Dutch, had he feen the Power of their Fleets and Arms 
decline, he would have excluded them the Trade.

He departed Cartagena, leaving that Government difconfolate, and full 
of the Deiire of his Continuance among them. He had a good Paflage, 
Comes to and being come to Mexico, and entertain'd by the Viceroy, Don Gafpay 
Mexico. De Znnnigay Azevedo, Earl of Monterey, confulted with him about the- 
Expedition and Recovery or the Molucca ff!ands,beginning with2>r»ff/£,thti 
Head of them. They admitted to their Consultations fome éx]jerienc'd 
Commanders in thofe Countries. The Refult was, the Viceroy's being 
well afle&ed to the Expedition, and to the Governour, who was going 
to undertake it, which was of no fmall Confequence, towards rendering 
the Preparations made in New Spain effective. Don Pedro writ to the . 
King, to his Confefior, to the Duke of Let ma, and to other Minifters of 
State, eipecially the fupreme Councellors of the India, very largely, 
in Relation to this War, ihowing how difficult it was, and how 
great a Dilhonour* to permit a Tyrant to reign fo long, he being fo 
rear a Neighbour. He íáíd, he could not fecure any Ships, nor even 
the Provinces, againfl the Moluccas; and that, had he not been promis'd 
to be enabled to recover them, he would never have accepted of the Go- 
% vernment of the Philippine Iflands. He fent Brother Gajpar Gomez, a Je- 

Jrrives at f n \t, with thefe Letters into Spain, And fet out himfelf from Mexico, for 
the If.ands Jcapuico, the Sea-Port- Town of that Kingdom. Thence he proceeded,

Men/av'd, Having perform \1 this good Wor!, in twenty fix Days he came to the 
n p , Mouth of the Straight of the Philippines, and anchored at Cahite, three 
^°". ro Leagues from Manila; where he was received with incredible, and uni- 
A/ftaMJa. ver r- a i j y, His fait Care was tubeinfbrm'd of the Condition his Prede- 
cefibr left the Government in. He view'd every Part, and caft off the 
Sangleys, or Chinefet,' as thinking they exceeded the large Number allow- 
ed of by the King's Order. Some interpreted the Exclufion of thofe People, 
was only to condemn the extravagant Liberties they took ; but Tims 
foon fhow'd, that there weie othei great Advantages reap*d by it. In 
Don Pedro all Men belie v'd the Security of the Philippine /Hands was 
come ; for the Goveriiour's Reputation was equal to the Xeceffities of his 
Province; which required the Government of an expsrieue'd Comman- 
der, of gnat Name, and fo vigilant as he was, Den 
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Don Francis Telio refign'd up the Power into his Hands, and iiaying 
there to give an Account of his AdminiiirMÍon, dyed in Apil % tne> follow- Don Fr.in- 
ing Year. The new Governour was much concernM to find the'King's cis Tejlo 
Treaiury empty, and himfslt under an Obligation of iupporting the King's dyes. 
and his own Credit. To thisC-oniideration belonged the Ahinceos, the re- 
ducing whereof he had in Charge. However he took Courage, believing 
he might with Induilryand Labour, make amends far the Wane of Cafli. 
He attended all the Works in Perfun, as he had been wont to do, bath at 
Minila and in the Country about, building Galley?, and other VeiTels, 
whereof there was then a great Want, to fecure the Sea, at that Time in- Dn Pedro 
feftedby the Neighbouring Pirates and Enemies, efpecially thofeof MhiJa- rtftsbis 
■nao. Nest he vifited the Provinces of the Pintadas, and fuppiy'd the W.-, et y 
"Wants he found in thofe Parts. In thefe PaiTages betwixt the Iflands, be- " r[ '" 
fides the Storms, his little Veflel, which had only three Soldiers in it, 
efcap'd, he fell into anuther notable Danger. Two and twenty Englijb 
Veffela enrich 'd with the Booty they had taken in the Iflands belonging to 
that Government, attempted to inclofe and take him, but the Tide failing 
thein, they fluck on Ground, and could not get off. Don Pedro few them 
throw over-board above 2000 Spaniards, and Natives they had made Pri- 
foners, to lighten their Vefiels. They alfo cart into the Sea a beautiful Cruelty of 
Spanifo Maid, about 17 Years of Age. Afterwards the Fleet from Maui- Engiilh. 
la failM in queit of them, and cbaftis'd fome , tho' the Punilhtnent was 
inferior to their Cruelty. 

Don Pedro would fain have remov'd all Obflacles that lay in the Way 
to the Enterprise he had in Hand; but was oblig'd to putoíFfor fome 
Months that which he was moil intent upon, and to difpatch the Affairs Jap°nefe 
0ÍX0I0 and Japan. Chiqniro, a Jafonefe EmbaiTador, was newly arriv'd ^^ajfa* 
at Manila, with a Prefent of the Produci and Manufactures of that Iiland, & ? at M*~ 
and orders to treat with the Governour, and fettle Amity and Commerce, n ^ a * 
between the Subjects of the Emperor of Japan, whofe Name was Day fufa- 
aw, and the Philippines and New-Spain. The Neighbourhood of thole Pro- 
vinces, the Power ot the jfafomfe Kings, their natural Difpofition, and 
other Confiderations, which Experience had fliown to be of great Mo- 
ment, made againil refufing of that Commerce j and yet there were Opi- 
nions to the contrary, for thole very Reafons, However thar barbarous 
Prince having once efpous'd that AtTair, it was not eafy to find out an Ex- 
pedient to fettle it, without any Jealoufy or Difgufl . Dayfufaina demand- 
ed, that the Spaniards ihould trade to Quanta, a Port in one of his Pro- 
vinces, and that fuch Friendlhip might be eftabliih'd, that the Japoncfes 
might go over to New-Spain. That the Governour mould fend him Ship- „. „ 
wrights, and Workmen to build Ships in Japan, for performing of that ~f*f ro t r, ~ 
Voyage, upon which Dayfufavi a was very intent, being periwaded to it' 
by a Religious Man of ours, of the Order of St. Franeh, whofe Name 
was F.Jerome of J£SUS, and for whom that Monarch had a great 
Eíleem. 

This was a Matter of great "Weight, and on feveral Accounts moiT pre- 
judicial to the Philippine Iflands, whofe greateft Security for fo many 
Vears, hascotifified in the Jafonefeh wanting of Ships and Pilots, and be- Objections 
ins ignorant in the Art of Navigation. Men of Experience obferv'd, that to tWm, 
B b when-' 
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whenioever the faid haughty barbarous Prince has attempted to arm agaiiift 
Manila, he has ftill been obftruiíted by this Want. They faid, that to 
fend him Ship-Wrights, and Men to build him Ships after the Spanijh 
Manner, would be no other than arming him again ft the Spaniards them- 
felves ; and that their Voyages would be deftruiHve to the Philippines and 
New-Spain ; for that the making the Japonefes capable of Trading far off, 
was not only inconvenient, but unfafe. The Governour Don Pedro de 
Jcutina ferioufly weighing all thefe Rcafons, order'd the Embaffador 
Chiquito tobe magnificently entertain'd, made him fome Preferir* for his 
King and for himfelf, and fent a Ship with another moderate Pref'enr, icfi 
it fhould be interpreted to proceed from Fear, if it had been too conildera- 
ble. This Ship fail'd with Day fufa ma and his Embaffador, both of them 
loaded with Commodities to barter. Don Pedro's Letters contain'd many 
Compliments, and Thanks for the good Will he fhow'd towards ertabli fil- 
ing more folid Friendihip ; bur that, tho* he had ample Commiflion for 
all Things relating to the Government of the Philippine Illandj, yet he 
could not fatisfy that Part of his Embaffy, which concern'd the ftirnifhing 
of him with Sailors and Workmen to build Spanijh Siiips, without acx;uain- 
ting the Viceroy of New-Spain, nor could the Viceroy do it, without 
fpecial Orders from the King of Spain. That he prom is' J to write to them 
about it, for promoting the Accompliihment of his reafonabie Demands • 
but that he tnufl coníider, it would be above three Years before they had 
an Anfwer, becaufe of the great Length, and many Accidents of fuch 
Voyages. It was order'd that the aforefaid F. Jerome ihould liimfelf deli- 
ver thefe Letters, to Day fu fama. The Fryar himfelf had a private Letter 
fent him with a Reproof for what he had done, and Inftruaions how to 
mend it; and that he ihould fignify to the Japonefe Monarch, how highly 
Inflrucli- tne Governour valu'd the Inclination he fhow'd to fettle Peace and Com- 
ons to F. merce with the Spaniards^ and his Kindnefs to them ; and at the fame Time 
Jerome." pérfwade him to continue that good Corre fponde nee, which the Gover- 
nour would inviolably obferve ; but that he mould endeavour to divert the 
King's Thoughts from fuch Defigns, and never go about to facilitate the 
Execution of them; becaufe, tho' perhaps the Emperor then reigning enter- 
tain'd no finifter Meaning, nor had any farther Thought than promoting a 
fineere Friendihip, yet that might be very prejudicial in the Days of a 
more mifchievous SuccefTor ; who might make an ill Ufe of his Skill in 
Navigation, and improve it againft the Perfons that taught it him. The 
Governour promis'd he would foon fend another Ship with Commodities 
tcbarter; and he might put the King in Hopes it would carry over fome 
Spanijb Ship-Carpenters to build Ships after their Manner. That he 
ihould defire Day fu fama to wait with Patience, and confidet how hei- 
noufly he would be offended himfelf, if any of his Governours fhould pre- 
fume to make any new Settlements in Trade without his Privity or Order. 
Japonefe Chiquito returned for Japan with this Anfwer; but when he was off the 
'EmhafTa- Head of the lihnd Fat mofa t fuch a dreadful Stcrm overtook him, that liu 
dor call was iwallowM up, and neither Men, Goods, nor Arms fav'd ; and this hap- 
eway pen'd in fo remote a P!nce, that it was not known till many Days after. 

DayfufamafX the F.eojtft of F. Jerome, had granted Leave forPreaching of 
the GofpeJ, throughout his Dominions, building of Churches, end fuch -as 
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would profelTuig Chrifiiaruty by pablick Authority. Don Pedro the Gover- „ ,. . 
rvur took the necefTary Meal'ures, that to favourable an Indulgence might ..['*_ j 
not be loft, and that not only barefoot Fra?icifcans, but alfo Religious Men '*„ n , : ' r 
of other Orders thould go over thither. They made ufe of the Japovefc ' ' \ 
Captains and Ships, newly come to Manila with Mea!. The Dominicans J a t ia ' 1- 
fent over to the Kingdom of Zazuma four Fryars T and F. Francis de Morales, 
Prior of Manila for their Superior, faying the King of that Province fent 
for them, being the only one, who had not yet fubmiued to Day fufante. 
The Order of.?. Auguflin fent two Religious Men, and F. Junes ¿e Guevara. 
Prior alfo oí Manila for their Superior, and thefe went to the Kingdom of 
Fir ando. Thofe of the Order of S, Francis, fent F. Augujlin Rodríguez, 
who had been Witnefs to the Martyrdom of his Companions in Japan, 
to Nangafaqni, for him to go thence wi,h a Lay-Brother to Miaco, and 
bearf. Jercme of Jefus Company. Many perf waded Don Pedro, not to 
fend away thefe Religious Men j but tho' thofe Perfwalions were well 
grounded, and fome Difficulties occur'd againil their Departure, he refblv'd 
to difinifs them. The Zeal of true Glory overcomes all Orpoiition. 
Thefe Re 1 igious Men found no Signs of thofe Defires that had been iigni- 
fy'd to them in the Provinces they went to. Very few Japonefes were 
converted, and there was leis Dilpofition to advance, becaufe the King?, 
and Tonos, which are Princes had no Afleftion for our Religion, nor were 
any Way difguited with their Idols. They only afpir'd to fettle Com- 
merce, and to trade with the Spaniards, for their private Interefr. 

Don Pedro fent the Ship he had promised to Japan, well flor'd with Another 
Cannon, and call'd it S. James the Lefs. The Captain, Officers, and ship to U- 
Sailors were all Men of Experience ; and (Tie was laden with Commo- p an> 
dities to barter, Red- Wood, Deer's-Skins, raw Silk, and feveral other 
Sorts. The Govenour order'd them to difpofe of what they carry 'd at 
the Port of ££uan o, and to furnifn the Religious Men they found there, 
and then return with the Produce and Dayfufama's Leave. 7'hus Pio- 
vifionwas made for all the Affairs of Japan, according to the prefem: 
Exigences. The Ship-Wrack of the EmbaiTador Chiquito was known, 
and by the good Management off. Jerome, Day fuf ami was acquainted 
with the Anfwer he carry 'd, and refied fatisfy'd ; fo that the preaching 
of the Gpípel went on in his Dominions. 

Don Pedro y s Thoughts were all bent upon Recovering of the Molucco Furtado^ 
lilands, and his other Bufinefs did not make him neglect that Enterprize. Letter t* 
Andrew Fur tado de Mendoza, Admiral of thofe Sea; lor the Crown of Don Pedro 
Portugal had writ him Word, that he had Orders from his Majefiy to re- concernir.* 
pair to .Témate ; but that he did not expeft the Viceroy would fet him the Expt- 
out, as was requifite for that Expedition, Don Pedro anfwer'd him, to dition. 
his Content, with Aflurance, that he ihould be fupported. - Thefe Letters 
came to the Hands of the Portvguefe Admiral at Malaca, when he was 
i-;ady to fet out. He prefently anfwer'd both thofe of the zid of Septem- 
ber t and the 2zd of December, iignifying how acceptable they were to him. 
Secavfe, fays he, I love your Lordjbip entirely, tho* I have never fien you, 
on Account of your heing a brave Commander, and fo zealous for ¿« Ma- 
jcjlf's Service ; not to mention other' Reafons for which I am yours. J was 
*>uch troubled for the Lofs of the Ship, and the ill Fortune of the o¡ 
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the want you will find of the Return yon expeied by than : But it is to be 
fufpos d, that the I iceroy o/New-Spain, feting boo Ions thofe Slip, wee 
w*g, mould impute ,t to feme very confutable Can fes, end therefore will 
JJijlyon Powerfully, for nothing left can be expelled from fuel, a Viccr ' 



That your Lcrdfiip writes to me; for after being in thofe Part ¡five fear, 
without receiving any Succour! from India, when I expelled tbefi Diforder's 
fiould end, and confiderahle Supplies would be fent me, the Viceroy fm nilb'd 
me fo poorly, as will appear to your Lordfiip by the Lift of what he fends 
and thence yon may infer, how his Majejly is ferv'd in thofe Parts, that 
your Lordfiip may acquaint him with it, and we may joyntlyfo 01 ¿cr it, tha • 
alt this may not he overthrown in one Hour. ' 

Then he complains, That they have not fent him his Majefly's Letter 
nor the Archbifhop of Goa had not teceiv'd his; and fays, He had rather 
More cf te u How in Oid Caftile, than a Wilnefs to the ill DiLfilion of what is 
the Letter, committed to his Charge : And proceeding, fjys thus, tour Lordjbip tells me 
That arfoon as I draw near the Moluccos.^ou will do me the favour to have 
in reaiinefs for me joo Soldiers, with Captain Gallinato, and another Cap- 
lain, mid two Galleys, four Brigantines, and all the Carcoas that ¡hall be 
requifite. I know nor «hat his Majejly appoints for me ; to, for the Sins 
of thefe Dominions, Time has put Things into fuel a Voflure, that I mufl be 
fore'd to repair to the Moluccos, as well to recover what is Loft, as to fate 
what is Gain'd, which cannot be done, mlefs both Powers, from hence and 
thence, he Vnited. Twelve Dutch Shift anchor' dthis Tear at the Bar of Goa .- 
They took the Viceroy fo unprovided, that they lay at Anchor a Month at the 
faid Bar, without any Attempt made to remove them. They made great Ha- 
voek amongjl the Merchants Ships on the Coaft o/India, without any Oirpo- 
Jttion. They came from the other Sea, by the Back of Sumatra, to' the 
Straight o/Sunda. Seven of them arriv'd at Amboyna, the others beiitir 
Bafenefs of then parted from them. Wlien they enter'dover the Bar, the Governour fcut 
a Portu- two Men, to aft, whether Don Emanuel wits aboard. The Ships hearing of 
giife Gove- it, went and Jnchor'd under the Fort. Then the Governor feat three 
ncur. or four other Men, who made the Agreement for the fitrrendering of the 

fort. When ¡I wot figifd the Dutch drew near ; the Gates were open'd to 
them, and they admitted without ¡landing one Mujket Shot, or firing a Camion. 
They took an Oath of Fidelity to Prince Maurice, and the Governor after 
committing theTreafon, commanded a Black of his own to put him into Irani, 
faying, The People of the Town had done it. Since that he came hither, 
itndjkulks about the Mountains, and I am very eameft to take him, that I 
may make an Example of him. I have already fecur'd fame of the Marry',! 
Men that came hither, being fully cenvine'd that the Governor and they ai e 
Enemies and Traytors. When the Dutch were po/efs'd of the Fort, they put 
more Cannon into it, with a Garrifon of 140 Men, and Provifions for two 
lean. I have alfo received Intelligence, That they fent five Ships again/! 
Tydore, and lam very jealous of that Place, hecaufe of the Divifions time; 
, wherefore I immediately fent away two Galiols,well Man'd, Arm'd, and Pro- 
vide/. God grant they find that Fort in the King's l'ojftffion. Thus, if his 
Majejly well fend hither the Galeons he writes of, andcommand: me tofcrve 
htm in thefe Southern Parts, I mufl of neceffity go over that way; for fince 
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Amboyna it in the Pojfefjhn of the Dutch, we may conclude Tydore trill ¡0011 
fellow. If they extend ¡heir Dominion, from that Port, which God avert 4 
they will thence put an End to the Affairs cf the MoUicco?, and of China, 
and with the Affjlance of the Ternates mujl of nccejjjty hifejl thofe Parts a- 
ioiit Manila", and therefore we are all cbiig'd, as Chrijlians, and his Ma- 
jejly*s Subjects, toOppofe fueb a mig'ty Misfortune. And f nee the Lot has 
fallen between your Lordjjjip, and this Soldier of yours, we fcem to he in fame 
vieafure both of vt under nnObligation tojpare no Pains for the Recovering 
of tbofe Parts of the Molucco Ij'andi. -Per my part I will ¡ahur for the Sue- 
cefs, tito* I were tolofe ten Lives, if Ihadfo many. But becaufe Ifoall not 
have an Opportunity to fend your Lordjbip Intelligence, till a Tear hence, I 
•now intr cat you to have what Scldiersyou can in Readinefs, and the great ejl 
Number of Natives, that we may not fall port when the work is half done 
and be forced, for want of them, to put our f elves into the Hands, and expect- 
the AJjiJlance nf Tray tors. The fame 1 beg, at to Provifionsi for there arc 
none where I am at frefent. But [nice Captain Gallinato har feen all t 
and knows what is Necejfary in thofe Parts, whereof he has before now given 
your Lordjbip ample Information, it will be needlefs to repeat it in this, be- 
ing your Lordjbip tells me in yours, you do vie the Favour to appoint hint 
for my Companion^ and he is fo able a Commander, that when your Lordjbip 
orders him to prepare for this Expedition, he will take with him all he thinks 
proper for it. Tho* his Majejh fhould fend [ever al Galeons, and many Men, 
I ¡ball not be able to do any thing with them in thofe Parts, becaufe the main 
Thing there, is to have Vejfels that Row, and Men that have Served, whereof 
I am very dejlitute. From India none can come, tho' the Viceroy were never 
fo willing to furnijh me. However, confiding in your LordJJñps Worth, and 
in what you have Jignify'd to me by Letter, I will undertake this Expedition, 
believing I Jball find all Things in fitch Readme fs, that they 'wilt fet out 
from thence the Moment your Lordjbip receives Advice from me. I am told , 
your Lordjbip expects a Gentleman in thofe Parts, who comes to Conquer 
Camboxa. If he happens to come, I mtift put your Lardjlñp in Mind, that 
the bcjl Conqueft is that of the Moluccos, where his Majefifs Forts will be 
rejlor'd, and there the faid Gentleman may Jhew his Valour, and merit a 
eonfderable Reward from the King. Before the Dutch cams to Amboyna, 
two Engliih Ships pajfed by that Ijland, which fent a Letter to the Governor 
of the Fort, to acquaint him, that the Dutch were coming after them, with 
a Dejign to pejfefs themfehet of the faid Fort, and therefore they advifed 
him to behave himfelf wcH, becaufe the Dutch they fpoke of, were a poor 
faint-hearted People. That, if they hadOccafion for Powder, Ball 9 and all 
other Nccejfaries, (hey were ready to fupply him, becaufe they were then at 
Peace with Spain, and the Confiable o/ Caí lile was already fent into England, ' 
by his Majefiy, to Ratify it: And the Psjl-Mafer-General was Embaffador 
in Ordinary. This Intelligence leaves the Rebels no pretence to any Excufe. 
Furf ado's Letter .goes on, to other Particulars, recommending Religious 
Men, and Commanders and he concludes with Abundance of Compliments, 
and Courteous Expreillons. 

Don Pedro having receiv'd thefe Letters, order *d and haflen'd all necef- 
fary Preparations, with the utmoft Diligence, preíling the Bufineis in <pain 9 
and with the Viceroy at ÁUxico, and thought all Delays tedious; but the 
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Approbation of his Advice, and the Supplies to put it in Execution, being 
to come from a Center to remote,and where there lay an Obligation of beinsf 
no lefs attentive to all Parts of the Circumference, the Expedition could 
Brother n3r pofiibly be brought about l'ooner. Brother G.r/pflr Gome-, whofe In- 
Gafpar telligence in this Affair, was always very material, had preíéntly Intima- 
Gomez t ' 011 °*' wnac nac * keen refolv'd on, by Letters from Don Pedro; and he was 
forwards f° diligent in promoting it, that to advance this Caufe, he crofs'd the

Hacceedi in He was heard in the Council of the Indies, and the Council of State for 
thtiijnci- t,,c Crown of Portugal, and difpatch'd for the Philippinet, by the way of 
ationt Hen-Spain. By the other Way, the King order'd.that the Captain Gene- 
ral Furtado, taking with him the nceeffary Fleet from Goa, fhould fail for 
the Moluccas, by fpecial Commiffion, by Virtue whereof he afterward Tent 
to aflc Afliftance at the Philippine Iilands, as we have fecn, and fuch Sup- 
plies were to be furnifh'd on both Sides, as being united, might fecure the 
Conque!! of the Moluccas. However the Event mull of Neceflity be tedi- 
ous, the Dutch being already polTefs'd of all the King's Forts in the Jichi- 
felaga ; and their numerous Fleets of all the Ports, Fairs, and Trade, with 
Factories conveniently fettled for their Intercourie between India and their 
own Country.

They lent frequent 
Advice backward and forward, and neither Part was idle in the mean

Furtado At length, tiotwithilanding all Difficulties,F«M<rA> fail'd from Go.r with 

Sailt From fi* Galeons, eighteen Galiots, and one Galley, with the King's Orders, and 
Goa. in his Name thofe of the Viceroy Arias dc Saliania, to tight the Dutch, and 

any other Enemy, and to proceed to Simia, to chaftize that King, and the 
Rebels in Java. He was directed to place Garrifons there, and having 
Dlfallcd fettled the Affairs of India, to proceed to the Moluccas. They went out 
iy Storm:, with good Hearts to undertake that Work, but were hinder'd by Storms 
and Tempells. In the Gulph of Ceylon, he loft the Galley, and feventeen 
•Galiots that were under the Condufl of Francis de Soufa, and Andrea Roiz, 
and in them the greateil Strength he had to compafs his Defigns. He was 
three whole Years without any Succours to proceed on his Enterprize. At 
Malaca he recruited the bell he could ; and in Deeemher, itfoi, Steering his 
Courfe for Sur.ia, reiving on the Succours he cxpeited from the King of 
, ' Falimfavi 
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Palimbam, in Java, Hjppos'd to be our Friend and Confederate ; but he was 
deceived, fot that Infidil was fo far from efiWmg our Patty, that he had 
taken up with the King ot Sanio, whom he .mended and afterwards aflu- Sails f of 
ally did fucccur with iocco Men. This cid n=t difrr.ay tt'taio ? ut he Sunda. 
faii'd on towards Sunda, referring the Funifhment of the King ot Palimbam 
to another Time: There, on the Bar, he difcover'd leven Dutch Ships, 
which he purfu'd.tho' to little pmpofe, they being excellent Sailers. How- 
ever the Galeón Commanded by Thomas ie Stsufa Jrnches, fought live of 
them killing many Dutch, without lofing one Man: but her Rigging was 
torn, and lie could not board the Enemy, who fled, drawing our Ships af- 
ter them in fuch manner, that Fnrtaio could not pofl.bly recover the Bar, 
tho' he anchoad in a Road, from whence he might have return d to the 

This was a fpecial Providence, for the Enemy did not feem difpos'd to Jrtivcs at 
(land and they had aheady been upon both Bars; and theretore reflecting Amboyna. 
on the Tears, and Groans of the Commanders, and Chtiflians at Amloyna, 
he direfled his Couife towards thofe lflands, whete he atriv d on the loth 
of February without being detain'd by fome Victories he gain din his 
Way. The Natives and thofe in the Fort wete alarm'd, believing they had 
been Enemies, but the Admital giving a Signal, they knew the Chrifiian 
Fleet The Joy Ipiead abroad, and the Shote was covei'd with People ex- 
preiling it.

Fitefis by Land. The Fleet faii'd round the Iiland, and lay a Month in the 
íiay call'd Bacacio. Texeyra, Commander in Chief of the Fort, went be- 
fore, with a food Number of Cfliio.tr, to reduce fome rebellious Towns, 
efpecially thofe which are on the Mountains call'd Gunos, where there are 
excellent fweet Waters, and large Woods of Orange Trees. Thefe Towns n¡ Gu| , 0J 
acknowledge their Fault, and came to make their Submifiion. Seven or , ¿m¡¡ 
Eight of the principal Men came from each Town. Every Town brought 
a Flag, and three large valuable Bafons of bright Metal, and 111 them a 
little Earth, with Branches of Clove-Trees in Bloffom, in Token that they 
deliver'd up the Land, with the moil precious ofits Product. Some brought 
Goats, and Hens, and fuch Fruit as their Country afforded to denote the 

Fmtalo knew there was a piivate Alliance between the Rebels of Am- Ten Dutch 
boyna and the Dutch, and that ten Ships were to come to take that Fort, Ships at 
andtheotberwehadleftusat Amboyna, They were fo deeply engagdin «.mboyna. 
this Contract, that thofe at Simia, léeing Fwt.Un fet fail towards thole 
Parts, they did the fame, and on the loth of March, the ten Snips ap- 
pear'd ill Sight of the lflands, three of them coming on and tteating with 
the Natives ; yet for fear of us, they flood off to the Iiland turra, and the 
other feven to Banda, to fail over to the Moluccas. All this was known 
to Furtado by good Intelligence, befides that he teceiv'd trom F. Lerru 
Femandez, Rector of the Society of JESUS, who was newly come from T /„ e! „i 
Tydore, with Letters from that King, and the Chrifiiaus refiding thete, ,], tm at 
lidding him welcome, and preffing that he would come to their Afliflance; Xcrnatt,

and the Fort there erected by ¿he Dutch, retiring with all their Families 
to the hig he ft and moil impregnable Part of the Country calTd Nao and 
Bemnao, being two Rocks, one above another, like the Round-Tops in a 
Ship one over the other ; whence the Shore appears near at Hand tho* 
Jfaojlrovg half a League diilant, by Reafon of the Windings of the Ways. Nao 
jlace, is all encompafs'd with upright Rocks, with pleafant Planes below. 

whither There are three Ways to get up to it, but at! of them fo difficult, that 
the Rebels the very Lizards can fcarce climb it. On thefe three Palles they threw up 
fed. double Trenches,with ilroiig Ramparts,and a goodNumber of Brafs Sakers, 

and Demy- Falconets to fecure them. At each of them was a confederal 1p 
Number of Men, with their Colours flying, and all Sorts of offenfive and 
defensive Arms, wherewith the Dutch have furnifh'd thofe Southern 
Seas. The greateft Danger threatned was fiom a great Number of mighty 
Stone?, or Pieces of Rocks, which being roul'd down from fuch a Height 
can bear down and deilroy an Army. All the Enemy's Power was now 
Pleafant "due'd to this Angle Place, and the Town ftanding on the firft of the 
Country pf tw 'o Rocks, being built on a large round Spot it forms, like an Euro- 
Nao and t ettU City with good large Houles, after their Manner. All the Country 
Ce'n/Jiao. a ^ out beautify l d with Clove Trees, like our Olive Trees, but with greater 
Heads, Among which there ran up Branches of the Male and Female 
Tree?, and underneath all Snrts of thorny Plants, Orange, Lemmun, Citron 
and y.vnho.i Trees, with fix, or eight Spring?, each of them guihing out 
curious Streams of Water. AH the Mountain look'd like a delicious 
pleafure Houfe and Garden. On the Top of it appear'd the Town of 
Bsmnao, which fignifyes, the Son of N.io, exceeding the other in Num- 
ber oí" Houfes, and Exten; of Woods.

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The General came to this Place on Palm-Sunday, onfcr'd a Trench to be 
call up, and Tents to be pitch'd, for a Defence againfl the Sun, and the Futrado 
Rain, which fometimes fells unexpected. He commanded an Enemy Jm- encamp at 
bojnefe, that had tillen into his Hands, attended by Tome Chriilians, to go Bemnao. 
enquire into «he Defigns of the People of ft», and to guide the Way. 
When they were come within hearing, and had deliver'd their Menage, 
the Infidels anfwer'd, That they mere the King of Ternate's Sub¡eBi, and ¡{mighty 
ovu'd none hut him. That they would trade with the Dutch, and all other J„f a er of 
Nation! they thought fit. That they mould alfo fell Clove to the Spaniards ; the Itos. 
but that tie King of Spain had a very long Keck. Having return'd 
this Anfwer, «hey began to fire the Cannon. Our Men were fore'd to 
put up the AtTront, and pais by their Fury ; but the General regarding nei- 
ther order"d a Captain, on Monday, to view the Situation of the Place; be- 
caufe his Soldiers had gone up diforderly to their Trenches, and been re- 
puls'd with Shot, and throwing of Stones, which made them retire down 
the Mountain with many wounded. The next Night he Tent aoo Men, 
topolTefsthemfelvesof a Mount that overlooks the Enemies Trenches. 
They did lb, and as foon as the Day appear'd, out Mulketiers pour'd in p ortugU( ._ 
«heir Vclleys of Shot, firing at the fame Time with two Drakes, they had fe , „„;,. 
carry'd up with a Defign to call up another Trench, and thus rhey artmni. 
out the Enemy to Rout. The Trench was thrown up, and, the next Night 
they remov'd the Drakes to it, drawing nearer, to make the greater Slaugh- 
ter Gonzalo yaz de Cajlello-Sratico commanded at this Pafs. The Men 
here «hat Night «alk'd with the befieg'd, and aitur'd them, they would 
take their Fort the next Night, as they aftuaUy did. 

On Welnefiay Morning the General ordet'd the Drums to beat to 
Arms, to go up h'imfelf to the Hill where his Men were, leaving Trajano U>eyai- 
Ruiz de Cajlello-Sranco below, with So Men, to guard the Camp; but "tack the 
without any Defign of attacking the Fort that Day; but only to order the »'»'« 
Men and aflign them their Polls. Whilft he was concerting this Affair ""■ 
with' his Officers, Gonzalo Vaz came to them with a dangerous Shot in 
one of the Calves of his Legs, and five other Wounds running Blood. 
The Soldiers were incens'd, at the Sight of him, and fignify'd they would 
fall on. It was given out, where the General was, «hat the Victorious 
Enemy was falling upon our Drakes, and Polls ; and he improving Necclli- 
ty cry'd out, with a loud Voice, Santiago that is, S. Jama, the. Cry gi- 
ven by the Spaniards when they fall on. The Soldiers were fo encourag'd 
by this Cry, that «hey immediately gave the Aflault, with much Fury and 
Alacrity, climbing thofe fmooth Rocks, upon their Hands and Feet: The 
Barbarians Drums and Bag-Pipes rattled in «heir Ears, and «he Noife of 
«heir Cannon and fmall Shot eccho'd among all «he Rocks. The Enemy 
«hrew Stones, which wounded, and knock'd down our Men, and many 
tumbled, without being able to help themfelves : Some tingle Stones car- 
ry'd two or three Men down the Side of a Hill, «ill «hey ftopp'd at fome 
Ttee. A Captain Was ilunn'd with a Pebble, tho' he receiv'd it on a Steel 
Buckler; but he foon tecover'd, and was feen upon the Enemies Works. 
The Cries arid Shouts rent the Air. Many tumbling down fore'd out the 
Harp Pointed Stakes that wcie drove into the Ground ; andpre.fentlyafrer,as 
if «hey had flown, were leen Fighting above. Thole who were left to guard

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T _ the Camp, Jook'd on with Emulation. Among them a Religious Man of 

The Fort tne Order of S. Dowinick, fell on his Knees to fay the Litany, all the Men. 
taken. anfwering, and God heard him, for before it was ended, they faw our Co- 

lours difplay'd above, and the Enemies cail down, the Fortand Works be- 
ing Demoliih'd. 

A brave Chriftian, who carry'd the foremoft of our Colours, was laid 
hold of by znJaihoynefe,ytt he.tho'fhot thro' the Body with aMuiket-Eal), , 
whereof he foon after Dy'd, defended them bravely. However,- notwith- 
ílandínghis Refinance, and that his Captain came to his Succour, the Infi- 
del carry'd offaPait of the Staff, which was recover'd when the Victory was 
Ambov- gaín'd. The Jmboynefes, feeing their Works taken, and their Colours 
nefes a- ^ragg'd about, withdrew to the upper-Part, leaving only three Men behind 
handon them, who dy'd Fighting,with honourable Obflinacy. They did not fortifie 
their hie Í- themfelves in that Place, but abandoning their Town and Goods, and ilip- 
efl Fort ping down Precipices,and upright Heights with Ropes, made their Efcapesj . 
and though they burnt fome of their Goods, yet many of value reimin'd. \ 
The General gave Order for curing of the wounded Men, which were 
above zoo, befides thofe mn through by the iharp Stakes pitch'd all about ■■ 
the Field. 
The Townt Tr) e gaining of this- Victory did fo difcourageall the Tflanders, that they- 
fuhmit* xcfus'd to take up Arms, or hazard an Engagement. Nine Towns fub-- 
mitted at once, the next day, and the Territory about did the fame. The- 
General came down Victorious, and erected Arbours in thofe Delightful 
Woods, with an Altar, on which Mafs was fungón Eafter-Day, and all L 
the Office of the Church, with much Solemnity, in Thankfgiving, aifign- 
ing the Sovereignty to that Lord, who grants, or takes away Victory, ac- 
cordingto his fecret Judgements. The Dutch Fort was raz'd, wherein- 
Dutch feveral Places, were to be feen Efcutcheon», with the Arms of Count Mau- 
foTtraz^d ricSm XheKing of Ito -came and fubmitted himfetf; his. Name, whilit an 
Idolater, was Tálete, afterwards Don Melchior % for he was a Renegado 
Chriftian, and fled at the taking of Kofatelo. He deliver'd himfelf up, as 
alfo a famous Caziz he brought with him, who was a Man of much Re- 
putation among them. 
To.this Victory Furtsdo refolv'd to add thofe he expected ixVcramila, 
Veranula a large City, and Neighbouring Iiland. He fail'd from Amhoyna with all 
Cityde- the Fleet, and arriv.'d at VtrarwU^ and the. City of the fame Name, which . 
■ fcrit'd. is populous, and its Territory the moil fruitful in Clove of any in thofe 
Parts. It is built along the íhore on a high and upright Rock, which look'd 
like a Wall,Lwith Towers, and Stories. The Houfes are high Roof'd, 
with Galleriss. . There isa Moíque that has three liles, with a ilately 
Room to read the Alcoran in. Within the City was the Dutch Fort, 
conveniently feated, built of Stone, round, and covered. Beyond that was 
aifo another Stone Forty with feveral falliant Angles, Ravelins, and Gue- 
rites. This belonged to the King of Témate, who was Tyrant of that 
Part of Veranula. As foon as our Fleet anchoi*d before the City, the Prime 
Men of it came to acquaint the General,That they were willing to fubmit,. 
but knew not how to do it, for Fear ofthe7iMi<irej; and therefore defir'd 
. he would let them aíTemble their Council, and they would return the nexc 
Cay with their Anfwer.. furtaio granied ihcir Requeft, fending two Jm-

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boynefes of Note along with them. They returned no Anfwer, but fled, p ¡ .

of their Flight, order'd the Men to land and plunder the City. The In--* 7 ' 
habitants had before fecur'd the belt of their Etfefts, and yet in fome 
Houfes they found above the value of ;occo Crowns, and in others lefs, 
befides many Goods of value-, abundance of Krafs Drakes and Mufitet'; ; 
China Ware, and Silks ; Dutch GlaiTes, and great Store of Roy'al-Cloies. Veranula 
After plundering the City, they fet fire ro it, and it burnt for fome Days, plundered 
The Dutch and Tematefe Forts were raz'd. The General wasinform'd by and burnt. 
forr.e Prifoners, that the People of Ver ¿inula, had expecled mighty Succours 
againft him from the Dutch Ships that were feen ; and that there were 
aboard roo Men to Garrifon Vir anula, and ioo more for the Fort he had 
demolinVd at Ito. Some of our Men purfu'd the Temares as far as Lacidc- 
caveflo, a Town where they imbarkM on many VeiTels, tor theit own 
Wand. 

After this, the City Mámala fent to make its Submiifion, and many Mámala 
others follow'd its Example. Furtado having concluded this Affair, re- City fuh- 
fo!v*d to return to Jmboyna^ and being upon his Departure, Francis de m ¡ ts w ¡¿h 
Sou/a Teve came to him, with ten Portugueses, who had been, not long be- othert. 
fore, taken by the Dutch Ships. He had met at Banda the five Ships Fur- 
tado found at Sunda y and here gave him fome important Intelligence, (bow- 
ing how much he would find the Seas, in his Way to the Moluccas, in- 
fefted by thofe Northern Sailers. The Commander in Chief of the Dutch 
made very much of Francis de Sou fa, difmi fling him with Arms and Pro- 
vííions for his Voyage, but at the Price of 500 Crowns, paid for him and 
his Companions, by fome Heathen Towns in the Ifland; to whom Furtado, 
without any Delay, made good the whole Sum, The Dutch Genera] writ 
very civilly to Furtado, deflring he would ufe his Men well, as he would 
do by the Spaniards he met with. Furtado retum'd an Anfwer, no lefs 
Courteous, and fent him a Dutch Youth, who had been Prifoner at 
Tenate. 

Having rednc*d thefe Iflands,F«j7ji/o appointed a Day for the Governors The con- 
of them to come and fwear Fealty to our King,that he might fave Time, quit* i 
and follow the Courfe of his Victories. They came with much State, vxÁfubmÍt % 
Submiflion; and to fecure their future Behaviour, and their new promis'd and give 
Fidelity, delive: ( d to the Genera 1 ! a confiderable Number of Youths, being Hojtagct. 
the Sons of the Prime Men, as Hoilages. Peace, and the general Pardon, 
were celebrated with Rejoycings. The Preaching of the Gofpel was again 
exercis*d with entire Liberty, and many Idolaters, and Mahometans were 
converted. Other Provinces came to acknowledge the Conqueror ; with- 
out expecting the Chance of War. Furtado at Jmboyna prepar'd for the 
Expedition againft the Moluccas. 

Thofe who fled to Témate, gave an Account of the Lofs of the King of 
Towns and Forts that King had been poflefs'd of at Amboyna ; and Témate'/ 
that the General Furtado openly declar'd he was making Prepara- Preparati- 
tions againft thofe Tflands, and grew ftronger upon his Succefs. The on s. 
King flighted not this Intelligence, but immediately ftrengthened his 
Fleet, and his Forts, and call'd in the Javanefe: and Mindanaos, to be in

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readinefs upon any Attack. Amidft thí Noife of War, and his Tre.ities 
with the Dutch for maintaining of it, he found Leafure to ieek his Satis- 
faction ; concluding a Match with his Queen Celicjya, who followed him 
in all his Troubles, even when he Jafl fled from his Kingdom. She was very 
Young, and fo Beautiful, that all the Indian Kings courted her for their 
Wife, and fent to demand her of the Sangiack of Mattel, her Father ; who 
gave her to him of Teníate, as the grcateil, moil potent, and rejected. 
His Mar- The Time for the Nuptials being come, when the Bride was brought to 
riage. Témate, attended by her Father, Kindred, Brothers-in-law, and many 
Troops of arm*d Men, ihe was receiv'd with the Koife of Cannon, Muiick, 
and other Inftruments us'd in their Feilivals and Solemnities. Theie 
SgueenCz- lafted many Days, with Profufion 5 but the moil p'eafing Objeci, was the 
Jicaya'j Prefence otCelicaya, her extradioidinary Grace, which drew the Eyes, and 
great Affec7ions of a!l Men, temper'd with a Sort of Affability, which encou- 

£eauty. Jag*d all that convers'd with her. This Quality very often gave Occafi- 
cn to fufpect her Hufrand's Reputation, and were not this Hiitory confined 
to fuch Things as really relate to the Conqueil, it might afford us a large 
Field to treat of the Gentlenefs of her Difpofition, her Love Intrigues, 
and uncontroulable Power over the Affections, even of thole who were 
mcit wrong*d 5 which are fpoken of at large in feveral Difcourfes and 
Relations. 

The Exigencies of the Time, and necefluy oblig'd the General Furtado 
Furtado t0 p re f s f or tne g UCCO urs, which were providing for him in the Philippine 
fends for Iflands.

Tliey arriv'd at Cebu on the 
iippine 2.yth of July, fail'd thence for Manila on the 6th of Auguft, and came to 
tjiandi* tnat (2¡ t j on tne jth of September. Don Pedro de Acunna was well pleas'd 
to fee them, aiking particularly concerning all the Proceedings of the Ge- 
neral Ftirt ado, wherein he was very curious, or rather generoully emulous, 
and he having in his Letters referr'd himfelf to their Relatíon,they gaveic 
him at large, and perform*d the Duty of their Embafly, each according to 
his Profcfiion. Don Pedro did not delay their Bufinefs; but call'da Coun- 
1' cil of War, wherein it was refolv'd, that the Succours he defir'd mould be 
fent Furtako, tho 1 they were forc'd to comply with the Difficulties the 
Country then labour'd under. Upon this Determination he fent away to 
Suceours *^ e Provinces of the Pintados, ordering Capt. John Xuarez Gal2inato,vrho 
fent from commanded there, to furnilh all Things neceiTary for the Enterprize; and 
the Phi '^t^» witri tne bctt difciplin'd infantry, Ihould leave Cebu, and repair to 
li ines " the To\vn of Arevah, the place appointed for the Fleet to rendezvouz.

Wand, and proceeded to Tydore: There he view'd the Fort, encouragd 
the Soldiers in it, and made ufe of that King's Per fon and Intereft.as Pru- 
dence direaed ; for that Prince, tho' he labours by Words to convince us 
of his Friendlhip and Fidelity, does not confirm it by his Adlions ; but 
rather leaves us dubious, when he moll endeavours to periwade. 

Furtado left the Galeonsat Tydore, and with the other VelTels I™*™*, Machijn 
went fix Leagues thence, to the Wand of Machan, then Subjeft to i the "J *J_ 
King of Tenate, but fo weary of that Vaflalage, that as footi as our Fleet J J 
appear'd, the Govcrnours flock'd down to the Port, attended by the Na- 
lives, with their Wives and Children, and fuch Gifts as came next to ™™ •■ 
Hand, as alfo fome Colours, which they laid at Furtado s Feet lubmit- 
ting themfelves, and delivering up their Country. The Men landed in 
peaceable Manner, amidft the nlual Nolle of Bagpipes and Batons 5 and 
¡he Portuiuefct having in vain fought after lome Dutch Men, who chofe 
rather to fecure themfelves by Flight, than to mill to the General s good 
Nature, were infbrm'd that they were gone oyer to Tenate. A «ewha- Dutch fr.. 
vingbeen taken of the Wand, Furtado etefled a Fort with all pofllble Ex- roTernate. 
sedition, in the molt convenient Place. When finito d according to the 
Lies of Fortification, he put into it a Captain with so Men whom he 
left well a. m'd and provided, and with them a light Veffel, call d a Gali- 
zabra. Then he return'd himfelf, with the Reft of the Fleet to Tydore, 
where he joyn'd all his Ships, repair'd them, and fet out : tor Tenate 
to the Port of Talangame, where he anchor'd, and lay from the End 
of OBober to the middle of February, when the Succours from Mamla 
came.- i.» 

Some accule him of lying dill very long without attempting any thing; 
faying, he let (lip the Opportunities, without cutting off the Enemies Pro- 
vitos, or ravaging their Country, when he might have fubdu'd them by 
that Means alone, without firing a Shot. However, when ««haw be- 
fóle us the Actions of fuch great Commanders, it is if.fi r to judge they 
had fome Itifrreient unknown Reafon for what they did, than to attribute 
it to their Fault. Moll certain it is, That being inform d of a Fleet of the 
Enemies of nCarcoat, which was not far from the «land Mac/»™, he 
loft no Time, but putting 171 Portuguese!, of the chofe n Men ot us Fleet, 
into 18 Carcoa; under an able Commander, he lent them to find out the 
Infidels. But tho' the Soldiers wc.e fo haughty.that every one undertook to ™™|™ 
fight fix Carcoa!, yet every Officer was for commanding all the Reft, and ™*Z' 
thus Want of DÍfcipline fnatch'dthe Vitey out of the» Hands The «"** 
Enemy pais'd by.and they look'd on, without firing a Gun. 1 he Barba- 'Mrl rule. 
rian Fleet, obferiing their Diforder, (food about nimbly, and pouring in a 
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Volley upon the Portuguefes, took a Carcoa, with fourteen Men in it, whom 
they flew, in Sight of their Companions, and it was good Fortune that 
they did not IuJIow their Stroke. This occalion'd the General's erecting 
the Fort at Machi an ; whilit the King of Tanate ftrengthen'd his, with 
the A ífiítance of 20 Hollander s t making good Ufe of the Leifure of eight 
Months given him by Fuñado. He then call up Works, and provided En- 
gines, as he did afterwards in the Sight of our Camp. 

When the Fleet was all alTembled at the Philippine Iilands, the Ammu- 
TleSue- nítion and Provifiuiis were deliver'd to GaUinato, bv the Judges and King's 
court fent Attorney of the Sovereign Court, be¡n¿ ioco Bulhels of clean Rice, jco 
By Don Bullocks for Fleih ; 200 Jars of Wine ; 80 Quintals, or hundred Weight of 
Pedro de Nails, Hooks, Hinges, and o:her Iron Work; 40 oí Powder ; ?oo llocos 
Acunna. Blankets; 700 Yards of Spanijb Woollen Cloth ; 100 Needles for Sails j 
30 Jars or* Oil ; and for the Complement of Men, 200 Soldiers, 165 of 
them heavy Harquebufiers,and the other, ? 5 light Mufquetie-rs ;zz Seamen ; 
fome Pilots ; one Mailer j -three Gunners of S. Potenciana, and 20 Grum- 
mets. The whole Expence hereof amounting to 22260 Pieces of Eight 
a Month. The Governour and Sovereign Court having done thus much, 
they requir'd F. Andrew Fire» í.t, and Captain ¿">//q, togo with that Supply, 
which was then in readinefs, under GaUinato, with the Colours, and Cap- 
•tzxm'-ChriJlopher Villagra, and John Fernanda de Torres. The Company 
belonging to Captain Don Thomas Bravo, the Goyernour's Nephew, and 
Son to his Brother Don Garcia, (laid behind, but the Captain went him- 
felf, and ferv'd honourably in the Expedition. The Foot embark'd on the 
Ship S. Valenciana, aud the Frigats S. Antony, S, Sehajlian, S. Bonaven- 
ture, and & Francis. They fet fail from the Port of Xloilo % on the 20th of 
January, 160;, and arriv'd at that of Caldera, in Mindanao, on the2jth; 
where receiving fome Intelligence of the Enemy, they .continu'd till the 
28th. Thenthey faild towards the Moluccas, and on the 7th of February 
S. Antony defcry'd thelfland oSSiao, and the next Morning, by Break of Day, that 
Frigatcafi of Toalan, 'four Leagues from it. There theF'iigat S. Antony was call 
away. away, onaShoalofthatlfland, which-Jifcompos'd all the Squadron. Gal- 
linato took Care to fave the Men. He fent Captain ViUagra, -who brought 
them off, with the Arms and Guns j the reft was fwallowed by the 
Sea. 

They held on their Voyage, and on the i;th of Fehruary difcover'd the 

I-fland of Témate. On the 14th they arriv'd at Tydore, where they were 

_ ... inform'd of the coming of Andrew Fnrtado; and therefore ííayM but a 

/ 7¡í° íilort Time to re ^ reííj "-bemfelves, being eanieil to ¡joyn him. Setting for- 

jrom Ma- wan j w j^ a tair wind, they came to Tanate, and enter'd the Port of 

mtijoyns- Talavgame, a League from the Fort, on the 16th of the aforefaid Month. 

.iurtado. Jhe Fleets fainted one another in friendly Manner, and the Generals did 

the like, giving one another an Account of their Strength, TranfaeHons, 

and all other Particulars till that Time. The Difcourfe falling out of one 

Thing into another, came tocontefting; for GaUinato affirnVd, That the 

Enemies Provifions ought to have been cut off, by ordering our Carcoas to 

Jail round the Ifland, which was in great Want of them, and could be 

-reliev'd by the Opportunity he had given. Furtado alledg*d other Reafais 

,to defend hiaifelf. It was thought convenient before they landed, to take 
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a View oi the Enemies Foit, to which Purpofe, the Captains, Chrifiofher 
Viliagra, and Gonzalo Sequeyra were a f pointed to make up to it in a Car- 
coa, with a white Flag, as it were to fpeak with the King, and prcpoie 
Peace and Conditions. 

Thofe two Oflicersdiew near, the Enemy met them, and undemanding 
what they came about, fent to acquaint the King. He anfwer'd he could j- wg q 
not give them Audience that Day, but they might return the next. They ta ¡ ns r ent 
icturning accordingly, the Inhabitants of the City came out to meet them, tQ ¡fje c¡ ^ 
and among them Cacbtl Sugui, Caebil Gogo, and Cachil guípate, the tyo fj tt . 
King's Uncles, who went back to tell him, that thofe Captains were ¿¿ 
comeby his Highnefs's Comimud. This MeiTage was brought him at 
Nine a Clock in the Morning, and tho 1 he was clofe by the City , the An- 
fwer came «ot till four in the A f terne on, and was. That -unlets Furtado, 
or Gaüinato came, lie would not fpeak with any other ; but that the Cap- 
tains that were come might treat with his Officers, and he would fiand by, 
and ratify what they ibould conclude. The Spaniard* having receiv'd 
this Anfwer, and their Deiign being to view the Fort, Captain Viliagra v tllagra 
fet his Refolution, and pretending Tome Occafion, went into the Thicker, v ' evI *"* 
whence he cbierv'd ail that could be fee n on that Side, more nicely than ^° yt ' 
could have been expeiled in fo Ihort a Time. They return'd to the Fieet, 
and gave the General an Account of all they knew. 

In fine, they landed, and then again Gaüinato intreated Furtado, to 
fend cut the light Vefieisacruifiiig, to cut off the Enemies Supplies ; and The Force t 
thofe which went out upon his Requeft, fped fo well, that they met a '• i " i *' 
plentiful- and flrong Reinforcement of Men and Provifions, in two Junks 
and a -large C£/awp<t», which they- took, killing and taking the Men, who 
were- Numerous and wellarm'd. They continu'd to round the Iiland, en- 
courag'd by this firfr Succefs, and by that Means cut off all Succours. The 
Enemy began to want, ficken and dye. They fed on Herbs, andother flight 
Dyer ; and many, but particularly Women, not being able to endure Hun- Famine at 
ger, fled confidently» tho* compeled by Neceflity, to our Campj and the Teníate. 
reft would have done the fame if they could. 

On the 27th of February. Furtado took a- Review of his Men on the Chrijlians ¡ 
Enemies Shore, where our Ships were at Anchor. Gaüinato faid, he wss reviewed. 
much troubled to fee it, becaule in his Opinion, they were not fit even to 
make that Show, moil of them being Boys, fick of the Diflemper they call 
¿ether, unfltillful at their Fire-arms, and very few of them had Muikets, 
but only little Fowling-Pieces ; fo that all feem'd to forebode ill Succefs. 
The whole Number of them was 420 Soldiers, divided'into four Compa- 
nies. The next Day, the Spanijb Infantry of -the Philippine Iflands paiVd 
Muftcr, in the fame Place, before Furtado and his Officers. Don Thomas 
Jed them in Armour, and with a Pike in his Hand, with : all the Mufque- 
tiersinthe Van. After him theothet Companies in Order,, according to . 
Seniority. They all form 'd three Bodies, being Men of Experience, well 
cquipp'd, orderly, and of fuch Valouras foon after appearM. 

A Council was held, about landing, on the firftof March, where the Confult 
General declared by Word of Mouth, .faying he never did it in Writing,, about 
That he had Iain fo Jong, almoft idle, wholly depending on the Succour landing, 
that was come, and that lince Don Pedro de Aeurrna had fent it fo corn- 
pleat, 
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pleat, it was not realbnable to lofeTime. Gallinato aufwer'd, representing 
the Greatnefs of tlie Enterprise, and that they had provided no Neceffaries 
to begin the Work, hinting at foine Home Particulars, which were iigni- 
fy'd to him by the Portuguefe Commanders. The Votes being taken, it 
was finally refolv'd to land, becaufe all Things were in readinefs ; per- 
haps they conceited that the Enemies Power was imaginary, and that they 
would fubmit at the Sight of our Army. Gallinato was always of the 
Gallinato contrary Opinion ; becaufe that Weaknefs he wasanEye-witnetsto, could 
againjl it. not deceive him \ and therefore that nothing might be wanting on his 
Part, tho* he was under Command, but much refpefled, he writ a Role of 
the Things neceffaiy fot the Defign in Hand, fetting down in it even the 
Hand-Spikes for moving of the Artillery, which had hot been provided 
inali that Time. By which may be feen, faid Gallinato, how great a De- 
ferí there had been in the Reft. When the Council broke up, Fur t ado 
told Gallinato, he had order'd, that as foon as they landed, 200 Por* 
tuguefes fhould mount the Guard, with one Company of Spaniards. Galli- 
gato begg'd he would give him leave to lead the Van, faying, he would 
notgo as Chte'", but only as a Soldier, as being proud of ferving under 
him. Thishe requeued very earneilly ; but Fur t ado, who knew how to 
value fuch Requefts, anfwer'd, That if he went he muft accept of his 
He legs to Company. Gallinato reply *d, That he ftiould take the Poft due to his Per- 
iead the f orJj fi nee it was of fuch Conference, and do him the Favour to grant 
Van and him the Van. He would not grant it at that Time, but the next Day, he 
obtains it. and his Admiral fpoketohim, faying, He affign'd him the Van, by the 
Advice of his Admiral, and therefore defired he would be content it might 
confift of the Number of Men he had appointed. Gallinato accepted the 
Command, and valu'd it as was due. They landed on the ;d of March, 
and as they were drawing up, Furtado would needs place two of his Co- 
lours, and one of the Spanijh in the Van, with 500 Men ; the other three 
in the Rear ; and the Royal Standard, and himfelf to be in the main Bu- 
ey ; Gallinato was of Opinion, that all the Colours fhould inarch with the

'; W 1 Thomas marching by Gallinato, who afterwards, in a Letter to Don Pedro, 

ttteJincmy. f a j^ He this Day, and upon other Occajions, gave good Proof, that he 
>piTi the Son of fitch a Father, and thefegrey Hairs of mine were tuffchntly 
honoured with the Jjfijlancc of fuch a Hand, and 1 was well defended and 
fecure. The Enemy being above 700, kept in a ftrong and fafe Poft, the 
Shore on which our Men march'd, being little or nothing, by Reafbn it 
, was HighrWater, and that on the Land Side there Was a very high Bank, 
and above it a riling and clofe Zacatal, which could not be broke through. 
Zacatal is a Field overgrown with fuch deep Grafs or Weeds, that many 
_ . Men, and much Cattle may be hid among them. Thefe are much thicker 
zacatal _ lhan the Fie lds of Sedge, or Sheer-Grafs in Spain. They call it Zacatal, 
what it «. f iQm the Word Zacate, lignifying that Sort of Grafs or Weed, which 
grows up almófr as thick as a Reed. Along this narrow Slip of Shore, 
which was full of Rocks, and uneven, only three Men could march a- 
fcreaft, he that was next the Sea, being partly in the Water. The Enemy 
was poffefsM of this clofe Pafs, and a great Tree cut down for that Pur- 
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jofe, and lying acrufs the Place, ferv'd them inftcad of a Trench. Behind 
it, and upon the Bank, between if, and theZacatal, appear'd all their Men, Pojfnre cf 
with Mufkets, Fire- Locks, Ciiwpilans r, or Cymiter?, B.ica¿acs f or burnt the Ter- 
Staves, Darts, Hand Granádoes, and Sronzs which did not do us the leart nates. 
Harm. They had alio ñvc Drakes in this Poft, wherewith, upon foaie 
ihort Attacks, they kill'd five Spaniards ; and afrerwaiJs, as the Anion 
grewhotter, wounded ten Pohi/guefes i in fuch Sort that they dy'J in a few 
Days. Gallinato owns he was this Day in Danger oi !u;ing his Hcn^ur ; 
becaufe the Colours, and all the Reil was in the utmoft Peri!. 
— The Enemy fought in Safety, and did our Men Co much Harm, tiiat G^Üinato 
the firft Charge Gallinato gave, the Tervates fell en fo furiouily, as to re \ ^¿.1 ' 
drive us from theGround we had gain'd. Gal Un ato look'd behind him to fee i J ~ 
the Colours he had brought with him in the Van, with the jco Men, and 
found them at his Back very thinly Guarded. Thus the fecond Time the 
Shout was given to fall on, and lis again oblig'd to retire, becaufe he liad 
fewer Men every time,and the lail they were fcarce twenty. At length iha- 
ming thofe that lagg'd, and as it were infpiring new Vigour into them, he Gain: the 
fell on fo fiercely, that he gain'd the Foil, and the five Drakes. The Ter- p a r im 
nates loft all, or «toft of their belt Men. Gallinato follow 'd the Chace till 
he difcover'd the Fort, then he halted, and order'd our Camp to be Intren- 
ched. The work was begun, and the Enemy obftrucíed it twice, fending* 
out Parties to prevent planting the Gabions, and divert the Workmen ; but 
they retir 'd both times with lofs. When the Trench was finifhed, GalU- 
nato fent to the General to come to it. He came and took up his Quarters, Spaniards 
with all his Men, bringing the Royal Standard, and all the Colours. Intrench. 

The next Day he judg'd it convenient to carry the Lodgment forward. 
GaBinato undertook it, and with his Men finilh'd the Trench, within T> cuches 
zoo Paces of the Enemies Fort. There they continu'd fome Days; and canfd on 
it being Gallivato's Part only to obey, he fometimes gave his Opinion, and nearer ,to 
always did what he was commanded. He did Co, when the Genera! told *l jS Fort, 
lhem it would be convenient to carry on a Trench farther, to plant the 
Cannon.

Thefe fix teen Pounders, which the Pbrtuguefe Soldi- 
ers call Camels, are ihort Pieces, unfit for Battery j befides that the Bui- g tonc v^i 
Jets were made of Stone, and broke as foon as they touch'd the Wall ; be- ) { ¿> " 
ing only fit to fire at the Houfes. Gallinato feeing this, told the General c nltc- 
that fince before they landed he faid, he had Cannon, he ftiould order it ry 
to be brought on, and planted in Battery, now he faw how ineffectual v 
that they had prov'd. He anfwer'd, that there was all he had, having 
left the beft in fome Places he recover'd the foregoing Year j and could 
not bring any more fuch, by Reafon of the ftormy Weather. 

This being mounted, the Battery began 5 but being fo improper for this The E?.i- 
Purpofe, it was canonading the Air ; for the Enemy cverlook'd, and was mies 
ílreiigthen'd by a Stone Cavalier, which is that of Out Lady, next the Strength,

Sea. Under it was a Ravelin, with leven heavy Pieces of Cannon 
which did, and threatned greater Kami to our Camp. The Cavalier 
was all Rampard, four Fathom high, and a Fathom and a half broad ; alJ 
which had been perform'd, and rais'd with Efpauls, by the Contrivance 
of the Dutch, who forwarded it, ever fince they traded with that Tyrant. 
On the Land Side ran the Curtin of the Wall, as far as the Stone'BuIl- 
ivark, call'd Cachil Tula, fortify'd outwards with Maffy Timbers, on 
which there were three large Guns, and two onthe Wall from thisBtill- 
wark to that of our Lady. All thefe Works look'd towards that Part 
where our Men had taken up their Quarters. Thefe Forts had alfo a great 
Number of Falconets, and Drakes; and the Cavalier that was battei'd be- 
ing the flrongeft Part, where there was more Noife than EiTecl:, the General 
orderki the Battery to ceafe. 
They Sally, On Sunday the fixteenth, between four and five in the Evening, the Ene- 
my fally'd out of their Fort, with moil of their Men to attack, and gain 
the Trench, where our Cannon was planted. They afTau'ted it in three 
Places, dividing their Men, next the Mountain in Front, and towards 
the Shore. From the Mountainward came above Seo Tanates, with 
Campiianes, or Cymiters, in the Van of them almoft as many Javanefes 
with Pikes 25 Spans long, all in clofe Order. The Leader of them was a 
Amuxa, gallant Youth, call'd Cachil Amuxa, the KiBg'sCoufln German, and Son. 
the King's to Cachil Tnlo. Four hundred attaek'd in Front, and many more ne>t the 
Nephew Sea, each Body" under its own Commander; who all fell on together 
leadsthem. w ith fuch Vigour, that had not they who defended it been in. great Rea- 
diñéis, the Enemy could not mifs of being Mailer of it.

■Pinto and Villagm commanded in it, who defended it bravely, bur £tua- 
vuel Andres, Sergeant to Villagra, Alonfo Roldan, a Corporal, and another 
Portuguefe, who behav'd himlelf gallantly, dy'd fighting, being all run 
He is Bc~ through with Pikes. The Advantage foon appear'd on the Spanijb Side 
fcatcd, which the Enemy perceiving, they turifd their Backs, leaving the Com- 
manders their King had the greateil Value for, dead in the Field, and reti- 
red to the Fort. This Succefs gave Occafion to draw another Trench nearer 
,,. the Fort, to batter the Ravelin, whence they did us Harm, with feven 
'Pieces, notwithstanding our Work, which was carry'd on by the Captains 
FiHtigr a, and Selajlian Suarez. On Thmfday the Trench was almoil fi- 
niih'd, and being near, madethem fo uneafy, that the Beííeged began to 
batter it, with all their Cannon, but ineffectually, becaufe the Gabions 
andRampart on the Infide, could bear much more. However, by this they* 
perceiv'd the Power and Strength of the Enemy, and the Difficulty of 
the Undertaking. 
Council of On the twenty fir-ít oí March the General came to the Trench* and 
IPar held, calling together the Captains, Gallinato, Villagra, Antony Andrea, John 
Fernandez de Torres, Gonzalo de Seaiteyra, Sebafiian Suarez de Albey- 
giieria, Stephen Texeira, Ga/par Pacheco, the Admiral Thomas d?.

The Dead, Wounded and Sick, of our Foot, now wanting in the Camp, 
are 1 }o ; and the tefl, as daily Experience Jbowty fall Sick very fifi of t%- 
Dijlewper calN Berber. Our Provif.ons, tho' we took the Rice the Frigates 
¡■sought from Manila, are fo fiort, that they can not lajl beyond the be- 
ginning of June. The Ships and other Vejfels of the Fleet, in the Opinion 
of the Pilots, run a great Hazard,where they new lie at Anchor ; becaufe y 
when this Moon is out, there can be no Safety for it, by reafon of the high 
Winds and Storms, unlefs they remove to another Place , and there is no other 
hut 7'ydore. We fee how refolute, and well for ¡ify l d the Enemy is, fince 
all our Battery has prodw'd fo little Effeft, and if they receive any Dam-* 
itugc, it hfoon made up by the Multitude of Pe otile. The Friendjbip the 
King of Tydore promisd for advancing of his Majejly*s Service, has prov'd 
fo fulfe, that he has performed nothing of what was concerted with bint, 
tho* fo reafonable, andbenefi.ial to himfelfa havingmly been fteeinWords, 
¡>ut his Anions have not yet been feen. I have hadfuffia'ent Tryal of him. 
He has no other Defign, but to deceive, and amufe us, that our Men may he 
defiroy l d by Degrees, and foTime may can fume us if the Enemy cannot. When I 
piefs t d him to do fomethhig, to Jbow at this Time that he was a Friend, 
and his Mtjefiy's Subjetl, he anfvrcr'd, he would; but that we mtfi furnifo 
Pioviftonsfor all his Men, becaufe he had none. They demand Powder and 
Ball, for every trivial Undertaking, that fo they may confume the little we 
have left'^ and when there is any Work, to be done, there are no Men for 
it. Of the few Amboynefes ¡brought with me, for this Purpofc, their La- 
hour being great, fame are returned home, others gone to the Enemy. Thofe 
that remain are not fnffcient , and mojl ofv-t-- has been hitherto done is 
owing to the Infantry ; which is fo harrafs\/,that it can dono Service. The 
Enemy expefls Dutch Ships, and knows they are nor» at Banda. I have 
Intelligence that they have fent for them, and if they come they will be a 
great Objlacle to our Defigns. Confidering what } have difcours'd of, I defire 
you, Gentlemen, and every one of you, fill under the Obligation of the Oath 
to give me your Opinions, that according to them I may refohe what to do 
inpurfuance of the great Duty incumbent on me. 

Upon the Requeft of the Captains, the General Fur t a do gave in thefe 
Propofals in writing^lio' he oppos'dit at firfi. In fhortthey were written, 
as were the Opinions of the Councellors, among whom the greater Part' 
even of the Portuguefes oppos'd the General ; and tho' I ought to give iomc 
Account of their Votes, becaufe they had all different Views, yet, in 
Regard that moil of them aiTented to Gallinato*$ Opinion, it will fuffice to 
fct down his Anfwer. 

John Xuarez Gallinato, Covnnander of the Provinces of the Pintados and 
V d z iU 
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the Officers attending rue, do anfwer to the Prppofnl made by your Lor ¿¡hip % 
as follows. That as to the want of Powder you reprefent, we look, upon it as 
p Jj t0 tffential,fince we can n^t fight wUhou 1 it, and if that fails, our Cannon and 
■rurtado. f ma \i Fire- Arms, are rather Encumbrance: ¿ban Weapon-^ and therefore it is 
requifite to refolve and agree, wheic and when to employ, and hove viwh of 
what we have may be [pent, fo as r*ur Enterprize may fuccecd, fince we fee 
how ineffeclual that hitherto /pent has been ; confidering, at the fame Time, 
that a great Quantity is to he rcferv'd, to fight five Dutch Galeón: we ex- 
f eB ; which, if they come, part of our Fleet viufl of necefiity go out and 
ingage. For, if this be not done they will put Succours into the Place, which 
tho* never fo ¡nconfidcrablc , as hit of rco Mufkets, would be very prejudi- 
cial in 7ts i leftdes that, it will be a great Dif reputation, not to meet them 
out at Sea. ■ 

As to the Mens fickning, being kiWd and wounded, we fay, tbofe are ef- 
fort unes always attending War ; and that we are fenfille how faft the Ar- 
my grows weak, for which Reafon, it will be neceffary to be the more expe- 
ditious in the Work we have in Hand ; yet fo that neither too much Pre- 
cipitation may expofe it to Hazards, nor Delay give Time for a'.l the Ar- 
my to fall Sick. As for the Scarcity of Prpvifions, our Opinion is, that an 
Account-be taken of what we have, how much is confum 7 d in a 'Month, and 
thus the necejfary Diftrihution may he made in Time $ for othetwije we 
./ball fall Jhort, when we ¡soft expect it* and Hunger will do us more Harm 
¡han the Enemy. 

To the Danger of the Ships threatned by the Pilots, and their Advice to 
go over to Tydore, we anfwer. That if the Fleet quits the Station where 
it is, it will be a manifeft Detriment to the Army, which is fupply'd front 
it with all it Wants, and mttfl want, every Thing upon its Abfence. Bcfidcs, 
that if the Enemy fee it once gone, they will take frefh Courage • and if the 
Dutch come and find the Harbour empty, it is plain they will poffeft them- 
felves of it. Again, if the Fleet makes off, nittfl not a covfidcrablc Number 
of tie Soldiers go for its Security? Now how can it be proper to divide 
cur Forces; efpeciaUy confidering they are f o final!, and the Men fo ficklyt 
Befides that here is no Place to lay. up the Provifions, for the Waters ¿e- 
ftroy them by Day and Night. Whiijl aboard the Fleet, the Soldiers have 
it daily brought frefo and whole fame. Farther, the Pilots, and Natives of 
Tyáoie, fay the Ships are fafe in the Harbour till after the Middle of 
April. 

We have had Tryal cf the Enemies Power, and believe they have Men , Am- 
munition, and Cannon tofpare, confidering our Condition ; and the Comman- 
ders, and Deferters from them confirm it. But neither can it be deny'd, 
that the vetyfirfi Day we ingap'd as we have been told by Prifoners, and 
wounded Men, 1000 of the befMen they had in Teníate came out to flop 
cur Pajfagc with five Pieces of Cannon, and fo pqfied, that only two of our 
Men could come up a Br e aft to charge them; and yet they with all thefts 
Odds, were beaten off with the Lofs of many Men, as appeared by the dead 
Bodies, fcatter*d along the Shore, where they alfo loft their Artillery. The. 
fame Day we faw them filly upon the Fort of Santiago, where Captain 
"VjJJggra commanded, and tho' our Men were furprir.'d, yet they repuh'd 
them and (lew tie Flower of their Commanders ; fo that they were certain- 
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/y much weakned ; and ftreight tied by Hunger end Sicknefs. And the? 
with the Help of the Dutch, and their own Hardinefs they repair the 
Breaches, and fortify themfclves with Artillery, Means may be found to fur- 
mount theft Difficu\ties % for if there were noue i it would he no War we aic 
ingrg'd in. 

We are fenfihle of the King of Tydore'i Want of Faith ; hut what dif- 
creet Commander has not made the heft of fitch Accidents, and winked at 
¿ifloyal, and uñfteady Perfom till a more favourable Oppcitunity ; Befidcs, 
before we landed, Notice was taken cf this Princes Indifcrency, and that: 
his Defipi is to protrac} the War, rather in Hatred to Teníate, than out 
of any Love to our Nation. We our felves will make amends for the Wane 
of Labourers ; we will he both Soldiers and Pioniers, as we have hitherto 
Been-) for the Sword and the Spade ate equally honourable info jitjl a 
War ; and we again offer our felves, and our Soldiers, to perform whatfo- 
everjoall he for the Service of God and the King. 

Itis therefore our Opinion, that the Galeons remove immediately ; that 
two of them Anchor between our Ladies Cavalier, and S. Paul, and batter 
the infide of the Cavalier, and the other two, the Houfe of S. Paul, the 
Fort % and the Town. Then of Necejjity the Defendants within viuft fy,fmce 
the Defence of the Stone Parapet, is but a vieer Show, except only where it 
hois upon the open Country. As foon as the Galeons begin to hatter, we 
will alfo batter the Ravelin befcrc the Cavalier, where the feven Pieces 
of Cannon are, which will certainly be rmn'dhi two Hours, becaufe our Fort 
ofS. Chríftopherfí>»/«íT?ií/j them, and theThichiefs is not above a Fathom.' 
To conclude, My Lsrd, the. Want of Vvovifwns, and of Health, the coming of 
the Dutch, the Refnlution of the Befteged, of all other Difficulties will he 
furnnunted by Celerity. We are ready to perform all Things on our Part ; 
it belongs to your Lordflñp to make Try al of our Promt fe. It will not be rea- 
sonable immediately to abandon the ' fmall Remains .of Chrijiianity in the 
AXoluccos, and the Hopes of regaining what has been loft, in vara 
endeavoured for fo many ¡ears, at the F.xpence of fo many Millions of Mo- 
•neyJb many Lives, and the Honour o/European Nationsjry turning our Backs 
upon fo holy an Undertaking, 

This Anfu'cr was fent in a Paper figned by the Captain?, to fatisfy all „ . , 
his Doubts, for they anfwer'd others by Word of Mouth, which were j.-/r fo es 
ilarted by the Portuguefe Commanders to perfwade drawing off; but //;° ( 1 ' .

Confidence be repos'd in the King of Tydore ; but our Commanders fay 
his People, and thofe of Témate underftand one another. 

On the 17th of April, the King of Tydore acquainted Gallinato, that with j¡ }6 King- 
his Leave he defign'd to make Peace with the King of Témate, He an- a nd Queen 
fwer'd, He would do well to confider what was expedient far his own e ~iy¿ 0[e 
Dominions, without Detriment to his Majefly's Service. The fame Day at Vari- 
the Savgiack of Nun, in the Kingdom of Bachian, came to Tydore. He ar , f4 
was a Chriflian, and laying hold of the Opportunity of ferving his Ma- 
jefly in the laft Expedition, vifited the Queen of Tydare, a beautiful 
young Lady, Daughter to the King of Bachian, who liv'd dilcontented. 
beeaufe the King her Husband was more fond of another ancient Woman, 
and not fo wellborn. The Savgiack had Coitimiífion and Strength to 
Heal her away, and conduit her to her Father, lince neither Complaint?, 
Iutreaties, nor any other Methods had been of Force to reclaim the King. 
On the 4th of May, came a Sifter of the King's, on the fame Pretence of 
vifiting her Neice, and reconciling her to the King. The ■ Sangiack and ¡¡f je ■, 
fte having concerted thofe Affairs, the young Queen going abroad with 'ffoleu'tva- 
them toan Entertainment, and all Things being provided, they embark'd, J " "'•' 
and fail'd away towards Bachian. The King. of Tydore was enrag'd, out 
of Patience, and apprehenfiveof a new War; tho' afterwards this Diffe- 
rence was amicably adjufled, by the Imerpofition of Cachi I Mahta , a 
principal Pcrfon of Badián. 

On the 2id of May Hews was brought to Tydore, that the King .of 
Ternate, had fitted out 50 Carcoas in his Harbour, and expected the Dutch 
Ships, He, at the fame Time, made Rejoycings, in a triumphant Man- 
ner for the Departure of the Sp&7iiards.

To which alfo belong'd John de Ybarra, Knight of the Order 
afCaiatrava, and Commendary of Moratalaz, and Piter de Ledefma, the 
King's Secretaries. In the Places of the Licenciares, Molina de Medrana, 
and Gonzalo de Aponte, whom his Majefly afterwards employ 'd ¡n his 
Royal Council oiCaJlile, and in thofeor fome who dy'd, his Majefly, st 
fevaral Times put in the Licenciates, Lewis de Salcedo, Gudiel, and Don 
Francis deTexada y de Mendoza, Doctor Bernard de Olmedilla, and John 
4e Ibarra, See. All thefeamidft that Multitude ot Bufinefs they dextc- 
r&üilydii'patch'd, laid ail their main Defigns, for the reftoring his Ma jelly's 
Monarchy to itsFulnefs,. in tiiofe utmoit Limits of it ; a Project fuicabla 
totheCenius of the new Preiident- He enquiring into the general and 
particular Pofture of all Things then depending, met with that of the Mo- 
lucca Iilands, and finding it of Confequence, and almofl forgotten, inclin'd 
Br Gafnar to £' ve lt a helping Hand. 

Cnmez'n- Much suout this Time, Brother Gafpar Gomez came into Spain, being 
f t"s the ^ em ^ ^ on R'd r0 ^ Acuvntt, to folicitc that Enterprise. The Brother at 
Corral fo'eral tedious Audienccn, gave the Preiident full Information of all that: 
""'" ' ' ■ concerned 
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concern'd ihe ¿io/urto Hands, their Wealth, the great Treafure Spain has 
expended in Attempts to recover them, to reffore per!ecuted Chrifiianity, 
where it had been fo much receiv'd ; and what Conferuertce it ivas, that 
this ftouldbe done by Way of the Philippine Hands. The Earl undertook 
thatCaufe, as fuch ought to be fupported, and confuí ted about it with the 
Council, with the DuV.eof Lama, and moil particularly with the King's 
Confeffor. He never defined, till it was brought filiar, and in fuch a 
Forwardnefs, that it might be effectually difpatch'd. The Members of the 
fupream Council, with the fame Zeal, and confideiitig the repeated re- 
appointments of this Enterprise, forwarded the expedition, and all ci 
them agreéú that Don Pedro de Acunna fnould undertake it in Per ton. This 
favourable Difpofition of theirs, was fully confirm'd, by the News brought 
a Year after, of the ill Succefs of the united Forces of India under Pintado, 
and thofeofthe Philippine lílanás, under Gaüinaío. It was writ by Don 
J'edro de Acunna, def.ribing.it to the Life, with Duplicates for his Ma- 
jelly, and the prime Miniflers, and though he left much to Brother Gaf- 
far Gomez, he was very particular himfelf. 

He complain'd that they had let flip fuch an Opportunity -of Recovering 
Témale, and cha ft ill ng the Dutch, who refort thither to the Trade of 
Clove, Mace, and other Spice, and Drugs. He repreíented the Danger the £f on p c _ 
Philippine Iflands were in, after that Neighbouring Tyrant's Victory ; and ¿ IQ ¿ e Ax- 
that having more partcularly weighM the Circumilances of that Affair, cunrja'j 
btiides the Keceífity of regaining the Reputation loft there, he found that letter co:i- 
whatfoever has been yet faid, was fhort. For not to mention the principal cetniu* 
End, which was the Propagation of the Faith, but only with Regard to the Enter - 
the King's Revenue, he Ihow'd, That Témate being reduc*d it would be prize en 
eafie to íubdue the Iflands of Banda, which-are above thirty, lying about Teníate, 
a hundred Leagues from the Moluccas, full of valuable Mace, and poflefsM 
by an unwar-like People, would add that Income to Spain, and take it from 
the Dutch, who carry all away, with little or no Oppofitibn. He promis'd 
the fame as to the Iflands Papuas, which are many, not Far diflant from 
Témate, fome of them Subjects to that King, and yeilding him a confider- 
able Quantity of Gold, Amber, and other valuable Tribute. Then he ex- 
tended to the Great Batochina,oT GiYo/ij, delcribing itsFertility, and how 
that Tyrannical King epprefs'dit. Thofeof Celebes 45 Leagues from Tet- 
?ute, where he had firong Garrifons. The Greater and Leffer Javas, 
whole Kings would again fubmit to Spain, as foon as the Moluccas were 
brought under. He earneflly recommended Secrefie and Expedition. To 
evince the Keceífity of both, befides the ufual Reafons, he urg*d that as 
. foon as thofe Rebels and the Dutch hear of any War-like Preparations, 
they fpare neither Cofl, nor Labour, to make all neceflary Provilion ; and 
that they never fail by the Coafts of India without ruining, and plundering 
them. He affirm'd, that the General Putt ado was no way to blame for ha- 
ving abandon'd that Enterprize ; for as it plainly appear*d, and Captain 
Gallinato declar'd he had always behav'd himfelf like a brave Gentleman, 
and difcieet Commander ;but that befides the Want of Provifionsand Am- 
munition, he could not relie upon his own Men ; and that if the Succours 
fent him from Manila had been moreconfiderable, he would have hazard- 
ed all with only them. He faid, the King of Tydore had fent him great 
E c Complaints 
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Complaints againíí the General Furtado, and that it was a common faying 
with him. That before he came to the Moluccas the King of Tydore Slept, 
and he o\ Témate AVatch'd; but now the Cafe was altei'd, and the con- 
trary might be faid. Yet he believ'd lie was not heartily Tony for the Dif- 
appointment. The fame he urg'd in Relation to the Kings of Bachian and 
Stan» He concluded, offering to undertake that Affair in Perfon, provided 
he might be furnifh'd with what was neceiTary, that he might net be Di- 
. itrefs'd as his Predecefibrs had been. Then he went on, by Way of Anfwer 
to the Objeclions, or Accufations of the Spanip Commanders, who bein^ 
us'd to the Wars in Euro? e t defpis'd all other Enemies, who made War 
without all thofe Engines, and Fire-Arms us'd in Flanders, Fiance, and 
England. He lays, none of thofe Eaftern Provinces wanted any of the In- 
ventions we have in Europe; and that befides the great .Numbers they 
have, and the Dexterity in ufing them of the Japonefes, Chinefes ¡Mindanao:, 
and Moluccas, they are no lefs expert at their Bows, and Arrows; efpecial- 
Jy the Javmefes, who conquer when they fly, and that they are not deiii- 
tuteof fuch Stratagems, that the Spaniards have need of all their Valour 
againiT them, and their numerous Armies. He owns the Molucca Iflands 
can not Hand in Competition, with the fhor.g and populous Cities taken in 
our Parts, but that neverthelefs, fo many Chríílian Churches as have been 
polluted in them ; the baniihing of our Religion ; the Perfection of its 
Mini Iters ; the continual Tyrannical Practices ; and Alliance of thofe Peo- 
ple, with the Dutch, his MajelHes lad Rebels, ought not to be cart into 
Oblivion. And that, were there no ether Motive but this, the King ought 
to retrieve his Honour, which is concern'd for the lolsof fo many of his 
Fleets, and Commanders. It is very remarkable, that tho' in theie Letters 
he gave an Account of the Pofture of Affairs, eiiher as to Peace,or War, of 
fo many feveralKings,among whofe Territories the Spanffi Arms appear,not 
without Glory ; yet he infiits not fo much on any Point, as that of Témate, 
which was grown Old by above thirty Years Handing, to the Diicredit of 
our Nation. From all this may be inferr'd, how neceiTary it is always, in 
Affairs of great Difficulty, to bend the entire Underflanding to them, and. 
tobe in Love with the Defign conceiv'd, that fo the Event may anfwer the 
Expectation. He at the fame Time fent long Reflexions, and Projects of 
the Count de Monterey, then Viceroy of Peru, relating toxhe Execution of 
that Affair, wherein it plainly appear'd, by the Confonancy of the Reafon?, 
and the Opinions of Men well acquainted with thofe Parts, that the Expe- 
dition was of greater Concern and Importance, than zll the Argument* 
made ufe of upon the like Occafions do ever amount to. 
Letednefs ■ Thus was Témate bandy 'd in the Councils of Spain, wbilif, at home it 
oftheKiv.g abounded in Trade, yet flood upon its Guard, and particularly the King, 
p/Ternate whofe Profperity gave him Occafion to indulge his Inclinations,, of 
o»(/Cachil Cruelty towards the Chrillians, and private Satisfaction to himfelf. He 
Amuxa. gave himfelf up to the Love of Celicaya, yet being divided among fo many 
Women, it liad not the ufual Power over him, but allow'd of other Diver- 
fions. Cachil Amuxa, the braveil of his Commanders, and his Couiin Ger- 
man, was newly ManyM to a Daughter of the King of Mindanao, a lingu- 
lar JBeaury, not of the Matick_ Sort, but of the Spanijb or Italian. The 
King, who was us*d to obferve no Rules, courted her as a Gallant, and as 
a King, peififiirg, and prefeiiting her; and was foon admitted by the /«- 
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ií/(ja Lady. Her Huiband, thu' their Privacy tor a whi.e couceal'd his 
Wrong ; at length, by the King's contriving 10 keep him abroad, and the 
Interpolation of Time, which reveals all Secrets, tound out who it was 
dehTd his Bed. What could the unfortunate Man do r He durft net kill 
his Wife, for the Love he bore her, and for Fear of the King's Difpleafure. 
He refolv'd to he reveng'drf as if it had been in a Money Concern In or- 
der to it, he difíeflrbJed the heft he could, and whenfoever he had an Op- 
portunity to talk to Queen Celicaya, either feign'd, or profefs*d Love rill 
lie had inculcated it as he delir'd. He bore with the Difdain and 1 hrears 
which are the V. capons Nature beflow'd on that Sex; and Perleverance 
prevail'd, fotCelicaya rewarded Cachil's Love. This Intrigue cominu'd 
a confiderable Time, till the King found it out, and both Rivals touk No- Arnusa 
tice of it. Tho« the King more deeply refented the Reptifai his Kinfniaii C11 kolai 
had made, to be réveng'd ; yet they did not fall out 011 that Accont nor the Kmg 
forbear converting together. They preferv'd Peace and Friendiliip in'their "1 ftc- 
Houfes ; and the King flood fo much in need of Cachil Jmnxa, tor his vence. 
Wars, which in thofe Parts are no lels frequent, than Peace, the Ipecial 
Blelling of Heaven, isamong us, thathedurfl not declare agaüiíl him 
and what is more, not fo much as difpleafeCc/rVrtya. She, as if .the Atafe' 
tolerated in Men had been allow'd to Women, jufiify'dherfeif by alledg- 
ing the Wrong the King had done her in coutting the other. However 
the King being once in the Field, under oue of their Arbours, and Cachil r; v- , 
Amixn coining in, without his Campilan, or Cymiter, the Guards upon p" ' ' 
a Signal given them, handled their Anns, fell upon, and gave him many Kev "'S e - 
Wounds on his Head, ['ace, Arms and Bodyi none. daring to defend him. 
He was fenfible of the Occafion, and Revenge, and fuddenly drawing a 
fmall Criz, or Dagger, he happen'd to have about him, did not only de- 
fend himfelf againll many Cuts and Thruiis, but affaulted the Murderers 
and with great Activity, wounded fome, bore down others, and put the' 
reft to Flight, killing four. Nor had his Fury llopp'd there, but that the 
King ilipp'd away ; tho' now his Wounds had weaken'd Amuxa by Reafon 
of the great Quantity of Blood that ran from them. He was left ior dead- 
tat an Uncle of his, hearing the Noife, came into his Afliftance, with his 
Followers; who all bound up his Wounds, and carry 'd him to his Houfc 
where he was cur'd* by the King's Permiifion. This was th<- Efleft of 
his Fear, rather than good Nature, for all his Kindred to k the Injury up- 
on themfelves, and began to meditate Revenge ; which they would cer- 
tainly have compafs'd, and made fair Way for the Pretention of Spain 
had not thofe who were apprehenfive of ano; her War foon lecuncil I'd thofé 
Animoiities. The Cachil ivas cur'd, !üi wiih fitch Scars in his Face 
and fo many deep Games and Seams in his Head, that hi- was nothing like' 
the Man he bad been before. So fay :hey who knew him, and have" ten 
him in our Days at Manila and Teníate. He was reftor'd to the Kind's 
Favour, and both of then; to that of their Wives, without Notice tain ' 
of the Accident, or as it Jt had been a Secret. So great is the Difference •

zines, no Building that Jay betwixt them elcaping. Fourteen Spaniards 
wereburnt, and among them, the licencíate Sanz, a Canon of the Cathe- 
dral, with fome Indians and Blacks. The Lofs was valu'd at a Million. 
It feem'd to be an Omen of what was to follow, which agreed with the 
Signs feen in the Sky. 

In the foregoing March, zChinefe Ship came into the Bay of Manila, 
in which, as the Out-Guards gave the Account, there came three great TbreeChi- 
Mandarines, with fuitable Pomp and Retinue, about their Monarch's Bmi- ne'e Man™ 
nefs.

One of the Maniarinet bid him do fo, and he taking the Pen form d 
three Charaders, which, explain'd in our Tongue, figmfy d. If the King The Pi -ifi- 
tleafei, it it Gold : and if not, it ii Sand. Being preft'd farther, he decía- nert De- 
tei That he had inform'd his King that Gold was produe'd there . to incline claralhn. 
his Maicfly to enttuft him with a good Fleet, wherewith he might take 
Revenge of the Chriflian Sangleyei, who had done him many Wrongs. 
Little Notice was taken of all this, and tho' the Amhoi ity of the Manda- 
rine! feem'd to corroborate ir.all was look'd upon as FolJy.for none believ d 
that they defign'd to carry on a War out of their Country. The Man- 
iarinet return'd Home, having, as is believ'd, communicated their Project 
to the Sangleyei that were fettled there, who at Manila, and in tne other 
Iflands, were above jcooo. " ■ 

The fame was praitis'd by the Clnnefe King in the Ifland of Aynao, or Chineres 
^vnin a mod fruitful Country, and near to his Kingdom, whete the Cii- ta i e At _ 
ncfei crept in under Colour of Trade, as they did at Manila, and pofleisM mn ¿, 
themfelves of it to this Day. This Ifland has luch a plentiful Pearl lift- Tic.uhery. 
ery. that in the Year 1600 the King caus'd 1500 Arroba!, that is, 57s Hun-

The Governour did not altogether look upon the Defign of the Mania*- 
Precauti- r j niJ 35 a piece of Vanity and Folly, tho* he conceal'd his Thoughts ; for 
ens taken j ie mac j e f ome preparations, and among; the reft haften'd the repairing of 
af Manila, the Walls of the City ; which having itifter'd much by the Fire, when the 
Arms were alfo loft, he made up that Defeft the beft he could, and the 
Sengleyesweis affifting in it. It is to be obferv'd, that ihofe People have 
a feparate Government among themfelves, in the Philippine Iflands. 

At the Time that£0?i/Wri?,theGovernour,wasmoftiiitentuponthe War 
againft the Molucco Iflands, there happen'd fucilan Accident at Manila, as 
Fncan a might not only have diverted it, but utterly deflro 'd the whole Province.- 
Chinefe of A Man was then living, who ftay'd at Manila , when the great Pyrate Li- 
great Sub- ipaon, of whofe Life and Anions there are Printed Relations, came to Ma-\- 
tilty. \ nila. He was then an Idolater, and, as was repotted, ferv'd the Pyrate in a 
. leud Capacity. His Name v/<as Encan^ born at Semygua, in the Province 
of Chine h e ^ and was bapttz'd under the Government of Santiago de - 
Vera, who gave him his Surname, and he was call'd Bap lift de ¡'era*- 
He prov'd a fubtile Dealer, and fuccefsfully Active, by which Means, fol- 
lowing Trade, he gather'd immenfe Wealth, and was Great with the Go- - 
vernoursof thtPhilippiv.es. Through his Interposition, the Sangleyet pro- 
pos*d to Don Pedro, that he fhould allow them to repair a Parapit of the 
Wall, which was finiihiug, at their own Expence ; for that they, a? a Part i 
of the PublicV, would do his Majefiy that -Piece of Service 5 and every one 
of them offer'd four Royals, that is, two Shillings, towards the Work.. 
This Piece of Service, and the Favour of the Citizens, Ene an had purchas'd 
by good Turns, made the Sufpicion conceiv'd of their Coiupiracy vaniib, or 
at leaft be little regarded. 
liis craftv ** e was reí P e # e ¿ by l ^ e Spaniards^ and belov'd by the Savgleycs, had- 
P afl'c' been their Governour feveral Times, and had many Gadfons, and other 
" Dependants. At this Time he cunningly kept within the City, ro fecure 
Things by his Prefence^ but from thence he flirr'd.up the People, and laid 
his Defign, by Means of his Confidents. He thought fit to know what 
Number of People he ihould find to put it in Execution, and that he might 
ir.uilerthem.in private, order'd that every one of his Country-Men ihould 
bring him a Needle ; pretending he had Occafion for them for fome "Work. 
The Sangleyes ¿ithei guefilng at the Fnd for which thefe Needles were ga- 
thei f d,or elfeignorantly obey'd En can. The Needles being put into a little- 
Box, the Number of thein was lo great, that it encourag'd him to under- 
take a far different "Work than he had propos'd. 

The Governour ftill forwarded the Work of the Walls ; rais'd Men;

Notwithstanding their Secrecy fome Difcovery was made. John Je Ta- 
latent. Curate of the Village of £ttiefo t inform'd the Arch-Hiihop, that vjftovtty • 
an Indian Woman, with whom a Sangley, or Chine fe, was in Love, had °f' f * 
difcover'd to him the Plot laid for S. Francis's Day. It was alfo reported, 
that a Woman-Black had f aid, there would be a great Slaughter, and ano- 
ther Conflagration , like the former, on S. Francises Night. Theft and 
other Advices were prefently made known to the Governour and Council. 
A fufficient Proof was to fee the Chine fes fell all, to their very Shoes, and 
compound their Debts, tho' this was rather lookt upon as a Defigu to 
be gene, than to commit any Treafon. To difpell their Fear of the Spam- The Go- 
ards and Japonefes, the Governour made them fome Speeches himfelf, and vernow't 
caus'd the fame to be proclaimed in all Parts, ingaging the King's Faith Precauti- 
and Security; but nothing was of Force to quiet them, Three Days be- ont, 
fore the Feafl of <?. Francis, above 400 Anhayes Merchants ftay'd in the 
■City, becaufe they could not difp/ofe of their Goods. Theft feeing the others 
in Diforder, on account of the Report, that the Spaniards and Japonefes 
defign'd to maffarre them, fent a Meffage to the Governour, by Chican. 
one of trie Province of Jnhajr, or Chincho, whereof that City is Head. He Anhayes 
came to him by Night, for Fear of the other Cbinefes^ and acquainted '» Fear, 
him with the Dread, and Confufion they were hi, without knowing what affitr'd, 
Courfe to take, and therefore they came to him for Advice and Protection. 
He having hear'd him, gave all pofllble Security in his Anfwer. and the 
next Day went himfelf to talk to his Companions, whom he fatisfy'd in a 
very obliging Manner, afluring them, that the Sfanijb Nation never was 
guilty of executing, or confenting to fuch Villanies. This Difcourft fatis- 
fy'd them; but ftill thofe who had Mifchief in their Hearts did not defifl. 

The Sangleyes, or Chinefes live there in afeparate Quarter, which the

Hereupon theGovernour us'd 
feveral Means to appeafe them, the Danger of fo furious a Beginning in- 
creating with the Number of the Rebells. The firft Mifchief he endea- 
voured to prevent was the deflro>ing of the Rice, which was then almofr 
ripe. He appointed Colonel Jugujlin de Jrceo, Major Chriftopher de Jzcu- 
■ eta, and Captain Gallinato to go fpeak to them ; but Don Lewis Perez de U 
Marinhas, who liv*d at Minondo thinking the Rebellion now requir'd fome 
iiarfher Remedy, came at Night to ad vife the Governour to be more watch- 
ful, and that all the City íbould do the like.

Minsmio. bitants of the fame Town t He diilributed thefe Men into the moil danger 
rous Pofts of it, that the Enemy might not fet Fire to it, and the Chriihan 
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SangUyes when they lull their Goods,joyn*d the Rebels. On the other Hand, 
the Governour privately poftcd his Troops, and Sentinels; and all Men 
expe¿led,or dreaded the Fate of that Night, particularly the General John 
¿q Aleegn, who, by the Govcrncur's Command, was to follow the Orders he 
. receiv'd from Don Lewis. Proclamation was again made, thatall Men íhoúld 
be peaceable, under Penalty of being fent to the. Galleys for tout Years. 

This avail'd fo little, that, excepting 4C00 Handicrafts Men,and the An~ ro - 
bayet Merchants , all the Reft aflembled at the Sugar "Work. At one in Sañgleycs 
the Morning, a Party of about icoo Savgleyes march'd our of a Fort, with /alley. 
Catenas, or Cymiters, Halbards, and other Weapons advanced, as alfo with 
long Staves, harden'd at the Fire at the Points; which they ufe inílead of 
Pikes, and are no lefs ferviceable. Thefe are very frequent among them 
in their Country, andaré made of a folid Sort of Wood, calFd Mangle. 
They fell upon the Farm, or Pleafure Houfe of Captain Stephen de Maraui- 
ne, not far from their Parian, and murder'd him, his Wife, Children, Ser- 
vants, and Slaves. They fet Fire to the Houfe, and to thole of other Spa- jf. ey mur _ 
7iierds i among which were thofe of Colonel Peter de Chaves, and of two ¿ e r feve- 
Clergymen, who liv'd a retir'd Life, their Names Francis Gomez^ and Fcr- ,-Uand 
dibandáe tos Ríos. They alfo kill'd F. Bernard de Santa Catalina, Com- ¿ UTn ¿/ m „ 
miffary of the Inquifition, of the Order of S. Dominick. All thefe defen- y eji 
ded themfelves, as did many more who efcap'd, defparately wounded. Thence 
they drew towards the Town of Tontfo, which is divided into Quarters. 
They fell upon that of ¿¡Jitiapo, and fet Fire to it, alter murdering 10 Per- 
lbns. Among the Reft they burnt a Lady of Quality, and a Eoy, giving More Cm 
great Shouts, and boafting that from thence forward, the Indian* ihould J>.>- 
pay Tribute to them, and the Caftiilas perifh. 

News being brought on Saturday Morning,that the Sangleyes were going 
to enter the Town, and that the Natives had withdrawn themfelves in their 
VelTels toward Manila, in Order to get in, or lye under the Shelter of its 
Walls in the River, the Governour difpos'd the Regular Troops, and thofe 
of the City Militia about the Walls, viewing the Gates, and all weak Pla- 
ces. He fent Captain Ca/par Perez with his regular Company to Toado, Captain 
and order'd him to obey Don Lewis de las Marinhas, and to carry no Co- Perez fent 
lours. As foon as he came, the 20 Men fent the Night before, joyn*d him, t0 Tondo. 
and Don Lewis thinking that too fmall a Force, fent to deftre Succours. 
The Governour knowing he was in the right, fent the Captain Don Thomas 
Bravo, hÍ3 own Nephew, 24 Years of Age, who ferv'd at Témate in the 
Expedition of Andrew FitrtaJo. He went over to the Town of Tondo, with Captain 
another Company of the regular Forces, fome Voluntiers, and feven of the Thomas' 
Governor's Servants, leaving the Colours in the City. After him he fent Bravo Sue- 
Captain Peter de Arcea, an old Low-Country. Soldier.- Don Lewis fent cours *'"«• 
Ward again, that the Chine/ex were marching towards Tondo, that they 
were Numerous, and he fear*d they would burn the Town, and a ¿lately 
Church of the Jugvfthiians. The Governour feDt him 60 Men more, molt 
of them arm'd with Pikes, and Halbards, the firfl having been Mufketiers. 
Thefe were commanded by Don John de Penna,ú\\ he deliver'd them to Don 
Lewis. ^ When this Company came, there had been an Ingagement at Tondo, 
wherein JDoti ¿.ewiiilewabundance of fiuJ^/tfyej.andobligM the reft to retire ; 
preventing their burning the Town, which began to take Fire,and the Houfes 
at the Entrance of it were confunVd. Bon Lewis would have purfu'd the Ene- 
my 
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_, . . my, who retir'd to their Fort, and Don Ihovias Bravo íMiJeavcurd to di£ 
Chíneles ( W ade him, faying, The Men were all fatigu'J, and that a.-, foon as o;t of 
i-.ptu* a. t j )e j own the y woU ¡ L i meeE w 'nh nothing but Bogs and Branbles; and fince 
the Governor's Orders extended no farther than to keep the Enemy oft from 
thence, and fave the burning of the Church and Houles, and that had been 
done, they ought to fend him Advice of it, before they proceeded, being on- 
ly the River parted them, and in the mean while the Soldiers would refreí?! 
themfelves, and they might hear more of the Enemies Defign. Captain 
Alctga faid the fame, but Don Lewis being bent upon it, and offended to be 
DonLcwis contradicted, afk'd him, What Hen hid cackled in bis Far? And bid 'them 
nf&raidt follow him, f-rfive and twenty Soldiers were enujgh to deal with aij 
I'aftaiu China. Jlcega anfwer'd. He was vs'dto hs.it as good Game-Cocks as him- 
Alcega. felf Crow j yet he would do well to confider what he did. However, tho* 
F. Fat/an, an Jvgu]linian 9 earneftly perfwaded Don Lea-is, falling on his 
Knees, to do as they deiiiM him, and not to go any farther, yet he could 
not be prevail'd on; but having order' J theC'aptains,G<7/pjr Petezpvd Jeter 
de Arceo, to fecure lome Poíls with a i'ew t Men, he broke out furioufiy, and 
Purines began to march, being follow'd by the Men, in Purfuit of the Enemy 5 who 
the Irtemy na ^ already gain-'d the Road, and they overtook them near the Fort, be- 
ejrainfl tween the Bogs and the Fordable Shoals. When they came tc the Fort, 
Aii-ice tne Country open'd a JitttJe more. Here they began to fall upon the Enemies 
Resr,and they perceiving how íewthe¿^flwríií**fi were,as notbeingabove ijc, 
drew up in a Body with two Points, like a Half Moon, and lay in Ambuih 
among the Grafs. The main Body of our Men march'd towards the Fort, 
. and then tliofe who lay in Ambuih rifing. enclos'd our Men, and fell upon 
them fo furioufly with ¡harp Stakes, Cymiter?, and other Weapons, that 
they cut them in Pieces. Head-Pieces of Proof were found batter'd with a 
. Stake. A Muiketier, who ferv'd Dó;¡ Lewis, reported, that a Company of 
f U ^- 7 & w ify es & J 1 uponliim, who having enclos'd him, laid about fo iroplaca- 
ter'd into bly, that they brute'd and broke his Legs ; after whjch he fought a corrfi- 
his Men. derable Time on his Knees, till they ftun'd him ivith their Staves, agai nft 
which a flrong Helmet could nor defend him. They left theEnfign Fran- 
cis de Rebolledo ilun'd, for Dead, and when the Enemy drew off, he made 
aShift to get up and efcape, with his Head cruelly cut, and wascurM in 
the City, where he told many Particulars of thatmifcrable Slaughter, about 
30. more efcap'd, and among them F. Farfan, who all got off by being in 
"the Rear, and light of Foot. Don Lewis was kill'd there by the fame Peo- 
ple that had flain his Father, and with him the General Jlcega, DonTbo- 
vias Bravo, Captain Cebrian -de Madrid^ and only one of all the Governor's 
Servants furviv'd. 
Chincfes The Sang leyes cut off the Heads of the Slain, and hoi fling them on the 
'rejoyce Points of their Spears, run in at their Noflrils, carry'd them to prefent to 
with the their Cbhefe General, who was in the Fort, and his Name Hontay. He, 
'Spaniard'* and the Reft, view'd the Heads, and fet them up with much rejoycing, re- 
•ffcas's, turning Thanks to Heaven, and the Earth, according to their Cuflom, for 
that Victory; thinking they ibould meet with little Oppofition from the 
Spaniards after that. 

All this Day, being the Feaft of S. Francis, and the next, the Enemy 
fpetit in rejoycirig. At Manila they were burning the Suburbs, 3rd Hou- 
fes without the Walls, and conlidex'd what Order they ihould take agaimi 
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the Parian ; for the 1 many Thousands or ¡ianglcycs us*u to inhabit ir, thero 
werenoc then i foo remaining, and among th^m yoo ¿nb.iyes Merchants, 
3 peaceable and rich People, of whom there was- no niillruft ; the tcí; 
were Handicrafts, no Way fufpecred. About 50 of the others were le- 
cur'd, who had their Hair fhorn, and were mix'd among the Chriííian S.w- 
gleys. Thefe gave Information, that they liad burnt Monafleries of Reli- 
gious People in feveral Places. Some Clergy-Men, with abundance of 
Women and Children, fecund themfelves in the Church of S. Francis del Chrijliaus 
Monte, and fome Companies of Sanghyes coming to befiege them, they d.ifend 
went up into a Belfry, where having tixt a Sheet on a Staff, they difplay'd themfehes 
it HVe Colours, the People appearing at the Windows, the Women and inaBelfry. 
Children ringing the Bells, rating the Enemy, and bidding them come on. 
Our Men often firing twoMulkets, which was all they had, the Sang leyes 
duríl not approach, being more afraid than they had Occafion, and ac- 
cordingly drew off to a firong Foil, whence they were to continue the 
War. 

The Governour endeavour'd to prevent the 3sews of the Slaughter p ran ^¡,¿ e 
fpreading abroad, left it iliould difcourage the Country ; and gave our, that . Miff-is 
the Slain were at 5". Francis del monte. He warn'd the Juflices to get to- , ^_ e ' 
pether allthe Indian Servant?, becaufe there were fcarce any Spaniards left; „ ,,' 
and fent the Fa&or Francis de las Miffas tj cruife upon the Coaff, with » 
three Rowing VeiTels, towards the Enemies Fort, to cut eff all their Pro- ¿J 
villous. The Fatfor perform'd his Part fo well, that he funk lome Vef- ' 

feís, and burnt thole that carry 'd hem Provifions. He kill'd many of their 
Men at the Mouth of a River that falls into the Sea, about the Fort call'd 
Navotas ; look'd for the Clergy-men they were faid to have kill'd in their 
Houfes ; and fent away to S. Francis del monte, a Party of 500 Japonefes, 
with three Spaniards, and two Francifcan Fryers, to gather the Remains 
of that Slaughter. In his Way, hepafs'dby the Enemy's Fort, witha- 
Defign to do them fome Harm, if he could, and found they had alandon'd 
ir, retiring to the Parian, to joyn the reft and bffiege the City, being 
puff Jd up with their late Vidory. This bappeti'd on Mond.iy th¿ 6th. The Japouefes 
'Japonefes fearch*d the Fort, where they found about ¿Co fick and wounded kill zoo 
Chinefes, whom they ilew, and ia"ing abundance of Provifions, burnt Chincfer, 
the Fort with all thei r Warlike Preparations, -which could not be fervice- and burn 
able againft the firit Owners- They went up to the Moiiaflery, and re- i heir Fort. 
turn'd thence the fame Day to the City.

This was difcover'd by a Savgley, who fwim- 
ming over, was taken by the Sentinel on the VeiTels that wetc in the 
River, who, having confef-'d on the Rack, that he was a Spy, and went ¿Vy execu- 
ibrward md backward with Intelligence, was put to Death, On the other //^ 
Hand, it was coniider'd, that though the íafeít Way was to kill all thofe 
People, yet it was not juft to execute Men that were not conviited of any 
Crime 3 efpecially fmce they came to the Philippine Iibnd*;, to trade upon 
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the publick Faith, and the Governour having engag'd for their Safety, in 
cafe they were quiet, and intermeddled net in the Rebellion. For this 
Reafon lome Councils of War were held among the Commanders, at which 
theCounfellors, and the Archbifhop, were alio prefent; and coniiJerin^, 
that the Rebels eanieftly applying to thoíe in the Parian, to fide with 
f r , . them, it was poflible they might be perverted, and in cafe they did not re- 
°J ,e )"i volt, thofe Mutiniers would kill them, it ivas relblv'd, That the Jnhayet 
itavrtpouta Merchants f mu \¿ be perfwaded to teme with their Effefts into iheMona- 
Ahv» fler ^ °* ,S ' Ag'iA ,,, > which is a flrong Houfe within Manila. Tl e Gover- 
nnaye?. uoUf j iav j n g himfelr in Perfon acquainted them herewith, as.alfo by lome 
of theCounfellors and their Friends, yet they were irrelblute; and tho c 
fome of them committed the keeping of their Goods to others, they ftay'd 
themfelves to be Spectators of the «vent. The la ft Care taken of them, 
was Don Pedro's going in Perfon to the Varían that fame Day ; and about 
an Hour after, many of the Enemies Colours appea;'d on the other Side of 
the River, along the Bank of it. They came from the Fort, which was 
a quarter of a League from the City. 
Some of the Sangleyes began to fwim over to the Par i an % and others came 
Chínefes inEoats and Floats provided for that Purpofe. Their Pafiage could not he 
fafsover obíhuiíted, becaufe the Galiots and Car coas belonging to the .Navy were 
to Parian, then among the Pintado s, to defend thofe Iflands; ¡Intelligence having been 
brought, that a Fleet of Mindanao! and Tern ¿it a was coming to invade 
them. The Rebels enter'd the Parian with great Cries, bringing the 
Heads of the Spaniards they had kiü'd on S. Francis's Day, run through 
the Noftrils. The Governour nbferving their Refolution, order*d the Cap- 
tains, Gafpar Perez, and Peter de Arcco, who were at Tondo % tocóme over 
to the City with their Companies. The Enemy being return'd to the Pa- ■ 
rían, with thatdifmal Spectacle of the Heads, began to perfwade the An-

F. John Poire, formerly a Captain, fince a Franciscan Fryer, and 
to avoid at tnis Time compell'd by Neceffity to take up Arms again, reported, That 
their Fury, tnc mutinous Sangleyes, having perfwaded the Anhayc: to follow their Ex- 
ample, they appointed Chican, a rich Sangley, and Mailer of the Spanifo 
Tongue, to anfwer for them. He, before he would fpeak his Mind, told 
them it would be proper to fet up a Gallows, and the Heads of the Spani-

TheGovernour believing the Deiign of the Sanglcyes was to gain Time, 
The Re an<1 perhaps to expert fome Supplies from China, which might be promis'd 
1,1, ' by the Mandarines, before they went away ; he thought it require to 
trefrj b " r 'g the w a"° a fyeedy Conclullon, becaufe the Enemy fortily'd them- 
1 ' felves daily, and made Excurfions from their Forts, to fcour the Country, - 
arid gather in the Rice ; petfwading the Natives to joyn with them ; tho' 
they were fo fat from complying, that they kill'd all they could meet with. 
There were feveral other Reafons which prov'd that the greateit Safety 
confuted in Expedition, and therefore abundance of Spaniards and Na- 
tives, by the Governour's Order, were always in Quell of the firaggling 
Cb'mifcs. However it was judg'd expedient to prefs them yet nearer, and 
not allow them Time, as they wilh'd, till the Rice was ripe, lince Hun- 
ger muir prove their greateit Enemy. To this Purpofe it was thought Ex- 
pedient to make ufe of trufly neighbouring People. 
Pamfangna is a Province ten Leagues from Manila, beyond the Town of 
Tampan- Ionio, over the River Pafig, on which the Citizens have convenient ffflall 
sua dc- VelTels. The Country is fubject to be overflow'd, by reafon of the many 
firii'd Rivers, and becaufe the Natives draw Trenches from them, to water the 
Rice, and other Grain. The whole Diíiricr is of twelve Leagues, all in- 
habited, and has feven Churches, belonging to the Order of S. Augujlin. 
The Natives arc Brave, Docible and Loyal, receive the Chriflian Faith, 
and are fleadr'aft in it; and richer than thofe of other Parts of the Ifland. 
Captain Ferdinand de Aoalos was Alcalde mayor, or chief Governour of 
Pamfangua, and the Governour General having acquainted him by Letter 
'Service w j t ^ tRe Rebellion of the Sangleyes, requiring him to fend Provifions and 
done ¡iy A mls f or t h e War, and not to leave any Enemies behind, he perform'd both 
the Al- Things, withextraordinary Care. He furniih'd him with great Store of 
ciyde of £j Ce p a ][n-\Vine, and a confiderable Number of Cows and Calves ; and 
' Parnpan- too k' above 400 Sangleyes, who being carry'd to a Creek in the River, 
S" 3 ' bound two and two, and deliver'd to the Jafonefes, they flew them all. F. 

James ic Guevara of the Order of S. Aaguftin, Prior of Manila, who 
writ this Relation, preach'd to them firft, and only five of them forfook 
their Idolatry, and were baptiz'd. At the fame Time he fent the Gover- 
nour 4CC0 Pamfanguos, arm'd after their Country Falhion, with Bows, 
Arrows, Half-Pikes, Shields, and long broad Poniards. They came to 
Manila with great Shouts, and as if fure ot Victory, fell upon the Enemy, 
•who increas'd (till, the more they were deflroy'd. 

This obliged the Governour, notwithftaudirig fome Oppofition, to fend a 
Number otS?amards,i.nú Ja¡onefe¡, with a ftrong Party of the Pavipangwi 

Indians., 
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Indians, well arm'd and provided, under the Command of the Captain and 
Major Azcueta, a brave and vigilant Commander, well acquainted with the 
Country, ordering him to draw near the Enemy ; yet not to engage, became Major Az- 
they were a delperatc barbarous People in their virir Onfet?, but to alarm cuet;l [¿, jt 
them Day, and Night, on every Side, obftrucling their Excuifions, that fo againjl the 
they might want Pavilions, and cotilequentiy be oblig'd to diilodge, for if Chíneles, 
he could remove them but twice, he might cut them off, as it happen'd ac- 
cordingly. The Major departed Manila, with thele Orders, by the Way 
of the River. On Mmday the icth of OSoier,\\t came in Sight of the 
Enemy, who was ilill in the Fort at S. Paul's, and there he had fome 
Aftions. Having call up lome Works, for his grtatcr Security, 111 the 
Quarters he took up, the Enemy's faliy'd out of their Fort, and lome ot 
thofe who valu'd themfelves on their Bravery advane'd to fight the Spani- 
ards in their Polls, with as much Boldnefs, as could be expected from Men 
in Defpair, and quite diítrafíed. Thus being cut off from Water, llreight- 
ned, often alarm'd , never fufFer'd to reft, and fuch as ventut'd out cut oft, 
they difmay'd, and dillodg'd in the Night very filently, marching towards 
Bat angas, where their other Body was. However their Departure could 
not be conccal'd from the Vigilany of our Men, who march'd after them, 
Martin le Herrera, Captain of the Governours Guard, leading the Van, 
which confilled of Spaniards, and the brave ft of the Natives. He over- 
took the Etiemv, and began to fall fo hard upon their Rear, that they were 
fore'd to face about; and after killing above 800 ot them as they pafs'd a 
narrow but deep River, our main Body coming up attack'd the rell three fe- He cuts off 
veral Ways, on an Eminency they had taken, and flew above icoo more ; one entire 
thofe that efcap'd peiifhing the next Day, fo that only one was taken alive, Body of 
tho' the Governour would have had many fav'd to ferve in the Galleys; but them.

The Major had dif- g a5 Terms, 
mifs'dthe Japonefes, beoaute they, alledging they were not Soldiers in Pay, 
would return to Manila. He had only ;oSo!diers left withhim,aud found 
the Enemy well fortiry'd, and furnilh'd with Provilions, as having been 
Mailers of the Country. He fpoke to them in peaceable Manner, as he had 
done before to the other Party, offering good Terms, if they would fubmit 
to the Governour; but Obitinacy had flopped their Ears, and excluded all 
Hopes, fo that they would not admit of any Accommodation. Our Men 
drew near, three feveral Ways with their fmall Shot, and the Tampangua 
Indians, who were brave, fupported by the Spaniardt, who led and encou- 
rag'd them, attack'd the Fort ; but the Defendants behav'd themfelves i'o 
bravely, that they csus'd them to retire, with the Lofs of tour or five Pam- 
panguos kill'd, and fome wounded. Our Men came on again, and the Cap- 
tain of the Guards, who Commanded that Attack, with the Men under his Dejlrcyi 
Charge, and othets that joyn'd him, fell on with fuch Fury, ihat they en- them at: . 
ter'd the Fort, and put them to the Sword. About rSoo efcap'd of whom 
they made an End a few Days alter. Some few above a Hundred were fa- 
ved, who were carry'd alive to ferve in the Galleys. Of our Men eight 
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Na'ives and fix Japonefes were kill'd in tliofe two Actions; but never 3

had been inflicted on their whole Families and Kindred. 
End of the Thus was that Conflagration fupprcfs'd, which threatned the utter Ruin 
Chínele of the Philippine Iflands, and thus above 2$coo Chinefes perifh'd, few above; 
ttdellion. $co being left for the Galleys, and all thole Hies being reflor'd to unex- 
pected Peace. Some affirm, the Number of the Savgleyes llain was greater, 
but that the Magiftrates couceaM it, for fear Notice ihould be taken of 
their Fault in admitting fo many to live in the Country, conrary to 
the King's Prohibition ; yet in vain does Subtilty contend with Truth. 

Don Pedro had receiv'd fome Intelligence of his Majeflicj approving of 
the Enteiprize on the Molucca ; and wliilft he expected to fee the fifed 
of that Refolution, writ all the Ways he couid; as alfo through India, tc 
foliciie thofe who were commiiTion'd in that Affair. Being delivered of 
JH pffefts the Trouble of the Savgleyes, he bent his Mind to provide all NeceiTaries 
of the f° r lne fleet, againft he ihould be commanded to fet out ; but the End of this 
Chinefe War, was the Beginning of other Difficulties at Manila. All Handicrafts 
Rebellion . ceas'd, "Works were lay'd afide, and Provifions grew fcarce ; which Scarcity 
made all Things dear; whereas before there was Abundance, all Things 
laborious being done by the Sangleyes, by Reafon that the Native Indians 
are neither willing, nor indulfrious at fuch Affairs. They had quite laid 
afide tilling the Land ; breeding of Fowl, and weaving of Blankets, all which 
they formerly us'd to do, in the Time of their Infidelity. The Parian or 
Chinefe Quarter was particularly ruin'd with Fire and Sword. That Place 
us'd to be fo plentiful and advantageous, that when Don Pedro came firfl to 
Manila, he writ concerning it to a Kinfman of his in Spain, as follows. 
Wealth of This City is rcmarkeableforjlately Buildings, which have aftoniftrd vie. 1 
the Parian. J&all only mention one Particular , which is the chief eft, That it has a Suburb, 
or Quarter, full of all Sorts of Silks, and Gold, and Mechanick Trades, and. 
■400 Slops full of this Sort, with above 8000 Men generally dealing in them; 
and at the Time when Elects come from China with Merchandize, which is 
at this Sea ) on there ate always above 13 or 14000 Men. They bring extraor- 
dinary Things, fuch as are not in Europe. Don Pedro was alfo afraid that 
■the Slaughter lately made would obilruft the Trade, and that the Ships 
would not come as ufual, with Provifions, from China. But the greater 
and more general Apprehenfion was thatinííead of Merchants, Ships of War 
would come to revenge the Sangleyes. He therefore lent away F. James 
F.Gueva- ¿ e Guevara, Prior of Manila, into Spain, by the Way oí India, with an Ac- 
ra fent count ot what had been done, and of his Fears. The many Accidents that 
through befell him in India, Perfia, Turkey, and Italy, made him fjrend three Years 
India to before he came to Court, where he then Found other freiher InteJJi- 
^pain. gence. 

At the fame Time Don Pedro fent Captain Mark de la Cueva, with F. 
Lewis G andullo, a Dominican, to Macao, a City in China, where the Porta* 
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gtiefes refide, with Letters tor the Commander in Chief and Council of thai 
City, giving them an Account of the Rebellion of the Sangleyes, and the Mcffage to 
Event of it, that they, upon any Rumour of a Fket providing in China, might China, 
fend him Notice of it feveral Ways. They had alfo Letters for the Tuto- 
•síes, or Tfuntos, Abytaos, and Vifiiors of the Provinces oí Cc*io?¡, and Chin- 
cheo, acquainting them with the Guilt of the Chinefe:, which oblig'd the 
Spaniards to punifh them fo feverely. The Meflengers at their Arrival, 
found all the Country peaceably difpos'd, notwithflanding that fome San- 
gleyes flying from Manila in Champanes, had given an Account of their 
Commotions. The Coming of theie Spaniards to Macao was foon known 
at Chincheo, and prefentlv fome of the richeft Captains, who us*d Manila 
moil, came to vifitthem ; their Karnes were Guanfan,Sinu, zwaGuachuan. 
They being fully inforni'd of the Truth of the Fair, tcok upon them to de- 
liver the Letters Don Pedro fent to the Mandarines, who reccivM them by 
their Mean*. The Merchants of Chhtcheo took Courage to trade in the Phi- Chinefes 
lippine Iflands, and fail'd in their own Ships From Macao, with our Meflen- l 'ade 
gers, carrying Abundance of Powder, Saltpeter, and Lead, were with the again at 
publick Magazines were ftorM. In May following I? Cbivefe Ships ar- Manila. 
riv'd at Manila, and many more after them, continuing that Trade. 

Don ledro fent the Ships that had brought Supplies from the Iflands, to gvaniib 
Mew Spain ; The Commodore of them was caft awayj and not a Man nor Skip loji. 
a Plank fav'd. He ceas'd not at the fame Time to flore the City with Pro- 
viiions and Ammunition, that he might be at Leafure to undertake the Ex- 
pedition againft the Moluccas. Now arriv'd Colonel John de Efpi'z , el,'Eilv.;ivel 
from Mexico, with 6co Soldiers, and Intelligence that farther Provision r.-ití 600 
was making in New Spain, of Men, Stores, Ammunition, and Money, by the Men at 
King's Order. AH came in due Seafon to Manila ; and there at that Time MajiÜa 
dy'd the Arch-Biihop Don Miguel de Benavides, generally lamented by all r rom ^ CVf 
the Country. The Chinefe Ships that came again to trade, brought the Go- Spain. 
vernour the Atifwers to his Letters, contain'd in three others, all to the 
fame Effeft, from the Tuton, or Tfunto, that is, the Viceroy, the Hayton, 
and the Vifitor General of the Province of Chincheo. Being tranllatcd by 
the Interpreters, they were found to this EffecT. 

To the Chief Commander of Luzon. Having nmhrflrod that the Chi- Chinefe 
nefes that went to Trade and Trafick in the Kingdom of Lu¿oii, h.ive been Letter to 
kilPdby the Spaniards, I have infuh'd into the Cante of that Slaughter, and theGo- 
intreatcd the King to do Juftice, on theft who had icen the Occafion of fo vernour:

The King did 
for Falf- what I defied, and accordingly pnvij/)\i the afore/aid Yanlion, ordoing him 
iood, to be put to J)eatb j and caused Tioneg'i Head to be cut off, and hung up 

in a Cage. The Cbmeies that DyV at Luzon were -not to blame, and 1, and 
fame others have acquainted the King with fo much ; as aifo with the com-

That they 
Jhould he ordered to depart thence immediately to Luzon ; and to tell thofe 
of Luzon that they fiiould not give Credit to the wicked and lying Perfons 
among the Chinefes; an {that they Jhould immediately hill the two San- 
gleyes. As for the reft we writ to him about, he anfwer*d that we .JbjvU 
do our Wills. The Viceroy, the Eunuch and I, after receiving this Ordtr, 
da now fend the] e our Letters to the Governour of Luzon, that his Lord- 
jbip may be acquainted with the Grandeur of the King of China ; for he is 
fo Gieat that he governs all the Sun and Moon pine en ; as aifo that the 
Governour 0/ Luzon may know how well this fo large Kingdom is governed, 
Japnnetes whofe King none has dar*d to offend this long Time. And tho" the Japonefes

Firit, Bccaufe tie CaiUHas have 

for many Tears p.ift, been Friends to the Chinefes. Secondly, Bccaufe it 

could not be known, whether the ViBory would fall to the Cartillas, or the 

Chindé*. Thirdly, and laftty, Bccaufe the People kili'd by the Cartilla 1 ; 

were bafe, and ungrateful to their Native Country of China, their Parents 

and Kindred, fince they had not returned to China in fo many Teats; which 

People the King [aid he did not much value, for the afcrcfaid Reafons ; and 

he only ordered the Viceroy, the Eunuch, arid me to Write this Letter by the 

Entbaffadov ; that the People of Luzon may know the Kmg of China las a 

great 
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gre.it Soul is very Patient and Merciful, fince he has not ordered War to be 
r.iade on the Inhabitants of Luzon. And his Jufiice will appear, by his cau- 
fmg the t'alfhood o/Tioneg tobe punijh'd. And /¡nee ¿he Spaniards are a 
difereet People, how can they not be troubled for having UU'dfo many Men ; 
and repent cf it, and be kind to the Chíneles that are left. Por if the Ca- 
nillas bear the Chíneles good Wii I, and reftorc the Sangieyes that have ?e- 
main'd of the War, and pay the Money that is due, and rejlore the Goods 
taken from the Sangleyes, the} e will be Amity betwixt this Kingdom, and 
that, and Trading Ships JJjall go every Year 5 otherwife the King will not give 
Leave for any Ships to trade; but on the contrary will cavfe loco Ships of 
War to be built, with Soldiers, and Kindred of the fain, and with o//;£J- .Mi- Manda- 
tions, and Kingdoms that pay Homage to China, and will make War with- riñes 
out fpuring any Ver fen, and then the Kingdom of Luzon Jball le given to Threat!; 
thofe People that pay Acknowledgement to China. The Viiiior General's Let- 
ter was writ on the nth of the fecoiid Month, which, according to our 
Reckning, is March ; the Eunuchs on the i<5th, and the Viceroys on the izd 
of the fame Month and Year. 

The Governour ieturn'd an Anftver to thefe Letters by the fame Melf'en- -,, „ 
gers, in Terms full of Civility, and Authority. He gave an Account of th*: 
Rebellion of the Sangleyes from its firft Rife ; justifying the Spaniards for J f"" 
their natural Defence, and the Puniihment they had inflicted on the Crimi- -V* ^f/ 1 f 
rials. He tells them, no State can fubiift without punifhing the Wicked, or ? , ■ ^ n " 
rewarding the Good ; and therefore he does not repent that Execution, le- darines. 
caufe it was to fupprefs thofc that would have deftroy'd us. That the Vi- 
iiior ought to conlider what he would do, in Cafe the like had happen'd 
to him in China. That the only Thing which troubled him was, that he 
could not fave fome Sangley Merchants Anhayei, who dy'd among the 
guilty j but that it was not poffible to prevent it, becaufe the feverity of 
War will not allow the killing of fome, and exempting of others ; efpecially, 
they not being known by the Soldiers in the Heat of Anion. That ufing 
Mercy towards thofe that were taken alive,he condemned them to row in the 
Galleys, the Puniihment fubftituted among'the Camillas for fuch as deferve 
Death. Yet if it Ihould be thought in China that it ought to be moderated, 
they fljall be fet at Liberty. But let it be confider'd, faid Don Pedro, that the 
not punííhing of fo heinous an Offence, may betheOecafionof their falling 
into it again, which would exclude all Mercy. The Goods of the China- 
jes that were killM are fafe laid up, and to íhow I had no other Motive, but 
the Execution of Jufiice, I will order them to be immediately delivered to 
their Heirs, or to fuch Perfons, as they of Right belong to. Nothing but 
Jufiice inclines me to any of thefe Thing?. Your faying, that unlefs I re- 
leafe the Prisoners, there will be Leave granted in China to the Kindred of 
the flain in the Rebellion, to come in Arms to Manila, does not move me in 
the leaf! ; becaufe I take the Chinefetxo be fo wife, that they will not gó 
upon fuch Undertakings upon a flight Occafion i efpecially, when no Provo- 
cation has been given them on our Side. And in Cafe they mould be of another 
Mind there, we Spaniards ate Men that know how to defend our Right, 
our Religion, and our Territories. Let not the Chinefcs think they are 
Lords of the World, as they pretend ; for we Camillas, who have meafur'd 
every Foot of it, very well know the Lands of the Chine fes \ and therefore 
Hh they 
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they ought to underitand, that the King of Spain maintains Wars with 
Kings as powerful as theirs, and checks, and gives them much Trouble. Nor 
is it any Thing new with u , when out Enemies think tiiey have brought 
us under, to be wailing and deitroying their Lands, and never give over 
till we have caft them out of their Thrones, and wrelted their Scepters out 
of their Hand?. I ihould be very forry the Commerce Ihuuld be interrup- 
ted ; but at the fame Time, believe the Cbinefes are not willing to joi'e it, 
lince it is fo advantageous to them, for they carry Home our Siiver, which 
never waites, in Exchange far their Commodities, which areilight Tilings-, 
foon fpoil'd. It was difcreetly done, not to admit the Evglifo Ships that 
appear'd upon the Coaft, for they are not Spaniards, but their Enemies, and 
Pyrates ; tor which Reafon they mould have been punifh'd,had they come 
to Manila. To conclude, for as much as we Spaniards always juftify our 
Proceeding?, and value our felves upon the Worlds net being able to fay 
we Ufurp the Right of others, or make War on our Friends, what is here* 
promis'd lhall be perform'd.

The Fin- ^ e rece * v '<l ot h er Letters at the fame Time, from the Emperor oiJapa?r 
rcroiir of u '^ lerein -. after teturning him Thanks for a Prefent óf Wine of Grapes, which 
Updii's ® on Pe ¿ ra nac * ^ nt n ' m > wit ^ other Things oí Value, he Encourag'd him to 
Letter T ra ^ e , a«tl defir'd he would not fend him any ChriiUan Preachers, without 
his Confent. For, fays lie, this Country is cali'd Xincoco, which fignifies 
Dedicated to ldols-j which have been honour 'd with much Commendation by 
our Fore-Fathers, whofe Anions I alone can not reverfe, and therefore it is 
not convenient that your Law be fpread abroad, or preach 'd in Japan ; and 
if your Lordihip is willing to entertain Amity with me, and thefe King- 
doms-, do as I would have you. So fays the Japonefe. Don Vedro anfwer'd aid 
appeas'd him, fo that the preaching was continu'd in his Dominions. 
Dutch . This fame Year 16*04, the Provinces of Holland and Zealand, according 
Squadi en, to their Cuftom, fitted out a Squadron of twelve tall Ships, well ccjuipp'd, 
with fome fmaller VeiTels, and, as if they had been Lords of the Winds and 
of the Seas, fet Sail tor India, the known Way, arriving profp^rouily, in a ■ 
ftort Time, at the Cape oí Good Hope. All the Captains had been there be- 
fore, and the Pilots valu'd themfelves upon no lefs Experience. The Admiral 
was Stephen Drage. Beginning to vifit their Forts,and Factories, in Or- 
der to take fome Prizes, as well as Trade, they met with two fmalJ Ships, 
loaden with Ivory, at the Bar of Mozambique ■. They chas'd them, and tho' 
Takes two they fled amain, being purfu'd with ' no lei's Swjfrnefs, the Dutch Robbers 
Portugués overtook, and after a Ihffrp Engagement enter'd them. They burnt the one, 
Shipt, and mann*d the other, which was a Reinforcement to profecute their Rob- 

beries. All thofe Kings, and the Commanders of our Forts, receiv'd them 
as Friends. In September, they came to the Bar of Goa ; and Jay i j Days 
nt£ardes. in as much Security as if they had been at Jfmjlcrdaw, expecting 

the 
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the India Ships. Thence they feiit away a Ship to Cavibaya, to exchange 
the Ivory they had not long before robb'd our People of, aitiuj not like Py- 
ratcs, but Merchants who jifpofe of the Wealth they pick up by Trade, and 
Succeeded profperoufly in all thcit Undertakings. They fent two more Ships 
to Bcngula, with other Commodities; all which return'd indue Time 
coniiderably enrich'd. Perceiving that no Power opposed them, they fail- j n g A 
ed down the Coafl of Malabar, trading wherelbever they thought fit, and p of á t 
took another Portuguefe Veflel, call'd a Foijt, which had it Oars ; and af- 
ter unlading the Booty, they lilted her up their Way, and took her along 
with them. 

After this they bent their Thoughts upon greater Matters, to which End Zamori 
they fent an EmbaiTy to the Zamori, which Name imports as much as C&far fignifies 
among us, and he is King oi Calicut, a friend and Confederate with the CiEÍar. 
Dutch, Having agreed upon an Interview, they fell to Trade, and whillt 
the reí! attended Commerce, and private Gain, the Admiral cohfulted about 
State Affairs, concerting to carry on the War againft the Spaniards, and 
more particularly the Portuguefes. They fettled the Time, and the Forces 
they were to joyn for that Effefl. Then they diverted themfeives with Feaft- Joins with 
ing and Treats. Atone of which, by way of Farewel, Zamori gave Ad- theDuiclu 
miral Drag e an Emeraud, thought to be the largeft and beautifulleit in the 
World. They went on, 3nd took fome Prizes on the Coafl of Java, and 
among them a fmall Ship, in which were Don Manuel de Alelo, Comman- 
der in Chief of the Ahinceos, and his Wife, who wasoblig'd to fight as 
well as her Huiband, and yet they could not efcape Captivity. The nearer 
they drew to Témate , the more conftderable Encounters they had, ior in -» 
Sight of Amhoyna they fell in with a Frigat coming from the Moluccas to tá A a 
Anchor in that Iiland,whith they took, and in her Captain Antony Machado t p ortueüe r 
her Commander. They ftay'd at Amhoyna, hoping to recover what they.-., f e 
had loft, either by Treachery, or Force. The Year 1605 had now commen- ¿J*. tf 
ced, and they began their Work on the 2^d of February. ' * 

Eight Ships and fix Tenders enter'd *he Pert, and the Fort was furreu- Drage 
der'd to them without much Difficulty, or Oppofition. They alfo poiTefs'd takes Am- 
themfeives of the Portuguefe Colony.

Forty Portuguefes took an Oath of Fidelity to the Prince of 0¡ •ettge's Ballard 
Son. They put the Commander in Chiet into Irons, and deliver'd the Fort 
to the Dutch, alledgir.g, for an Excufe, that they had not Ammunition to de- 
fend themfeives. There was another greater Mifchief, which was, that the 
Natives favour'd the Dutch, as their Deliverers from the Portuguefe Yoke j 
and they are well belov'd there, and in all Places where they Trade, becaufe p- t . , 
of late they have taken this Courfe, not to meddle with their Religion, nor q „*"' ^° 
fo muchas mention it, unlefs, where any will embrace Christianity on their a ° as * 
own Accord. They neither wrong'd nor diilur'd any Body; and to ihow 
they would always maintain theai in that Security, within five Days, they 
fitted out 40 Carcoas, to defend the Natives againft any Enemy, 

The Admiral pick'd out three of the Ships, and went himfelf with them Indians 
to the Iflands of Bands, tn load Nutmeg, Mace, and Clove, there and at Ke Haft:3- 
Antboyint.

The Defigns of thefe 
perfidious People were no longer a Secret ; for the Admiral Drage re- 
fitted five of his Ships, and fent them to the Moluccas, to take the Fort and 
Kingdom of Tydore,tf\c only one that continu'd in Subjection to Spain ; and 
it was publickly reported, that the King of Témate would forward the 
Enterprize with his Ships and Men. The Dutch Vice-Admiral fail'd with 
thefe Ships flopping by the Way to make his Ad vantage, take in the Refrefli- 
ments in their Faclories, and lade Pepper, and other Spice. Every Thing 
The Dutch fucceeded as they could wifh, tho* they alpir'd to fome Matters which re- 
¡ro/perous quir'd a greater Power than they brought. They intended to pafs by the 
Streight of Jcafulco, and there to lie in wait for the Ships belonging to the 
Philippines going and coming, becaufe they knew them to be Rich, and 
mi¿ht take them. To this End they delay'd Time, till they could be joyn'd 
by the two Ships they expected from Sunda, laden with Pepper, from that 
plentiful, and fecure F'aftory of theirs.

He refitted the Ships, and prerar'd his Camion, as being fo near a victo- 
rious Enemy, who fo fuccerst'ully put in Execution ail their Threats, An- 
tony de Sylva fhow'd an Original Letter, written by another Dutch Ad- Dutch 
miral atthelfland of Borneo, to the King of Témate, and fent by Philip Jí[ s 
Bijfegop, Captain of a Ship, with a Prefentof a Quantity of fine Holland • <*»****- 
Six Bales of fevcral Veficls with Musi; ; Twelve Bottles of Rcf;- Water ; & iothe 
Six Pounds of Dutch Anfión, that is, Opium, which, as has been faid, £"'<§" */ 
diííurbs the Scnfes, and is us'd by thofe People to encourage them to fight ; ' ornate- 
and fix Barrels of Powder. He gave him an Account of Andrew Purl ado's 
unfortunate Voyage, the Obftacies, Storms, and Enemies lie had met with, 
fince his Departure from Témate, till he came to Mala: a. He gave him 
the Title of Moil Serene Prince, and Potent King of the Moluccas, Bandas, 
Amboyna, and innumerable other Iflands. He congratulated with him for 
the Event of his Arrival at the Moluscos ; promifing he would return to 
Témate with a greater Power, he expeiled from Holland, ana take Poffe ili- 
on of the Forts, to extirpate the common Enemy, the King of Spain ; and 
encouragM him with thefe Hopes, to hold out till then. He aiTur'd him, 
that he ihould fcour all thofe Seas from the Moluccas, and extend his Do- 
minions as far as China, without being hinder'd by the Philippines or fa- 
penejes. To this End, l]e defired him to renew his Friendfhip with Min- 
danao, and to acquaint the King of thofe Iflands, that he was a Friend to 
the Date h, foto give them Admittance to thofe Ports, Freedom of Trade, 
and amicable Entertainment, as was requinte for their Undertakings; 
this being a Thing mofl Expedient, above ail other Politick Confiderati- 
ons. He added, he might obferve, and be aflur'd, that nothing was fo 
iittle regarded in Spain, as to contrive that their many Provinces fhould 
preferva fome Sort of Union. That therefore all thofe which are very re- 
mote, and fubjecT: to that Crown, ought to take much Notice of the great ; 
Delays there, in coming to a Refolutioii, and fending Succours from Spain ;

Tho* 
it was never apprehended he would do fo, yet at that Time it much trou- 
bled Don Pedro i becaufe he was fo fpent with the Affair of the Sangleyet 
the Want of whom he labour'd lb to fupply, that no fuch Mifchief might 
happen again, it being fo neceflary to lupport the Trade of the Philippine t 
another Way, and procure fafety at Home in Order to make War, and keep 
up a Reputation. 

Time, which fometimes gives Hope, and fometimes Difpair, comforted 
Don Pedro in his Affliction, bringing in a few Months after fome Ships of 
private Peribns from A'cip Spain, and then in due Seaibn the ufual Fleer. 
Men, Mo- Xhey arriv'd at Manila, en the Eve of S. Matthias, and in them the Spa- 
?w)\ Sec. tiiardt fent from Spain t for the Expedition of Teníate, with above zoo 
¿ "' rjt ' c aí mere from the Marquéis de Monte/claros, Viceroy of New Spain, as alió 
Manila rne other NeceíTaries, and Money, purfuant to the King's Order. Part tí 
from New this came committed to Brother Gafpar Gomez, who was receiv'd with 
opain. incredible Joy. He deliver'd all liis Letters to the Governour, and irrime- 

diateCare was taken to quarter the Officers and Soldiers, and to diflribute 
them fpeedily, fo that all Men might believe there was no other Defign 
in their coming, but the Security of the Philippine I Hands, threatned by 
the Emperor of japan, and the Confpiracies of the Sangleye:. This Re- 
port was induftrioufly fo given out, that it might fly and fpread abroad 
Manage- without the Kingdom, left they might receive any Intelligence, who had 
went of caufe to fear. Befides that, as the Fame of thofe great Preparations was 
¡keGover- Advantageousto the Spaniards in Point of Reputation, fo the Reality of 
mur. the Power they had, added to the Opinion conceived, prov'd the Defence 

and Security of them all. In Japan, only the News that Manila was full 
cfMen, and Ships of War, allayM, or quite baniih'd the Difguft of that 
King, on Account of Don Pedro* s refufing him Ship- Wrights. The Peo- 
ple otCbincheo alfo forbore meditating Revenge againft an Enemy, whofe 
Victories were back'd with fuch Succours. Don Pedro cotifidei'd all thefe 
Particulars, and each of them made him conclude, that he might with 
Safety be abfent for fome Time from Manila. However the King of -Ter- 
nate overjoy'd that he had fhak^n off the Spanijh Yoke, made little Account 
of all that was told him, concerning its Neighbouring Kingdoms, believ- 
ing they would never recover their Ancient Polieifions. The Dutch 
Commanders, who were rebuilding the burnt Fort at Tydore, fent him a 
confiderable Number of heavy Brafs Cannon, of Drakes j and Muikets, and 
he hired fome of the Ingeniers, that came in thofe Ships, to look to his 
Fortifications, and refideiu them, and in his City. Some accepted of the 
Habitation, approving of that diforderly, and irreligious Liberty of Life 
allow'd in that Country ; where confidering the frequent Refort of Ships 
from the North, and the many Factories, they reckoned themfelves as 
good as at Home, fince they could often meet with their Kindred or 
¿riends, or at lea» with their Country-Men. Baniih'd Spaniards and Fot- 
¡ngv.rfa arriv'd daily at the Port of O/ow, in the Philippine Mauds, and

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among them Patriae Lima t a Perfon of great Experience, and ft ill General or' 
the Artillery at Tydote, who, bcfides the News of the late üeftru&íon, 
brought an Account of the Joy wherewith the Dutch dug up the Guns he 
endeavour'd to hide, and how much they were increafed in Strength and 
Shipping. He was receiv'd with much Honour, in regard to his Quality, 
and becaufe he was one of thofe who had loft Lands and Goods, taken 
from him by the King of Témate, and his I information, and Counfel were 
of Ufe for what afterwards happen'd; All Men attended the Warlike 
Preparations, in their feveral Stations, but with equal Zeal ; building 
Ships, and gathering Provifions, Arms, and Ammunitions; and Don Pe- 
dro himfelf was fo diligent and vigilant, that he attended the meaneft 
Employments, giving an Example, and encouraging 3 fo that it may be 
faid, he did every Thing, for he ply'd all Hands.

ur fome Calamity to the Publick. If the Eclipfe pa fíes over without any* 
of thefe Loiles, they Repair to their Mofque in Proceflion, Rank and File. 
Here the fbremoit carry large China Dimes. Thofe are follow ( d by others 
with Latinees, and Hatchets advane'd, and Muikets relied. Next them 
follow three Lamps, carry'd on Men's Shoulders, as common Piilures re- 
present the great Bunch of Grapes carry'd by the Difcoverers, who went 
to view the Holy Land promis'd by God to his People. Next comes a 
Boy, inRoyal Robes, andbehindhim another holding an Umbrello,made 
of various Feathers, over the Head of the firli. Then follow the Women 
fet off with Flowers and Palm-Branches, without Order 5 and thus they 
celebrate their Thankfgiving, in the Streets and Temples, becaufe the 
Eclipfe pafs'dover without any Detriment. The Dutch told them, That 
"Eclipfes were commonly known in their Country, and throughout all Eu- 
ropei which thofe People either admii'd or did not believe.

He thought tit nor to flay, till he heard or 
the Fleet which was then at Tjiire, little above two Leagues from that 
Pott, as was known bv lome Vclieh of the Native-', that came up beard and 
board, in failing by that Harbour. The Galleys directed their Courfe to 
Tydore, led by the Joy of this gocd News, which cas'd Don Vcdio of much 
Care he was. in, knowing there was a Scarcity of Stamen aboard the Ficet, 
and he fear'd it-might have been drove away elfewhere.

Time is iubjeit to change, and fometimes an Accident over- U "I- 
throws the befl concerted Defigns. That great Ship, fo well flor'd with 
Guns, and.Mann'd, might have funk fome of ours, by which we mould have 
loft our Cannon.and Provifrons.or fome other Miichief, that could not pof- 
fibly be forefeen might have happen*d,to the obflru¿ting of the main Defign. 
Befides that the Tematet being their Friends, in Cafe we had mafrer'd the 
Ship, the Men might fly and fave themfelves among their Confederates, and 
thus the Enterprize be rendered more difficult by their AlTiftance; and it 
was known by Spyes, that the King already had Dutch Gunners, and Soldiers 
of Courage and Conduct. . - , ■ 

The King was not at Tydore when our Fleet came mto his Harbour, be- g ¡v!> r 
ing gone to marrjr a Daughter of the King of Bachian ; and tho' 'the Co- Tydore 
lonel fent to acquaint him with his Arrival, and to defile he would haden avl ¡ rjoj, 
his Coming, as fearing Delays ; yet perceiving the Time flipt away, he fet Pedro 
out on the laft of March for Témate, with his Fleet. W hen they were at meel aS 
Sea, they heard the new marryed King's Bagpipes, Batons, Trumpets, and Sca 
Kettle-Drurns. He having leceiv'd the Spaniards Letters, ionbark'd, bring- 
ing the New Queen along with him, and joyn'd them with his Catenas full 
of Mufick, and Garlands of Flowers. They met with extraordinary joy, 
and the King of JWok exprel'stt it particularly for feeing of Don Pedro dc 
jkeuma, with whom he had before frequentCommunication by Letters and 
MeOengers. He fhow'd much Concern for the Streights he had been rr- 
due'd 10 by the King of Tímate, with the Affiftance of the Hutch. Dm 
■ Pedro 
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Pedio comforted him, declaring his Majefty's Imentlon, and how lie hr>d 
order'd him to come to his Affiftance, from the Philippine Illands, wheilfo- 
cver he ihould require ir. He viiited the Bride, paying her all poffible Re- 
fpecr; and the King ofTydore, telling him, he would attend the Fleet in Per- 
lón with his Ships and Men, went away then to his Iiland,and the next 
n,A„, fnr Morning, at Break of Day, according to his Promife, came into a Bay near 
tlVpJtr Témate, where our Fleet had anchor'd.

1 " vernour caíl'd a Council of V/ar, where it was refolv'd, that all the 

Strength of the Fleet ihould be redue'd to only three great Ships, to fecure 
the Sea and Land. They were immediately fufh'ciently mann'd with Sea- 
Men and Soldiers, under the Command of Bcriiariine Alfotifa, Antony Cat- 
rcmu de Valits, and Don OH Sanchez it Carranza, all three Commanders of 
Repute. Other Orders were iffu/d out, and prefently put in Execution by 
the Officers. Of the three above nam'd, two dy'd in their Return Home, and 
only Carreno out liv'd it. . 

The For- Don Pedro, and the King of Tydore landed their Men, on the nrit of 
ces land April, at Break of Day ; but it being difficulr, and even dangerous to march 
April the fo near the Water, becaufe there was no more ground on the Shore than for 
frjl: five Men in Rank ; it was refolv'd to make the Attack with a fmall Num- 

ber, gradually along rhe Sea Coal!, without ingaging too far; and at the 
fame Time to make Way over the Top of the Mountain, w.ith fome Pam- 
fangno, and Tavgalo Indian Pioneers,and to ¡end another Party of Men that 
Way, to give the Enemy a Diverfion, and oblige them to divide their For- 
ces.

fite to maintain that Ground till Night, when our Men ihnuld intrench^ 
and bring up the Cannon for Battery. His Advice was approv'd of, and 
put in Execution ; and in Regard that the Enemy did fome Harm in the 
iriain Body, and Wings, with rheir Cannon and fmall Shot; Don Pedro to 
prevent it, order'd the Men to !ye down. It was obfervM that there were 
Sentinels f our Eminences coverM with wild, and full headed Trees, on which the Ene- 
m Trees mv j^ t | le j r Sentinels, who gave Intelligence how the Spaniards mov*d, 
¡reaten off. anc i ot - whatfoever they order'd, or performed. A Captain went up to make 
himfelf Mailer ot the Trees, and loon brought down the Enemies Sentinels. 
Oallinato perfefled that Work, commanding our Sentinels to get up into 
thofe fame Trees, as was done. The Enemy endeavour*d to remove them, 
with their Cannon and fmall Arms, firing inceftantly ¡but could never dii- 
tiirb either thofe that were on the Top, among the Boughs, who gave the 
Information, hot the others that flood at the Foot, who receiy'd and carri- 
ed 
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cd itto the Officers. The Enemy was pofiefs'd of a Poft near the Baition 
of Cachil Tulo , on the right Hand oí' the "Wall, a little beyond the Trees, 
and the General thinking itnecefTary tobe gain'd, commanded Captain John 
de Cubas, an old Low-Country Soldier, to attack it with. 30 Musketiers, and 
if he thought himfelf too hard fer, to fend Word, and he Ihould have a 
good Supply of PiVes. The Captain went on by the Way of the Mountain, 
and the Enemy to prevent him, fent a Body of Men out of the Fort next the 
Sea, whom Captain Pillagra charg'd. Whilft they were ingag'd, the

being fenfible how prejudicial the Lofs of it would be, fatly 'd out himielf to ffi*? 
fight him, and the Spaniards had enough to do. Cubas gainM the higheft * s «Cuuas 
Ridge ; but fo fatigurd, that he was fore'd to fend for the Supply of Pikes. $f iC 
The Captains Vergara, Alai con, and Don Roderick de Mendoza íupported iernates * 
him with 40 detatch'd Men ; and before they came up more Témales and 
Javanefes faliy'dcut of the Fort, with whom the Fight was renew "d in 
more furious Manner. Another Parry oí Infidels was piefently dilcover'd 
= next the Sea, for which Reafon, and becaufe, it the Enemy had demanded 
more Succours, his Pons would be furfaken f the King order'd thofe who 
fought with Villagraxo retire, and went himielf with them, and foioe others 
to fuftain the Reft. His coming on like 3 brave, or rather a defperate j; , 
Commander, oblig'd Cubas, to ask for another Supply which the Captains F- P j, t ..-„ 
Villagra, and Cervantes carry'd him, and charg*d the Enemy. Cachil J i,r>¿ ' 
jfmuxa,of whofe Bravery Mention has been made, went up to Captain Cu- 
ba* aftet burning the Brims of his Hat, and the Feather in it, with a Mus- 
ket Shot, and they both fought Hand to Hand for a confiderable Time, the 
one with his Sword, and the other with his Cavipila/ie, or Cymiter. The c . 
¡Sentinels on the Trees cry'd out, giving Notice of the Troops on the Shore, ~, }> &j c 
and that they came on towards our Van-Guard, and the Front of if. Cap- Combat. 
Iain Villagra was order'd to charge them with a Divifion of Shot,belonging 
to Captain Cervantes, who commanded all the Halbardiers. Both Parties 
fought with equal Tokens of Courage, xi-hen the S-ntinels from the Trees 
gave Notice, that John de Cubas, on the Right, demanded more Succours. 
The Captains Don Roderick de Mendoza, and Pafcnal de Al arcan- went with 
it immediately, drawing out two Divifions of Muiketiers. The Sentinels 
cry*d out again, that the Enemy, who fought with Captain Villagra were 
retiring towards the Walls, and that Join de Cubas demanded another Sup- 
ply of Pikes and Halbard?. Captain Cervantes fupported him with 50, and 
fótlagra, .with the Men he commanded. 

Our Sentinels, to whofe Vigilancy a great Part of this Succefs is owing, _ 
gave Notice again, that upon the Approach of our Supplies, the Enemy reti- Ternares 
red in Piforder,andour Men made up to the Wall.

Don Pedro therefore order'd the Colours with the Reft of 
the Pikes to march, leaving one Divifion of Muiquetiers, and the Heavy 
Jíarqucbufíiers in the Rear, to face the Enemy, in Cafe they ihould happen 
to fally out again toward the Sea. The other Captains and Soldiers went 
on fighting, and at the fet Time attack'd the Wall, helping one anoiher to 
climb to the Top. The two firft that got upon it were the Captains John- 
it Cubas, and Cervantes, whohaving receiv'd feme Wounds on it, tumbled 
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down again. The Difficulty- of this Enterprize increas'd as the Enemy re- 
new'd their Efforts, doing us Harm with their heavy and fmall Cannon, 
Mufkets, fundry' Sort of Fireworks, Stones, and other Contrivances the 
Dutch fumilh'd them with ; but the Attack was made fo furioufly, that 
the Spaniards gave not the King, nor his Men Leifure enough to get into 
the old Vortuguefc Fort, within the "Wall; for had they done fo, they might 
have defended themfelves fome Time, and our Men would have been 
oblig'd to batter the Walls with Cannon; and tho' the Fort is fmall, and 
built in more unikiltul Times, it would have cod Trouble. 

The Place wastaken with little Lofs, for we had but Fifteen Men kill'd 

on our Side, among them was Captain Cervantes, who getting up the liift 

The Place upon the Wall, with a Defign to difplay the King's Standard on it, was 

taken, and run into the Eye with a Launce, by a Barbarian, and others coming on, 

Humber of they threw him down to the Ground, whereof he dy'd the feventh Day, 

tleSlahi. much regretted by all Men. He had before faid pnblickly, offering to give 

the Charge, Gentlemen, the Bull ¡ball not make hit Efcape my Way, unlefs 

it caft me my Life ; alluding to keeping of him in at the Bull-Feafls. He 

was as good as his Word both ways, fiuce he dy'd in Performance of it, 

with his Arms and Legs broken. No Man of any Note, either among 

the Spaniards or Indians elcap'd unhurt. Many Tenates and Javanefes 

were (lain, and fome Dutch fried their Blood, like brave or defperate Men, 

thinking it a Misfortune, as they faid, to owe their Lives to our Cour- 

tefy, or Mercy. 

It was never expected that the Succefc, would be in all Points anfwera- 
lle to the Juftice of the Caufe. Don Pedro had delign'd to batter the 
Forts, wherein he would have met with mighty Difficulties, becaufe the 
Cannon was very heavy, and hard to be drawn to the proper Polls for 
Battery • as alfo for that there was not Earth to fill the Gabions, and the 
Rockine'fs of the Ground obftruded the throwing up of the Trenches, 
which would have occafion'd the Lofs of many Men before the Artillery 
could be planted. The Spaniards purfti'd their Succefs, and poffeffing 
themfelves of the Fort, found in i: 4; large Brafs Guns, abundance of 
Drakes, and other Arms, befides Ammunition and Provifions. 

The Men having enter d the City, every one fell to plunder, and com- 
mit Outrages. Don Pedro had made Proclamation, that all the Enemies 
taken within four Days ihould be made Slaves. The Commanders halted 
near the ancient Chutch of S. Taut, which was fortify'd by the Enemy 
with Ramparts for this Service. Opinions vary'd about what was next to 
be done ; Some were for fecuring what was already gain'd ; Others for 
pufhini» on, to gain the main Fort. The Captains Vergara and Villagrtt,

Rcfpeft, and that the Major ihould in fecret bid Capiain hlltgra make Teníate. 
Isafte to Témate, beoaufe there was mucli ílíll todo, and it was not proper 
to lote Time* The Frogrefl; of Viftory is not to te interrupted. They 
fee out in the Evening fur Témate, where they arriv'd late at Night» and 
therefore went' not into the City. The King flood as it were amaa'd 
whenhe fawthe PÍ3ce, and heard the Drums, and other Martial Koifes ; 
being fenfitle of the Yoke he had been fo averfe to bear. However hedi- 
verted himfelf that Night, as a fick Per fon ufes to admit of the Entertain- ^*"tf 
icent he receives from thofe who are in Health. The next Day rhe Ge- °J *ydore 
neral came aboard, whilil the Army was forming into cne great Body,^ "/ vt ~ 
and the Companies were marching, ihat the King might not flay; that -^ ■"'"'* 
Show being provided for him, and the De/ign that he ihould be conducted 
in through the Mid ft of the Forces. Don Pedro order'd, That before he 
landed, the King of Tydore, who attended in the fame Haibour, fbould go 
vifit him. He refus'd to receive him, as long as he could, and the Colonel 
and all the Captains intreated him to admit of the Vifit, which he at 
length confented to, either being perfwaded, or yielding to Importunity. 
The Galley made towards the King of Tydore's Fleet, and as they drew 
near, the Cannon fir'd. The King of Tydore flay'd aboard his Admiral, 
conceal'd between Curtains of Crimfon Damask, and when the twoGalleys « 
were come together board and board, after a long Silence, the Curtains p xrbaraut 
were drawn. Both the Kings appeared in their Veflels, looking at one . emo ~ . 
■ another, for a confiderable Time, without fpcakinga Word. At length he v ' eio f t/:£ 
of Ternate, as the conquer 'd, calt'dto one of his Nephews, to whom kneel- ^'"i 1 * 
ing, he deliver'd a MeiTage in his Ear for the King of Tydore. The Ne- 
phew went over to the Cavcoa, and having made the Zumbaya, according Zumbaya 
to their Ceremonies, with great Tokens of Submifiion, kneeling, joyning Ceremony, 
his Hands, and raiting them up to his Face, kifs'd the King of Tydore* s 
Jeft Fcot, Then h# deliver'd him his Meflage with much Deliberation 
all the Standers-by obferving the knitting of his Brows, and all the ether 
Tokens of Admiration and Sorrow, wherewith he was heard. The Ne- 
phew withdrew as foon as he had done fpeaking ; and after the King of 
Tydore had continu'd a while Thoughtful, he eall'd another Cncbil, who 
was his Favourite, and Kinfman. He fpoke to him in the fame Manner, 
and gave him another MeiTage for the King of Teníate, with much Deli- 
beration and State, This Meflenger paid him the fame refpeitful Ceremo- 
nies, and going over to our Galley, when he came into the Prefence of the 
King of Témate, after performing the fame Zumbaya, b w'd himfelf down, 
and deliver'd the Anfwer. The King receiv'd it with as much Grandeur 
as he could have done had he been Conqueror, Then he alfo flood a while 
muting, and riling went over to the Admiral of Tydore, which, as has been Meeting of 
fald, was grappled with the Galley. The Prince, his Son, and the Com- the two 
manders attended him.

1 ' came afhore between and led by the Colonel, and G.iHlnato. After him 

follow'd the Prince, conduced by Captain fillagra, and the Major. 1 Isa 
King march'd thro' a Lane of our Foot, and feem'd pleas'd to fee them fo 
gallant, and orderly. Thus he carne to the Fort, the ancient Refidenee of 
his Predeceffors, and not long tince his own, Don Pedro, the Governour 
coming down totheGate to meet him, unarm'd, richly drefs'd, and with 
Don Pedro fuch Decency as became his Perfon. He would have kifs'd his Hand, but 
receives the King embrae'd him, and they went up Hand in Hand to the Lodgings ; 
the King, in the Statelieft whereof, they found three Chairs, with as many Cuíhions 
before them, plac'd on a rich Carpet under the Canopy. The King fat on 
that in the Middle, the Prince on the next, and the Governour on the 
third. Afteraihort Silence, the Difcourfe began, Don Tedio telling the 
King, his Highnefs ought to bear his prefent Condition with Resolution, 
remembering the long Profperity he liad en joy 'd. That he offer'd to in-

The Kings The King return'd Thanks for the Kindnefs he fhow'd, in promifing his 
Jnfiter. Reititution, and bewailing his prefent Condition, concluded, faying, That 
he took Comfort in him, confidering Heaven had referv.'d him, to be fub- 
du'd by fo great a Commander; in which particular he reckon'd he was 
much cblig'd to his Fortune; and that he confided, he would treat him 
with fuch Generofity and Goodnefs as wás.due onhis own Account, and his 
being the Miniftet of fo great a Monarch, without calling to mind that 
his own Pride had been his Ruin. The Governour fatisfy'd him as to ail 
Points, and having order'd the heft Houfe in Témate to be furnilh'd, and

Perfon: left the Subjects of the Kingdom of Tydore, his natural Enemies, 
■who were then very Numerous in the City, feeing him alone, fhould oflcr 
any Rudenefs. TheKingaceejtedof it, fouling in a heavy Manner, to 
iignify that the Guard wasappointed to iecure him, and all the other Pri- 
foner?, and that he was fenfibk of the falfcGIofs-tfaey gave it. 
JfcdtfiTCs Captain Fet er Delgado wasordei'd with his Company to guard the 
the Com- King's Houfe, and attend him, till reliev'd. That Night the King was 
vany of veiy melancholy, being among fo many Strangers, and though it was late, 
Captain would not go to Bed, till he had !ent Syha, the Poitvgucfe Interpreter, to 
Viila-'ia defire the General, that for fomc Conifou in his Solitude, this being ili£

converfe with the Conquerors, is only to hallen being overeóme, ar.d make 
the Change of Fortune Habitual. The Governcur was glad he could afford 
him that Satisfaction ; and fending immediately for Captain Villagra, de- 
fied he would go divert the King, and make much of, and entertain him 
with Art, that he might be comforted. The Captain readily comply 'd, and 
the King exprefs'd Ungular Satisfaction in hi? Company. He fupp'd, and 
■went to Bed t difcourfingall the while with the Captain concerning Martial 
and Religious Affairs. 

Two Days after the Govevnour directed Colonel Gallinato and Captain 
ViUagra^ together with Paul de Lima, to propofe to the King to enter into 
Treaty with him, in his Majefly's Name, for fettling Things in a State of 
Security, and Safety; and to perfwade him, that was the "W'.ay to defeivc Treaty fet 
well, and put himfelf into a letter Condition. They three went to him, afoot with 
attended by other Performs of Note, and among them fome religious Men of ij¡ e King, 
the Orders of S. Jugnjlin, and .?. Dotnin'ick, and the Society of Jefus, who 
all behav'd therr.Telves commendably in their Stations. The King did not 
refute to capitulate, and alter fettling the Form, by the Interpofition of Paul 
de Lima, and granting fome Things he deiir'd of the King of Spain, the fol- 
lowing Articles were drawn and fign'd.

munitions, Mufk~ets,and Fire-Arms there are in them. Farts. 

Secondly, That he frail rtilore a!l thePrifoners lie has, either Chriflians, 
or Infidels, being our Subjefls, as well of the Provinces of the Pintadas, as To rcleafc 
of the Reft that are fubjsct to the Spaniards in the Philippine Iflands. He Ptifotieis, 
anfweiM, that all fuch as can be found at prefent fhall be deliver'd, and 
the Refl hereafter as they are difcover'd. _ 

Thirdly ,That he ihall deliver up the Dntch he has in his Power. He Jo y ner

Gallinato confulted with Villagra, and they appro vM of the Method, fet- Vi la rra 
ingoutin the Carcoas on Saturday in the Afternoon, and on Sunday Morning twjls the 
a League ihbrtof the River, the Sangiack told the Captain, he well knew he Sangiack 
had been long from his Country, attending the King, and that his Subjects 
had no certain Account of him, and therefore, they might f hen as they us'd 
to do at other Times, come out to the Mouth of the River with a Fleet, to 
guard the Entrance. That if it fhould fo happen, he muir not he diflurbd, 
for they ihould all ferve him. The Captain , told him, how much he con- 
fided in him, lince he had fo eafily follow 'd his Advice, and was come to 
his Country ahnofl Naked; and that whatfuever bappen'd he would not 
miflruft him.

Sanoiack after paying the due Refpefl to his Mother, there pafs'd extraordinary De- 
ri»./ iis monfirations of Love on both Sides, (lie imbracing, and killing her Son. 
Mmhr Thus they all went up the River, againfl the Stream, till they came to the 
Town. Onboth the Panksthere appeai'd People clad in gay Manner, with 
Feathers, but unarm'd, and the Sangiack having delir'd his Mother to go 
alhore, all the Prime Men to pcrfwadc her leap'd into the Water, and carry- 
id her in their Arms. The Sangiack and Villagrtt came to the Market- 
place, in the mid ft whereof they found an Aibour, or Hut made of Boughs, 
on Timbers, and init two Chairs, on a Carpet. They fet down with the 
uhial Ceremonies.and the Sangiack declar'd to his Subjeiis.that all the Do- 
minions of the King of Tcrmrtt , and their Perfons, weie then fubjeft to the 
King of Spain, as he was himfelf. That hereupon tollow'd the Obligation 
of delivering up the Forts to him, and he was poffefs'd of all the Reli, only 
that being wanting. That they ihould fo order that Captain Villagttt

Jnother der'd, the King of Bachian's in "War, and a Kinfman of his, which they both 
Fort built fljil relented. Don Pedí o otdet'd another Fort to be erefted at Z)A>Jt,and 
at Tydore a Captain with 50 Men to Garrifon it; at the R-equelt of the King, by 
whole Mfifiance it was fimfh'd. It was tefolv'd, that for the prefent, the 
Témate third Fart of the Duties the People of Tcrnale us'd topay.ihouldbetakenoff, 
tas'dof fo to make them eafy, that they might leap fome Benefit of our Viflory, 
Duties and not be pertwaded it tended to increafe their Oppreflion.

Don Pedro, the Day before his Departure, gave the laid Governour his 
Inftru&ions, which had been maturely weighed, and debated, alter fe- 
veral private Conferences with him, providing for all Accidents that mighc 
happen. 

All the Printers, being the King and Prince of Témate, and 14 Savgmks ., 
and Cachilet, were putaboard the Admiral Galley .under the Care of Captain ¿J , * 
Villagra, with particular Orders to convey them to Manila. This done they \J¿L¡¿ 
fet fail. Our Fleet being departed with the Booty, and Prifoners.tlie Colonel, ia " ua - 
John de £/;i»tic/,appIy'd himfelf diUgently to the Affairs of hisCharge.snd 
to haflning on the Fortifications begun in feveral Parts. WhiM the Conque- 
rors fail'd away, on the fourth of May, he order'd the King of Tydore, with 
his Fleet, and in it fome Spaniards, commanded by the Captains Vafaual de 
Jragonpná Martin dc Efquivel, ro fail for Sahuhu, to perfwade the Cachile;, 
Sugni and QuiKati, to return to the City ; becaufe by their Examples the 
Citizens and Multitude would do the like, they being fled to the Mountains jfi„g c 
on Account of the War ; for fo they would quit thole Deferts, be encoura- Tydore 
ged to confide in the Conqueror, and fettle in Peace. The King oiTydore j- e7lt t0 g a _ 
arriv'd at Sabubu, with his Company ; fent Meffengers to them, who deli- ' uu \, u , 
ver'd what they werecommiffion'd with, adding, that if they requir'd Ho- 
mages for their fate coming, they ihould have the Sfanifi Captains that were 
in the Fleet deliver'd to them. The Governours were fo far from giving jj ( q^ 
E ar to their MeiTage, that they fent to conjure them to depart Sabuhu. Ef- vcnmrs 
quivel was enncern'd at this miftruflful and rough Behaviour, becaufe the ,.,,/yj ta 
greateft Partof the People of the Ifland were in that flrong Hold, and in Gi- c ¿„¿_ 
lelo, and that Repulfein the Prefence of the Natives (hat were fled, feem'd 
to threaten greater Opposition. Whilft he prepar'd to reduce them, he en- 
deavour'd by faijr Means to attract the Inhabitants of a Town, call'd Táceme, 
tivo Leagues from Témate, whither alfo fome of rhofe that had fled were re- 
tir'd. He fent them a confiderable Quantity of Plunder, placM Safeguards 
in Tacóme and Malayo, to quiet, and defend them againft the Tyderei, their 
Enemies and Conquerors. „ 

The King of Tydore, and our Commanders, returning without any Effect ~P? mln 
from Sahibu, they fail'd with the Fleet to Machian, to recover peaceably J'?'. ?' 
that Part of the Ifland, which the Governour,Doi> RAo,took from the King Mactuan. 
of Témate, to reflore it to him of Tydore. At the fame Time two Dutch 
Ships arriv'd there ; one of them was the fame our Fleet found fome Days 
before in the Fort Talangame ; which having been a Witnefs to our Suc- 
cess, reioyn'd the other, and both of them came together to the Moluceot, by _ 
Order of the Dutch Commander refiding at Jmboyna, to encourage the King ''"? Putcu 
of Tenate toperftft in his Difobedience, and aífift him againft our Fleet. *'"/''• 
Our Men fent the Colonel Advice, who ordet'd our Galliots to fet out, to 
find.andpurfuethofe Ships, that fo their Boats might not offer to move tar 
from them, and to endeavour to obftrucr their trading with the Natives. 
Tho* the Orders were obey'd, the faid two Ships appear'd before Teníate 
the third Day after, and holding on their Courfe, auchor'd at Gilolo, where 
moil of the Natives of the Molucca Iflands, who were fled, had fortify'd 
thenifelves, Tnefe Guefis, according to their Cuilome, call'd together all 
L 1 1 tin 
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the Inhabitants, who were difpersM about in other Towns, and refolv'd 
to go over to Gilolo and Sabubit. They gather'd all their Veflels, and 
thought, with them, ard the Dutch Ships, to obflruil the Ravage our Gs- 
liots made, and to fupport their Friends. This new Rebellion was carry- 
ed on in Sight of the Dutch Ships lying at Anchor before Gilolo, and they 
» 7 77- íecu/'d, and defended them againft our Squadrons. 
. Q.-i'i The Colonel intreated the King niTydore, who was newly return'd from 

° Machian, to gather a greater Number of arm'd Canoas, that our Infantry 
might be carry'd in them, and the Galiots, to attack Gilolo, and Sjb'ubu y 
in Order to fupprefs that Mifchief in its firft Rife, there being other Places 
for our VeíTels to put into, befides the Harbour where the Enemies Ships Jay 
at Anchor. The King oÍTydore ftarted fo many Difficulties, that ifquhel

f € /V* * l being certain, that the Fugitives mud bring their Provifions, and parti-

during that War, they would fupply the Want of them from thofe fame 
Places; the Governour therefore reibiv'd, that Major Vergara, and the 
King of Tydore,íhou\á repair thither with izú Spaniards, to difappoint their 
Deiigns,that fo Neceffity might reduce them to fubmit. 
Our Forces arriv'd at the Ifland Batochtna, which is the fame as Gilolo, 
izo Spa- and where Sabuht Hands. Leaving the Shore, they march'd overextraor- 
niardsfent dina'ry wooded Mountains, along the Side of the River Gahocanora, to a 
to Gilolo. great Town, the Receptacle of many of the Fugitives. They met with no 
Oppofition, or other Obitacle in the Way, but only thofe iharp pointed 
Stakes they ufe to drive into the Ground. The Enemy had plac'd their 
greateft Defence upon the River; but abandon'd it upon the Approach of 
the Spaniards, running up into the Mountains, and leaving their Hon fes 
They htrn and Veflels. Our Men fell upon both, burnt them, and took fuch as durft 
Towns avd itay behind. In fine, they all, difmay'd at the Sight of the Flames and 
reduce tie Deftruftion, embraced more fubmiflive methods. The City Fifoa un- 
ijland, derwent the fame Fate, and the Remains of it fued for Pardon, and com' 
ply'd. 
The King of Tydore went away from this Place with eight Careens, lea- 
* ving the reft, and the Galleys, with the Major. The City Mamuya, having 

Galela ¿e- m3( i e Refinance, was alfo burnt. Our Men went over in fmall Veflels to 
Jlroy'd. Galela, a Town built in a large Lake, which held out till redue'd by Fire 
and Sword, the very Children fwimming away. Tolo, Chiava, and Ca- 
ToIoChi- viafo, which are three Leagues from Galela, and whofe Inhabitants liad 
ava and teen formerly Chriftians, prevented Military Execution, by fending Depu- 
Camafo ties from Tolo, the ilrongeft of them, with Boughs oí Bananas in Bloííbm, 
jttlmit, and Green, and White Cloves. They came unarm'd, and with MuCck r 
and exprefs'd much Sorrow for their late Rebellion, for which Saltan Zay- 
¿e was to blame, and for having forfaken the Chriflian Religion, which 
they were there ready to imbrace. The Spanifo Commander prais'd, and 
treated them Courteoufly. Our Men now iickned a pace ; for which Kea- 
fen, as alfo becaufe the weilerly Winds began to grow boifterouy, he was 
oblig'd to defer the fubduing of Moral ay . However he left fome Men at 
Tolo, with the finall Guns taken at Gabecaxofa, to fecure the Towns that 
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were reduc*d,and defend them againft thole of Galela and Tálelo, which 
are biget than they. This done he letun/d to Témate t hut not without 
Storms, and Dangers, incuir'd by giving Credit to a Molucco Slave. 

The Governour mann'd a Galliot, a Bngantine, and fome fmaller Veffels 
■with Soldiers, and Chinefes to row, under the Command of the Enfign 
Chrijiopher Suarez. He fail'd with, a fair Wind for the Iiland Mateo, ¿pfc-g 
■which we call Celebes, the neareft Part whereof is 30 Leagues Weft from f r ¿¡¡2C~ 
Témate, and its Length above 150 Leagues. The furtheft Part of it ^ q uivel to 
fubjeflto the King of Macajfar, a Mahometan Prince, \vith whom the ¡ ljf , Hca _ 
People of Maluca have Trade, as a)fo with three other heathen Kings, ^ thenKivrt 
whom there was a Report, that they defired to be Chriftians ; but they c ¿ y co j ¿ 
fell under the Tyranny of the King of Témate, and fuffer'd by his Invafi- ^ndlotoU* 
onsand Burnings. Bfauivelkntta acquaint them with the King ofSpai?i*s 
Victories and Succefs; and exhorted them to come under his Dominión, 
but above all to be united to the Church. He made them Prefents of Eu- 
ropean Commodities, which are as good as Money with them, and offer'd 
the Prote&ion of the Spanijii Power, which had pull'd down that Tyrant, 
to whom they were Tributary. He faid, he fent them Ships and Arms, 
and that for the Time to come, they might fafely repair to trade at the 
Moluccas. Thefe Princes were two Brothers, the one King of Bool, the 
other of Totoli. They rejoyc'd at the coming of the Embaffador Chrijio- 
pher Suarez, and he prcfenting them fome Pieces of Velvet, in Token of 
Frierldfliip, they returned other Gifts, and Abundance of Provifions. and 
difmiis'd him, with a Letter to the Governour. Queen Dongne of Cau~ ' 
ripa, teflify e d to Efquivel no left Satisfaction, and Inclination to be uní* _• 
ted to the King of Spain by VaiTalage. ■ 

The Garrifons of the Rebellious Towns were aflaulted by the Spaniards, j{; }l g f 
and compell'd to fubmit. The King of Tydore made Havock on the Coaft "j/ydore'j 
ef Batochina, or Gilolo, where he recover'd ibr his Majefiy, and for him- ASiom, 
felf, the Towns and Forts that had been taken from him by the King of 
Témate. He plundefd the great Town of Mira, in Mor at ay, and made 
Captives of many that oppos'd him, who had alio been Chriflians. Among 
the reft he took a Quíntala, which íignifíes, a Chief, or Head of a Quarter, 
or Ward, whom he again let at Liberty, at the Requeit of our Men, fend- 
ing him away with two other Guimalas, in the Company of Captain JoTm 
de la Torre.

Thefe Men gave out That Don 
lioad, Pedro attacking Jei «ate, enter'd it I'uccefsfully ; but that his Men had been 
too intent upon Plunder, the Enemy rallyed, and falling upon the Spa- 
niards, beat them out again, killing mofl of them. And that the General 
beingaiham'd ofliis ill Conduit, durit not return to Manila. 
. ThisRepoit being fpread abroad among the /iiA'ajr/, did fo much Harm 

Indians lie- that they began to Mutiny, especially in the Provinces of Camarines, and* 
¿intaMu- Pintados; in fo much that the Fryers who attended their Inllruclion 
'■».»■ could not de.i! with them any longer, for they faid, That ftnee the Peopfc 
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of the Molucca» were victorious, why fhould they he Hill fubjcct to the 
Spaniards ) who did not defend them sgainit the Moors, and thefe would 
now plunder them daily with the Affiilance of Ternate, and it would be 
worfe ior the Future. Nor were they fatisfy'd with muttering, hut pro- 
ceeded to confer Notes together, and to contrive putting theiv Projects in 
Execution. But all this vanifh'd at the Sight of Truth, and the News of 
it, brought in before the Arrival of the Conquerors, and the Preparations 
they faw made for their Reception, and triumphant Rejoycings. The 
Weather was feafonable, and favoured them in all Refpects, and rhey ar- *■ 

riv'd at Manila on the ninth of June, loaded with Honour and Victory, 
after they had refled in the Port of Cabite y two Leagues diflant. 

The Captives diverted themfclves with our Men, to put off the Remem- prifoners. 
brance of pail Times, whilft rich Garments of leveral Sorts of Silks were ¿¡donía- 
provided for them atthe publick Charge, which is the King's Treafury ia ¿J ie 
the Philippine Ifiands. They look'd dejectedly, and with Admiration, on 
the Harbour, Wall?, Forts, and Buildings of the City, the Sight whereof 
made them call to Mind the lair Day on which they fell from their boafted 
State of Liberty. Our Commanders dropt tome courteous Words of Com- 
fort in their Difcourfe, telling them, that asftnnas the News could come 
to Spain ot-their being reduced, and that good Order was taken again!! 
falling again into the former Dangers, the King would order them to be 
reflor'd to their Liberty. All thefe Expreffions were not of Force to fatiy» 
fy thofe Indians, who on the contrary began to complain of the General, 
becaufe they either fufpected, or were told by fome of our Men, that, he 
would not obferve the lafe Conduct, and promife he had made them in the 
King's Name, and oa which they had rcly'd ; and that in Cafe Sultan 
Zayde were continued in the Philippine Iilands, it was certain they would 
fend his Son, Prince Gariolano into Europe, by the Way of New Spain. 
The general being acquainted with thefe ntelancholly Reflections of their.-, 
thought it conc;rn*d the Reputation of the ChriAían Religion in general, 
and of the Spanijb Nation in }>articu!ar,to difpell thofe Jealoufies, and there- 
fore he writ to them, and directed the Captain, wha carry'd the Letters, 
toperfwadetheKing not to conceive the leaf! Miftruftof the King's Word, 
and Security he had confided in. This compos'd their Thoughts, and they 
either did, or pretended to takeComforr. -.■-■■ 

The Prifoners came with the Forces to the City, which the Fleet laluted 
with its Cannon, and were anfwer'd by the Artillery and fmall Shot from Don Pe- 
the Walls and Forts. The King landed in a Garden the Governojr had droV¿a- 
without the Walls, where he repos*d himfelf that Night, and when Lodg- try into 
ings were provided for him, .with the greateft State that could be, and an- Manila, 
fwerably for other Prifoners, according to their Qualities, Don Pedro enter 'd 
Manila with the Forces, and Oflentation of Captives and Booty. There 
wanted not Triumphal Arche.% with fuch Infcriptions as are Generally Defcriptt* 
fe: on them in Honour of Conquerors. The Habit of the Prifoners, in rich on of the- 
Mantles, Turbants arid Plume's, was not futahle to their Fo¡ tune; as making King of 
their Countenances look more haughty, and reprefeming Arrogancy. That Teníate, 
King was firong body'd, and his Limbs well Knit; his Neck, and great 
Part of his Amis he wore naked ; his Skin being of the Colour of a Cloud, 
lather inclin'd to Black than Tawny. The Features cf his Face were like 
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an European. His Eyes large, full, and fparkling, to which they add the 
Fiercenofs of long Eyebrows, thick Beards and Whiikers, and lank Hair. 
He always wore hisCampilane, or Cimiter, and Criz t or Dagger ; the Hilts 
of them both refembling the Heads of Snakes gilt. This is affirm'd by 
Officers that attended, and convers'd with him familiarly, to whom he was 
obligingly Courteous, and it appears by Relations, and by the Picture drawn 
to the Life, which the General fait into Spain for the King. 
úoychigs The Rejoycings tor the Victory were continu'd with much Solemnity, 
r the Indians t who were the principal Subject of them, being preient. The 

King of Témate underfianding that Meflengers were fending away to Sp.iin 
to carry the News of the Succefs, and Account of the Prifoners, writ a 
ftort Letter to the King, intermixt with Commendations of Don FeJro d: 
Acunna and fome other Spanijb Commanders. He reprefented the change 
of his Condition, with fome what of Submiifion, but not Humility, or ra- 
ther Méaunefs; and intreated his Majefly to extend his Royal Goodnefs 
towards the Conquer'd, for his own Magnanimity's fnke, and on Account 
of the perpetual Fidelity, and Vaffalage they had fworn to him. This 
Letter was writ by another Hand, and in Spanijb. When it was given 
him to fign, the King turn'd the upfide down, and Writ his Ñame on the 
■white half Page in Perjian Characters, thinking he had fign'd at the Be- 
ginning, or Top of the Letter, as ispracHsM by the Princes of ihofe Coun- 
tries.
